SPRAGUE  FIRE. 

Northern  Pacific  Losses  Will  be 
About  $1,000,000. 

Sprague,  Wash..  Auk.  5.— The  North- 
frn  Pacific  raJlroad  is  the  heaviest 
loser  by  the  fire  which  swept  over  320 
acres  of  territory  and  destroyed  prop- 
tit  y  valued  at  nearly  $2,000,000.  The 
Id.sses  of  the  Northern  Pacitlc  Include 
twenty-four  locomotives.  llfty-four 
cars,  $325,000;  shops,  machinery,  etc., 
$,''>0.000.  Headquarters,  passenger  sta- 
tion, freight  warehouse,  etc.,  $125,000. 
Half  a  mile  of  track  was  destroyed,  to- 
gether with  70.000  tons  of  coal  and  5000 
cords  of  wood,  bringing  the  Northern 
Pacific  loss  up  to  $750,000.  Other  losses 
range  from  a  few  hundreds  to  $30,000. 

The  town,  which  has  about  1700  popu- 
lation, is  forty-two  miles  from  Spokane, 
and  Is  an  Important  pwlnt.  The  volun- 
teer fire  department  worki'd  heroically, 
but  a  strong  east  wind  prevented  their 
exertions  amounting  to  any  gooa.  A 
majority  of  the  citizens  are  camping 
out.  The  Spokane  fire  department  was 
on  hand,  buit  only  succeedi-d  in  saving 
some  isolaited  buildings.

COLUMBIA  WAS  FAST, 

But  Her  Boilers  Were  in   Bad 
Condition. 

WashingtOD,  Aug.  5. — The  official  re- 
port of  Capt.  Sumner,  commander  of 
the  Columbia,  upon  the  speed  test  of 
that  vessel  on  the  run  across  the  At- 
lantic reached  the  navy  department  to- 
day, and  is  mainly  an  elaboration  of 
the  succinct  statement  of  the  events 
of  the  voyage  made  by  the  captain 
when  he  arrived  at  New  York.  He  says 
that  he  made  the  run  in  6  days  23 
hours  and  49  minutes.  The  quantity 
of  coal  on  bo.ard  at  the  time  of  de- 
parture was  lS61>/3  t(»ns.  of  which  118<1 
tons  wert:-  consumed.  The  draft  forward 
was  26  feet  3  inches,  and  aft  25  feet 
6  inches. 

Capt.  Sumner  says:  ("It  was  not 
deemed  practical  to  make  the  last 
twenty-fou^  hours  run  under  forced 
draft  b.-<ause  'if  the  unreliability  of 
the  boihrs.  We  were  blowing  out  tubes 
at  140  pf»unds  pressure.  The  lf>ose  state 
of  the  engines  from  the  long  run.  the 
great  fatigue  of  the  crew  and  officers. 
made  the  impracticability  of  getting  a 
eoai  supply  to  the  boilers  with  sufficient 
rapidity  from  where  thft  coal  was  lo- 
cated at  this  stage  of  the  run.  The 
run  has  involved  excessive  labor  on  the 
part  of  most  of  the  ships  company, 
for  we  hav€»  had  twelve  volunteers  from 
deck  on  duty  in  the  fire  rooms  for  the 
whole  run  and  forty-eight  more  men 
frr»m  df<rk  have  been  occupied  below 
for  some  days  past  in  supplying  the 
lower  bunkers  with  coal  from  the  wing 
passages.  ^      ,       .      , 

"I  feart«d  that  I  was  to  be  deprived 
of  th"  valuable  services  of  Passed  As- 
sistant FIngineer  Bevington.  of  our  en- 
gineer force,  as  he  met  with  a  severe 
and  painful  accident  Just  r>revJous  to 
our  d^-partur-  from  Southampton  which 
placed  him  on  the  sick  list.  H^-  left 
th^  list  however,  though  still  suffering 
severely  from  the  effects  of  the  acci- 
dent, and  took  his  place  and  duty  all 
the  way  over."

A  FAKE  BISHOP. 


Joseph  Winges  Reports  Said  to 
be  a  Regular  Fraud. 


Pertlo  Springs,  Mo..  Aug.  5.— Silver 
Dick  Uland  arrived  here  today  to  lead 
the  forces  and  frame  the  resolutions 
which  will  be  adopted  by  the  Demo- 
cratic silver  convention  which  meets  to- 
morrow. The  advance  guard  is  a  small 
one.  not  more  than  a  dozen  delegates 
lielng  here  and  barring  Senator  C(K;k- 
rell.  who  lives  here.  Hland  is  the  onl.v 
star  attraction  on  the  groynd.  Bland, 
however,  has  already  thrown  down  the 
gtiuntlet  to  the  anti-silver  element  in 
the  Democratic  cenrtral  committee,  and 
it  may  result  in  considerable  friction,  if 
n'>thing  more.  Bland  had  not  been  here 
an  hour  before  he  was  out  in  the  em- 
phatic declaration  to  a  few  trusted 
friends  that  the  time  had  arrived  when 
the  silver  men  should  assume  control  of 
the  party  machinery.  For  publication 
he  refused  to  talk,  but  the  statement  of 
his  declaration  of  war  is  correct.  It  ha.s 
excited  lively  comment. 

This  declaration  of  Bland's  is  inter- 
l>reted  to  mean  that  he  proposes  to  fight 
and  endeavor  to  secure  a  new  commit- 
tee favorable  to  the  white  metal.  Mr. 
Bland  is  of  the  opinitm  that  the  conven- 
tion will  conclude  its  work  by  Wednes- 
day afternoon  easily,  and  that  its  final 
resuUs  will  he  most  gratifying  to  the 
friends  of  silver,  who  hold  that  the  ratio 
of '16  to  1  Is  the  prof)er  basic  point  upon 
which  to  go  to  the  nation  for  the  fight 
for  free  and  unlimited  coinage  of  silver. 
Beyond  this  the  ex-congressman  will 
not  go.  As  the  probable  selection  of  the 
state  central  committee  for  temporary 
chairman  of  the  atate  convention.  Bland 
is  reserving  his  fire  until  tomorrow.  He 
will  speak  about  an  hour  in  taking 
charge  of  the  silver  knights,  and  as  it 
is  (luite  probable  that  In  addition  to 
acting  as  temporary  chairman  he  also 
will  l>e  chairman  of  the  committee  on 
re^jlutions.  he  proposes  to  submit  for 
the  affirmative  on  the  silver  men  a 
platform  that  will  ring  with  ,the  ex- 
pressed declaration  for  16  to  1.  It  has 
l)een  suggested  that  he  proposes  to  In- 
coii)orate  a  plank  denouncing  the  na- 
tional administration. 

The  state  central  committee  will  meet 
in  the  morning  to  decide  upon  the  tem- 
porary organization  of  the  convention, 
which  will  be  convened  at  12  o'clock 
noon.  The  commfttee  will  probably 
name  Bland  for  temporary  chairman, 
although  Judge  James  Gibson,  of  Kan- 
sas City:  M.  E.  Benton,  of  Newton",  and 
.1.  W.  Farrls.  of  Laclede,  are  casually 
mentioned  for  the  honor.  With  the 
convention,  after  the  temporary  organi- 
zation has  been  com'plettMl.  will  be  left 
the  permanent  organization.  Governor 
Stone,  It  Is  believed,  can  have  the  chalr- 
manshlr>  if  he  wants  it. 

A  new  scheme  was  developed  itoday 
whereby  the  silver  men  Intend  to  secure 
the  state  machinery  and  a  majority  of 
the  state  committee.  The  plan  Is  to  let 
the  present  committee  remain  and  to 
elect  one  new  member  from  each  of  the 
congressional  districts  and  three  from 
the  ^tate  at  large,  making  a  committee 
of  foa"ty-four  members  Instead  of  six- 
teen, as  at  present.  The  silver  men 
would  be  In  a  posltlonMto  force  the  fight 
in  the  next  state  campaign  on  silver 
lines. 


Keeping  Tab  on  Possible  Out- 
lets for  Contraband  Supplies. 

Tacoma.  Wash..  Aug.  5.— For  several 
inonths  past  the  Hawaiian  government 
has  maintained  secret  service  agents  In 
Puget  sound.  One  of  th.-  agents  has 
been  stationed  here  for  .some  months 
on  the  watch  for  expected  shipments  of 
arms  and  ammunition  over  the  North- 
ern Pacific  to  be  sent  by  sailing  craft 
to  the  islands.  He  bears  letters  of 
authority  given  by  E.  <:.  Hitchcock, 
marshal  of  the  Hawaii;in  republic. 
•Jack  "  McDonald,  a  Seattle  detective, 
who  has  made  a  good  leeord  in  the 
Northwest,  Is  h«re  assisting  him. 

It  was  learned  today  that  all  points 
in  the  Northwest  through  which  arms 
or  ammunition  could  arrive  for  trans- 
shipment to  the  islands  are  being  closely 
watched.  These  points  are  Everett  and 
Seattle,  teimlnals  of  the  Great  North- 
ern; Vancouver  .the  terminus  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific;  Victoria.  Port  Towns- 
end  and  Tacoma.  terminals  of  the 
Northern  Pacific.

MODERN  WOODMEN. 


School  of  Instruction  to  Com- 
mence in  St.  Paul. 

St.  Paul,  Aug.  5.— Tomorrow  and 
Wednesday  afternoon  the  Modern 
Woodmen  of  America  will  hold  a 
school  of  instruction  In  their  secret 
work.  W.  A.  Northcott,  of  Greenville. 
111.,  the  head  consul  of  the  order,  will  IxV 
the  instructor,  and  the  pupils  will  be 
deputies  from  Minnesota,  Wisconsin 
and  North  Dakota.  There  is  one  deputy 
for  every  congressional  district  In  a 
state,  and  the  total  number  In  attend- 
ance a/t  'the  St.  Paul  schtK)l  will  be  about 
twenty-five.  The  sessions  will  be  held 
in  the  hall  of  thei  labor  assembly  on  Wa- 
basha street. 

Tomorrow  evening  a  mass  meeting 
will  be  held  at  Market  hall,  when  Mr.

Astoria,  Ore..  Aug.  5. — Joseph  Winges 
Reports,  representing  himself  as  the 
bishop  of  Honolulu,  is  In  jail  hen , 
charged  with  obtaining  $30  from  Father 
Dlelmann.  a  Catholic  priest  of  this  city, 
under  false  pretenses.  He  arrived  here 
yesterday  on  a  steamer  from  Portlaml 
and  at  once  began  operations,  lntro<luc- 
Ing  himself  to  Father  Dlelmann  as  the 
Catholic  bishop  of  Honolulu.  This  morn- 
ing he  managed  to  get  the  money,  and 
was  turning  his  attention  to  victimizing 
other  ministers  here  when  he  was  ar- 
rested. 

He  gave  his  age  as  45  and  declares 
that  he  is  what  he  represents  himself 
lo  be.  Reports  dresst's  in  the  garb  of  a 
priest  and  looks  like  one.  but  the  i)olice 
here  claim  to  have  positive  information 
from  Chief  Crowley,  of  San  Francisco, 
and  Chief  Minto,  of  Portland,  that  h- 
is  a  swindler.    He  is  a  German.

INSURGENTS   LOSE. 


Reports  of  Spanish  Successes 
in  Recent  Encounters. 

Havana,  Aug.  .5.— Lieut.  Col.  Molina, 
at  the  head  of  a  force  of  forty  auxil- 
iary troops,  had  a  skirmish  today  with 
the  insurgents  commanded  by  th*-  well 
known  leader,  Matagas,  at  Sabanna 
Torres,  near  Rosariovja,  in  the  pro- 
vine*'  of  Santa  Clara.  The  Insurgents 
attempted  to  surround  the  tnKips,  but 
tlie  Latter  reinforcwl  by  forty  infantry 
soldiers  chargtd  the  enemy,  who  num- 
bered ::00.  and  dispersed  them.  The  in- 
.surgents  left  five  dead  upon  the  field 
and  retired  with  many  wounded.  The 
trr)ops  ciiptured  ten  saddl'~d  horses,  car- 
rying provisions.  an<l  during  the  en- 
gjifrcment  twenty  saddh.-d  hi)rs»rs.  car- 
rying ammunition  and  other  supplies 
for  the  Insurgents,   wen-  killed. 

Among  the  kill*-<J  was  Capt.  Jose 
Reyes  Caderra.  of  the  Insurgent  forces, 
who  was  fully  Identified.  On  the  side 
of  the  tro<ips  one  corp^iral  and  one 
guerilla  was  seriously  injured. 


A  NEW  TREATY. 

France  and  the  United  States 
Will  Arrange  One. 

Washington,  Aug.  5.— The  state  depart- 
ment has  lieen  notified  hy  Amliassa'lor 
Kustis  of  the  action  taken  by  the  French 
chamber  of  deputies  looking  to  the  ar- 
ranwemi-nt  of  a  treaty  heiween  the  liiited 
States  and  France  by  the  terms  of  which 
any  differtnccs  that  may  hereafter  arise 
l)etwecn  the  two  countries  will  be  adjust- 
ed by  arldtration.  The  ani!)assador  re- 
ports tliat  a  resolution  to  fhia  end  passed 
the  chambers  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

It  does  not  app''ar  that  this  f-ict  wa«  of- 
licially  communicated  to  Mr.  Kustis  aiil 
as,  by  the  tetTnt:  of  the  re.solsition,  t'lr 
I-'rench  government  was  invited  to  nego- 
tiate for  such  a  treaty,  it  Is  probable  that 
the  first  olflcla)  notice  that  our  government 
will  receivp  of  the  intention  of  the  French 
^rovernment  will  be  a  proposal  to  open 
negotiations  to  see  if  common  ground  can- 
not be  found.  This  proposition  may  he 
made  to  our  state  department  through 
Amltassador  Patenotre. 

At  the  state  department  it  is  thought 
the  subject  promise.s  to  ije  <-xtremely  dif- 
ficult of  adjustment  owing  to  the  seeming 
lirpossiblllty  of  reconciling  the  claims  of 
the  I'nited  "States  un'ler  the  Monroe  doc- 
trine with  the  Frencli  view. 


A  HOPEL^  CAUSE. 

How  a  Prominent  Hawaiian  Re- 
gards Filibustering  Plans. 

Chicago,  Aug.  5. — Arthur  Wilder,  the 
young  Hawaiian  who  wa.s  private  sec- 
retary to  the  advisory  council  of  the 
Dole  provisional  government,  passed 
through  Chicago  today  on  his  way  from 
Honolulu  to  the  East.  Mr.  Wilder  was 
a  cousin  of  C.  L.  Castle,  who  was  killed 
during  the  revolution,  and  is  inclined  to 
laugh  at  the  stories  of  royalist  upris- 
ings at  Honolulu. 

"The  filibusters'  cause  Is  hopeless,"  he 
said,  "for  the  government  Is  too  tho- 
roughly established  to  lear  any  attempt 
to  place  the  ex-queen  on  the  throne. 
Attempts  may  be  made,  but  they  are 
sure  to  fail,  for  the  royalists  are  not 
strong  enough  to  m;ike  a  revolution 
successful.  The  present  government 
has  nothing  to  fear  from  the  ex-queen 
or  her  friends."

PENSION  DAY. 


Peculiar  Circular  Which  Was 
Sent  to  Pensioners. 

Topcka.  Kan..  Aug.  ."1.— This  is  pension 
ilay  and  checks  for  several  hundred  thou- 
sanil  dollars  are  l)elng  i^aid  out  this  week 
by  I'nited  States  Commissioner  Glick.  The 
following  circular  was  distributed  among 
the  old  soldiers  of  Toi)'ka  and  Shawnee 
counties  who  this  morning  visited  the 
I'nited  States  pension  officer  to  get  their 
rjuarterly  allowance  from  the  government: 

"Comrades:  Halt— You  are  entitled  to 
gold  in  payment  of  your  checks.  Demand 
It.     Do  not  accept  depredated  currency." 

The  pensioners  are  paiil  hy  checks  which 
an-  cashed  at  the  Topi  ka  banks.  It  is 
claimed  the  circular  was  prepared  by  a 
bimelallist  who  wants  to  show  that  there 
is  not  enough  gold  In  the  hanks  to  pay 
the  pensioners  alone,  asiile  from  doing  tSie 
other  business  of  the  country. 

It  has  also  been  sugKc-^led  that  this  may 
be  part  of  the  Sovereinn  boycott  of  na- 
tional bank  notcR.  It  is  not  known  who 
distrlimted  the  circular.

New  York.  Aug.  u.— A  new  line  of 
steamers  has  been  established  between 
New  York  and  Port  l.itnon,  Costa  lllca. 
The  new  line  will  furnish  a  weekly  ser- 
vice. The  first  steamer  of  the  line  to 
arrive  here  will  be  the  nc^  British 
steamer  City  of  Kingston,  due  on  Aug. 
]!>  with  a  cargo  of  ItJiiianas.  The  City 
of  Kingston  will  .sail  from  New  York 
on  Aug.  21  with  a  cargo  of  American 
pHMluce,  and  will  be  followtxl  by  the 
steamers  Sama  and  (ieorge  Duinois 
every  Wednesday  for  Port  Llm.ui  direct, 
and  leave  Port  Llmon  every  Saturday 
fc»r  Ne\v  York,  carrrying  malls.  These 
steamers  are  fitted  wiili  saloon  on  deck 
for  first-class  |>assenK»  is. 


JUDGE    MARSHALL    APPOINTED. 

Milwaukee.  Aug.  ii.— A  HjKvlal  to  th- 
Wisconsin,  from  Madi.son,  Wis.,  says 
that  the  appointment  of  Judge  U.  D. 
Marshall,  of  Chippewa  Falls,  to  fill  the 
jwsition  on  the  bench  made  vacant  by 
the  death  of  Judge  Orton  was  an- 
nounced at  the  executive  chambers  this 
noon.  Official  notice  of  his  appoint- 
ment was  sent  to  Judge  Marshall  this 
.';fternoon  and  it  Is  believed  that  he  will 
accept  the  ofilce. 


A  SPANISH  ACCOUNT. 
Madrid.  Aug.  '>. — According  to  a  dis- 
patch from  Havana,  the  government 
troops  have  defeated  the  Insurgents 
near  Matanzas  and  in  a<ldltlon  the  in- 
surgent forces  commanded  by  Mac'o 
have  been  defeated  in  the  province  of 
Santiago  De  Cuba.  Several  insurgents 
were  killed  in  both  enguKements. 


CORDAGE  REORGANIZATION. 
New  York.  Aug.  5.— The  United  States 
Cordage  reorganlzaition  has  issued  a 
circular  setting  forth  that  a  large  ma- 
jority of  the  securities  of  the  company 
have  been  deposited  with  the  commit- 
tee, the  success  of  the  plan  Is  assured" 
and  further  deposits  will  be  received  up 
to  and  including  Oat.  '.»,  upon  the  pen- 
alty of  $2.i"j0  per  bond  and  25  cents  per 
share  of  stock. 


St.  Paul.  Aug.  5.— The  last  work  has 
been  done,  so  far  as  enumerating  the 
people  of  the  state  is  concerned.  The 
special  enumerators  appointed  to  look 
up  the  missing  In  the  Twin  Cities  com- 
pleted  their  work   Saturday   evening. 

Chairman  Cullen.  of  the  local  St.  Paul 
committee,  said  he  thought  they  would 
have  their  returns  completed  by  this 
evening  and  the  census  bureau  Is  al- 
ready at  work  checking  up  the  returns. 
Secretary  Berg  said  this  morning  that 
he  thought  the  work  In  these  two  cities 
would  take  at  least  two  weeks  and  in 
all  probability  three.  The  returns  will 
all  be  added,  and  checked  off  by  the 
employes,  and  then  Mr.  Berg  expects 
to  go  over  the  li.sts  personally. 

The  returns  of  the  state  enumerators 
are  to  be  compared  with  those  of  the 
city  committee  and  likewise  with  the 
returns  made  by  the  special  enumer- 
ators, and  Mr.  Berg  says  there  will 
be  ny  chance  for  one  solitary  dupli- 
cate to  pass.  The  returns  will  be  raked 
with  a  finetooth  comb,  as  it  were,  to 
make  sure  that  everything  is  regular. 

It  has  not  been,  definitely  decided, 
as  yet.  whether  the  returns  may  be 
published  in  bulletin  form  or  not.  The 
secretary  will  do  this.  If  the  law  can  be 
so  construed  so  as  to  allow  it,  for  the 
demand  to  know  the  returns  is  great 
fi-om  every  part  of  the  state,  and  the 
census  officials,  as  well  as  the  people, 
who* are  interested  in  the  returns,  are 
beginning  to  wonder  why  the  clause 
forbidding  the  giving  out  of  returns  as 
soon  as  they  are  made  was  ever  In- 
serted.

United  States  Will  Not  Send 
War  Ships  There. 

Washington,  Aug.  5. — The  statement 
from  United  States  Minister  Denby  and 
Consul  General  Jernlgen  that  no  Ameri- 
cans were  injured  in  the  attack  by  the 
Chinese  mob  upon  the  missions  at  Ku 
Cheng,    relieves    our    navy    department 

from  the  necessity  of  ordering  some  of 
the  American  naval  forces  U*  the  .scene 
of  trouble,  although  this  incident  will 
undoubtedly  form  the  subject  of  an- 
other demand  uixin  the  Chinese  govern- 
n*ent  for  reparation  and  Indemnity  for 
the  outrage  ui)on  the  property  rights  of 
the  American  missionaries. 

The  nearest  American  naval  vessel  is 
the  Detroit,  which  arrived  at  Shanghai 
Saturday,  but  she  could  not  get  within 
hundreds  of  miles  of  Ku  Cheng,  and  the 
only  manner  in  which  her  force  could 
operate  would  be  by  means  of  armed 
launches.  This  is  a  most  perilous  meth- 
od of  campaigning  under  such  condi- 
tions as  exist  in  interior  China,  and 
while  Acting  Secretary  McAdoo  is  will- 
ing to  give  the  order  if  requested  to  do 
so  by  the  starte  department  ofl!iclals,  ex- 
perienced naval  officers  feel  that  it 
would  be  useless  to  sacrifice  the  lives  of 
<jur  seamen  and  they  are  glad  to  know 
that  the  state  department  does  not  re- 
gard such  a  move  as  necessary  at 
present.

Richard  Leach  Electrocuted 
at  Sinfi  Sinjt  Just  Be- 
fore Noon. 


He  Fainted  and  Was  insensi- 
ble When  Current  Was 
Appiied. 


Suffered  Death  for  the  Mur- 

der  of  His  Mistress 

Last  Year. 


Sing  Sing.  X.  Y..  Aug.  5.— Richard 
L4?acb  was  electrocuted  at  11:15.  Seven- 
teen hundred  volts  were  turned  into  his 
body,  and  the  current  was  reduced  to 
300  and  was  again  turned  to  1700  and 
reduced  to  300.  The  current  was  turned 
on  one  minute  and  fifty-seven  seconds 
before  he  was  pronounced  dead. 

The  witnesses  entered  the  death  cham- 
ber at  11:06.  Electrician  Davis  then 
made  the  usual  test  of  the  electric  ap- 
paratus by  placing  the  incandescent 
lamps  on  the  chair.  He  explainetl  that 
this  was  the  amount  of  current  which 
•would  be  sent  through  the  condemned 
man's  body. 

Warden  Sage  went  to  Leach's  cell 
at  11:02.  and  told  him  that  his  time  had 
come.  Leach  pron>ptly  responded:  "I 
am  glad  of  it.  Warden,  I  am  ready  to 
go."  - 

Before  he  started  for  the  execution 
chamber,  he  asked  Warden  Sage  to  give 
him  the  lock  of  hair  of  his  dead  wife, 
which  he  had  among  his  effects  when 
he  was  brought  to  the  prison  some 
months  ago.  He  told  the  warden  that 
he  wanted  to  die  holding  this  lock  of 
hair  in  his  hand.  The  request  was 
granted. 

Leach,  leaning  on  the  arm  of  Chaplain 
"Wylie.  entered  the  chair  at  11:15:50.  He 
was  very  weak,  and  almost  immediately 
after  he  sat  down  in  the  chair  he 
fainted.  He  was  in  this  condition  when 
the  fatal  shock  was  turned  on.  After 
the  current  had  been  on  one  minute 
and  fifty-seven  seconds  it  was  turned 
off  and  the  dix^tors  then  "began  to 
examine  the  body.  There  was 
began  to  examine  the  body.  Ther  was 
no  sign  of  pulsation  or  heart  beat,  and 
the  doctors,  after  conferring  for  a  min- 
ute or  two,  decided  that  a  second  shock 
was  unnecessary,  and  pronounced  the 
man  dead.  The  body  was  then  removed 
from  the  chair. 

STORY  OF  THE   CRIME. 

Leach  killed  Mary  Hope  Newkirk.  his 
mistress,  afcer  frequent  quarrels,  on  ac- 
count of  the  attentions  paid  to  the 
woman  by  her  uncle,  S.  H.  Moore.  The 
crime  was  committed  on  Sunday.  Nov. 
18,  1894,  Leach  cutting  the  woman's 
throat  with  a  knife,  severing  the  jugu- 
lar vein.  When  Leach  saw  that  he  had 
committed  murder,  he  tried  to  commit 
suicide  by  cutting  his  throat  with  the 
same  knife.  After  he  cut  his  throat,  he 
wrote  on  a  slate  that  he  killed  Mary 
Newkirk,  and  also  a  note  stating  that 
he  loved  her  and  before  he  would  allovv 
another  man  to  live  with  her  he  killed 
her.  Leach  and  the  woman  had  been 
drinking  the  night  before,  and  both  were 
intoxicated  when  the  crime  was  com- 
mitted. 


MYSTERY  CLEARED  UP. 


IWcAfee's  IWurderer  Was  an  In- 
sane Asylum  Inmate. 

Lincoln,  111.,  Aug.  5. — The  mystery 
surrounding  the  murder  of  Louis  Mc- 
Afee, Sunday.  July  21,  near  here  has 
been  explained.  McAfee  was  shot  dead 
on  his  porch.  The  assassin  escaped,  but 
a  vigorous  search  was  prosecuted  re- 
sulting in  the  arrest  of  a  man  named 
Charles  King,  claiming  Kingston,  Tenn., 
as  his  home.  King  now  confesses  kill- 
ing Joseph  Leonard  Giles,  from  Scio, 
Harrison  county,  Ohio. 

Correspondence  received  today  verifies 
his  statements  and  establishes  the 
further  fact  that  he  was  an  inmate  of  the 
Ohio  state  insane  asylum  at  Columbus, 
but  was  discharged.  He  has  been  iden- 
tified as  the  tramp  who,  in  Monard 
county,  this  state,  demanded  coffee 
from  a  farmer's  wife  at  the  point  of  a 
pistol  and  was  chased  away  by  the  in- 
dignant farmer  armed  with  a  Win- 
chester. 

The  tramp  later  appeared  at  another 
farmer's  place,  nearer  here,  and  being 
refused  food,  said  he  wanted  to  kill 
some  one.  He  brandished  a  pistol,  but 
the  farmer  fled  and  saved  his  life.

Dawes  Commission  is  Find 
ing  Lots  of  Opposition 
to  Its  Work. 


It  Expects   However   to   be 

Able  to  Settle  Many 

Differences. 


Choctaws    and    Chickasaws

Washington,  Aug.  5. — Gen.  Arm- 
strong, one  of  the  members  of  the 
Dawes  commission,  ia  spending  a  few 
days  In  Washington.  He  says  that  the 
I'rospects  now  are  that  the  commission 

will  be  able  to  make  a  deal  with  the 
nations  lookiog  to  future  legislation  for 
the  settlt/mei^t  of  th-  existing  anomalous 
condition  in  the  Indian  territory.  Just 
at  present  the  elections  in  the  various 
tribes  are  in  progress,  and  the  com- 
mission decided  that  it  was  well  for  its 
members  to  be  absent  in  order  to  pre- 
vent the  charge  being  imade  that  they 
were  there  to  influence  the  voters  and 
secure  legislatures  in  the  different  na- 
tions that  were  favorably  inclined  to 
the  wishes  of  the  commission. 

There  are  plenty  of  men  in  the  Indian 
country  who  are  opposed  to  the  com- 
mission and  are  doing  everything  pos- 
sible to  prevent  an  agreement  being 
reached.  It  is  expected  that  the  legis- 
latures of  th_e  different  nations  will  take 
some  action  thTs  fall,  looking  to  an  ad- 
justment, through  the  commission,  of 
the  various  interests.  The  Dawes  com- 
mission will  ask  the  legislatures  to  ap- 
point commissioners  to  negotiate  and 
submit  propositions  for  a  form  of  terri- 
torial government,  and  dispositions  of 
the  lands.  Many  of  the  Indians  are  op- 
posed to  taking  allotments  and  divisions 
of  the  lands,  though  the  more  progres- 
sive are  a.ware  that  they  must  do  so 
sooner  or  later. 

Some  of  the  Indians  are  also  of  the 
opinion  that  unless  they  submit  some 
satisfactory  proposition  to  the  Dawes 
commission,  or  show  some  inclination 
to  organize  a  better  form  of  grovernment, 
congress  will  ignore  them  and  proceed 
to  legislate  with  the  knowledge  it  al- 
ready has  on  the  subject,  and  without 
further  consultation  with  the  various 
Nations.  The  Choctaws  and  Chickasaws

QUICKSILVER  OUTPUT. 

Mineral  Report  From  the  Geo- 
logical Survey's  Work. 

j  iWashington,  Aug.  5.— In  discussing 
J  the  production  of  quicksilver  for  the 
I  year  1894,  the  rei^)ort  of  the  geological 
survey  says  that  the  California  output 
remained  stationary,  but  that  the  price 
declined  heavily.  The  highest  price 
during  the  year  was  $37  per  flask  in  the 
closing  month  and  the  lowest  $28.50  in 
January.  About  3  per  cent  of  the  pro- 
duct was  exported.  The  Imports  were 
practically  nothing.  Much- interest  has 
been  aroused  at  Cinnabar,  in  Texa.s,  but 
sufficient  work  has  not  been  done  to 
show  the  value  of  the  find.  Discussing 
nickel,  it  is  said  that  with  the  closing  of 
the  Gap  mine  in  Pennsylvania,  the  pro- 
duction has  become  inconsiderable,  the 
decline  has  been  steady  for  twenty 
years.  The  imports  are  from  Canada 
and  New  Caledonia,  and  were  valued  at 
over  $310,000. 

The  entire  product  of  chromic  iron  ore 
comes  from  California.  The  product  of 
1894  was  more  than  double  that  of  1893, 
but  the  price  remained  nearly  station- 
ary at  $15  per  ton,  3680  l<mg  tons  were 
produced.  Chromic  steel  in  relation  to 
armor  and  armor  piercing  projectiles  is 
very  fully  discus.sed.  It  is  stated  that 
the  chromium  does  not  itself  increase 
the  hardness  of  sti^l,  but  in  combination 
with  other  suiiHtances,  gives  it  super- 
licial  hardness  equal  to  that  of  the 
Harvey  process.

This  agrees 
with  the  stand  which  has  been  taken 
by  The  Herald  upon  this  question  and 
which  is  endorsed  by  every  business 
man  in  Duluth  who  has  given  it  due 
consideration.  The  following  facts  cited 
by  the  Transcript  in  support  of  its 
claims  are  worthy  of  reproduction: 

First.  Business  men  and  manufactur- 
ers will  always  prefer  a  location  that 
has  transportation  facilities  supplied 
by  more  than  one  railroad,  that  is,  by 
railroad  lines  under  different  manage- 
ments. If  those  same  business  men  are 
l'X?ated  in  a  community  that  has  out- 
lets only  over  railroads  under  one  man- 
agement, fthey  will  go  to  great  expense 
and  effort  to  get  competing  railroads. 

Second.  The  railroads  themselves  will 
demonstrate  to  any  community  which 
they  prox)ose  entering  as  an  additional 
line  to  any  already  there  that  another 
road  under  different  management  will 
be  of  extremely  great  benefit,  and  on 
that  claim  will  .solicit  right-of-way,  ter- 
minal facilities,  large  bonuses  in  mun- 
icipal bonds  and  even  land  grants. 

Third.     Every  city,  county  and  state 
will  encourage  the  construction  of  new 
lines   (under  different   management)   to 
districts  already  supplied  with  one  rail- 
road.    The  state  will  give  land  grants 
for  such  competing  lines,  and  Minnesota 
has    done    so    in    rei)eated    instances — 
familiar  ones  being  to  the  Little  Falls 
&    Dakota   and    Fergus   Falls   &    Black 
Hills  roads.    Cities  and  counties  already 
having  one  railroad  will  almost  invari- 
ably    give     bonus€«,     concessions     and 
other  valuable  inducements     for     such 
lines.    It  always  has  be*'n  and  is  to  this 
day  considered  wise  public  policy  to  aid 
in  paying  the  cost  of  the  cons.truction  of 
at  least  a  second  railway  in  practically 
the  same  territory,  if  it  is  under  differ- 
ent control   from   the  one  already   de- 
pended on  for  transportation. 

Fourth — The  laws  of  states,  and  e.«- 
pecially  of  Minnesota  specifically  pro- 
hibit the  combining  of  parallel  lines, 
and  as  fully  as  any  laws  can  prevent 
the  fraud  upon  the  public  which  would 
result  from  the  consolidation  of  rail- 
roads that  have  accepted  public  aid 
on  the  basis  of  being  under  separate 
control. 

Suri»rise   is   expressed    by    the   Tran- 
script   that,    in    view   of   the   above   in- 
disputable conditions,  the  effort  to  con- 
solidate the  two  great  railway  systems 
of    the    North w^est    should    meet    with 
actual  approval  from  leading  men.  pa- 
pers ami  officials,  and  it  considers  it  as- 
tonishing that  anyr«ne^  who  has  at  htiartj 
the  welfare  of  the  Northwest    can  con- 
sider with   indifference  the  prop«3sition 
now   existing    to    ignore   the  >legal    and 
moral  rights  of  the  people  and  interesfls 
involved.     The  Transcript  adds;  "There 
is   scarcely   a    prominent   paper   inj   the 
state  besides  The    Duluth    Herald    that 
has   not   promptly   sounded   the  praises 
of  J.   J.   Hill  in   his  efforts  that,   ever>' 
thinking  man  must  know,  will  (if  suc- 
cessful)   remove    railroad    cr>mpetition 
from    a    vast    region.      Even    men    who 
profess    to   see   gofid    in     such    a    ccwi- 
summatlon    would    clearly    demonstrate 
the  benefit  to  their  own  city  of  a  new 


COERCING  POSTMASTERS. 

The  New  York  Mercury  gives  a  photo- 
graphic reproduction  of  an  original  au- 
tograph letter  sent  out  by  Hoke  Smith, 
secretary  of  the  Interior,  to  the  post- 
masters in  Georgia.  The  letter  says: 
"Without  any  purpose  to  affect  >-our 
personal  action,  I  send  you  several 
copies  of  Secretary  Carlisles  recent 
speeches.  I  will,  however,  appreciate 
your  distributing  them  among  those 
likely  to  read  them." 

It  will.be  noticed  that  the*  postmasters 
are  not  ordered  to  distribute  the  po- 
litical dodger:  they  are  merely,  with 
great  j>oliteness,  asked  to  makei  the 
distribution,  but  such  a  request  from 
so  high  and  powerful  an  official  is  no 
less  than  a  command.  The  people  of 
Georgia  do  not  believe  in  the  financial 
policy  of  the  adminisrtration.  It  is  fair 
to  assume  that  most  of  the  post- 
masters in  the  state,  appointed  upon 
the  recommendation  of  their  neighbors 
and  the  members  of  congress,  are  sil- 
ver men  and  do  not  want  to  go  into 
the  service  of  the  goldbugs  to  advocate 
and  spread  their  false  and  dishonest 
doctrines.  But  they  are  reminded  that 
if  they  are  the  servants  of  the  people 
the>l  are  also  the  servants  of  Mr.  Cleve- 
land, and  through  him  of  the  clique 
who  would  bankrupt  the  country  and 
impoverish  the  people  to  increase  the 
value  of  their  own  possessions. 

Such  a  perfect  and  extensive  organi- 
zation as  the  postofflces  of  the  country, 
for  the  distribution  of  campaign  docu- 
ments, it  would  cost  an  immense 
amount  of  money  to  secure.  The  advo- 
cates of  honest  money,  the  silver  men, 
have  no  such  organization.  It  would 
be  impossible  for  them  to  employ  a  man 
in  every  town  to  select  suitable  sub- 
jects and  attempt  their  conversion.  But 
here  is  an  organization  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  advocates  of  a  single 
gold  standard,  and  all  the  expenses 
paid  by  the  government.  But  more 
than  that,  the  influence  of  the  office 
goes  with  the  document  that  is  handed 
out  by  the  ofBcial. 

It  is  probably  not  in  the  recollection 
of  any  man,  says  the  Mercury,  that 
there  was  ever  a  time  when  an  ad- 
ministration went  so  far  in  the  use  of 
official  power  to  strike  down  opposi- 
tion, and  of  public  patronage  for  bri- 
bery and  corruption,  as  does  this  ad- 
ministration of  Mr.  Cleveland,  the  Idol 
of  the  civil  service  reformers  and  mug- 
wumps. Men  in  various  parts  of  the 
country,  conspicuous  for  their  influ- 
ence, are  selected  and  marked  as  the 
victims  of  the  corruptionists,  and  for 
weeks  and  months  they  are  worked 
upon  in  every  pos.sible  way  to  seduce 
them  to  an  abandonment  of  principle 
and  the  betrayal  of  the  people  who 
have  put  confidence  in  them.  The 
tempter  is  always  by  their  side.  Pat- 
ronage and  all  sorts  of  favor  from  the 
administration  is  held  out  to  them. 
Then  if  they  resist  and  their  principles 
cannot  be  overcome,  all  the  power  of 
the  administration  is  used  against  them. 
This  autograph  letter  to  the  post- 
masters of  Georgia  is  but  one  of  the 
acts  of  impropriety  of  which  the  aA- 
ministration  is  guilty,  in  the  effort  to 
fix  upon  the  people  the  bondage  of  gold 
barons,  and  it  deserves  tho  severest 
condemnation.

FORTY-TWO  STABS. 

Assassins  in  Mexico  do  Work 
Very  Thoroughly. 

Mexico,  Aug.  5.— An  autopsy  has  been 
held  ui>on  the  body  of  Jesus  Olmosy 
Contteras.  the  congressman  and  jour- 
nalist who  wa.«  a.'^sasslnated  in  Puebla. 
It  reveals  the  fact  that  he  had  been 
stabbed  forty-two  times  in  the  chest, 
and  would  probably  have  been  .stabbed 
oftener  had  not  one  of  the  daggers  been 
broken,  the  blade  remaining  in  the 
muscles.

Wife  of  the    Great    Brooklyn 
Preacher  Passes  Away. 

Dansvllle.  N.  Y.,  Aug.  5.— Mrs.  T.  De 
Witt  Talmage  died  here  at  5:30  this 
morning. 

Since  the  burning  of  the  Brooklyn  tab- 
ernacle last  year  Mrs.  Talmage  has  suf- 
fered from  nervous  prostration  and  she 
has    never    fully    recovered    from    the 

shock  sustained  then.  The  fire  broke 
out  while  the  doctor  was  holding  his 
usual  Sunday  reception,  and  a  large 
number  of  paiishioners  and  visitors 
were  in  the  church.  They  all  made  good 
their  escape,  but  Dr.  Talmage  went  back 
into  the  burning  edifice  for  something 
he  had  left  b  hind.  Dming  his  ab- 
sence Mrs.  Talmage,  who  with  other 
members  of  the  family  was  outside 
awaiting  his  reappearance,  became 
greatly  excited  and  alarmed  for  the 
doctor's  safety. 

As  soon  as  she  was  informed  that  he 
was  all  right  she  broke  down  complete- 
ly, her  over- wrought  nerves  being  un- 
equal for  such  a  strain.  Her  doctors 
suggested  a  European  trip  to  build  up 
her  failing  hialth.  She  was  accom- 
panied to  Europe  by  Misses  Maude  and 
Daisy  Talmagi .  While  in  Rome  she 
became  ill  with  Roman  fever,  and,  ac- 
companied by  one  of  her  physicians,  she 
returned  home.  While  staying  at  the 
family's  summer  residence  near  East 
Hampton.  L.  I.,  she  appeared  to  im- 
j)rove.  and  her  friends  had  hopes  for  her 
speedy  recovery. 

This  was  not  to  be,  however,  as  she 
soon  had  a  relaps-  of  the  spells  of  ex- 
haustion and  net  vous  prostration.  The 
sufferer  was  removed  to  the  Dansville 
sanitarium  about  a  year  ago,  with  Miss 
Dai.'iy  Talmage  as  her  constant  com- 
[lanion. 

While  Dr.  Talmage  was  absent  on  a 
lecturing  tour  in  the  W'cst  last  week  he 
received  a  telegram  summoning  him  to 
hi.s  wife's  bedside.  He  at  once  cancelled 
all  his  engagements  and  hastened  back 
to  find  that  there  was  very  little  hoiie 
for  the  ixitient's  recovery,  and  he  re- 
mained with  her  until  the  end  came  this 
morning.  The  deceased  was  the  second 
wife  of  Dr.  Talmage.  His  first  wife  was 
drowned  while  boating  in  1862,  leaving 
a  daughter.  Miss  Jesissie,  and  a  son  who 
has  since  died.  Within  two  years  after- 
ward the  doctor  married  Miss  Susie 
Whittemore,  of  Brooklyn.  She  became 
the  mother  of  five  children,  Rev.  Frank 
De  Witt  Talmage.  Mrs.  Dorin.  Mrs. 
Mangan..  Miss  Maude  and  Miss  Daisy 
Talmage.

COAL  SPACE  NEEDED. 

Speed  Test   of  the  Columbia 
Opens  up  Official  Eyes. 

Washington.  Aug.  5.— The  experience 
of  the  Columbia  in  her  ocean  race 
against  time  has  served  to  direct  the 
attention  of  the  engineer  officers  to  the 
pressing  neetl  for  a  radical  change  in 
the  present  sysitem  of  arranging  coal 
hunkers.  It  has  come  to  be  the  practice 
I  if  late  years  to  .subdivide  the  interior 
of  a  ship's  hull,  alloting  space  for  boil- 
ers, for  engines,  lor  sleeping  quarters, 
for  guns,  for  ammunition  hoists  and 
magazines,  and  for  every  other  purpose, 
and  then  to  fill  in  the  vacant  corners 
with  coal  bunker.^. 

The  result  is,  as  .-^hrnvn  in  the  case  of 
the  Columbia,  that  these  bunkers  are 
often  almost  inaccessible,  and  the  con- 
tents can  be  reached  by  only  one  man 
ait  a  time,  thue  i>reventing  the  easy  sup- 
ply of  the  boilers  with  coal,  and  conse- 
<iuenlly  reducing  the  spe<Ml  of  the  ship. 
This  is  particularly  true  if  the  bunkers 
are  empty,  for  they  are  generally  ar- 
ranged in  groups  eommunicating  with 
one  another  bv  small  doors,  and  the 
firemen  must  drag  the  coal  through 
several  bunkers  to  get  it  to  the  fur- 
naces. 

It  is  the  opinion  at  the  navy  depart- 
ment that  i>erhaps  the  principle  of  sub- 
dividing the  ships  into  water-tight  com- 
partments has  been  carried  so  far  as  to 
impair  their  efficiency,  and  the  need  of 
reform  in  the  direction  of  simplifying 
the  bunkfcr  arrangements  is  well  recog- 
nized.

Race  and  Duiuth  May 

Capture  it. 


Next  Thursday  will  witness  the  first 
race  of  the  is;>5  Winnipeg  and  Minne- 
sota regatta,  which  takes  place  at  Lake 
^'  'Hka   on    the  old    course.      It    is 

!  y  a  little  too  early  in  the  day  to 

pick  winners  in  all  the  events,  but  with 
the  results  of  the  Saratoga  regatta  of 
so  recent  date,  the  'task  is  much  easier 
than  it  would  be  under  ordinary  cir- 
cumstances. There  is  no  question  of 
d'»ubt  but  that  tJie  si>eediest  races  ever 
rowtd  i>n  Lake  -Minnetonka  will  mater- 
ialize on  the  la»t  three  days  of  the 
Week. 

To  say  that  the  crews  are  fit  is  but 
the  truth,  says  the  Minneapolis  Penny 
Press.  The  Winnipeg  club  never  had  a 
faster  combination  than  that  which 
will  represent  her  in  the  senior  fours. 
The  men,  Mark's.  W'augh.  C>sborne  and 
Armitage,  have  bet-n  rowing  together 
for  the  past  three  years:  every  man  in 
the  boat  knows  evei-y  weakness  each 
ather  member  has,  and  he  also  knows 
wherein  lies  his  greatest  strength.  The 
crew  is  working  with  machine-like  pre- 
cision, and  it  is  generally  conceded  that 
they  will  win  this  event.  The  Minne- 
sutas"  defeat  at  Saratoga,  however,  has 
had  a  most  salutary  effect  on  the  boys 
in  the  red  shirts,  and  there  is  now  more 
work  and  less  talk  being  done  in  St. 
Paul.  Before  the  Saratoga  affair  the 
oarsmen  of  the  Saintly  City  had  come  to 
regard  their  representative  crews  invin- 
cible, but  the  defeat  was  of  such  a  char- 
acter that  it  had  the  effect  of  making 
the  boys  get  down  to  work.  The  result 
is  that  they  have  impi-oved  their  style 
10  per  cent.  They  are  rowing  a  clearer, 
sharper  stroke  than  previous  to  their 
departure  for  the  East,  and  consequent- 
ly the  boat  is  going  through  the  water 
at  a  much  livelier  rate. 

The  Winnipeg  crew  has  kept  itself 
Well  posteti  on  the  work  of  the  Minne- 
sotas,  however,  and  it  has  had  the 
effect  of  stimulating  them  to  greater 
efforts.  They  fully  appreciate  that,  to 
win.  faster  time  must  be  made  next 
week  than  was  made  two. weeks  ago. 
and  this  they  are  able  to  do.  In  a  letter 
received  from  Trainer  Murphy  he  says 
that  his  men  are  now  able  to  go  for  their 
lives.  He  has  confidence  enough  in 
them  at  any  rate  to  put  his  years  sal- 
ary on  his  crew,  and  It  Winnipeg  loses 
Murphy  will  be  •'on  the  hog  train,"  and 
this  is  something  that  has  never  hap- 
pened to  him  yet. 

In  the  senior  doubles,  unless  De 
Brisay  and  Hackett  are  disqualified,  the 
Rat  Portage  crew  is  as  certain  of  win- 
ning as  the  sun  is  to  rise  tomorrow. 
The  protest  against  the  latter  will  not 
likely  l>e  sustained,  as  Hackett  has  the 
entire  sympathy  and  support  of  Winni- 
peg, Minneapolis  and  Duiuth.  Langford 
and  Bend,  who  will  represent  the  Min- 
nesolas,  will  finish  second,  a  consider- 
able distance  behmd  the  winners,  and 
Osborne  and  Armitage  in  the  Winnipetr 
boat  will  bring  in>  the  rear.  Duiuth  will 
not  stant  in  this  race. 

If  the  double  is  considered  a  sure  thing 
for  Rat  I'ortage,  then  Hackett  will  have 
a  double-harr>*led,  back-action,  copper- 
riveted  cinch  on  the  senior  singles. 
Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  St. 
Paul  club  is  howling  itself  hoarse  over 
the  HacMett  matter,  there  is  no  better 
or  cleaner  amateur  in  the  association 
than  he.  The  trouble  with  the  St.  Paul 
oarsmen  is  that  they  are  lacking  the 
something  which  goes  to  make  up  per- 
fect sportsmen.  They  know  that  Hack- 
ett is  tir>o  fast  for  any  other  entry  to  get 
even  the  swell  of  his  boat,  and  they  will 
make  all  kinds  of  efforts  to  disqualify 
him.  In  case  they  should  succeed,  then 
Wann  is  a  pretty  sure  winner,  but  not 
otherwise.  It  has  not  been  definitely 
decitled  yet  whether  Winnipeg  will  be 
represented,  but  it  is  not  likely  that 
even  if  she  is.  her  man  will  finish  any 
better  than  third,  which  in  this  event 
will  be  the  last  place.

Health  Olficer  R'luti  madi-  a  statis- 
tical report  at  the  meeting  of  the  board 
of  health  Saturday  evening,  and  the 
meat  inspector  detailed  his  labors  dur- 
ing July.  He  had  inspected  267  meat 
markets,  298  grocery  stores,  228  whole- 
sale and  commission  houses  and  92  gro- 
cery cellars.  Ten  tons  of  fruit  and  veg- 
etables were  ordered  thrown  away  and 
2900  pounds  of  meat  was  condemned. 

It  was  decided  to  do  away  with 
Xurse  Oliver  at  the  pest  house,  and  ask 
the  county  commissioners  \o  have  the 
building  cared  for  by  some  of  the  paup- 
ers. A  bill  presented  by  Dr.  Goffe  ask- 
ing for  J285  for  special  services  was 
presented,  but  no  action  was  taken.  The 
board  also  voted  to  purchase  a  .  $30 
dump  cart  for  hauling  garbage.  This 
innovation  will  save  the  city  $2.50  a  day.

President  D.  W.  Hines,  of  the  Duiuth 
&  North  Dakota  railroad,  arrived  home, 
from  Duiuth  Saturday  last,  says  the 
Drayton,  N.  D.,  Echo.

MINERS'  WAGES  RAISED. 

Increases    at  the  Oliver  and 
Franklin   Properties. 

On  Aug.  1  the  Oliver  Mining  company, 
operating  the  Lone  Jack  and  Oliver 
mines,  voluntarily  advanced  wages  of 
common  labor  from  $1.35  to  $1.50  per 
day,  and  labor  which  heretofore  had 
been  paid  $1.50  now  receives  $1.60  per 
day.  This  action  on  the  part  of  the 
company,  says  the  Virginia  Enterprise, 
is  an  appreciable  one  to  the  men,  and  is 
a  commendable  manner  of  unconscious- 
ly binding  deserving  employes. 

At  the  Auburn  al>out  2500  tons  are 
now  being  shipped  daily,  the  mine  still 
■working  by  the  milling  process.  The 
"rock  pile"  at  this  property  is  also  be- 
ing shipped. 

At  the  Lone  Jack  about  230  cars  are 
now  being  loaded  In  three  ten-hour 
shifts,  two  shovels  working  days  and 
one  shovel  at  night.  Practically  no 
work  is  being  done  on  the  Oliver  and  no 
shii)ments  are  being  made  from  that 
properly  at  present. 

A  new  grade  of  ore,  Juniata,  is  now 
being  forwarded  from  the  Lone  Jack 
property,  the  ore  being  the  red  ore 
found  for  a  certain  depth  beneath  the 
strippijig.  For  u  time  this  ore  was 
shipped  as  "S.iuth  Side"  grade,  but  its 
excellent  quality  demanded  a  distinc- 
tion. It  is  said  to  be  the  best  ore  that 
has  yet  been  shipped  from  the 
range. 

At  the  Franklin  the  wage  scale  was 
raised  last  Thursday,  an  average  of  20 
per  cent  over  former  wages  now  being 
paid.  At  this  property  and  the  Bes- 
semer, worked  under  the  same  manage- 
ment, some  330  men  are  now  employed, 
the  force  being  somewhat  short  of  what 
it  has  been  and  what  is  yet  wanted 
owing  to  so  many  men  leaving  for  the 
harvest  fields  and  other  points.

The  board  of  fire  commissioners  met 
withvthe  flnancelcommlttee  of  the  coun- 
cil this  morning  and  discussed  the  needs 
of  the  department.    City  Treasurer  Fred 
Voss    was    present    and    explained    the 
present    condition   of    the    fund.        The 
chanter  limits  the  tax  to  3  mills  for  de- 
partment uses,  which  makes  a  total  of 
$90,000.     In  the  reports  each  year  here- 
tofore   the    fire    department    has    been 
charged     w»th     some     $48,000     hydrant 
rental  and  other  expenses  which  should 
not  properly  be  charsed  to  the  depart- 
ment.     The    commissioners    want    this 
remedied    In    order    to   make    a    better

The  commissioners  Insisted  that  <00fl 
feet  of  new  hose  will  be  absolutely- 
necessary  to  maintain  the  efficiency  of 
the  department.  Alderman  KrumisieK 
conceded  the  need  for  the  hose,  but 
thought  It  would  be  exceedingly  diffi- 
cult to  get  so  large  an  appropriation 
from  the  council.  It  was  finally  de- 
cided to  ask  for  5000  feet. 

Then  Chief  Black  spoke  about  the 
saving  effected  by  the  commissioners  in 
the  matter  of  the  veterinary  surgeon. 
Formerly  this  was  a  $65  a  month  posi- 
tion. On  the  expiration,  July  lo.  of  the 
term  of  the  surgeon,  the  .salary  was 
abolished  and  he  was  ordered  to  charge 
only  for  actual  services.  During  July 
he  made  three  visits,  whch  cost  the 
citv  $4..-.0.  "His  bills."  said  the  chief, 
•will  not  average  over  $6  or  $8  per 
month."  There  are  now  five  extra 
horses  in  the  department,  and  they  are 
bHng  put  out  to  grass  a  few  alt  a  time, 
thus  giving  better  service. 

There  was  a  long  discussion  over  the 
best  means  of  providing  for  the  Duluth 
Heights  people,  who  are  complalmng  o^ 
Iftck  of  fire  protection.  Aldernian 
French  opposed  the  Idea  of  Purchasing 
a  hand  engine.  It  was  finally  decided 
to  recommend  to  the  council  tonlgM 
the  placing  of  the  light  chemical  now 
at  Fire  Hall  No.  4  In  the  empty  hall  on 
the  Heights.

St.  Paul.  Aug.  6.— Assuming  that 
.Joseph  V.  Wht'fK'r.  the  btxikkeeper  fur 
Fu-ltl,  Mahler  &  Co..  is  not  dead,  but  has 
(lecamped  to  avoid  the  consequences  of 
a  frime.  as  intimated  by  the  Dispatch, 
last  night,  it  does  not  seem  that  there  is 
any  justice  In  making  a  martyr  of  his 
wife.  Mrs.  Wheeler  certainly  needs 
r>olice  protection  or  the  services  of  same 
friend  who  will  relieve  her  of  persecu- 
tion. The  poor  woman  firmly  believes 
that  her  husband  is  in  Forest  lake,  and 
that  .she  will  never  see  him  again.  There 
is  no  dxnibt  of  the  sincerity  of  her  be- 
lief. In  addition  to  the  grief  of  bereave- 
ment, or  at  least  the  suspense  of  uncer- 
tainty, she  has  had  to  bear  the  perse- 
cution of  those  to  whom  her  husband 
was  indebted  or  by  whom  he  is  charged 
with  fraud. 

This  morning's  records  of  instruments 
tiled  yesterday  shows  two  executed  by 
Wheeler.  One  a  chattel  mortgage  in 
favor  of  Phillip  Geib.  for  $:;:.0.  and  the 
oth'»r  a  bill  of  sale  to  Adoljjh  J.  Felsch, 
a  fellow  workman,  at  Field.  Mahler  & 
(•t).'s,  for  $.iS.").  These  instruments  were 
riled  yesterday  after  the  putative  death 
of  Wheeler.  If  he  is  dead  or  his  body 
•annot  be  produced,  or  any  trace  of  him/ 
found,  they  are  not  effective,  as  they 
were  not  of  record  prior  to  his  di.>»a.p- 
pearance  and  would  come  against  his 
'•state  in  due  process  of  law  as  mere 
claims.  Mr.  Fetsch.  however,  did  not 
wait  for  any  point  to  be  decided,  but  as 
the  bill  of  sale  was  for  Wheeler's  house- 
hold goods,  he  levied  at  once,  and  the 
story  of  the  seizure  has  occasioned  any 
amount  of  scandal  among  the  neigh- 
bors. 

It  is  stated  that  parties  sent  by  Mr. 
Fetsch  went  to  the  house  and  took 
things  indiscriminately,  without  listen- 
ing and  without  regard  to  any  approxi- 
mation of  value.  They  gathered  in  Mrs. 
Wheeler's  silverware  and  her  wedding 
presents,  and  went  so  far  even  as  to 
take  linen  from  the  table  and  bedcham- 
ber not  yet  made  up.  An  attempt  was 
made  to  take  the  last  bed  in  the  house, 
but  some  protest  was  made  on  the 
ground  that  if  that  were  taken  Mrs. 
Wheeler  would  have  no  place  to  sleep. 

"Hasn't  she  any  friends  or  neighbors 
that  she  can  stay  with'.'"  was  asked  in 
the  most  coldblooded  manner. 

In  a  word  the  parties  took  everything 
they  could.  Since  then,  however.  Mrs. 
Wheeler  has  been  advised  that  she  has 
certain  rights  and  they  will  not  be  able 
to  take  anything  more,  except  through 
the  channels  of  replevin. 


UNION  PACIFIC. 

Congressman  Coombs  is  Mak- 
ing a  Thorough  Inspection. 

San  Francisco,  Aug.  ti.— Congressman 
W.  J.  Coombs,  of  New  Y'ork.  one  of  the 
government  directors  of  the  Union  Pa- 
cific railroad,  is  in  the  cHy.  He  is  on  a 
tour  of  inspection  of  tfie  Union  Pacilic 
for  the  purpose  of  ot)taining  sutlicient 
information  to  enable  him  to  agree  with 
the  /our  other  govi'mnn-nt  dir^-ctors 
upon  some  feasible  i)lan  for  a  fair 
settK>ment  of  the  road's  indebtedness  to 
the  government.  He  said:  "With  good 
management  the  TTnion  Pacific  ought  to 
experience  great  prosperity,  but  there 
are  some  serious  mistakes  which  will 
iiave  to  be  reitilled  before  it  can  i>e 
pli;<'ed  on  a  sound  financial  footing.  This 
overbonding  and  over  capitalization 
have  shown  their  evil  effects.  The  road 
has  got  to  get  down  to  a  business  liasis 
before  it  can  be  operated  witii  pi>rfit  and 
in  a  manner  that  will  permit  the  pay- 
ment of  its  obligations. 

"I  am  greatly  encouragtMl  on  account 
of  the  improvement  in  iiusiness,  and 
espeiially  on  account  of  tlu'  settlement 
of  the  dispute  over  the  I'eceivership  of 
the  Oregon  Short  line.  That  matter  is 
still  in  the  courts,  but  you  can  rest  as- 
sured that  the  Oregon  Siiort  line  will 
never  be  taken  from  the  Union  Pacilic 
system.  If  the  short  line  wore  to  be 
placed  under  a  separate  receivership  it 
would  be  a  serious  blunder  for  both 
roads,  and  fatal  to  the  lines  in  the 
middle  states.  It  would  divert  large 
streams  on  through  business  to  the 
North  and  South  and  Utah  would  be  left 
on  a  side  track  instead  of  on  a  main 
line  track."

FIRE  MEMORIAL. 


Hinckley  and  Other  Towns  Will 
Remember  the  Fire  Scourge. 

Hinckley,  Minn.,  Aug.  6.— There  is  a 
movement  on  foot  in  Hinckley  to  ob- 
serve Sept.  1  the  anniversary  of  the 
terrible  fires  of  last  fall,  by  fitting  me- 
morial ceremonies.  The  idea  has  taken 
firm  root  since  the  celebration  at  Phil- 
lips, Wis.,  a  week  ago.  and  will  prob- 
altly  be  carried  out.  The  idea  will  be 
taken  up  by  Sandstone,  Biook  Park,  and 
in  fact  the  whole  county,  and  Sept.  1 
will  witness  a  memorial  oiiservance  that 
will  bespeak  in  glowing  terms  the  kind- 
ness and  sympathy  of  the  residents  of 
Fine  county. 

All  the  leading  places  w'ii)ed  out  by  the 
fire  are  larger  and  more  i)rosperous  than 
l:ist  year,  and  it  is  proposed  to  show 
their  advance  since  the' fire  in  a  sub- 
stantial way.

Surveyors  Are  Rushing   Work 
on  Locating  the  Extension. 

Spokane,  \Va.«h..  Aug.  6. — A  special 
from  Starbuek.  Wash.,  says  the  Bur- 
lington railroad  Is  coming  in  a  hurry. 
A  new  route  running  nearly  midway  be- 
tween the  Northern  .'ind  I'ninn  Pacific 
through  a  wild  and  unsettled  country 
is  now  being  explored  and  surveyed 
with  all  possible  haste  by  the  engineers 
of  th«  company,  who  are  working  many 
miles  south  of  the  routes  usually  con- 
sidered available  for  the  Burlington 
road. 

The  engineers  are  well  supplied  with 
surveying  apparatus  and  evidently  are 
anxious  tn  get  to  work  as  (luickly  as 
possible  owing  to  the  shortness  of  the 
season  on  the  Rocky  mountain  slope. 
From  one  f>f  them  it  was  learned  that 
they  propose  to  locate  a  line  up  the 
valley,  working  east  and  probably 
crossing  in  the  northern  part  of  Fre- 
mont county,  unless  a  better  route 
through  the  Rookies  can  be  secured  by 
crossing  into  Southern   Montana. 


MASSACRE  VICTIMS. 

Buried  at  Fu  Chow— Diaboli- 
cally Pre-Arranged  Plot. 

Hong  Kong,  Aug.  6.— In  an  interview 
today  with  some  of  the  survivors  of  the 
Ku  Cheng  massa<;re  they  declared  that 
the  outrage  was  carried  out  in  the  most 
diabolical  manner,  and  that  it  was  evi- 
dently  a  premeditated  and  carefully  ar- 
ranged attack,  entirely  unprovoked, 
made  upon  the  occupants  of  the  mis- 
sionary station  while  they  were  asleep. 
The  bodies  of  the  victims  were  buried 
at  Fu  Chow. 

There  are  rumors  of  further  riots  at 
places  nearer  to  Fu  Chow  than  Ku 
Cheng. 

The  correspondent  of  the  London 
Times  at  Shanghai  says  that  the  mis- 
Hionaries  killed  at  Ku  Cheng  were  mur- 
U-red  by  an  organized  band  of  eighty 
of  the  vegetarians.  The  corresixjndent 
rays  the  ladies  begged  for  their  lives, 
promising  to  yield  their  property  and 
\aluable.s.  but  the  leader  of  the  band 
shouted  out  his  orders  to  kill  them  out- 
right. 

A  corrected  list  of  the  victims  is  as 
follows:  Rev.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stewart. 
Miss  Nellie  Saunders,  Miss  Lena  Irish, 
burned  in  the  head;  Mi.ss  Stettie  New- 
comb,  was  speared  and  thrown  down  a 
prwiplce:  Mi.ss  Marshall,  had  her  throsxt 
cut;  Miss  Gordon,  speared  in  the  head; 
.Miss  Topsy  Saunders,  speared  in  the 
brain;  Ma.ster  Herbert  Stewart,  skull 
fracturwl  and  brained;  Miss  Lena 
Stewart,  died  from  shock. 

Four  Stewart  children  and  Miss  Cod- 
:ington  were  seriously  wounded,  and 
after  the  massacre  the  mob  looted  the 
I  uildings.  The  American  missionaries 
are  in  hiding  somewhere  and  their  mi.s- 
-i.n  has  been  destroyed.  The  American 
consul  has  advised  all  the  missionaries 
to  seek  the  coast. 

There  were  over  1000  Chinese  soldiers 
at  Ku  Cheng,  but  they  made  no  move  to 
slop  the  massacre.

This  bank  was  closed  during  the  panic 
in  1S9.'5,  but  was  subsequently  reopened, 
certificates  being  issued  to  depositors. 
The  president  is  Frank  Woodbury,  son 
of  R.  W.  Woodbury,  president  of  the 
Union  National  bank,  v.hich  susrwnded 
last  week,  arid  the  two  Institutions  were 
intimately  associated  in  business.

Chicago.  Aug.  6.— Th(>  following  is  the 
Wfather  crop  bulletin  of  Illinois  for  the 
week  endlns  M^vnday.  Aujr.  5:  The  rain- 
fall throughout  the  >»tate  during  the  past 
week  has  lH»en  slight:  only  a  few  light. 
scattered  showers  have  b«en  reported. 
The  temperature  has  been  only  slightly 
below  the  normal,  and  the  conditions 
have  been  favorable  for  crops.  The 
he«avy  showers  of  the  previous  week 
left  the  grouTid  In  such  condition  that 
crops  have  suffered  but  little  if  any  be- 
cause of  the  deficient  rainfall  of  the 
present  week. 

Threshing  has  been  general  through- 
out the  state,  the  yield  in  most  cases 
being  light  and  of  inferior  quality. 
Some  wheat  which  stoml  in  the  shock 
during  the  rains  was  damaged  by 
sprouting,  and  many  oats  were  colored 
by  the  rains. 

The  outhxik  Is  goo<l  for  a.  yield  of  corn 
far  beyond  the  uidinary.  especially  in 
the  northern  and  central  sections  of  the 
etate.  It  has  made  rapid  growth  and  is 
now  in  thv  roasting  ear  stage,  and  only 
an  early  frost  can  prevent  a  largt-  crop. 
Cinch  bugs  are  retK>rted  as  doing 
some  damage  in  the  ct-ntral  and  south- 
ern sections,  but  it  is  slight.  A  light 
crc4>  of  early  potatoes  has  been  market- 
ed, but  iate  potatoes  are  In  good  condi- 
tion and  will  yield  well. 

Ganlens  and  pastures  are  growing 
rapidly,  although  garden  produce  Is 
late.  In  the  southern  section  melons 
are  being  placed  on  the  market.  The 
yield  of  fruit  in  the  central  and  southern 
sections  will  be  large  and  is  being 
shipped  or  used,  by  the  evaporator*

Aug.  6.— Two  well 
known  Rrltlsh  ships,  one  bound  from 
Melhiiurne  from  London  and  the  other 
from  New  Castle.  N.  S.  W..  to  Panama 
are  long  i)venlue  and  local  Insurance 
men  who  have  some  risks  .m  them 
have  given  them  up  for  K>st.  The  bark 
Ellse  sallotl  from  New  Castle  on  Jan.  2«. 
of  this  year  and  has  not  been  heard 
from  since.  The  supposition  is  that  she 
has  foundered  or  gone  ashore  on  the 
South  American  coast. 

The  other  missing  vessel,  the  ship 
Stonelelgh  salleil  from  Melbourne  Feb. 
27.  and  Is  now  out  159  days.  The  Brit- 
ish ship  Dunsrea,  which  recently  ar- 
rived In  London  from  Melbourne  reiK)rt- 
ed  having  spoken  the  vessel  on  March

IN  IOWA. 

Des  Moines.  Iowa.  Aug.  6.— The  Iowa 
we«kly  crop  bulletin  issued  today  says: 
The  average  dally  temperature  the  past 
week  was  slightly  above  normal,  and 
the  rainfall  was  generally  deficient.  The 
weather  indications  have  been  favor- 
able for  completing  the  harvest  of  small 
graJn  and  for  threshing  from  fields, 
which  is  in  progress  with  highly  satis- 
factory returns.  Nearly  all  threshing 
reports  show  the  yield  of  oats  to  be 
phenomenal  and  heavy  and  barley  and 
whea,t  above  the  average. 

A  special  report  from  640  correspon- 
dents, reipresentlng  every  county  In  the 
state,  shows  that  the  condition  of  corn 
is  considerably  above  an  average  in 
sixty-one  counties,  a  full  average  in 
eight  counties  and  somewhat  below  the 
average  in  thirty  counties.  For  the  state 
at  large  the  condition  is  materially 
above  an  average.  The  earlier  fields 
are  In  the  roasting  ear  state,  and  with 
favorable  weather  the  bulk  of  the  crop 
should  be  beyond  danger  of  frost  before 
the  middle  of  September. 

The  flax  har\'est  Is  in  prc^fress.  Pota- 
toes are  doing  well  In  nearly  all  sec- 
tions.

London.  Aug.  C— The  last  U^tt- r  dattd 
April  8  from  the  murdered  English 
missionary,  the  Hev.  Mr.  Stewart,  has 
been  received  In  London  and  describ*  s 
the  critical  situation  of  affairs  at  Ku 
Cheng.     Mr.  Stewart  wrote: 

"Ten  days  ago  we  were  iwikened  at 
4  o'clock  in  the  morning  by  a  native 
clergyman  who  crrvssed  the  river  In 
order  to  bring  us  the  ntartllng  news 
that  the  vegetarian  rebels  were  ex- 
pected at  daylight  to  storm  Ku  Cheng. 
The  gateways  of  the  city  were  being 
blocked  with  timber  and  stone  In  order 
to  prevent  their  mtry.  We  had  100 
men.  women  and  children  In  our  com- 
pany outsid<'  the  town.  We  passed  a 
terrible  time  until  daybreak  when  tor- 
rents of  rain  fell  and  the  veg.>tarians. 
not  liking  rain,  postponed  the  attack. 

"All  tho  mission  ii)arty  started  to 
get  inside  of  Ku  Cheng.  The  male  and 
female  staffs  In  the  early  morning 
crossed  the  river  In  small  parties.  In  a 
tin  lH)at.  and  reached  Ku  Cheng  wall 
vvhiih  had  to  be  scale<l  wi'h  ladders. 
During  the  three  following  days  bodies 
of  citizens  guarded  the  walls  armed 
with  rusty  swords.  On  the  fourth  day 
the  gates  were  opened  and  the  man- 
darin in  command  conferred  with  the 
rebel  leadei-s.  What  occurred  during 
this  interval  we  di  not  know,  but  no- 
b(Mly  believes  we  have  se,n  the  end  of 
this  matter,  such  a  serious  affair  cannot 
be  so  easily  patched  up  and  Is  probably 
only  begun." 

Mr.  Stewart's  letter  concludes:  "All 
the  women  and  children  with  the  ad- 
vice of  Amerlcaa  and  British  consuls 
will  be  sent  to  the  coast.  Tht  opinion 
prevails  that  when  the  Japan-Chinese 
tr^ty  is  ratified  the  soMiers  will  be 
sent  from  Fu  Chow  to  arrest  the  lead- 
ers of  the  rebels.  But  If  It  Is  not  ar- 
ranged then  the  vegetarians  will  in- 
crease sufhclently  to  make  the  rising 
a  success." 


GUNBOATS  ASKED  FOR. 

American  Mission  at  Fung  Fuk 
Has  Been  Burned. 

Shanghai,  Aug.  6.— The  Mercury,  of 
this  city,  today  publishes  a  dispatch 
from  Foo  Chow  saying  that  the  position 
of  the  Europeans  is  critical,  owing  tto 
the  open  hostility  of  natives  and  native 
officials.  It  Is  added  If  an  outbreak 
occurs,  native  officials  will  be  unable  to 
cope  with  the  mob.  Fu  Kuchlen  pro- 
vince la  said  to  be  In  a  state  of  rebellion, 
and  the  American  mission  at  Fung  Fuk, 
in  that  province,  has  been  burned  down.

THE  MKE  TRAFFIC. 

Commenting  upon  the  incroaseJ  ma- 
rine business!  at  the  head  of  Lake  Su- 
perior in  July  past,  as  compared  with 
the  correspondirsT  month  of  last  year, 
the  St.  Paul  Pioneer  Press  says:  "It 
is  a  curious  fact,  by  the  way,  thiit  lake 
traffic  which  decreased  heavily  for 
years  after  the  active  period  of  Western 
railroad  construction,  has  revived  and 
Is  exceeding  its  former  magnificent 
propt.>rtions.' 

It  Is  Indeed  "a  curious  fact"  which 
the  St.  Paul  paper  has  discovered.  The 
records  of  Lake  Superior  commerce  at 
least  do  not  shov.-  that  there  was  any 
heavy  decrease  for  years  either  during 
or  after  the  active  period  of  Western 
railroad  construction.  On  -he  contrary 
lake  tr:iflic  has  shown  a  steady  in- 
crease from  year  to  year.  In  1S81,  tht 
first  year  that  the  record  was  kept, 
the  total  freight  that  went  through  the 
Sault  canal  amounted  to  1.567,741  tons. 
It  has  shown  a  steady  yearly  increase 
.since  that  time,  except  in  1S91,  when 
it  fell  off  a  small  fraction  below  the 
amount  in  1890.  and  again  in  1803  when 
it  went  slightly  bvlow  18:)2.  and  last 
year  amounted  to  13.195.860  tons.  There 
Is  nothing,  however,  in  the  statistics 
of  the  lake  commerce  to  show  that 
railroad  construction  In  the  West  les- 
sened the  amount  of  lake  traffic  to  the 
extent  of  one  ton.  Indeed,  statistics 
would  support  the  opposite  theoi^-.  and 
it  might  be  contended  that  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Western  country,  caused 
by  the  building  of  railroads  and  the 
conso<;uent  influx  of  settlers,  was  in- 
strumental, in  increasing  the  growth  of 
the  lake  traffic.

THE  USB  OF  OPIUM. 

A  rei>ort  that  will  surprise  many  ihh>- 
l>le  has  been  made  by  the  <»plum  com- 
mission which  was  appointed  by  the 
I'ritish  government.  The  commission 
was  charged  with  the  investigation  of 
three  questions — whether  opium,  when 
taken  in  mmleration.  Is  injurious; 
whether  opinion  in  India  is  opi>ostHi  to 
its  use.  and  whether  prohibition  is  a 
practicable  policy.  The  commission  de- 
clares that,  by  a  vote  of  S  to  1.-  it  an- 
swers all  the  three  questions  in  the  neg- 
ative. 

The  commission  linds  that  an  immense 
I'.umber  of  doctors  in  India  believe 
opium  to  be  less  injurious  than  alcohol. 
Witnesses  drawn  fr<.m  every  gradi'  antl 
class  testltied  that  it  is  an  excellent 
remedy  against  malarial  fever;  that  it 
can  be  and  Is  consumed  in  moderation 
all  throuirh  life,  and  that  its  effect  upon 
the  constitution  in  health  is  practically 
nil.  .\mong  natives  the  belief  In  the 
value  of  the  drug  is  nearly  universal. 
The  practice  of  opium-eathig  pervades 
every  class,  ami  the  people  are  opp(»s^d 
to  pi»hil>ition. 

The  commission,  therefore,  though 
they  believe  some  improvement  In  the 
restrictive  laws  may  be  possible,  refuse 
to  suggest  any,  and  advise  substantially 
that  the  present  system  be  left  alone. 
The  people  of  other  countries,  where  the 
use  of  opium  is  regarded  as  having  the 
most  injurious  effects  both  morally  and 
physicall.v.and  where  It  is  practically 
prohibited  by  law.  will  be  astonished  to 
read  the  conclusions  reacht-d  by  the 
British  commission.  The  high  charac- 
ter of  the  men  who  comiH>sed  the  com- 
mission, two  at  least  being  prejudiced 
at  the  outset  against  the  traffic  in 
opium,  precludes  any  suspicion  being 
cast  upon  the  motives  which  actuated 
them  in  making  this  report.

RESTRICTING   IMMICFATION. 
In  1894  tlie  Massachusetts  legislature 
passed  a  law  creating  a  board  to  con- 
sider   the    subject    of    the    unemployed 
and    measures    for    their    relief.      After 
a  careful  study  of  the  various  phases 
of .  the    probkm.    the    commission      re- 
ported that  the  evil  of  non-employment 
is    In    a    considerable    measure    due    to 
ill-responsible.       ill-advised       and       ill- 
adapted  immigration.     A  large  number 
of    the    immigrants    are   illiterate    and 
consequently  cannot  rise  Into  the  ranks 
of    skilled    labor.      They    have    become 
congested   In   our  large  cities,   and   not 
only  find  themselves  repeatedly  in  need 
of  relief,   but   also   depriving   the   rank 
and    file  of  our   more   permrnently   es- 
tablished   industrial    cla.sses    of    oppor- 
tunities   of    working    at    unskilled    em- 
ployments  when   there   is   a   temporary 
■  interruption   in   skilled   occupations. 
In  view  of  this  report  and  after  an 
independent   and    careful   study   of   the 
question,    the    Immigration    Restriction 
league  has  prepared  a  bill  which  is  to 
be  introduced  into  congress  at  the  next 
.session.     This   bill   raises   the   head   tax 
from  $1  to  $10  and  provides  for  the  ex- 
clusion   of    "all    persons    between    the 
ages  of  14  and  60  who  cannot  read  and 
write    the    English    language    or    some 
other    language."     An    Increase    in    the 
head  tax  is  advocated,  not  in  any  sensi? 
as    a    property    qualification,    but    be- 
cause  it   will   secure   a   better   class   of 
Immigrants  by  making  the  expense  of 
coming  here  greater.  The  present  head 
tax  of  $1,  which  is  paid  by  the  steam- 
ship companies.  Is  absolutely  no  check 
on  immigration.    The  reading  and  writ- 
ing qualification   is   the   simplest,    most 
rational  and  most  American   test  that 
can    be    applied.      It    can    be    put    Into 
operation    without    any   change   in    ex- 
isting  methods   of   Inspection.     It    will 
exclude    a    large    number    of    the    most 
Ignorant    and    least    desirable    persons 
who    come    fr.'>m    Italy,    Austria-Hun- 
gary.   Russia.   Poland   and   oth'-r  coun- 
tries, while  but  a  vei^  small  percentage 
(about  3-5  per  cent,  on  the  average)  of 
the  immigrant'*  from  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  Scandinavia,  Germany,  France, 
etc..  will  be  debarred. 
This   is  a  good   measure   and  should 


WHY  THEY  DO  NOT  CIRCULATE. 

The  Philadelphia  Times  states  that  a 
count  just  taken  shows  that  there  are 
now  stored  in  the  vaults  of  the  United 
States  mint  in  that  city  49,999.367— in 
round  numbers.  .'.0.0«10,000— silver  dollars. 
The  Times  cites  these  figures  in  supp<irt 
of  its  claim  that  the  people  object  to 
filver  currency  and  prefer  a  gold  cur- 
rency, and  says:  "They  are  packed 
away  just  as  they  were  coined,  and  all 
elTorts  to  get  them  into  circulation  have 
been  futile.  The  people  do  not  want 
them." 

This  is  a  dishonest  attempt  to  convey 
the  impression  that  the  people  do  not 
want  silver  money  because  It  is  silver, 
and  that  they  prefer  gold  currency.  It 
is  a  plausible  assumption  and  has  de- 
ceived many  people  who  have  not 
stopped  to  inquire  for  themselves  why 
the  silver  dollars  do  not  go  into  circula- 
tion, but  have  accepted  as  correct  the 
statements  of  leading  newspapers  as  to 
the  cause.  The  reason  why  these  silver 
dollars  are  not  in  circulation  is  that  they 
lack  the  legal  tender  quality.  Until  the 
act  of  187.3  was  passed  silver  was  poten- 
tial redemption  money.  The  standard 
silver  dollars  were  an  unlimited  legal 
tender.  The  act  of  1873  destroyed  the 
credit  of  silver.  Gold  then  became  the 
sole  stannard  of  value,  and  the  silver  in 
circulation  became  merely  a  subsidiary 
money.  That  state  of  affairs  exists  to- 
day. When  the  law  of  1873  struck  the 
standard  dollar  of  412*2  grains  from  the 
list  of  legal  tender  coins  and  restricted 
the  amount  of  silver  that  could  be  ten- 
dered in  payment  of  debts  to  the  sum 
of  $5.  silver  ceased  to  be  available  as  a 
debt-paying  metal.  To  any  one  who 
keeps  these  facts  in  mind  it  cannot  be 
astonishing  that  there  are  today  nearly 
50.000.000  silver  dollars  piled  up  in  the 
Philadelphia  mint  and  that  "all  efforts 
to  get  them  Into  circulation  have  been 
futile." 

If  we  had  bimetallism  in  this  country 
today,  you  would  not  find  these  silver 
dollars  piled  up  in  the  government  mint. 
They  would  go  into  circulation  and  they 
would  be  in  demand  by  the  people,  be- 
cause then  they  would  be  an  unlimited 
legal  tender.  They  would  be  potential 
redemption  money,  and  as  good  as  gold 
dollars  or  greenbacks  redeemable  In 
gold.  The  Philadelphia  paper  fails  to 
state  these  facts  fully  explaining  why 
the  silver  dollars  do  not  go  Into  circula- 
tion, because  their  statement  would  b'^ 
an  argument  in  favor  of  bimetallism 
.and  against  the  continuance  of  the  gold 
standard  system  which  now  prevails  In 
the  United  States.  Make  the  silver  dol- 
lar potential  redemj>tion  money  as  it 
was  prior  to  the  demonetization  act  of 
1873.  and  the  .50,000.000  silver  dollars  now 
piled  up  in  the  mint  at  Philadelphia  will 
quickly  pass  into  circulation.

THE  DANDLLION. 


Bits  of  Pleasing   New  England 
Folk  Lore. 

The  dandelion  was  one  of  the  earliest 
flowers  to  stir  the  children's  memories 
— memories  which  had  lain  dormant  all 
winter;    In    New    Eengland    It    is    "the 

firstling  of  the  year,"  says  the  Atlantic 
Monthly.  In  the  days  of  my  child- 
hood, we  did  not  wait  for  the  butter- 
cuj)  to  open,  to  learn  whether  we  "loved 
butt(r;"  the  soft,  dimpled  chin  of  each 
child  was  held  up,  as  had  been  those 
of  other  children  for  past  decades,  to 
catch  the  yellow  reflection  of  the  first 
dandelion  on  the  pinky  throat. 

Dear  common  flower,  that  grow'st  \je- 
slde  the  way 

Fringing   the   dusty   road   with     harm- 
less gold, 

First  pledge  of  blithesome   May, 
Which    children    pluck,    and,    full    of 
pride,  uphold. 

The  dandelion  had  other  charms  for 
the  child.  When  the  blooms  had  grownl 
long-stemmed  through  seeking  the  sun 
from  under  the  dense  bordcis.  w'hat 
pale  green  curls  could  be  made  by  split- 
ting the  stems  and  immersing  them  in 
water  or  by  placing  thetn  in  the  moiith! 
I  taste  still  their  bitterness!  What 
grace  these  curls  conferred  when  fas- 
tened to  our  round  combs,  or  hung  over 
our  straight  braids! — far  better  than 
locks  of  corn  silk.  And  what  adorning 
necklaces  and  chains  could  be  made 
by  stringing  "dandelion  beads,  "  foimed 
by  cutting  the  stems  Into  sections! 

When  the  dandelion  had  lost  her 
golden  locks  and  had  grown  old  and 
gray,  the  childrenv  still  plucked  the 
downy  heads,  the  "clocks '  or  blow- 
balls, and  holding  them  by  the  long 
stems  which  bore  aloft  these  airy  seed- 
vessels,  and  fortifying  the  strong,  young 
lungs  with  a  deep  breath,  they  blew 
upi>n  the  head  "to  see  whether  my 
mother  wants  me,"  or  to  learn  the 
time  of  the  day. 

Dandelion,  the  globe  of  down. 

The  schoolboy's  clock  in  every  tov/n, 

Which  the  truant  puffs  amain 

To  conjure  back  long  hours  again. 

The  ox-eye  dai.«y.  the  farmer's  hated 
whiteweed.  grought  to  New  England 
by  Endicott  as  a  garden  flower,  soon 
followed  the  dandelion  in  bloom,  and 
a  fresh  necklace  could  be  strung  from 
the  starry  blossoms,  a  daisy-chain.  The 
daisy  was  also  used  as  a  medium  of 
amatory  divination,  by  pulling  from 
the  floret  the  white  ray-flowers,  say- 
ing, "he  loves  me,  he  loves  me  not,"  or 
by  repeating  the  old   "apple  rhyme"— 

"One  I  love. 

Two  I  love, 

Three  I  love,  I  say, 

Four  I  love  with  all  my  heart. 

Five  I  cast  away,"  etc. 

The  yellow  disk,  or  "button."  which 
was  formed  by  stripping  off  the  white 
rays,  made  a  pretty  pum#)kin  pie  for 
the  didl's  table.  A  very  effective  and 
bilious  old  lady,  or  "daisy  grandmoth- 
er." was  made  by  clipping  off  the  rays 
to  shape  the  border  or  ruffie  of  a  cap. 
leaving  two  long  rays  for  strings,  and 
marking  in  a  grotesque  old  face  with 
pen  and  ink.  A  dusky  face,  called  with 
childish  plainness  of  speech  a  "nigger 
head,"  could  be  made  in  like  fashion 
from  the  "black-eyed  Susan"  or  "yel- 
low daisy,"  the  Rudbeckia  hirta,  which 
now  rivals  the  ox-eye  daisy  as  a  pest 
of  the  New  England  farmer. 

Thou.gh  the  spring  violets  were  dearly 
loved,  we  slaughtered  them  ruthlessly 
by  "fighting  roosters"  with  them.  The 
projecting  spur  under  the  curved  stem 
at  the  base  of  the  flower  was  a  hook, 
and  when  the  violets  "clinched"  we 
nulled  till  the  stronger  was  conqueror. 
Sometimes  a  tough-stemmed  violet 
would  decapitate  a  score  of  its  fellows. 

What  braided  "cat-ladders."  and 
quaint,  mediev-al-shaped  boats  with 
sv.'clling  lateen  sail  and  pennant  of 
striped  grass,  could  be  made  from  the 
flat,  sword-like  leaves  of  the  flower- 
de-luce!  And  the  dicentra,  or  "dielytra" 
(bleeding-heart,  or  lady's-eardrops.  we 
c.illcd  it),  had  long,  gracefully  droop- 
ing racemes  of  bright  red-pi-'k  flowers, 
which,  when  pulled  apart  and  straight- 
ened out,  made  fairy  gondolas;  or  which 
might  be  twisted  into  a  harp  and  bot- 
tle. How  many  scores  have  I  carefully 
dissected,  trying  to  preserve  intact  in 
skeleton  shape  the  little  heart-shaped 
"t>ame"   of  the  delicate  flower! 

There  was  a  certain  garden  lore  con- 
nected with  insects,  not  so  varied  or 
extensive,  probably,  as  a  child  would 
have  upon  a  farm.  We  said  to  the 
snail — 

"Snail,  snail,  come  out  of  your  hole. 
Or  else  I   will   beat   you  as  black  as  a 
coal." 

We  sarg  to  the  lady-bug— 

"Lady-bug,    lady-bug,    fly   away   home; 
Your    house    is    on    fire,    your    children 
will  burn." 

We  caught  the  gi-as.shoppers,  and 
thus  e,<horted  them —

Citizens  Argued  the  Question 

of   Purchase   in    the 

Afternoon. 


Another  step  towards  the  final  secur- 
ing of  city  control  of  the  water  plant 
was  scored  last  night  at  the  council 
meeting  by  the  passage  of  a  resolution 
authorizing  the  council  committee  on 
city  pix>perty  and  buildings  to  examine 
the  plant  and  see  if  the  machinery  has 
deteriorated.  Alderman  Harwood,  who 
introduced  the  resolution,  explained 
that   its   purpose   was  to   make   things 

legal.  An  examination  or  appraisal  is 
required  by  law.  Then  Mr.  HarAvood 
grew  excited  and  declared  in  stentorian 
tones: 

"We  want  water;  we  want  the  water- 
works. We  want  work  for  our  laboring 
men  next  winter,  and  by  the  Eternal 
God  we  are  going  to  have  them." 

The  spectators  cheered  this  burst  of 
eloquence. 

Alderman  Patterson  came  to  the  front 
to  know  what  had  become  of  his  reso- 
lution to  have  the  special  water-works 
committee  obtain  a  waiver  if  possible 


III'  tnort'  busincsH-liUe  to  llrnt  at(t-mpl

to  the  death  with  the  coinii.uiy.  would 
ri'speelfully  recommend  the  following 
.solution: 

"That  as  the  main  object  to  be  at- 
tai!ie«I  is  to  oljtain  pure  water  for  the 
city,  and  as  It  is  prol>ubly  true  that 
the  city  has  renden-d  its  present  supply 
impure  by  the  dlscharg(>  of  its  sewer 
system  near  the  present  intake  plp«'  of 
the  company  which  wa.s  placed  in  its 
present  ixisition  under  the  direction  of 
the  city  engineer  it  is  but  fair  that  the 
city  correct  this  error  at  its  own  ex- 
pense; and  would  recommend  that  the 
city  build  at  its  own  expense  a  sufH- 
eient  main  and  intake  pipe  reacliing 
to  pure  water  somewhere  on  the  north 
shore  of  Lake  Superior,  t<Jgether  with 
a  suitable  pumping  station,  said  im- 
provements to  be  leased  to  the  Duluth 
CJas  and  Water  company  for  a  term  of 
years  at  a  rate  of  rental  not  less  than 
the  interest  on  the  bonds  issued  to 
build  the  same,  said  lease  to  terminate 
at  any  time  fit  which  the  city  may  come 
into  possession  of  the  present  plant, 
and  the  title  to  said  improvements  to 
remain  in  the  city. 

"We  claim  the  following  advantages 
for  this  plan: 

"First— It  will  bring  the  most  prompt 
relief  as  pure  water  can  be  turned  in- 
to all  the  mains  of  the  city  imme<liately 
on   completion   of   these  improvements. 

"Second — It  is  most  economical,  as 
said  improvements  must  ultimately  be 
made  and  paid  for  by  the  city. 

"Third— It  will  supply  those  up<m 
whom  the  burden  of  taxation  will  fall 
with  pure  water  first. 

"Fourth — It  will  end  expensive  liti- 
gation, elections  and  expense,  which 
have  already  cost  enough  to  furnish  the 
city  pure  water." 

W^ANTS  WEST  DULUTH  IN. 
John  M.  Martin  insisted  that  the  West 
Duluth  plant  be  included  in  the  pur- 
chase, and  Judge  McOindley  protested 
against  the  issuance  of  bonds  while  the 
city  had  the  present  indebtedness  of 
$7,500,000. 

A.  A.  (Harris  claimed  to  represent  cap- 
ital that  would  i>ay  $500,000  for  the  fran- 
chise for  the  next  twenty  years  and  re- 
duce water  rates  10  per  cent.  He  had 
confidence  in  the  city's  possibilities. 

John  Boyer  favored  the  supplement- 
ary system  and  J.  H.  Baker  opposed  the 
plan.  J.  W'.  Nichols,  the  labor  organ- 
izer, made  an  appeal  for  pure  water. 
Then  several  speakers  tAok  an  inning, 
and  after  it  was  all  over  went  home 
satisfied.    Much  talk  had  been  spilled.

Rumored    Sale  of  a  Virginia 
Property  is  Denied. 

The    rumor   current    during    the    past . 

week   that   Sauntry   &   Clark   had   sold 

their  interests  in  ore  properties  sur- 
rounding Virginia  to  the  Minnesota 
Iron  company  for  a  consideration  of 
$1,000,000,  proves  to  be  wrong,  says  the 
Virginia  Hustler.  Mr.  Sauntry  being  in- 
terviewed said:  "No  one  has  an  option 
on  our  property  and  no  one  can  buy  it, 
for  we  are  going  to  work  it  ourselves." 
The  property  spoken  of  consists  of 
eight  forties  in  4-5  and  joins  the  Oliver 
properties  on  the  north.  Mr.  Sauntry 
who  is  of  Stillwater,  and  Mr.  Clark,  of 
St.  Paul,  own  this  property  jointly  and 
from  the  analysis  made  of  the  ore 
taken  from  test  pits  it  is  undoubtedly 
one  of  the  best  properties  in  this  sec- 
tion. 

The  Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern  rail- 
road has  refused  to  allow  the  Ohio  peo- 
ple to  unload  the  dirt  stripped  from  the 
mine  on  the  right-of-way.  The  Ohio 
has  been  dumping  on  the  Moose  prop- 
erty and  this  becoming  full  extended 
their  track  to  the  south. 

Shovel  No.  270  was  removed  from  the 
Consolidated  at  Mountain  Iron,  to  the 
Auburn  on  Friday  last  and  commences 
loading  on  Monday.  The  shovel  is  in 
charge  of  Thomas  Hodgins,  who  has 
made  quite  a  record  loading  with  the 
same.  On  July  7  this  shovel  with  Mr. 
Hodgins  in  charge  loaded  215  7-yard 
cars  in  eight  hours  and  twenty  minutes 
for  the  Consolidated  at  Mountain  Iron. 
The  Auburn  will  increase  its  ship- 
ments and  will  undoubtedly  have  some 
good  records  to  show  later. 

The  Ohio  will  start  shipping  ore 
from  the  newly  stripped  portion  as  soon 
as  the  tracks  from  this  section  are  put 
in  shape,  which  will  undoubtedly  be  the 
latter  end  of  this  week. 

The  gi-eat  Bucyrus  ore  shovel  at  the 
Mahoning  was  moved  to  a  new  cut 
Thursday.  This  gives  a  much  better 
face  and  now  more  than  100  cars  are 
loaded  daily. 

The  Sellers  mine  is  now  shipping  25 
to  30  cars  daily.  The  present  output  from 
the  Lake  Superior  is  about  15  cars  per 
diem. 

A  track  direct  through  the  Lone  Jack 
is  in  course  of  construction  and  will  be 
completed  this  week.  This  will  save 
the  circuitous  route  around  the  Com- 
modore as  previously  and  enable  the 
Oliver  company  to  handle  the  ore  more

RAILROAD  CONSTRUCTION. 

Grading  the   Wright  &  Davis 
Road  Into  Hibbing. 

The  contract  for  grading  the  Wright 
&  Davis  railroad:  into  Hibbing  from  tha 
present  terminus,  a  distance  of  some- 
thing more  than  one  mile,  has  been 
awarded  to  Winston  Bros.  &  Dear,  says 
the  Hibbing  Sentinel.  The  route  is  over 
the  original  right-of-way  that  was  cut 
out  some  tvMO  years  ago,  and  enters  the 
townsite  on  the  northwest  corner. 

The  contract  for  the  extension  of  the 
Duluth,  Mi.ssabe  &  Northern  railway  to 
the  new  depot  grounds  at  Hibbing  was 
let  Aug.  1  to  Contractor  Anderson,  of 
West  Duluth.  The  work  is  to  be  com- 
pleted within  sixty  days. 

The  Duluth.  Missabe  <fe  Northern  rail- 
way is  to  be  extended  around  Hibbing 
on  the  south  to  Mahoning,  from  which 
end  work  was  commenced  Saturday. 
Mr.  King  has  the  contract.  This  is  for 
the  purpose  of  getting  out  the  ore 
from  the  Lake  Superior  properties  in 
that'  direction. 

It  is  now  assured  that  by  the  time 
snow  flies  Hibbing  will  have  a  third 
railroad.  Minneapolis  capitalists  and 
the  C.  N.  Nelson  Lumber  company  are 
behind  the  enterprise.  The  survey 
passes  quite  close  to  the  Leighton 
branch  of  the  Wright  &  Davis  road  on 
the  southwest  of  the  town.  The  road 
will  be  buiW  for  lumbering  purposes.

MORE  WATER  TALK. 

Aldermen  Were  Addressed  by 
Citizens  Yesterday. 

The  water  question  was  very  much 
discussed  yesterday  afternoon  at  the 
council  caucus.  A  committee,  consist- 
ing of  Henry  Truelsen,  S.  D.  Allen,  W. 
G.  Joerns  and  John  Bo.yer,  took  part  in 
the  pow-wow.  All  the  aldermen  were 
there  to  receive  suggestions. 

Henry  Truelsen  was  first  at  the  bat. 
He  thought  the  plant  at  present  might 
be  worth  $800,000,  but  $1,000,000  would 
not  be  unreasonable  for  both  the  gas 
and  water  plants.  Mr.  Truelsen  heaped 
ridicule  on  the  company's  offer  to  sell 
for  $1,856,000,  and  maintained  that  a 
new  plant  could  be  constructed  at  a 
saving  of  25  per  cent  over  Mr.  Keat- 
ing's  estimates  made  several  years  ago. 
"The  people  want  a,  chance  to  votei  on  a 
proposition  to  issuei  bonds  in  the  sum  of 
$6.50,000  for  the  construction  of  a  supple- 
mentary system,"  he  said. 

S.  D.  Allen  produced  ail  sorts  of  figures 
to  prove  that  the  bonds  if  issued  could 
be  successfully  floated. 

A  representative  of  the  Commercial 
club  of  the  West  End  appeared  and 
presented  the  following  committee  re- 
port which  was  adopted  by  the  club  as 
expressing  its  views:

His 
purpose  is  a  base  one  and  consequently 
his  life  is  bound  to  be  ba~e;  he  spends 
all  the  energies  of  hit   '.li-t  in  becoming 
and    remaining      the    champion      prize 
fighter   of   the   woild.

COUNTERFEITER    ARRESTED. 

Kansas  City.  Mo.,  Aug.  6.— W.  T. 
Laird,  aged  43.  who  is  the  leader  of  a 
gang  of  counterfeiters  that  has  been 
turning  out  spurious  dollars  for  the 
past  three  months,  and  shipping  them 
to  other  cities,  has  been  arrested  by 
United  States  Marshal  J.  C.  Shelby. 
Moulds,  dies  and  other  paraphernalia 
were  captured.  Three  other  members 
of  the  gang  had  been  previously  taken 
and  Laird's  arrest*  breaks  up  one  of 
the  most  dangerous  gangs  in  the  coun- 
try. 


On  Sund.iy  and  yesterday  the  Marino 
National  bank  was  moved  from  the  Pal- 
ladio  building,  where  it  had  occupied 
quarters  since  its  organization,  to  the 
Providence  budlding  on  the  corner 
diagonally  opposite.  The  work  of  put- 
ting the  banking  room  in  shape  is  not 
yet  completed,  but  ini'two  or  three  days 
the  iiistitution  will   be  entirely  settled 

and  will  have  a  home  of  which  it  may 
be  proud. 

The  Providence  building,  into  which 
the  bank  has  just  been  removed,  occu- 
pies one  of  the  best  corners  in  the  busi- 
ness portion  of  Duluth.  It  was  erected 
this  year  by  Providence,  R.  I.,  people 
who  were  interested  in  the  project  by 
W.  B.  SilveV.  It  is  a  handsome  struc- 
ture Ave  stories  high,  on  Superior  street 
and  six  on  Michigan  street,  and  is  built 
of  stone,  brick  and  steel,  being  as  thor- 
oughly fireproof  as  modern  building 
materials  and  methoids  can  make  it.  Al- 
though not  entirely  finished.it  is  already 
well  filled  by  an  excellent  class  of  ten- 
ants. The  Unltetl  States  engineer's 
ofllce  occupies  seven  rooms  on  the  fifth 
floor. 

The  bank  •x'cuples  the  corner  room, 
about  25  by  80  feet  in  size.  It  has  splen- 
did light  from  two  sides  and  is  a  model 
banking  room.  There  are  to  be  two 
vaults,  one  for  books  and  records  and 
the  other  to  enclose  the  large  safe.  The 
latter  vault  is  not  yet  built,  but  will  be 
at  once.  The  safe  is  of  the  cannon-ball 
type,  and  is  so  large  that  the  vault  must 
be  built  around  it  after  it  is  placed  in 
petition.  The  counters,  cages,  desks, 
etc.,  are  arranged  in  a  very  convenient 
manner. 

The  Marine  National  bank  is  one  of 
the  younger  of  the  financial  in.stitutions 
of  the  city  and  is  fast  coming  to  the 
front.  In  the  past  year  or  so  Its  busi- 
ness has  nearly  doubled.  The  capital 
stock  is  $200,000  and  surplus  and  profits 
about  $27,000.  Dividends  were  declared 
both  in  January  and  July  of  this  year, 
and  its  statements  show  it  to  be  in  a 
very  prosperous  condition. 

The  officers  and  directors  of  the  bank 
are:  F.  E.  Searle,  president;  N.  J.  Mil- 
ler, vice  president;  J.  P.  Johnson,  cash- 
ier; directors,  Thomas  Cully  ford.  A.  B. 
W^olvin,  N.  J.  Miller,  Z.  D.  Scott.  Nel- 
son Sellers,  J.  P.  Johnson  and  F.  E. 
Searle.    Addison  Young  is  the  teller. 

Mr.  Searle  became  president  of  the 
bank  about  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  suc- 
ceeding Thomas  Cullyford.  He  came 
here  from  St.  Cloud,  where  he  was 
president  of  the  German-American  Na- 
tional bank  nf  that  city  for  about  seven 
years,  and  was  prominently  identified 
with  various  interests  there.  He  repre- 
sented the  St.  Cloud  district  in  the  legis- 
lature for  several  terms.  Mr.  Searle  is 
recognize<l  as  a  careful  and  conserva- 
tive banker,  andl  when,  he  was  placed  at 
the  head  of  the  Marine  National  bank, 
added  to  the  strength  and  confidence  in 
that  institution.  N.  J.  Miller,  the  vice 
president,  and  J.  P.  Johnson,  the  cash- 
ier, have  lived  in  EHiluth  for  many  years 
and  have  been  associated  with  the  bank 
from  the  start.

RUSSIAN  FERRIES 

Will  be  Built  in  Siberia  by  a 
Detroit  Firm. 

Detroit,  Aug.  6.— The  Detroit  Dry 
Dock  company  has  practically  closed  a 
contract  with  the  Russian  government 
for  the  construction  of  three  car  ferries 
to  cross  Lake  Baikal.  In  the  middle  of 
Siberia,  and  thus  connect  the  two  ends 
of  the  great  trans-Siberian  railroad. 
Each  of  the  boats  will  cost  at  least 
$800,000.  It  will  be  the  largest  contract 
ever  made  by  lake  shipbuilders.  The 
noted  ice  crushing  qualities  of  the  St. 
Ignace  and  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  the  Mac- 
kinaw railway  transfer  boats,  built  by 
the  Detroit  company,  is  what  called  at- 
tention of  the  Russians  to  this  type  o^ 
car    ferries. 

Frank  E.  Kirby,  designer  of  these 
boats,  who  is  in  Russia,  whither  he  had 
been  summoned  by  the  government, 
sends  word  that  the  deal  is  practically 
closed,  but  the  company  is  not  yet  in- 
formed as  to  the  material  or  exact  size 
of  the  vessels.  The  boats  will  probably 
be  built  on  the  shore  of  Lake  Baikal, 
and  the  machinery  will  be  constructed 
here.

Paran  Stevens  and  Wife's  Char- 
^ acteristics  and  Antecedents.. 

That  Mrs.  Paran  Stevens  and  Ward 
McAllister  should  die  in  the  brief  Unfit 
of  a  season  is  surely  an  odd  coincidence. 
That  McAllister  should  be  so  soon  for- 
gotten is  not  surprising,  when,  from 
every  realm  of  life  go,  year  by  year, 
men  and  women  of  great  natural  gifts, 
marvelous        attainments.  conspicuous 

as  servants  of  their  fellows,  whose 
names,  even,  are  forgotten  ere  a  year 
rolls  round,  says  the  New  York  Re- 
corder. The  most  conspicuous  critic  of 
Mr.  McAllister  after  his  death  was  Mrs. 
Stevens,  who.  while  acknowledging  his 
usefulness  in  a  certain  way  at  functions 
and  "smart"  gatherings,  ridiculed  his 
pretensions  to  social  leadership.  Her 
sterling  common  sense  hit  tiie  nail 
squarely  on  the  head. 

And  r.t>w  she  is  gone. 

I  was  about  to  say  I  was  sui^rised  atJ 
the  ignorance  manifested  by  writers  in 
the  dally  presa  concerning  Mrs. 
Stevens'  antecedents,  her  family  con- 
nections and  her  money.  There  was  al- 
so a  subtile  sneer  in  one  or  two  obitu- 
aries which  seemed  hardly  fair  to  a 
good  fighter,  whose  arms  are  paralyzed 
forever.  Readers  often  find,  however. 
In  the  naost  conspicuous  illustrations  of 
modern  journalism,  ignorance  and  mal- 
ice amazingly  allied.  Had  it  not  been 
for  Paran  Stevens — an  excellent  cook, 
an  intelligent  caterer,  a  first-class  hotel 
keeper,  a  dashing,  j>ushing,  progressive 
worker — the  lady  who  is  now  awaiting 
burial  would  never  have  been  heard  of. 
Her  father  was  a  humble  grocer  in  a 
little  Massachusetts  town,  and  she, 
without  social  advantages,  although  a 
bright,  piquant,  enterprising.  wide- 
awake Yanke  •  girl,  could  never,  with- 
out some  such  leverage  as  she  found  in 
her  husband's  wealth,  have  succeeded 
in  attracting  the  attention  of  the  social 
world  In  both  hemispheres.  Mrs. 
Stevens  was  never  "made  much  of."  as 
the  expression  goes.  In  Boston's  better 
circles.  In  New  York,  where  money  is 
god.  and  in  London,  where  even  princes 
bow  to  mammon.  It  was  an  easier  mat- 
ter for  her,  with  her  genuine  wit,  her 
elastic  temperament  and  her  large  in- 
come, to  obtain  an  entrance,  after 
which  Intelligence  did  the  rest. 

Paran  Stevens  was  unique. 

In  1860,  when  the  prince  of  Wales  was 
here,  Mr.  Steverp  was  proprietor  of  two 
hotels  in  Boston— the  Revere  and  the 
Tremont  house.  He,  as  manager,  nat- 
urally met  the  prince  and  his  suite,  and, 
although  in  no  sense  a  self  seeker,  he 
utilized  his  opportunity,  making  him- 
self especially  useful  in  suggestion  and 
expert  service,  so  that  on  leaving,  the 
prlmce  personally  thanked  him,  and, 
on  the  trip  to  Portland,  Me.,  the  duke 
of  Newcastle  said:  "The  two  men  who 
have  interested  me  most  in  the  United 
States  are  Fernando  Wood,  of  New 
York,  and  Governor  Banks,  of  Massa- 
chusetts, and  the  best  hotel  man,  if  I 
may  judge  by  the  ease  and  comfort  af- 
forded us,  is  Mr.  Stevens."  I  doubt 
very  much  if  Mrs.  Stevens  at  that 
time  met  any  of  the  royal  party.  If 
she  did.  no  one  heard  of  it.  and.  like- 
wise, if  she  did,  everyone  would  have 
heard  of  it.  Paran  Stevens  was  never 
very  well  known  in  New  York,  al- 
though he  was  a  partner  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Fifth  avenue  hotel  in  its 
early  days,  still  retaining  his  control  of 
the  Boston  house.  About  that  time 
he  opened  the  Continental  hotel  in  Phil- 
adelphia, and,  until  the  incoming  of  Mr. 
Kingsley.  devoted  the  greater  part  of 
his  thought  and  time  to  caring  for  that 
pleased  him  more  than  to  tell  the  story 
of  his  early  struggles,  contrasting  the 
poverty  of  his  young  days  with  the 
worldly  success  of  his  later  life.  Noth- 
ing, I  say,  unle.ss  it  were  the  pleasure 
afforded  him  In  tickling  the  palate  of 
special  friends  by  dishes  prepared  and 
cooked  by  his  own  expert  hands.

'Grand  Old  Man"  Gladstone 
Speaks  Upon  the  Armen- 
ian Question. 


Said    the   Armenian    Matter 
Was  Not  a  Party  or  Re- 
ligious Affair. 


Popular    Support     Will    be 
Given  to  Extreme  Meas- 
ures for  Relief. 


Chester.  Eng..  Aug.  6. — The  town  hall 
was  packed  with  people  today,  the  audi- 
ence iniludins  numbers  of  Armenians, 
in  anticipation  of  hearinsj  the  speech  of 
Mr.  Gladstone  upon  the  Armenian  Ques- 
tion. Anions  th«.>se  present  were  the 
Hishop  of  Ripon  and  Messrs.  Clifford 
and  Robert  T.  Payne,  of  the  American 
Peace  st>ciety.  The  audience  rose  with 
great  cheering  when  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Gladstone,  the  duke  of  Westminster, 
the  Bishop  of  Chester  and  the  mayor  of 
Chester  entered  the  hall. 

The  distinguished  visitors  were  con- 
ducted to  seats  on  the  platform  and  the 
cheering  did  not  subside  until  the  duke 
of  Westminster,  the  chairman,  rose  to 
speak.  The  duke,  after  a  few  opening 
remarks,  read  a  letter  from  the  marquis 
of  Salissbury.  the  new  premier,  notify- 
ing the  duke  that  the  sum  of  £1000, 
which  had  been  subscribed  for  the  re- 
lief of  the  Armenians,  had  been  for- 
warded to  the  British  ambassador  at 
Constantinople,  who  had  been,  given 
full  discretion  as  to  the  manner  In  which 
the  money  was  to  be  distributed. 

After  the  usual  preliminaries  of  such 
a  meeting  had  been  concluded.  Mr.  Glad- 
stiine  ro.«e  amid  an  outburst  of  enthusi- 
astic applause  and  addressing  the  audi- 
ence said  the  Armenian  question  was 
ni>t  a  party  matter  or  religious  affair. 
Continuing,  he  said  that  the  situation 
in  Armenia  resulted  from  intolerably 
bad  government,  perhaps  the  worst  on 
the  face  of  the  earth.     (Applause.) 

Mr.  Gladstone  then  read  a  resolution, 
to  the  effect  that  this  meeting  expresses 
Its  conviction  that  her  majesty's  gov- 
ernment will  have  the  ciirdial  support 
of  the  entire  nation,  without  distinction 
of  party,  in  any  measure  it  may  adopt 
in  ord?r  to  secure  for  the  Armenians 
such  f'>rms  of  administration  in  the 
province  as  to  provide  effective  guaran- 
tees for  the  safety  of  life,  honor,  re- 
ligion and  property,  and  that  no  reforms 
can  be  effected  without  the  continuous 
control  of  the  European  powers. 

He  then  said  that  the  resolution  was  a. 
moderate  on",  and  expressed  not  -mly 
his  own  sentiments,  but  those  of  their 
trans-Atlantic  brethren,  who  felt  that 
the  dispassionate  inquiry  which  was 
made  after  th?  Sassoun  massacre 
showed  that  the  powers  of  the  English 
language  did  not  suffice  to  describe  thf» 
statements  which  made  the  blood  run 
c  'Id.     (Applause.) 

The  Inquiry,  he  continued,  had  veri- 
fitd  all  the  sickening  details,  not  only  of 
the  European,  but  of  the  American 
testimony,  which  latter  was  doubly  en- 
titled to  credence,  as  America,  politi- 
cally, had  no  interest  in  the  Levant. 
This  testimony,  said  Mr.  Gladstone,  with 
great  energy,  summed  up  into  four 
words,  was:  '"Plunder,  murder,  rape, 
torture.  But.'"  added  Mr.  Gladstone, 
'■plunder  and  murder  were  the  cojnpari- 
tively  mild  side  of  the  work  of  the  rav- 
Ishers  and   t.irturers."' 

■"This  is  not  the  work  of  the  danger- 
ous classes."  continued  Mr.  Gladstone, 
'but  of  the  government  of  Constanti- 
^nople  and  its  ag-nts.  and  there  is  none 
of  their  deeds  f  >r  which  the  govern- 
ment is  not  responsible.  The  Kurds, 
troops,  police  and  tax  crdlectors  en- 
tered Into  deadly  competition!  as  to 
which  should  prove  the  most  adept  in 
this  horrible,  infernal  work.  (I^oud  and 
ontinued  applause).  But  guiltier  than 
they  are  the  higher  otTicials  f>f  the  gov- 
ernment. It  is  not  true  that  the  acts 
of  th>  Turks  were  reprisals  upon  the 
Armenians  for  rebelling.  On  the  con- 
trary thf  Turkish  government  dis- 
armed th''  Armenians  and  then  turned 
out  iuv)n  th^rn  the  barbarians  and  vil- 
llans  masqu-^rading  as  the  sultan's  cav- 
alry." In  conclusion  Mr.  Gladstone 
said:  "We  are  sensible  as  to  what  is 
due  our  honor.  We  must  interpijse  to 
d**mand  no  more  than  what  is  just. 
But  we  must  demand  as  much  as  is 
neces.sary  and  determine  that  this  be 
accomplished  whether  It  is  met  with 
resistance  or  not."  (Loud  and  enthu- 
siastic applause). 

The  resolution  read  by  Mr.  Gladstone 
was  then  adopted.

NEGROES   EXCITED. 


They  Ask  Gov.  Altgeld  to  Pror 
tect  Spring  Valley  Refugees. 

Chicago,  Aug.  6.— Five  hundred  ex- 
cited negroes  in  mass  meeting  today 
passed  resolutions  demanding  that  Gov- 
ernor Altgeld  protect  the  colored  people 
at  .Spring  Valley,  111.,  and  asserting  their 
determination  to  leave  for  that  place  to- 
night in  the  event  of  the  refusal  of  the 
governor  to  take  action.  The  call  for 
the  meeting  was  issued  last  night  and 
fully  500  colored  people  met  at  a  State 
street   hall  in   response. 

The  men  were  excited,  and  the 
speeches  were  violent  and  determined. 
The  resolutions  adopted  asked  the  gov- 
ernor to  take  immediate  action  to  pro- 
tect the  colored  miners  of  Spring  Valley 
from  mob  violence,  and  all  those  present 
pledged  themselves  by  vote  to  go  to  the 
scene  of  the  trouble  this  evening  if  no 
word  was  received  from  the  governor  be- 
fore that  time. 


MANDAMUS     REFUSED. 

Washington.  Aug.  6.— Justice  Cole,  of 
the  district  supreme  court,  today  re- 
fused to  issue  a  mandamus  asketl  for  by 
W.  A.  Whaley  and  Harry  Taylor,  of 
New  York  city,  against  Secretary  Car- 
lisle and  Treasurer  Morgan.  The  gov- 
ernment owed  Whaley  &  Taylor  $17,000 
for  contract  work  done  at  Wlllets' 
Point,  N.  Y.  Secretary  Carlisle 
ordered  that  the  checks  be  paid  on 
a  certain  date,  in  the  presence  of  certain 
allege*]  creditors  of  Whaley  &  Taylor. 
The  latter  obJ€>cted  to  this  course,  an«l 
attempted  to  compel  the  treasury  de- 
partment to  make  the  payment  in  an- 
other form.  This  the  court  refused  to 
do.

GLASS  WORKERS'  WAGES. 
Pittsburg.  Aug.  6.— The  wage  com- 
mittees of  the  window  glass  manufac- 
turers and  Workers  are  in  session  here 
to  fix  wage  rates  for  the  coming  year. 
The  workers  will  ask  for  an  increase 
of  15  per  cent  to  make  up  part  of  the 
reduction  of  22^2  per  cent  which  they 
were  forced  to  take  last  year.  It  Is 
probable  that  the  manufacturers  will 
refuse  to  grant  any  Increase,  on  the 
ground  that  last  year's  reduction  was 
made  because  of  the  new  tariff  law. 
The  wages  of  about  10,000  men  will  be 
fixed  by  the  conference. 


WILL  NOT  Cl'T  RATF:S. 
New  York.  Aug.  6. — ReT)resentatives 
of  the  lines  in  the  Southern  railway 
combine  mtt  here  today  to  consider  the 
proposal  to  cut  rates  on  linee  running 
between  New  York,  Baltimore  and  Sa- 
vannah. The  meeting  was  a  secret  one 
and  after  it  was  over  it  was  an- 
nounced that  the  association  had  de- 
cided not  to  cut  rates. 


A  VERITABLE  BONANZA.

State  Democratic  Monetary 

Convention  in  Session  at 

Pertle  Springs. 


"Silver  Dick"  Bland  Elected 

Temporary  Chairman  of 

the  Meeting. 


A  Fight  May  be  Started  by 

Proposed  Committee 

Changes. 


Pertle  Springs.  Mo..  Aug.  6.— The  situ- 
ation; as  it  appeared  before  the  hour 
for  the  state  Democratic  monetary  con- 
vention to  meet  was  one  of  great  un- 
certainty. The  Bland  forces  have  not 
in  any  way  abated  their  efforts  for  a 
change  in  the  state  central  committee 
and  at  this  hour  silver  questions  seem 
to  have  been  lost  in  the  fight  for  a  ne<\v 
committee  or  at  least  such  additioixs 
thereto  as  will  place  the  silver  men  ii» 
control  of  the  machinery  of  the  state 
Democracy.  While  the  St.  Louis  dele- 
gates can  be  counted  on  to  vote  for  free 
and  unlimited  coinage  of  silver  at  16  to 
1.  their  position  on  the  state  committee 
question  is  not  so  certain.  In  fact  it  is 
pretty  sure  that  the  St.  Louis  forces 
will  oppose  any  radical  changes  In  the 
committee  as  at  iiresent  constituted. 

The  consensus  of  opinion  is  that  there 
will  be  a  fight  in  the  convention.  So 
far  as  the  platform  Is  concerned  It  Is 
a  foregone  conclusion  that  free  and  un- 
limited coinage  at  16  to  1,  '"regardless 
of  England,  Germany  or  any  other  for- 
eign countrj,"  as  State  Treasurer  Leon 
Stephens  expressed  it,  will  be  its  dec- 
laration. 

The  state  central  committee  held  a 
meeting  at  9:15  and  selected  "Silver 
Dick  "  Bland  as  the  temporary  chair- 
man. Lew  Love,  of  Springfield,  was 
made  secretary.  These  nominations 
were  ratlfie*!  and  the  committee  Im- 
mediately adjourned.  This  move  of  ad- 
journing, without  taking  action  on  the 
rumored  committee  changes,  is  taken 
to  be  a  plan  of  the  "sound  money"  men 
to  throw  the  onus  of  whatever  trouble 
may  later  arise  in  the  Democratic  ranks 
on  the  silver  men. 

United  States  Senator  Cockrell  had  an 
all  night  sessif>n  with  the  leading  mem- 
beri^  of  the  committee  in  order  to  close 
the  breach  which  seems  to  be  widening 
with  each  hour.  Senator  Cockrell  ir- 
on the  "conservative"  side  and  Is  work- 
ing for  harmony.  He  suggested  that  a 
re.solution  be  Introduced  in  the  conven- 
tion giving  the  state  central  committee 
iron  clad  instnictions  as  to  their  duties 
during  the  state  campaign  in  1S96.  The 
members  of  the  committee  who  were 
present,  however,  were  opposed  to  any 
such  action  and  when  the  meeting  ad- 
journed no  progress  had  been  made  to- 
wards cementing  the  contending  fac- 
tlon.s. 

The  convention  was  formally  called 
to  order  at  noon  by  John  H.  Carroll, 
who.  after  a  few  remarks  introduced 
Hon.  R.  P.  Bland  as  temporary  chair- 
man. Mr.  Bland  congratulated  the  De- 
imocr^atic  party  upon  the  auspicious 
gathering  of  Democrats  for  action  uin>n 
the  free  .silver  question.  "We  have 
met."  he  said,  "to  declare  'for  the  free 
coinage  of  sliver  at  a  ratio  of  16  to  1 
and  we  will  do  what  our  constituents 
have  sent  us  here  to  do." 

After  the  usual  committees  had  been 
selected,  the  "free  silver  jubilee  sing- 
ers," of  Warrenburg,  entertained  the 
convention  with  several  free  silver 
songs.  Col.  W.  F.  Switzler,  of  Boone- 
vllle,  representing  the  free  silver  De- 
mocratic orders  of  Missouri,  pledged 
the  support  of  the  editors  In  the  fight 
for  the  white  metal.  The  convention 
then  adjourned  until  2  o'clock.  The 
convention  will  probably  conclude  its 
work  tonight.    *" 

After  the  convention  adjourned  the 
committee  on  permanfmt  organization 
decided  to  make  the  temfiorary  organi- 
zation permanent,  then  th<»  wedge, 
which  may  end  in  divi<11ng  the  party 
in  Mi.-sfiurl,  was  Inserted  In  the  way 
of  a  resolution,  piT>vidlng  for  an  In- 
crease of  the  number  of  state  commit- 
teemen. The  resolution  adds  one  mem- 
ber from  each  congressional  district 
and  four  at  large.  The  resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted  in  committee.  The 
temper  of  the  convention  will  be  tried 
on  this  question  when  It  meets  again 
this  afternoon.  Nothing  was  done  by 
the  committee  on  resolutions  during 
the  recess. 


DEFENDER  WINS  AGAIN. 

Has  No  Trouble  in  Defeating 
the  Vigilant  Today. 

Newport,  R.  I..  Aug.  r,.— The  crack 
sloops  and  schooners  of  the 
big  New  York  Y:u-ht  club  fleet 
tcxlay  cont€>sted  for  the  cups 
offered  by  Capt.  J.  R.  Drexel,  of  the 
New  York  Yacht  club.  Eight  $200  cups 
were  offered,  and  the  prizes  were  suf- 
Ikivntly  jittractive  to  bring  out  a  large 
number  of  starters.  The  chief  Interest 
of  the  yachtsmen,  and  the  hundreds 
who  watcheil  the  i"ace  from  shore  cen- 
tered, of  course.  In  the  contest  between 
the  Defender,  the  Vigilant  and  the 
Jubilee,  although  in  tlie  opinion  of  the 
majoi"lty  there  was  nu  doubt  as  to  the 
conclusion. 

Lack  of  wind  was  the  only  complaint 
sallormen  oould  make  against  the  wea- 
ther when  they  turned  out  this  morning. 
The  sun  was  only  obscured  by  light 
clouds  which  were  burned  away  at  an 
early  hour  and  at  8  n'elock  there  was 
everything  to  Indicate  that  the  day 
would  be  clear  and  warm,  probably 
with  a  light  southwest  breeze. 

The  Defender  crossed  the  line 
at         11:25.50,"  ihe         Vlgllaat         at 

11:26.40.  At      11:29.20        both      yachts 

came  about  on  the  port  tack 
with  the  Defender  considerably  to 
windward.  The  wind  is  light.  The 
course  Is  to  Point  Julius,  then  eastward 
ten  miles  and  then  tack  to  the  light- 
ship ten  miles  and  repeat.

R.  I.,  Aug.  «.— The  Vigilant 
turn€»d  the  first  mark!  seven  minutes  be- 
hind the  Defender.  At  11:10  the  first  gun 
was  fired  for  the  small  sloops,  and  they 
started  wlth.the  Queen  Mab  in  the  lead. 
The  schooners  starte<l  at  11:10.  Five 
minutes  later  the  small  schooners  start- 
ed.

Brockway's  Gang  are  Arraign- 
ed in  Jersey  City. 

New  York,  Aug.  6.— William  E.  Brock- 
way,  the  counterfeiter  and  forger,  and  the 
three  members  of  his  gang,  William  Wag- 
ner, Sydney  Smith,  the  engraver,  and  Lib- 
bie  Smith,  his  wife,  who  were  captured 
by  Chief  Hazen,  of  the  secret  service  bu- 
reau and  his  detectives,  were  arraigned 
today  before  ITnited  States  Commissioner 
Romaine,  of  Jersey  City. 

Milton  W.  Smith,  a  brother  of  one  of  the 
prisoners,  appeared  as  their  counsel.  He 
objected  to  the  prxjceedings,  claiming  they 
were  Irregular  inasmuch  as  the  crime 
charged  was  committed  in  New  York.  He 
held  that  the  pri.soners  c-oidd  not  l>e  held 
in  a  foreign  state.  Tiiited  States  Dis- 
trict Attorney  Beekman  held  that  the  ar- 
raignment was  legal  and  Commissioner 
Romaine  upheld  him. 

Chief  Hazen  was  also  jjresent  In  court. 
Commissioner  Romain-  held  the  three 
men  In  $l.i,<J(ia  bail  each.  They  were  unable 
to  give  the  required  security  and  were 
lodged  in  the  Hudson  <ounty  jail.  Llbbie 
Smith,  the  alleged  -wife  of  .Smith  was 
then  arraigr^^d.  .She  wa-«i  also  held.  When 
Brockway  was  arraigned  before  the  com- 
missioner he  protested  against  the  certifi- 
caset  bein.g  taken  awa.v  from  nim  while  ho 
was  being  searche<i  la.'-l  night.  A  $500  goldi 
certificate  which  was  genuine  as  well  as 
Canadian  certificates  were  found  in  his 
possession. 


WHISKY  TRUST. 


Restraining  Arguments  Heard 
in  New  York  in  Chambers. 

New  York,  Aug.  6— Argument  on  the 
motion  for  an  injunction  to  restrain 
the  reorganization  committee  of  the  dis- 
tilling and  Cattle  Feeding  company, 
as  "the  whisky  trust,"  and  the  Man- 
hattan Trust  comi)any,  from  making 
use  of  certain  securities,  of  the  "whisky 
trust"  was  heard  today  by  Judge 
C)'Brien  in  the  supreme  court  chajribea-s. 

The  securities,  it  is  claimed  by  Fred- 
erick W.  Armes  and  George  W. 
Pyncheon,  ywho  made  the  application 
for  the  injunction,  were  deposited  with 
the  defendants  for  the  benefit  of  the 
stockholders  of  the  old  whisky  trust. 
Samuel  Untermeyer.  who  appeared  for 
the  plaintiffs.  In  making  the  applica- 
tion reviewed  the  history  of  the  whisky 
trust  up  to  the  present  time.

The 
ca.se  decided  was  one  In  which  Lorenzo 
Williams  had  sued  S.  B.  Chapin,  a 
Chicago  broker,  to  recover  money  lost 
in  the  stock  exchange,  Williams  claimed 
that  the  money  was  lost  in  gambling 
and  could  not.  therefore,  be  recovered, 
but  the  courts  decided  In  favor  of  the 
broker. 


Successes  Claimed  by  the  In- 
surgents and  Spanish. 

Havana,  Aug.  6.— Lieut.  Ruise,  with  a 
detachment  of  cavalry,  has  had  another 
skirmish  with  the  insurgents,  this  time 
near  Camajuani,  in  the  province  of 
Santa  Clara.  The  insurgents  lost  two 
killed  and  left  five  wounded  behind 
them.  At  Penupo,  in  the  province  of 
Santiago  De  Cuba,  the  Insurgents  fired 
upon  a  passenger  train  and  wounded 
one  pas.senger. 

Near  Colin,  in  the  province  of  Man- 
tanzas.  a  detachment  of  seventeen  civil 
guards,  commanded  by  Sergt.  Breallus, 
gallantly  attacked  a  band  of  seventy 
ln.surgent  Infantry  and  a  larger  body  of 
insurgent  cavalry.  The  civil  guards, 
however,  were  obliged  to  retreat  upon 
their  main  body,  losing  three  men 
killed  and  four  wounded.  Capt.  Argudo 
has  had  a  skirmish  with  the  insurgents 
at  Santa  Rita,  province  of  Mantanzas. 
He  dispersed  the  enemy,  who  left  one 
killed   upon  the  field. 


WORK  OF  TJIAIN   WRECKERS. 

Warsaw.  Ind.,  Aug.  6.— Early  this 
morning  train  wreckers  threw  a  switch 
on  the  Pennsylvania  road  at  Eagle  Lake 
station,  two  miles  east  of  this  city,  for 
the  evident  purpose  of  wrecking  one  of 
the  fast  express  trains.  A  freight  train 
plunged  Into  It  Instead  and  the  loco- 
motive and  .several  cars  went  down  a 
steep  embankment.  The  train  men 
escaped  by  jumping. 

MORE  BLOOD  STAINS  FOUND. 
Chicago.  Aug.  6. — Further  examina- 
tion of  the  room  occupied  at  Holmes' 
castle  today  resulted  in  the  finding  of 
additional  blood  stains  upon  the  floor. 
A  strong  microscope  was  used  upon 
the  stains  by  an  exr>ert  who  said  they 
were  undoubtedly  human  blood.

Intimations  were  received  yes- 
terday that  the  striking  coal  handlers 
at  West  Superior  were  coming  over  to 
induce  the  Northwestern  Fuel  com- 
pany's men  to  join  in  the  strike,  and 
\'ice  President  A.  C.  Jones  retiuested 
police  protection. 

Yesterday  Capt.  Sam  Thompson 
plac^^d  a  guard  at  the  docks,  and  today 
ottic"rs  John  Williams  and  Harry  Miller 
are  on  guar<l  against  a  possible  invasion. 
Vice  President  A.  C.  Jones,  of  the  com- 
pany, went  to  Superit)r  this  morning 
and  held  a  conference  with  the  leaders 
of  the  strike  across  the  bay.  Dock 
Foreman  William  A.  Thompson  stated 
this  morning  that  no  trouble  was  ex- 
pected and  that  the  men  appear  satis- 
fied. 

There  are  ltt4  men  in  the  employ  of 
the  Northwestern  Fuel  company.  The 
coal  handlers,  whose  business  is  load- 
ing and  unloading  coal,  receive  40  cents 
per  hour  for  work  in  the  hold,  and  $1.7.') 
per  day  for  work  on  dock.  The*  Superior 
men  have  been  receiving  nearly  similar 
wages,  but  are  asking  that  the  scale  of 
wages  of  1SJ>;J  be  restored.  They  are 
counting  on  the  present  scarcity  of  men. 
many  of  whom  have  left  for  the  Dakota 
harvest  fields.  The  strike  extends  over 
the  Northwestern  Coal  Railway  com- 
pany, the  Ohio  Coal  company,  the  Le- 
high Coal  company,  the  Youghlogheny, 
U-high  and  Western  and  the  Phila- 
delphia and  Reading  docks. 

THEY  HAVE  NO  KICK. 
One  of  the  employes  of  the  North- 
western Fuel  company  stated  this  morn- 
ing that  the  general  sentiment  was  that 
if  the  Superior  men  came  over  it 
would  be  on  a  fools  errand.  The  men 
are  satisfied  at  present,  and  many  of 
them  have  lost  at  least  one  job  by  strik-« 
ing.  They  do  not  want  any  Interfer- 
ence. A  committee  from  the  Superior 
men  has  already  had  several  confer- 
ences with  the  Northwestern  Fuel  com- 
pany's employes,  and  their  arguments 
have  been  without  avail. 

The  coal  handlers  at  Superior  went 
out  cm  Saturday,  demanding  the  scale 
of  1893  to  go  into  effect  on  Monday.  The 
managers  have  so  far  refused  to  grant 
it.  The  coal  men  say  if  the  boats  begin 
to  come  in  pretty  thick,  they  will  send 
them  to  Duluth  to  be  unloaded. 

Vice  President  Jones,  of  the  North- 
western Fuel  company,  said  in  an  inter- 
view: "Our  men  are  not  dissatisfied  in 
the  least.  All  the  men  on  our  three  Su- 
perior dcK'ks  were  working  as  usual 
this  morning.  In  1893,  when  times  were 
good,  we  paid  50  centi  an  hour  for  work 
in  the  hold  and  20  cents  on  the  dock. 
Under  the  present  hard  times  we  could 
not  afford  to  pay  this  price,  which  I 
understand  the  Superior  strikers  are 
agitating  for.  Our  men  do  not  ask  it. 
as  they  realize  its  unreasonableness.  I 
do  not  expect  any  trouble  with  the 
strikers."

order  to  enable  him  to  visit  the  scene  of 
the  Ku  Cheng  massacre,  and  hold  the  in- 
quiry  demanded.    Mr.    O'Connor   has   also 
pbsitivelv  requested  that  the  Chinese  gov- 
ernment issue  a  decree  ordering  the  capi- 
tal punishment  of  the  offenders  and   that 
stringent   orders  be   issued   for   th   protec- 
tion of  all  missionaries  throughoue  China. 
The  Chinese  government  has  assented  with- 
out demur  to  the  demands  of  the  British 
minister.

George  T.  Porter  is  Sued  for  a 
Large  Sum. 

Marion  Douglas  has  begun  suit 
against  George  T.  Porter  to  recover 
$9000  for  an  alleged  misrepresentation 
and  fraud.  He  asserts  that  in  July,  1891, 
Porter  represented  himself  to  be  the 
president  of  the  Chicago,  Duluth  and 
Me.\ican  Mining  company,  a  corporation 
organized  under  the  laws  of  Illinois. 

He  represented  that  this  long-titled 
company  was  the  owner  of  a  large  and 
valuable  tract  of  land  near  Zacatecas, 
Mex.,  upon  which  several  valuable  sil- 
ver mines  were  located,  and  that  the 
company  had  a  capital  stock  of  $2,500,- 
000.  He  wished  to  sell  some  of  the  stock 
so  as  to  get  money  for  development, 
and  he  offered  the  plaintiff  4500  shares 
for  $3000.  assuring  him  that  each  share 
was  worth  '$2  or  more. 
'  Plaintiff  yielded  and  made  the  pur- 
chase, to  bring  about  which  he  claims 
Porter  mlsustMi  the  confidential  business 
relations  which  had  long  existed  be- 
tween them.  He  now  claims  to  have 
discovered  that  the  company  was  a 
fake,  that  its  stock  was  valueless,  that 
it  owned  no  land  in  Mexico  or  any- 
where else,  and  that  Porter  used  the 
money  for  his  own  use.  He  asks  triple 
damages,  $9000.  J.  A.  Keyes  is  his  at- 
torney and  Draper,  Davis  &  Hollister 
are  counsel. 

The  Chicago  and  Minnesota  Ore  com- 
pany has  made  application  to  be  made 
party  plaintiff  in  the  case  of  A.  J.

SUGAR  BOUNTY. 


Hearing  on  the  Repeal  Now  in 
Progress  at  Washington. 

Washlng^ton,  Aug.  7. — The  sugar  bounty 
hearing  took  place  in  Comptroller  Bow- 
ler's office  in  the  treasur>'  building  to- 
day. Ex-Senator  Manderson  made  the 
first  argument  in  the  case.  He  said  the 
irrterest  under  consideration  was  one  of 
greait  imrK<rtance  to  the  entire  United 
Statr.s.  The  bounty  provided  for  by  the 
McKinley  law  was  a  pledge  of  the  gov- 
ernment to  reward  experiments  in  sugar 
production  to  the  extent  of  2  cents  per 
pound.  It  was  a  solemn  contract  for  a 
term  of  years  and  the  producers  had  a 
right  to  rely  upon  it.  The  state  of  Ne- 
braska, he  said,  had  gone  to  great  ex- 
pense in  establishing  experimental 
stations  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  the 
peopl*^  how  to  grow  the  beets.  As  going 
to  show  the  hardships  which  the  repeal 
of  the  lx)unty  inflicted,  he  said  that  Ne- 
braska farmers  had  this  year  planted 
9000  acres  of  beets,  or  3000  acres  more 
than  ever  before,  under  contracts  previ- 
t)usly  made  with  the  manufacturers.  He 
characterized  the  repeal  of  the  bounty 
law  as  unjust  and  an  almo.«t  unlaw- 
ful exercise  of  congressional  prerogative, 
and  referred  to  it  as  the  "bunco"  pro- 
cess. He  then  explained  the  present 
bounty  legislation  under  which  the  pre- 
sent claim  is  placed. 

Mr.  Manderson  declared  that  "if  by 
any  method  in  the  treasury  department 
or  the  courts  this  boon  be  denied  our 
factork-s.  disafrter  beyond  any  descrip- 
tion and  distress  beyond  any  capacity 
to  iiiainrt  will  result.  What  we  plead  for 
now  is  that  more  factories  be  allowed 
to  eke  out  an  existence.  Wipe  out  this 
industry  aiHl  you  administer  a  death- 
blow to  the  West." 

The  speaker  then  discussed  at  length 
the  duties  of  the  comptroller  and  his 
authority  to  act  in  the  case.  The  presi- 
dent and  congr<-ss.  said  he.  had  passed 
on  the  constitutionality  of  this  act,  and 
he  refused  to  acknowledge  the  authority 
of  a  subordinate  to  pass  an  ex  post  facto 
veto.  Only  the  judiciary  could  do  this. 
He  characterize*!  the  action  of  Mr. 
Bowler  as  an  encroachment  on  the  pre- 
rogative of  congress  and  especially  the 
Judiciary. 


CROP  SUMMARIES. 


General    Good    Yields   in 
Spring  Wheat  States. 


the 


Chicago.  Aug.  7. — The  following  ai'- 
pears  in  this  week's  Farmers'  Review; 
The  states  that  grow  large  quantities 
of  spring  wheat  have  excellent  pros- 
pects for  a  large  crop  of  that  cereal. 
Iowa  counties  have  excellent  conditions 
and  some  lr>calities  will  have  larger 
yields  than  any  previous  year.  Wis- 
consin's crop  of  the  spring  sown  grain 
will  be  fair.  In  the  iJakotas  the  out- 
look is  for  a  large  crop.  The  corn  crcp 
will  be  immense. 

In  Illinois,  Indiana,  Ohio  and  Michigan 
prospects  are  for  immense  yields.  Ken- 
tucky will  have  a  full  crop,  better  in 
some  sections  than  for  years.  Missouri 
conditions  are  very  favorable.  In  Ne- 
braska there  has  been  sa»me  injury  by 
dr>-  weather.  Iowa  reports  prospects 
still  good  for  a  verj-  large  yield.  Wis- 
consin will  have  a  full  crop.  In  Minne- 
sota  prospects  continue   favorable.

Marion.  Ohio,  Aug.  7. — Dr.  O.  W. 
Weeks,  surgeon  general  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  has  just  com- 
pleted the  arrangements  of  his  depart- 
ment for  the  twenty-ninth  annual  en- 
campment of  the  G.  A.  R..  which  f>ccurs 
at  Louisville  in  September.  W.  P. 
White,  health  officer  of  Louisville,  has 
bten  appointed  his  medical  director, 
and  a  hospital  on  the  route  of  the  par- 
ade has  been  secured,  in  which  200  extra 
cots  are  to  be  placed  and  ten  ambul- 
ances are  to  be  secured  to  accompany 
the  parade.

Democratic    State    Conven- 
tion in  Session  at  Mar- 
shalltown  Today. 


Biji  and  Noisy  With  Over  a 

Thousand  Delegates 

Present. 


Temporary  Chairman  French 

Speaks  in  Favor  of  a 

Sound  Money. 


Marshalltown,  Iowa,  Aug.  7. — The 
Democratic  state  convention,  the  sec- 
ond which  has  met  here  In  thirteen 
years,  was  called  to  order  at  the  Odeon 
O^Kra  house  by  Chairman  Howard  at 
10:20  this  mi>rnlng.  The  convention  has 
107!)  delegates  and  everj-  county  is  fully 
represented.  The  convention  is  big  and 
noisy,  arid  It  was  evident  there  would  be 
a  hot  fight  on  slU>-r.  The  city  is  in  trala 
oliji-s;  (|uite  a  number  of  straiiseis 
aside  from  delegates,  thronged  the 
hotels  and  streets.  Rev.  Father  Line- 
haii.  of  the  Catholic  chiu-ch  of  this  city, 
opened  the  convention  with  prayer. 
Mayor  Pierce  made  the  address  of  wel- 
eome.  Pieite  is  a  Republican,  but  he 
aroused  great  enthusiasm  by  telling 
the  committee  that  the  Democratic 
party  was  greater  than  any  one  senti- 
ment or  principal  of  the  party.  He 
created  great  amusement  by  saying,  in 
extending  the-  fre*»dom  of  the  city  to  all 
delegates,  "especially  delegates  from  the 
state  of  Scott,"  who  are  all  members  of 
the  Liberal  league.  Judge  Nathaniel 
French,  of  Davenport,  was  made  tem- 
porary chairman,  and  addressed  the 
convention  for  nearly  two  hours. 

After  a  strong  and  stirring  anti-pro- 
hibition intniduction,  the  speaker  dwelt 
at  I'-ngth  upon  the  financial  situation, 
urging  the  convention  to  action  for 
sound  money.  Some  of  the  striking 
paragraphs  of  his  speech  were  as  fol- 
lows: 

"The  credit  of  the  nation  and  the  in- 
tegrity of  our  money  .«aved  by  the  re- 
peal of  the  purchase  clause  have  been 
.scrupulously  preserved  by  the  Demo- 
cratic administration  and  will  be  so 
preserved  with  every  imwer  it  pos- 
sejwes.  But  while  we  have  maintained 
these  great  essentials,  our  financial 
legislation  was  left  in  such  deplorable 
condition  by  the  Republican  party  that 
the  next  great  work  of  the  Democratic 
I*arty  will  be  the  solution  of  the  money 
question. 

"Our  national  platform  calls  for  the 
joint  use  of  gold  and  silver  as  money, 
but  the  dollar  unit  of  coinage  of  both 
metals  must  be  of  equal  intrinsic  and 
exchangeable  value.  or  adjusted 
through  international  agrreement,  or 
maintained  at  a  parity  by  the  safe- 
guards f>f  legislation.  It  means  bi- 
metallism. It  does  not  mean  gold  mono- 
metallism or  silver  monometallism. 
To  secure  the  concurrent  use  of  both 
metals  it  sets  forth  three  methods,  cap- 
able of  separate  or  combined  use.  Let 
us  consider  the  first.  At  what  ratio 
shall  we  coin  the  metals  so  that  a  dollar 
of  one  will  equal  a  dollar  of  the  other 
in  intrinsic  and  exchangeable  value? 
When  we  want  to  know  how  much 
things  are  worth  we  go  to  the  markets 
and  find  out.  We  don't  hunt  up  a  con- 
gressman to  ask  if  he  kni^ws  the  value 
of  eggs  or  spring  chickens  or  grain  or 
anything  else,  or  if  congress  has  de- 
clared what  their  value  shall  be,  we 
know  that  the  mere  declaration  of  con- 
gress, or  even  a  constitutional  amend- 
ment, could  not  fix  the  price  of  a  single 
egg. 

"In  like  manner,  if  we  want  to  know- 
how  many  ounces  of  silver  an  ounce  of 
gold  i.4  worth,  we  must  go  to  the  bullion 
markets  instead  of  the  revised  statutes. 
Thomas  JefTerson  could  not  have  w-on 
undying  fame  as  a  statesman  and 
leader  of  the  common  peojile  if  he  had 
not  been  endow-ed  with  an  abundance  of 
common  sense;  and  over  100  years  ago. 
when  congress  sought  his  advice  as  to 
the  ratio  to  adopt  for  the  coinage  of 
gold  and  silver,  he  said:  'Disregard 
legal  proi»t>rtions  altogether;  inquire 
into  the  market  price."  He  knew  that 
opinions  should  not  and  could  not  be 
controlled  by  legislation.  He  knew  that 
the  basic  laws  of  trade  were  more 
fx>werful  than  the  laws  of  nations,  and 
that  the  multiplication  table  could  not 
be  altei"ed  by  statute. 

"Woe  to  the  country  which  dares  en- 
danger the  prosperity  of  its  people  by 
deba-sing  its  money!  Which  dares  de- 
grade itsflf  from  its  high  rank  among 
nations  to  the  level  of  Mexico  or  China! 
Woe  to  the  nation  which  takes  from  th  ' 
creditor  half  his  due.  from  the  laborer 
half  his  wag€>s.  from  the  old  soldier 
half  his  pension!  If  that  calamity  is  to 
be  visited  upon  this  country,  let  it  he 
done  by  the  party  whose  clubs,  in  con- 
vention at  Cleveland,  passed  over  the 
money  question  in  cowardly  silence;  by 
that  party  which  i)assed  the  Infamous 
Sherman  law  to  buy  the  votes  of  silver 
mine  owners  for  the  no  less  Infamous 
McKinley  bill. 

"To  the  gold  monometallist  or  silver 
monometallist.  whose  policy  would  re- 
sult In  the  expulsion  of  either  gold  or 
silver  and  the  contraction  of  our  cir- 
culation, we  can  show  our  national  plat- 
form upon  which  we  stood  and  fought 
and  won.  We  have  made  our  record; 
we  have  proven  our  loyalty  to  personal 
liberty,  to  justice  in  taxation,  to  honesty 
in  finance,  arid  the  welfare  of  the  peo- 
ple. With  a  Joyous  prosperity  greeting 
the  work  we  have  done,  let  us  push  on 
and  complete  our  task.  Reason  and 
right  are  with  us:  and  with  colors  flying 
we  will  press  on  till  we  win  the  victory 
— a  vic<tory  not  merely  for  the  party, 
but  for  the  country.  "

in  a  hopeless  minority.  The  committee 
on  resolutions  is  nearly  unanimous  for 
sound  money.

CENSUS  RETURNS. 

State  May  Publish  the  Count 
as  Fast  as  Completed. 

St.  Paul,  Aug.  7. — I  nder  an  opinion 
given  to  Secretary  of  State  Berg  by 
Attorney  General  Childs  this  morning, 
the  people  of  Minnesota  will  be  able 
to  learn  the  result  of  the  census  in  the 
various  localities  as  soon  as  the  com- 
pilation  is   completed. 

The  attorney  general  holds  that  the 
secivtary  may  publisii  the  returns  in 
se<-tions  or  as  an  entirety,  as  he  may 
dei-m  expedient,  and  still  comply  with 
the  law.

Important  Ruling  in  Regard  to 
Receivership  Suits. 

Milwaukte.  Aug.  7.— An  important 
ruling  of  Judge  Seaman  was  filed  yes- 
terday in  the  United  Slates  court,  bear- 
ing on  the  right  of  receivers  to  remove 
suits  for  damages  that  are  brought 
against  them  from  th'-  state  to  the  fed- 
eral courts  for  trial.  Judge  Seaman 
holds  that  this  can  bf  done  on  applica- 
tion of  the  receivers,  though  it  Is  not 
an  imperative  order  that  it  be  done. 
The  result  of  the  ruling,  however,  is 
likely  to  bring  into  the  federal  courts 
all  suits  for  damages  growing  out  of  the 
operation  of  any  property  in  the  hands 
of  the  court. 

The  decision  is  on  a  motion  in  the 
suit  of  Jennie  M.  Jewitt.  administratrix, 
against  H.  F.  Whitomb  and  Howard 
Morris,  receivers  of  the  Wisconsin  Cen- 
tral properties.  The  action  was  com- 
menced in  trie  circuit  court  of  Winne- 
bago county,  at  Oshkosh,  upon  a  com- 
plaint alleging  negllg-nce  on  the  part 
of  the  receivers  in  th'  operation  of  the 
rallniad,  which  resulted  in  the  death 
of  the  plaintiff's  husband.  Upon  peti- 
tion of  the  receivers  the  case  was  re- 
moved to  the  United  States  court  and 
docketed,  when  the  plaintiff  moved  to 
remand  to  the  circuit  court,  raising 
the  question  whether  the  fact  that  the 
defendants  were  app<-;nted  receivers  by 
a  fedeial  court.  tak<'.)  with  the  further 
fact  that  their  liability  is  charged  solely 
in  that  capacity,  confers  a  right  of  re- 
movel  to  federal  jurisdiction.

Minister  Denby  Made  a  Pre- 
emptory  Demand  Dur- 
ing Last  June. 


Minister   Yang  Yu    Has    Ar- 
rived at  Washington 
But  Says  Little. 


Washington.  Aug.  7. — The  United 
States  anticipaited  Great  Britain  in  tak- 
ing the  most  enregetic  steps  for  the  pro- 
tection of  American  missionaries  in 
China.  The  injustice  of  the  criticisms 
that  have  been  uttered  in  some  quarters 
upon  the  alleged  indifference  of  United 
States  Minister  Denby  is  fully  shown  by 
a  mail  dispatch  that  has  just  come  to 

the  state  department  from  the  minister. 
It  is  dated  towards  the  close  of  June, 
and  shows  that  Mr.  Denby  has  made  a 
sweeping  and  peremptory  demand  upon 
the  Chinese  government  similar  to  that 
made  yesterday  by  the  British  minister 
to  Pekin.  for  the  fullest  protection  for 
all  Americans  living  in  China,  and  for 
redress  for  the  depredations  committed 
upon  their  property  and  jjersons,  and 
finally  for  the  capital  punishment  of  the 
perpetrators.  » 

Just  what  answer  was  returned  by  the 
Chinese  government  is  not  known,  as  it 
has  not  yet  reached  the  state  depart- 
ment, but  it  is  a  fact  that,  so  far  as  the 
department  is  informed,  in  all  of  the  re- 
cent outrages  committed  on  the  mission- 
aries, no  American  was  killed  or  Injured, 
and  while  some  property  was  destiHjyed, 
it  will  doubtless  be  promptly  paid  for. 
In  view  ^f  the  energetic  course  which 
Mr.  Denby  has  adopted,  the  state  de- 
partment has  not  deemed  it  necessary  to 
send  him  further  instructions  for  his 
guidance.  He  already  has  been  author- 
ized to  confer  freely  with  Admiral  Car- 
penter, the  commander  of  our  naval 
forces  in  Chinese  waters,  and  the  ad- 
miral in  turn  has  instructions  to  lend  all 
proper  .assistance  for  the  protection  of 
Americans. 

Minister  Yang  Yu,  of  China,  and  his 
secretaries,  Messrs.  Hoo  and  Chung, 
have  returned  to  W^ashington  to  take 
any  action  that  may  be  requisite  in  con- 
nection with  the  reported  massacres  of 
missionaries  and  the  destruction  of 
American  and  English  missionary  prop- 
erty in  China.  Yang  Yu  follows  his 
usual  policy  of  declining  to  discuss  pub- 
licly a  subject  which  may  involve  dip- 
lomatic questions.  Yet  in  view  of  the 
wide  publicity  given  to  the  reports  of 
the  massacres,  the  minister,  through  his 
oflicial  interpretters,  expresses  his  pro- 
found regret  at  the  reports. 

Thus  far  there  is  a  meagreness  of  offi- 
cial informatitm,  and  the  minister  hopes 
that  the  later  and  fuller  reports  will 
modify  the  severity  of  the  unofficial  re- 
ports which  have  come  to  the  press.  In 
any  event  he  expresses  the  fullest  confi- 
dence that  the  central  government  at 
Pekin  will  do  everything  in  its  power 
toward  protection  of  human  life.  He  is 
very  grateful  that  the  reports  do  not 
disclose  any  Americans  among  those 
stated  to  be  killed.  There  was  much 
activity  at  the  Chinese  legation  this 
morning  on  the  return  of  the  minister. 
It  could  not  be  learned,  however,  that 
the  minister  expected  to  visit  the  state 
department  to  make  any  representations 
It  is  said  that  if  any  demands  are  made 
by  the  United  Staites  they  would  go 
through  our  minister  at  Pekin. 

It  is  believed  among  the  Chinese  ofl^- 
cials  here  that  the  secret  societies  of 
Southern  China  are  at  the  bottom  of  the 
present  trouble.  The  general  govern- 
ment at  Pekin  is  said  to  be  ready  and 
anxious  to  keep  these  societies  In  check, 
but  there  is  difficulty  in  dealing  with 
them,  owing  to  their  remoteness  from 
the  centers  of  government.  Should  it 
be  established,  as  the  reports  indicate, 
that  any  officials  have  connived  at  the 
uprisings  they  will  be  dealt  with  ver>' 
severely.  The  government  holds  those 
officials  were  degraded,  although  they 
had  no  direct  participation  in  the 
trouble. 

In  the  present  case  the  massacres  may 
call  for  much  more  severe  treatment, 
and  it  is  said  that  the  responsible  persons 
will  be  made  to  suffer  amply.  •  It  is 
pf)inited  out,  however,  that  mob  upris- 
ings are  liable  to  occur  in  any  country, 
and  so  far  as  China  is  concerned,  the 
government  will  exert  all  its  power  to 
suppress  and  punish  mob  destruction. 


PIERCED  BY  A  BULLET. 

Washington.  Aug.  7. — There  has  been 
received  at  the  navy  Idepartment  a 
sample  of  steel  three-quurters  of  an 
inch  in  thickness  whit  h  had  been 
jiiertrd  by  a  rifle  hullei  of  fifteen  cjili- 
bres  li'ss  thani  that  of  the  present  army 
rifle.  It  shows  that  the  torpedo  boats 
may  be  rendered  useless  by  good  slmts 
from  such  rifles.  The  distance  at  whi-^h 
;he  steel  sample  was  pierced  was  about 
200  feet.  A  torpedo  boat's  armi>r.  her 
boiler  and  explosives  might  easily  be 
pierced  at  this  distance,  or  before  she 
could  make  her  projectile  dangerous 
to  a  .ship.  The  bullet  was  of  sttx-1  and 
pointed.  It  made  a  remark-ably  dean 
hole.

Harvey  Says  Horr  Does  Not 
Yet  Know  What  Bi- 
metallism Is. 


Chicago.  Aujj.  7.— Following:  is  the 
summingr  i»P  of  the  Horr-Harvey  debate 
made  by  the  principals  themselves: 
SlMiLVRY  BY  ROSWELL  G.  HORR. 
Th<>  object  of  this  debate  was  to  deter- 
mine if  it  would  be  wise  for  our  nation 
to  throw  open  its  mints  to  the  free 
coinage  of  silver  at  the  ratio  of  16  to  I, 
when  the  civilized  nations  of  the  world 
refust^l  to  johi  in  such  action.  My  op- 
ponent proposed  to  prove  that  such 
coiirse  is  advisable,  and  undertook  to  do 
It  on  the  lines  laW  down  in  "Coin's 
Financial  Scho».>l." 

I  denied  the  advisability  of  such 
action,  and  attacked  the  teachings  of 
that  hook,  from  the  title  page  to  ito 
close.  The  debate  is  finished,  and  how 
dt>es  the  case  stand? 

Mr.  Harvey  admits  thart  the  book  is 
pure  fiction.  He  repudiates  its  motto 
by  dectaring  that  it  does  not  mean  what 
It  says.  His  statement  that  primary 
money  only  is  the  measure  of  value  he 
has  not  even  attempted  to  sustain. 
though  his  proof  has  been  called  for  re- 
peatedly. His  statement  that  the  peo- 
ple of  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  cen- 
turies were  in  the  most  "degraded  con- 
dition of  serfdom  and  slavery"  on  ac- 
count of  the  tack  of  metallic  money 
has  been  completely  demolished. 

He  based  his  whole  argument  on  the 
proposition  that  the  silver  dollar  was  in 
1792  made  the  only  unit  or  measure  of 
value.  I  have  shown  conclusively  that 
our  forefathers  attempted  to  establish 
bimetallism  and  provided  for  two  units 
of  value,  one  of  gold  and  one  of  silver. 
always  naming  gold  first,  and  that  up 
to  1S34  the  silver  standard  alone  was 
•used.  That  after  that  the  gold  standard 
came  into  use.  and  that  since  that  the 
silver  dollar  has  never  for  a  day  been 
used  as  the  measure  of  values  in  the 
United  States. 

No  nation  has  ever  succeeded  in  actu- 
ally using  two  standards  at  the  same 
time.  Mr.  Harvey  next  based  his  case 
upon  the  assumption  that  the  law  of  1873 
was  a  crime,  and  stated  that  it  had  its 
origin  in  fraud  and  its  birth  through 
briber>'  and  corruption.  He  planted 
himself  upon  four  propositions  to  prove 
his  case: 

First,  he  claimed  that  the  congress  of 
the  United  States  was  purchased;  that 
the  passage  of  the  bill  was  procured  by 
the  money  of  capitalists  of  this  and 
other  nations. 

Secondly,  he  stated  that  the  bill  passed 
both  houses  all  right,  and  was  changed 
by  some  clerk  in  its  enrollment.  He 
next  claimed  that  it  was  not  changed 
t>y  a  clerk,  but  that  the  dirty  work  was 
done  in  conference  committee.  He  then 
showed  that  none  of  his  other  state- 
nnents  are  true,  but  that  the  work  was 
done  by  passing  a  "substitute  bill." 

He  introduced  no  evidence  In  support 
of  either  proposition,  and  he  stands  con- 
victed of  making  every  one  of  these 
charges  without  any  proof  that  would 
be  received  in  any  ordinary  court  of 
justice. 

If  the  congress  of  the  United  States 
was  bribed  to  pass  a  bad  bill,  then  the 
bill  must  have  first  passed  in  bad  shape. 
Now.  if  that  be  true,  then  there  would 
be  no  need  of  a  clerk  to  do  the  dirty 
work.  If  it  was  done  by  the  enrolling 
clerk,  then  It  follo<ws  that  congress 
passed  the*  bill  as  it  ought  to  have  been, 
and  consequently  they  could  not  have 
done  what  he  says  they  were  bribed  to 
do.  Again,  if  congress  passed  the  bill 
all  right  and  the  enrolling  clerk  enrolled 
it  correctly,  then  the  bribery  could  ap- 
ply only  to  the  members  of  the  confer- 
ence committee. 

All  these  villainies  are  then  aban- 
doned when  he  claims  that  the  whole 
thing  was  accomplished  by  means  of 
a  "substitute  bill."  He  introduced  no 
evidence  in"  support  of  any  one  of  those 
positions.  Thus  he  stands  convicted 
by  his  own  statements  of  an  effort  to 
deceive  the  people.  I  submit  that  such 
conflicting  allegations  demonstrate  be- 
yond a  question  that  Mr.  Harvey  has 
attempted  to  sustain  his  position  In 
regard  to  the  law  of  1873  by  pure  fic- 
tion and  without  calling  to  his  aid  a 
single  established  fact.  It  Is  conclu- 
sive that  If  he  had  proof  of  any  one  of 
his  four  propositions,  he  never  would 
bave  introduced  the  other  three.  It  is 
■useless  then  to  spend  more  words  upon 
a  matter  which  is  manifestly  so  ab- 
surd. 

Mr.  Harvey's  statement  that  free 
coinage  creates  "unlimited  demand" 
Is  not  true,  because  there  can  be  an 
unlimited  dem.and  for  no  human  pro- 
ductions. His  assertion  that  the  option 
of   the   debtor    to    pay    in    either    metal 


causes   the   cheaper  metal   to   he   used. 

Is  true.  Rut  such  option  doea  not  re- 
store its  relative  commercial  value.  On 
the  contrary,  it  drives  the  dearer  inetal 
out  ot  use.  Just  as  it  has  done  In  Mex- 
ico and  ether  countries  where  the  (.'heap- 
er  metal  is  tcnlay  the  sole  cuiTency.  and) 
is  not  Increased  In   value  one  lota. 

Another  doctrine  of  Mr.  Harvey  Is 
that  by  the  fnH»  coinage  of  sliver  in 
this  country  upon  the  old  ratli>  of  U> 
to  1.  the  old  price  of  silver,  as  com- 
pared with  gi>ld,  will  be  restored.  If 
it  will  restore  tlH»  value  of,  silver.  It  will 
not  Increase  prices.  He  prot«>.s«'s  lo^ 
raise  prices  by  illminlshlng  the  value  of 
the  unit  with  which  prices  are  meas- 
ured.    Hoth   results  cantiot   follow. 

Mr.  ^ar^ey  fails  entirely  to  prove 
that  the  use  of  one  metal  as  the  mea.><- 
ure  of  values,  is  an  experiment.  His- 
tory proves  that  the  use  of  a  slngl" 
standard  is  the  only  means  by  which 
hoth  metals  can  be  kept  in  circulation. 
It  is  the  only  way  to  secure  a  stal)le 
measure  of  values  and  to  maintain  prac- 
tical bimetallism.  It  Is  based  on  scien- 
tific principles,  and  whei-ever  attempts 
have  been  made  to  use  both,  the  cheap- 
er has  always  driven  the  dearer  out 
of  circulation,  which  has  resuittd  in 
practical  monometallism— always  leav- 
ing the  cheaper  metal  only  in  ust\ 

The  gold  unit  is  not  responsible  for 
the  fall  in  prices.  The  price  of  labor 
and  property  when  taken  together,  have 
not  declined.  It  is  not  true  that  the 
fall  in  prices,  when  brought  about  by 
natural  causes,  benefits  only  the  money 
lender.  Such  cheapening  of  jmtducts 
benefits  all  who  consume  what  they 
do  not  produce.  Mr.  Harvey  utterly 
failed  to  show  a  fall  In  the  price  of 
single  article  which  Is  not  fully 
coated  for  Uy  cheaper  cost  of  pro- 
diiRlon.  improved  transportation  or 
Inc+eased  supply.  He  bast>s  his  conten- 
tion on  the  assumption  that  gold  has 
appreciated.  As  gold  measun-s  the  value 
of  commiKlities.  wages  and  land,  so 
wages  lands  and  commodities  measure 
the  value  of  gold.  Commodities  have 
fallen  8  per  cent;  wages  have  Increa.sed 
58  per  cent,  and  lands  have  increased 
CK)  per  cent  In  value  since  1860.  when 
Mr     Harvey    contends    we    were    on    a

During  the  discussion  Mr.  Harvey 
cites  Roman  history,  with  its  many  evils. 
But  he  inadvertently  makes  an  admis- 
sion as  to  the  great  value  of  bankmg 
facilities  which  refutes  all  his  other  as- 
sertions against  such  systems.  After 
portraying  the  bad  conditions  existing 
in  the  Roman  empire,  he  says: 

"It  is  a  significant  coincidence  that  the 
first  glimmer  of  light  only  came  with  the 
Invention  of  bills  of  exchange  and  paper 
substitutes,  through  which  the  scanty 
stock  of  the  precious  metals  was  In- 
creased In  efficiency."  ,.v.  „ 
He  said  that  in  connection  with  a 
statement  that  at  that  time  the  metal- 
lic money  of  the  Roman  empire  had 
«<hrunken  from  eighteen  thousand  mil- 
lions to  two  hundred  millions.  Strange 
it  did  not  occur  to  him  that  this  is  an 
entire  "give  away"  of  his  whole  rant 
and  fustian  against  banks.  It  would 
seem  from  his  own  statement  that  the 
few  devices  which  were  In  use  at  that 
time  and  which  took  the  place  of  metal- 
lic monev.  did  wonders  for  the  business 
of  the  world.  What  then  can  we  ex- 
pect from  the  systems  of  banking  of  the 
present  day  which  multiply  more  than  a 
thousand  times  the  facilities  for  domg 
business  which  were  known  to  the  peo- 
ple of  that  age? 

This  admission  alone  saves  me  from 
using  another  word  in  defense  of  the 
banking  systems  of  the  present  century. 
Correctly  analyzed,  the  financial  con- 
dition of  this  country  has  im- 
proved immensely  during  the  last 
twenty-five  years— in  the  face 
of  the  charges  made  to  the 
contrary  by  Mr.  Harvey.  The  condition 
of  the  masses  of  the  people  in  the 
United  States  has  improved  more 
rapidly  since  1873  than  during  any  sim- 
ilar number  of  years  since  the  nation 
was  born.  Indeed,  the  Improvement 
has  been  far  greater  than  that  of  any 
other  nation  on  the  face  of  the  earth 
during  an  equal  number  of  years,  at  any 
period  in  the  world's  history,  as  Mulhall 
has  conclusively  shown. 

Mr  Harvey  in  this  debate,  as  In 
"Coin's  Financial  School."  misleads 
people  by  partial  statements  which  lead 
to  false  conclusions,  when  the  whole 
statement  would  have  been  perfectly 
clear  to  any  one.  His  statement  in  ref- 
ence  to  the  banks  of  Chicago,  and  the 
amount  of  taxes  they  paid.  Is  a  good  iN 
lustration  of  his  methods.  He  gives  a 
partial  statement,  well  knowing  that  a 
full  statement  would  have  disproved 
his  contention. 

Mr.  Harvey  quotes  the  European 
geologist  Suess  to  show  that  the  world 
can  produce  only  about  as  much  gold 
as  Is  required  for  consumption  each 
year  outside  of  coinage.  He  conceals 
the  fact  that  Suess  wrote  his  essay  sev- 
eral years  ago,  and  that  the  production 
and  coinage  of  gold  in  the  last  three 
years  proves  absolutely  that  Suess  was 
entirely  wrong.  The  facts  are  that  dur- 
ing the  last  three  years  the  world  has 
produced  $470,000,000  of  gold,  and  during 
those  yfears  it  has  coined,  exclusive  of 
re-coinage,  over  $380,000,000.  Mr.  Har- 
vey should  have  known  these  facts. 
Why  did  he  quote  Suess  when  he  should! 
have  known  that  the  actual  facts 
proved  the  statements  of  Suess  to  be 
false? 

Mr.  Harvey  endeavored  to  prove  de- 
creasing wages  in  the  United  States 
since  1873.  He  introduced  only  one 
statement  In  support  of  his  position- 
that  was  the  evidence  of  a  single  man 
for  one  trade  In  the  city  of  Omaha.  On 
the  other  hand,  to  prove  that  they  are 
advancing,  I  introduced  the  investiga- 
tion of  the  United  States  commissioner 
of  labor,  and  Mulhall,  who  show  that 
the  average  annual  wages  in  manu- 
facturing industries  have  risen  from 
$288  in  1870,  to  $569  for  each  person  In 
1890.  Unable  to  produce  any  table  of 
wages  that  shows  a  fall  since  1870.  Mr. 
Harvey,  In  the  latter  part  of  his  debate, 
tries  to  show  the  falsity  of  my  position 
that  in  fixing  the  original  measure  of 
value  human  toil  was  largely  taken 
into  calculation.  Did  he  succeed?  No. 
Mr.  Harvey  calletl  attention  to  the 
increase  of  crime  in  the  United  States 
and  attributes  it  to  silver  legislation. 
Crime  does  bear  some  relation  to  pros- 
perity, but  far  more  to  other  causes, 
whirh  Mr.  Harvey  ought  to  know.  He 
repeatedly  tried  in  his  book  and  during 
this  debate  to  create  a  wrong  impres- 
sion by  quoting  a  part  of  a  statute  and 
then  leaving  off  that  portion  which 
would  show  that  his  first  statement  was 
utterly  untrue.  The  records  of  this 
debate  convict  him  of  such  methods. 

Mr.  Harvey  has  felt  called  upon  to 
villiify  all  the  better  elements  of  society, 
and  has  attempted  to  prove  that  brib- 
ery, corruption  and  fraud  have  become 
habitual  In  this  nation.  He  has  hardly 
been  able  to  find  a  decent  man  (except 
himself)  within  the  entire  United  States. 
I  siibmlt  that  a  cause  which  relies  for 
its  strength  upon  the  wholesale  vllllfi- 
catton  of  our  best  citizens  must  be  hope- 
lessly weak  and  entirely  bad. 

During  this  debate  Mr.  Harvey  fre- 
quently put  me  off  with  the  statement 
that  during  the  discussion  he  would  sat- 
isfactorily an.swer  my  objections,  and 
then  failed  to  mention  that  part  of  the 
subject  again.  Such  failure  is  complete 
proof  that  he-  could  not  make  successful 
answer.  Dyring  the  fifth  day  of  the  de- 
l>ate  Mr.  Harvey  challenged  me 
to  name  more  than  the  one 
error  In  his  book  which  I  had 
pointed  out  and  which  he  admitted.  On 
the  sixth  day  I  pointed  out  eight  glar- 
ing misstatements,  none  of  which  he 
successfully  denied. 

Mr.  Harvey  gave  the  foreign  indebted- 
ness of  this  country  at  more  than  three 
times  the  real  amount.     He  has  been 


ropeatedly  calletl  upon  to  tell  when 
and  how  that  vast  sum  reached  us.  No 
such  enormous  amount  could  have  conu* 
without  some  record  of  the  transaction. 
He  has  utterly  failed  to  account  for  the 
arrival  of  this  vast  sum,  which  is  a  con- 
fession that  his  .statement  is  ground- 
less and  only  used  to  misrepresent  th»' 
condition  of  his  country.  His  entire 
table  (»f  ilebtrt  l»  comi>osed  of  a  doubling 
Ui*  of  real  debts,  and  Is  a  slander  on  'the 
actual  condition  of  the  American  peo- 
ple. 

Mr.  iHarvey  virtually  admits  that  the 
action  which  he  proposes  will  jiut  this 
nation  on  a  silver  basis  and  drive  gold 
out  of  this  country.  His  stHtement  that 
the  gohl  dollar  should  be  cut  down  until 
Its  value  be  no  more  than  the  commer- 
cial value  of  the  .silver  In  the  standard 
dollar  is  a  conu)lete  admls«lon  of  this 
point.  Hence  I  have  a  right  to  assume 
that  his  plan  contemplates  such  a  re- 
sult. 

1  showed  conclusively  that  this  would 
wi>rk  Injury  to  17,000.000  people  who 
work  for  wages.  I  a.lso  showed  that  the 
Injury  would  extend  to  all  i>enslonei-s. 
savings  and  other  bank  depositors,  and 
the  holders  of  Insurance  policies,  aggre- 
gating 12.000.000  of  people,  and  to  every 
person  In  the  United  States  who  has  any 
money  except  gold  coin.  What  was  Mr. 
Harvey's  ivply  to  disprove  my  state- 
ment? Not  one  word.  On  the  contrary, 
he  has  shown  that  benefits  will  come 
to  no  people  except  silver  mine  owners 
and  Insolvent  debtors. 

Mr.  Harvey  said  nothing  to  offset 
my  proposition  that  such  action  would 
destroy  the  credit  of  our  petiple  and 
lead  to  business  disaster  In  t-very  com- 
munity in  the  United  States.  Good 
money  may  rightly  be  called  the  life 
bio. Hi  of  the  nation,  but  credit  is  the 
atmosphere  of  business  life.  The  per- 
fection of  credit  is  the  glory  of  modern 
business  methods.  Repudiation  in  a.n> 
form  is  abhorrent  to  honorablo  men. 
On  this  account  the  business  men  are 
almost  a  unit  against  this  scheme.  Go 
where  you  will,  merchants,  bankers, 
managers  of  great  enterprises,  success- 
ful farmers,  intelligent  m'^chanics  and 
working  men  are  opposed  to  Injuring 
the  country  and  themselves  simply  to 
benefit  a  few.  I  have  from  the  begin- 
ning arraigned  this  scheme  as  being 
class  and  sectional  legi.slation  of  the 
most  obnoxious  kind.  What  has  Mr. 
Harvey  said  to  disprove  my  statements? 
Absolutely    nothing. 

I  submit  to-  the  people  of  this  republid 
that  they  should  never  permit  threats 
of  revolution  to  Induce  them  to  adopt 
wholesale  repudlatUm.  The  civilized 
world  Is  clearly  on  my  side  of  this  Is- 
sue. I  protest  against  any  attempt 
to  lead  this  republic  into  the  camp  of 
the  half-clvlllzed  and  barbarous  na- 
tions of  the  world.  Let  us  rather  re- 
main and  work  in  harmony  with  peo- 
ple who  have  large  experience  and 
sound  business  sense. 


ver  dollars  were  primary  money, 
and  by  virtue  of  the  right  of

8.  1  believe  those  who  read  and  care- 
fully digest  the  debate  will  conclude 
that  I  have  made  good  all  the  proposi- 
tions set  forth  In  my  opening  statement. 
That  Mr.  liijrr  found  no  errors  in 
"Coin's  Financial  School,"  except  the 
statement  on  page  9,  where  It  stated 
that  the  silver  coined  prior  to  1873  was 
$10.-.,000,000.  which  we  both  agree  should 
read  $143,000,000.  This  is  not  an  error 
affecting  the  merits  of  the  book  or  the 
principle  involved,  and  to  have  it  stated 
at  $143,000,000  would  have  been  more  to 
the  Interest  of  my  cause  than  stating  it 
at    $105,000,000. 

NOTK.S  ON  THE  DEBATE. 
Mr.  Hon-  stated  that  Jefferson  did 
not  stop  th.  coinage  of  silver  dollars 
In  1806  and  direct  that  all  sliver  seeking 
the  mints  be  coined  Into  50  cent  pieces 
and  less,  because  of  the  scaivlty  of 
small  monev  as  stated  in  the  School 
but  virtually  receded  from  this  claim 
on  page  144.  The  exportathm  of  silver 
dollars  have  also  been  coupled  by  me 
with  those  of  the  statements  in  the 
S«hool.  The  reason  for  this  exporta- 
tion was  not.  however,  on  account  of 
a  premium  (rn  silver  over  gold,  but  be- 
cause our  silver  dollars  circulated  as 
money  in  other  nations  whete  their 
familiarity  with  the  dollar  would  cause 
it  to  do  s<j(  wliereas,  they  were  not  fami- 
liar with  our  fractional  coins,  and  thus 
the  latter  more  readily  staid  with  us. 

Mr.  Horr  said  that  when  gold  or  sil- 
ver was  the  unit  the  quantity  in  a  dol- 
lar could  not  be  worth  either  more  or 
less  than  a  dollar,  more  or  less  than 
itself,  and  erlticlzed  my  statement  in 
the  School  that  it  could  be  worth  more. 
I  passed  It  at  the  time  as  I  did  many 
other  things  that  had  no  substantial 
bearing    on    the    subject  "under    discus 


HARVEY'S   SUMMARY. 

Gold  and  Silver  is  the  Money 
of  the  Constitution. 

The  debate  settles  in  my  judgment 
the  following  propositions: 

1.  That  gold  and  silver.ls  the  money 
of  the  constitution.  Mr.  Horr  did  not 
controvert  this  and  I  left 'It  with  Daniel 
Webster's  statement  to  that  effect.  The 
main  strength  underlying  this  propo- 
sition Is  a  knowledge  of  the  merits  of 
bimetallism  as  disclosed  by  the  whole 
debate.  As  token  money,  silver  per- 
forms none  of  the  functions  intended 
by  the  constitution.  Since  this  debate 
the  press  dispatches  report  the  suprejne 
court  of  Ohio  as  deciding  that  a.  munici- 
pality cannot  issue  bonds  payable  in 
gold  alone;  that  such  bonds  should  be 
payable  In  either  gold  or  silver.  If 
that  court  has  done  so  It  has  clearly 
decided  rightly.  .    ,    .^    . 

There  is  no  doubt  In  my  mmd  that 
the  United  States  supreme  court  would 
decide  unconstitutional  the  act  of  1873. 
If  It  had  been  sooner  understood  as  a 
practical  business  that  that  act.  in  ef- 
fect, had  destroyed  the  functloni  o.f 
monev  residing  on  the  silver.  The  cir- 
culation of  that  metal  as  token  money 
is  wherein  it  has  worked  a  deception. 
What  the  United  St.a-tes  supreme  court 
wiuld  do  now  Is  more  doubtful,  as  I 
am  Inclined  to  believe  that  they  are, 
as  a  whole,  as  much  under  the  In- 
fluences of  the  bondholders  as  the  su- 
preme court  of  1860  was  under  the  in- 
fluence of  the  slave  hoWers. 

A  te.^t  case  would  not  probably  re- 
sult In  a  Dred  Scott  decision.  I  do  not 
mean  to  express  prejudice,  but  m  view 
of  the  events  of  the  two  last  years  can- 
not help  but  believe  that  official  des- 
potism has  already  set  in  and  that 
most  of  our  public  officials  are  now  un- 
consciously the  willing  servants  of  the 
money  lending  power.  If  a  nriajonty 
of  the  supreme  court  are  thus  mfected 
as  I  fear  it  could  not  take  the  broad 
statesmanship  view  of  this  question  re-

After  reading  the  de- 
bate on  this  subject  one  will  turn  back 
to  page  93  and  read  there  with  surprise 
the  following  language  used  by  Mr.

"I    propose   to  show   you   during   this 
discussion   that   no   law  has   ever   been 
passed  by  the  American  congress  which 
was  freer  from  taint,  which   was 
carefully    examined     and     which 
more  completely   and    fully 
than  the  law  of  1873." 

DECEIVED  BY  THE  ACT. 
When  one  considers  that  the  i>eople 
were  deprived  of  their  primary  money 
without  their  knowledge  or  consent  in 
this  republican  form  of  government  one 
can  hetter  understand  the  unjust  and 
Immoral  position  taken  by  the  mono- 
metallists.  who  have  since  stubbornly 
refused  to  allow  the  people  to  pa.ss  a 
verdict  upon  this  question.  What  Gar- 
field Blaine  and  others  said  upon  this 
subject  will  be  found  In  the  Congres- 
sional Records  during  the  discussions  to 
which  my  other  references  given  in  de- 
bate will  direct  the  reader.  A  letter 
from  ex-Attorney  General  Pierpont. 
under  President  Grant,  to  Hon.  George 
Merrick,  Denver.  Col.,  stating  that  Gen. 
Grant  told  him  that  he  was  deceived  by 
the  act  of  1873.  is  in  my  possession,  and 
I  will  cau.se  it  to  be  printed  and  get  gen- 
eral circulation. 

5  That  for  all  time  of  which  we  have 
a  "knowledge,  gold  and  silver  were 
treated  equally  as  money;  both  had  a 
right  to  enter  the  mints  In  all  the  cities 
of  the  world  until  1816.  when  England 
closed  her  mints  to  silver,  and  1873-4, 
when  the  United  States,  Germany, 
France  and  the  Latin  Union  followed. 
And  until  1873-4.  the  commercial  value 
of  the  two  metals  were  substantially  at 
a  parity  with  the  legal  ratio.  That  this 
condition  made  both  metals  available 
for  use  as  primary  money,  and  the  de- 
mand for  primary  metal  was  relieved 
by  the  volume  of  both  metals. 

6.  That  prices  of  all  property  are 
now  measured  In  gold  alone,  and  are 
substantially  at  the  present  time  one- 
half  what  they  would  be  under  the  bi- 
metallic system.  Mr.  Horr  frequently 
In  debate  substantially  makes  this  ad- 
mlssl'on.

sion.  I  refer  him  now  to  recent  market 
quotations  in  New  York  when  gold  bul- 
li(m  was  selling  at  a  small  premium 
which  was  accounted  for  at  the  time  as 
purchases  made  by  a  gold  syndicate 
to  prevent  gold  from  seeking  the  mints., 
I  also  refer  him  to  the  sliver  unit  I 
gave  him,  the  old  coin  dealers  quota- 
tion on  which  is  $7. 

Mr.  Horr's  frequent  references  to  a 
change  in  the  ratio  prior  to  the  forma- 
tion of  this  government  is  answered  by 
this:  That  this  change  was  not  to 
make  less  money  but  to  make  more 
money.  In  no  instance  is  it  known  that 
silver  was  disturbed  by  increasing  the 
size  of  the  coins.  These  changes  were 
made  in  the  gold  coins  and  were  made 
to  make  more  money.  When  these 
changes  were  made  in  the  legal  ratio 
the  commercial  ratio  soon  conformed 
to  the  legal  ratio. 

If  Mr.  Horr  had  followed  me  in  the 
logical  arrangement  of  the  debate  as 
indicated  by  the  book  we  were  dis- 
cussing I  would  have  been  enabled  to 
furnish  data  more  fully  justifying 
points  in  the  School  attacked  by  him. 
And  I  had  so  intended,  but  after  the 
discussion  of  the  crime  of  1873  he 
seemed  to  wholly  abandon  the  regular 
order  of  debate  and  went  to  all  parts 
of  the  Sch0(il  and  at  one  time  went  to 
another  book  I  had  written,  "Up  to 
Date,"  and  hurled  propositions  at  me 
that  were  clearly  out  ot  the  regular 
order  of  the  debate. 

OUR  i:normous  debts. 

This  required  me  to  use  words  In 
the  many  brief  answers  that  I  made  to 
him.  I  did  so  because  I  did  not  want 
his  statements  to  go  wholly  unanswered 
at  that  time  and  risk  a  later  oppor- 
tunity to  answer  him  fully.  I  would, 
however,  have  answered  all  of  them 
fully,  as  I  did  some  of  them  afterwards, 
if  he  had  let  them  come  in  their  pro- 
per order.  One  of  these  topics  w^s 
debts.  The  public  knows  how  I  ab- 
breviated my  answers.  I  can  only  say 
now  that  it  is  admitted  by  the  other 
side  that  our  long  timed  debts,  in- 
cluding national,  state,  municipal,  cor- 
porate and  including  farm  and  home 
mortgages,  amount  in  round  figures 
to  $20,000,000,000.    . 

It  is  also  admitted  that  this  does  not 
include  current  business  accounts  and 
notes,  nor  the  enoamous  sum  that  hangs 
over  the  army  of  debtors  who  have  gone 
out  of  business  since  the  repeal  of  the 
last  bankrupt  law  and  that  may  still 
bf^  within  the  statute  of  limitations. 
Neither  does  it  include  debts  due  from 
individuals  to  individuals  that  are  not 
on  record  and  that  cannot  be  classed  as 
debts  coming  under  the  head  of  busi- 
ness or  traders'  debts.  Nor  does  it  in- 
clude debts  coming  under  the  following 
heads:  Pawnbrokers,  chattel  mort- 
gages partial  payment  sales,  maritime 
debts,  overdrafts,  judgments  and  taxes. 
If  I  had  had  time  in  the  debate  I 
would  have  justified  by  detail  and  with 
authorities  the  $40,000,000,000  at  which 
I  had  estimated  the  aggregate  indebted- 
ness of  the  people  of  the  United  States. 
The  great  danger  in  relying  on  bank 
credit  to  make  ui)  for  us  the  insufficient 
supply  of  money  aside  from  the  heavy 
tax  approximately  $200,000,000  annually 
on  the  people  is  the  power  of  the  bank- 
ing fraternitv  controlling  this  credit 
system  to  bring  on  panics  by  shutting 
off  this  supply  at  pleasure,  as  they  did 
in  1857.  1873  find  notably  in  1893,  when 
they  used  it  to  assist  Mr.  Cleveland  lii 
what  they  called  "teaching  the  people 
an  object  lesson."  •■     t    v.   n 

And  n(.w.  excepting  300  words  I  shall 
use  to  reply  to  Mr.  Horr's  summary.

the  obstaclij  In  the  way  and  that  with 
Its  removal  will  e<mie  discoveries  that 
will  lift  the  human  race  to  a  higher 
plane  not  now  dreamed  of.  The  first  ob- 
stacle In  the  way  is  selfishness.  The 
I>romotl(in  of  self  and  personal  Interest 
at  the  expense  of  others  j>ervades  nearly 
the  whole  of  mankind.  '  As  a  natural  re- 
sult we  are  in  the  midst  of  a  commercial 
age.  Man's  object  in  life  is  commerce 
—the  acquisition  of  proix-rty.  Hence, 
property  has  come  ti»  l>e  In  our  laws,  our 
habits  and  oyr  morals,  the  thing  of  im- 
portance. 

Under  such  teachings  we  can  see  men 
and  women  suffer  from  hunger  and 
pass  them  by  without  concern.  Even 
little  children  will  thus  suffer  wlth<jut 
attracting  public  notice.  A  little  l>oy 
was  found  under  one  of  the  bridges  In 
Chicago  the  other  day  dying  from  star- 
vation. The  news  found  Its  way  Into 
the  newspapers  in  a  few  lines.  If  the 
bridge  had  burned  down  under  which  he 
was  dying  It  would  have  furnished  a 
news  Item  regarded  as  of  much  greater 
Importance. 

Thus  we  are  In  a  commercial  age, 
where  inventions,  education,  and  all 
forms  of  human  skill  and  ingenuity 
are  made  to  promote  the  personal  ends 
of  men  or  combinations  of  men.  Such 
an  age  promotes  selfishness  in  all 
things.  It  follows  that  it  is  not  only 
lawful  but  desirable  to  monopolize  to 
one's  self,  property  of  any  and  all 
kind,  no  matter  how  unnecessary  it 
may  be  in  promoting  the  real  comforts 
of  the  pei-son  in  possession.  In  all  such 
instances  it  is  held  in  utter  disregard 
to  the  discomforture  or  wants  of  others. 
To  own  a  farm  which  one  with  reas- 
onable assistance  can  till  and  beautify, 
make  grand  and  refined  with  the  work 
of  genius  is  the  civilization  of  hu- 
manity. To  own  thousands  of  acres, 
as  does  Lord  Scully  In  this  state,  in- 
habited by  tenants  whose  labor  sup- 
ports him  in  riotous  living,  is  a  law 
born  of  pror>erty  Interests  and  not  of 
humanity. 

It  is  this  era  of  selfishness  that  made 
It  possible  for  .selfish  men,  wise  In  their 
own  interest,  to  demonetize  silver  and 
increase  the  value  of  their  holdings,  as 
measured  in  other  people's  property. 
And  as  money  is  a  thing  every  one 
must  have,  dealers  in  money  have  thus 
been  enabledi  to  mortgage  the  producers 
of  the  world  to  them  which  by  its  own 
self  operation  will  bring  on  a  crisis. 
If  the  people  will  act  unselfishly  in- 
telligent in.  this  crisis  we  will  learn 
secrets  In  the  science  of  civilization 
heretofore  hidden  from  us  that  will  re- 
sult In  the  dawn  of  a  new  era  In  the 
history  of  the  world  and  the  pa.sslng 
from  the  present  crude  and  commercirl 
age  into  a  newer  and  brighter  civiliza- 
tion beyond.

Mr.  Horr  Does  Not  Know  What 
Bimetallism  Is. 

I  supported  my  proposition  that  pri- 
mary money  only  is  the  measure  of 
values  as  will  appear  on  pages  269,  270 
and  276  as  now  published  in  the  official 
leporc.  I  made  no  statement  as  to  the 
condition  of  the  people  of  the  fifteenth 
and  sixteenth  centuries.  I  read  a  state- 
ment from  the  report  of  the  Monetary 
Commission  of  1876.  to  show  what  the 
preface  in  the  School  was  quoted  from. 
More  recent  history  was  of  more  infor- 
mation to  the  people.  If  I  had  seen  fit 
to  defend  the  report,  my  defense  would 
have  been  completed. 

Mr.  Horr  shows  that  he  does  not  yet 
know  what  bimetallism  Is.  The  cheap- 
er metal  mostly  in  use  does  not  mean 
monometallism.  Because  a  metal  is 
not  actually  and  constantly  in  circu- 
lation does  not  mean  that  it  is. not  i-egu- 
lating  our  currency.  If  he  were  right 
in  that,  we  are  now  on  a  paper  basis, 
for  gold  is  not  in  actual  circulation. 
Not  as  much  as  silver  was  from  1834 
to  1862.  ^      ^^ 

He  Is  exceedingly  mixed  as  to  the 
order  in  which  I  presented  the  crime 
of  187.'?.  My  claim  was  that  the  bill 
was  surreptitiously  jxassed.  not  that 
anyone  wjis  bribed.  This  I  fully  sus- 
tained, so  strongly  that  no  (me  can 
reasonably  doubt  there  was  corruption. 

His  8  per  cent  fall  In  prices  in  1891 
(date  of  Aldrich  report)  compared  with 
1860.  The  prices  of  1872  is  the  proper 
comparison:  prices  have  fallen  9  per 
cent  since  1891. 

The  book  by  Suess  was  written  in 
1891.  and  the  readei<  h}\  turning  to  pages 
99  and  190  of  the  book  on  coinage  laws 
and  statistics,  will  get  the  answer  to 
his  $380,000,000  gold  coinage  statemen*.

BIG  STIRGEON. 
If  anyone  wants  to  see  some  interesting 
hauling  in  of  big  fish,  he  should  take  a 
trip  to  the  fisheries  of  the  Baltimore 
Packing  company  on  the  Lake  of  the 
Woods,  says  the  Minneapolis  Commercial 
Bulletin.  On  this  lake,  according  to  Man- 
ager LeClaire.  the  fish  are  largely  stur- 
geon, and  liic  fellow?  at  that.  They  are 
not  the  spoon-bill  sturgeon  that  may  be 
taken  by  the  man  who  knows  how,  out  of 
thf  Mi."?issi|ipi  ri%"f-r.  hut  a  shorter- 
nosed  aiil  it  belter  food  fish.  The  average" 
of  these  fish  weighs  about  seventy  pounds, 
while  a  150-poun'l  fellow  is  not  an  uncom- 
mon catch.  The  largest  one  recorded 
weighed  212  pounds.  This  is  almost  as  in- 
teresting as  whaling,  were  it  not  for  the 
fact  that  the  fish  are  taken  in  a  pound 
net.  This  net  is  ru::  from  the  shore  like 
a  mesh-wire  fence,  on  poles,  out  to  a 
considerabl-  distance,  and  then  turned 
around,  enclosing  a  round  coral  that  cir- 
cles into  the  center  like  the  shell  of  a 
snail. 

The  fish  running  along  shore  hit  their 
noses  against  this  net.  do  not  turn  back 
but  run  along  the  fence  like  a  hog  looking 
for  a  hole  into  the  com  field.  They  come 
to  the  "pot."  and  following  the  net 
around  in  its  concentrk:  circles  finally 
find  themselves  in  the  toils,  where  they 
are  lifted  out  by  the  fishermen  who  visit 
the  pots  daily.  These  nets  have  to  be 
made  of  very  heavy  twine  or  the  stur- 
geon will  out  them  wide  open.  Gill  net 
tishin^r  has  been  tried  on  this  lake,  as  it 
is  on  Lake  Superior,  but  a  good  healthy 
sturgeon  will  cut  a  hole  twenty  feet  long 
in  a  gill  net  or  walk  off  with  it  in  his 
mouth.  These  nets,  according  to  the  law 
pa.'ttd  last  week,  must  have  meshes  three 
and  a  half  Inches  across,  which  will  let 
through  a  fish  weighing  two  pounds.

A  FLOWER  SHOW. 

The  decision  of  the  executive  commit- 
tee of  the  Associated  Charities  to  hold  a 
flower  show  in  order  to  raise  funds  for 
carrying  on  the  work  of  that  excellent 
organization  should  meet  with  very 
general  support  from  the  public.  A 
flower  show  is  a  novelty  in  Duluth.  and 
it  is  strange  that  no  one  has  previously 
conceived  the  idea  of  holding  one,  be- 
cause such  an  exhibition  is  instructive 
as  well  as  interesting.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  an  excellent  flower  show  can  be 
held,  if  the  residents  of  Duluth  will 
take  the  proper  interest,  and  in  view  of 
the  very  worthy  object  of  its  projectors 
The  Herald  believes  that  every  lover  of 
flow^ers  will  assist  in  making  the  exhi- 
bition a  success  in  every  way.  Panton 
&  Watson  have  generously  offered  to 
the  committee  the  use  of  their  spacious 
store  for  holding  the  exhibition,  and 
consequently  the  large  item  of  expense 
for  a  suitable  hall  has  been  saved  to  the 
committee. 

In  order  to  increase  the  interest  as 
much  as  possible,  premiums  are  to  be 
offered  for  the  best  display  of  flowers, 
and  liberal  donations  for  this  purpose 
have  already  been  received.  The  small 
admission  fee  to  the  show  w-ill  go  en- 
tirely to  the  Associated  Charities,  and  if 
the  attendance  should  reach  the  propor- 
tions which  the  management  anticipates 
a  handsome  sum  will  be  rt^lized.  The 
Associated  Charities  is  doing  a  splendid 
work  in  relieving  distress  and  helping 
those  in  indigent  circumstances  to  bet- 
ter their  condition,  and  it  deserves  the 
hearty  support  of  every  person  in  Du- 
luth.

THE  SUGAR  BOUNTY. 

Secretary  Blanchard,  of  Louisiana, 
made  a  strong  address  today  at  the 
hearing  at  Washitigton  before  Comp- 
troller Bowler,  of  the  United  States 
treasury',  upon  the  question  of  the  con- 
stitutionality of  the  sugar  bounty  ap- 
pn>prlatlon  made  by  congress  at  Its  last 
session  for  the  crops  of  1893  and  181*4. 
The  hearing  today  arises  upon  the  claim 
of  the  t^xnard  Beet  Sugar  company,  of 
.Nebraska,  making  the  first  claim 
settled  by  the  auditor  since  the  pa.>*sage 
of  the  Gorman  bill,  by  which  the  old 
sugar  bounties  of  the  McKinley  act  were 
rei>ealed.  The  commissii>ner  of  Internal 
revenue  having  adjusted  the  amount  of 
the  bounties  due  the  Oxnard  company, 
referred  all  the  papers  to  the  auditor  for 
the  treasury  department  for  the  state- 
ment of  account  thereon.  The  auditor 
stated  the  account  allowing  the 
amount  fixed  by  the  commissioner  of  in- 
ternal revenue  and  certified  his  decision 
to  the  comptroller  for  his  approval,  dis- 
approval or  modification,  as  required  by 
the  provisions  of  the  new  accounting 
system  adopted  in  the  act  of  July  31. 
18i»4.  as  the  result  of  the  labors  of  the 
Dockery  commission. 

The  decision  of  the  comptroller  is  re- 
quired to  be  acted  on  by  the  auditor, 
whose  certificate  is  made  by  law  final 
and  conclusive  upon  the  executive 
branch  of  the  government.  The  result 
is  that  the  decision  of  the  comptroller 
cannot  be  reviewed  by  any  other  execu- 
tive officer  of  the  government.  Claims 
rejected  by  the  comptroller,  however, 
may  be  sued  for  in  the  court  of  claims, 
or  In  certain  cases  in  the  circuit  and 
district  courts  of  the  United  Staites, 
their  decisions  being  binding  upon 
him. 

The  court  of  appeals  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  in  the  case  of  the  United 
States  ex  rel  the  Miles  Planting  and 
Manufacturing  company  vs.  John  G. 
Carlisle  and  Joseph  S.  Miller,  being  a 
mandamus  proceeding  agaipst  the  sec- 
retary of  the  treasury  and  commissioner 
of  internal  revenue  to  compel  them  to 
appoint  sugar  inspectors  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  McKinley  act,  having  held 
that  the  sugar  bounties  were  unconsti- 
tutional, the  comptroller  of  the  treas- 
ury deemed  it  his  duty  to  be  satisfied 
upon  that  point  before  passing  the 
claim  of  the  Oxnard  company,  and  estab- 
lishing a  precedent  for  the  payment  of 
the  sugar  bounties  provided  for  by  the 
new^  appropriations.  He,  therefore, 
without  making  any  decision  upon  the 
matter  whatever  called  upon  the  coun- 
sel of  the  Oxnard  company  to  be  heard 
upon  the  question.  The  matter  gave 
rise  immediately  ito  very  considerable 
discussion  as  to  the  comptroller's  pow- 
ers and  duties  and  the  claim  has  been 
persistently  made  that  he  had  no  juris- 
diction to  decide  this  question,  and  was 
compelled  to  obey  the  laws  passed  by 
congress,  whether  constitutional  or  not. 
That  question  will  be  argued  as  well  as 
the  constitutionality  of  the  appropria- 
tions.

AN  ERROR  CORRECTED. 
An  article  in  j-esterday's  issue  of  The 
Herald  inadvertently  stated  that  the 
silver  dollar  is  not  now  a  legal  lender  in 
payment  of  d«bts  to  more  than  $5.  This 
was  an  error  which  must  have  been 
apparent  to  any  person  who  is  well  in- 
formed in  regard  to  our  monetary  sys- 
tem, and  The  Herald  hastens  to  correct 
it  before  some  of  its  gold  standard 
critics  seize  upon  It  as  evidence  of  ignor- 
ance upon  the  subject  under  discussion. 
What  The  Herald  intended  to  say  was 
that  the  credit  of  silver  was  destroyed 
by  the  demonetization  act  of  1873;  that 
up  to  that  time,  under  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  any  person  was  privil- 
eged to  take  silver  bullion  to  the  mint 
and  have  It  coined  into  dollars,  which 
were  a  full  legal  tender,  equally  with 
coin,  and  that  since  1873  he  can  no 
longer  do  so.  The  silver  dollar  ceased 
to  be  potential  redemption  money;  gold 
became  the  sole  standard  of  value,  and 
the  silver  in  circulation  became  merely 
a  subsidiary  money. 

The  silver  dollars  are  piled  up  In  the 
mint  because  the  government  does  not 
exercise  its  legal  right  to  pay  its  obli- 
gations in  silver  as  well  as  in  gold;  and 
also  becau.««e  nobody  wants  to  carry 
about  metallic  money,  except  for 
change,  when  paper  bills  redeemable  on 
demand  can  be  had.  This  objection  to 
carrying  metallic  money  does  not  apply 
to  silver  any  more  than  to  gold,  because 
you  rarely  see  a  gold  coin  in  the  hands 
of  the  people.  The  fact  is  that  there  is 
more  silver  than  gold  in  circulation 
among  the  people  of  the  United  States, 
that  is.  outside  the  treasury  and  the 
bank  resep^es.  It  is  also  true  that, 
practically,  for  every  coined  silver  dol- 


In  the  forty-ninth  registration  report 
of  Massachusetts,  the  compiler  presents 
the  statistics  of  203  persons  who  were 
reported  as  having  died  during  the  ten 
years,  1881-90  at  the  age  of  100  and  over. 
Of  this  number  1.53,  or  75.4  per  cent  were 
females.  By  the  state  census  of  1885, 
the  number  of  females  living  over  80 
years  of  age  was  nearly  double  that  of 
males.  The  greater  exposure  of  men 
to  accidents,  to  weather  agencies,  to  the 
constant  strain  of  business  life,  to  the 
anxiety  of  providing  for  the  family,  all 
tend  to  shorten  the  life  of  men.  The 
deaths  by  accident  among  men  are  more 
than  threefold  greater  than  among 
women,  and  men  commit  suicide  in 
about  a  three- fold  ratio  as  compared 
with  women.

Judf^e  Lewis  Decides  Against 

a  Claim  to  Valuable 

Mesaba  Lands. 


Robert  and   Annie  Crowley 

Held  to  Have  Parted 

With  Title. 


Suit   Involved    the   Auburn 

Mine  Worth  a  Million 

and  a  HalF. 


The  claim  of  Robert  and  Annie  Crow- 
ley, two  residents  of  Nova  Scotia,  to  160 
acres  of  land  on  the  Mesaba  range,  In- 
cluding the  Auburn  mine,  has  been  de- 
cided by  Judge  Lewis  adversely  to  the 
claimants  In  ever>-  particular.  If  al- 
lowed, the  claim  would  have  set  the 
claimants  up  In  the  world  for  the  rest  of 
their  lives,  as  the  Auburn  cost  the  pres- 
ent leaseholders,  the  Chicago  and  Min- 
nesota Ore  company,  over  $500,000,  and 
It  is  easily  worth  $1,000,000  now.  It  Is 
sltuate<l  two  miles  from  Virginia  and  Is 
shipping  about  3000  tons  of  ore  a  day. 
The  ore  body  is  large  and  easily  ac- 
cesssible,  so  the  cluini  of  the  CrowUys 
was  an  audacious  one.  The  story  of  the 
suit,  as  gathered  from  the  findings,  is 
substantially  as  follows: 

Hack  In  1881  the  C.  N.  Nelson  Lumber 
company  was  doing  business  at  Cloquet 
as  it  is  at  present.  Its  habit  w^as  to  get 
Its  employes  to  file  upon  good  timber 
lands  as  homesteads,  and  after  they  had 
provetl  up,  with  money  furnished  by  the 
company,  to  transfer  the  land  to  the 
company.  At  that  time  Robert  Crowley 
was  working  for  the  company,  and  he 
was  plared  upon  160  acres  of  land  in 
58-17.  The  usual  process  was  carried 
out.  and  after  Crowley  had  proved  up 
he  made  a  warranty  deed  to  one  Dan 
Mcintosh,  who  In  turn  transferred  the 
land  to  the  company.  There  was  one 
slight  Irregularity,  however.  Crowley 
was  at  that  time  passing  for  a  single 
man,  and  In  executing  the  deed  he  ne- 
glected to  state  whether  he  was  married 
or  single.  In  fact  he  was  married,  and 
soon  after  he  went  backi  to  Nova  Scotia 
to  live  with  his  wife.  He  never  became 
a  citizen  of  this  country,  though  he 
made  application  when  he  filed  his 
hoTuestead. 

Time  passed,  as  usual,  and  the  landj 
lay  unquestioned  In  the  lumber  com- 
l>a:iy.  In  1891  came  the  iron  craze,  and 
A.  K.  Humphreys  secured  a  general 
lea.^e  of  a  lot  of  range  property,  Includ- 
ing that  In  litigation.  He  did  not  pros- 
I>ect  a  great  deal,  but  sold  the  lease  of 
the  land  to  the  Wyoming  Iron  company, 
which  In  turn  sold  It  to  the  Chicago  and 
Minnesota  Ore  company,  the  present 
holders.  While  these  transfers  were 
being  made  an  immense  body  of  ore 
was  discovered  on  the  property. 

.Vbout  this  time  the  C.  N.  Nelson 
Lumber  company  got  to  looking  over 
its  titles,  and  it  was  discovered  that  the 
Crowley  deed  did  not  bear  the  signature 
of  his  wife.  They  wished  to  cure  this 
defect,  so  Andrew  Gowan,  a  member 
of  the  firm,  was  sent  to  Nova  Scotia  to 
secure  a;  quit  claim  deed.  In  December. 
1892.  he  arrived  there  and  met  Crowley 
on  the  street  In  his  native  town.  They 
knew  each  other,  and  Gowan  at  once 
made  known  the  object  of  his  journey. 
He  told  Cn:>wley  that  fire  had  gone  over 
the  land  and  that  the  company  wished 
to  get  a  clear  title  so  that  they  could  get 
the  timber,  but  he  said  nothing  about 
the  discovery  of  ore.  Nothing  was  said 
about  It  to  Mrs.  Crowley  one  way  or  an- 
other, and  this  lr>«<t  her  her  rlght.=.  Both 
signed  the  quit  claim  deed,  and  Crowley 
came  home. 

Shortly  after  that  one  H.  H.  Hoyt.  an 
attorney,  ran  across  the  defect  In  the 
deed  from  Crowley  to  the  lumber  com- 
pany, and  he  made  a  trip  of  2000  miles 
to  Nova  Scotia.  As  a  result  of  that  visit 
he  got  a  contract  by  which  the  couple 
agrted  to  sell  him  their  Interest  In  the 
land  for  $1000.  of  which  $."500  was  to  be 
paid  In  cash  and  the  remainder  when 
title  was  perfected  In  him.  Soon  after 
his  return  he  commenced  an  action  In 
the  name  of  Robert  and  Annie  Crowley 
against  the  iron  companies  interested 
on  two  grounds. 

The  flr^t  ground  was  that  the  original 
deed  was  a  forgery,  claiming  that  Crow- 
ley  never   executed    It.     Dan    Mcintosh

Washington,  and  on  the  stand  he  swore 
flatly  that  he  never  .saw  either  of  the 
deeds.  Crowley  also  swore  that  he 
never  executed  his  deed,  and  evidence 
was  intriHluced  tending  to  show  that 
both  were  fifty  mlle.«  away  from  Duluth 
when  the  deeds  were  executed. 

The  notary,  however,  swore  positively 
to  both  signatures  and  to  the  validity  of 
the  deeds,  and  the  court  finds  that  this 
Is  true.  The  second  ground  was  that, 
conceding  that  the  warranty  deed  was 
valid,  if  i  Mrs.  Crowley  executed  the  quit 
claim  deed  in  1S92  under  misrepresenta- 
tion, she  should  have  the  right  to  cancel 
it,  and  that  she  would  have  the  Inchoate 
right  of  a  wife,  entitling  her  to  a  third 
interest  after  her  husband's  death.  In 
the  absence  of  pnx)f  of  misrepresenta- 
tion the  court  finds  that  this  claim  Is 
not  gi>od.  Crowley  transferred  his  en- 
tire interest  by  the  original  warranty 
deed,  and  Mrs.  Crowley,  having  signed 
the  quit  claim  deed  voluntarily,  parted 
with  her  inchoate  right. 


THE  SUPERIOR  MUDDLE. 

Mayor  Starkweather  is  Dis- 
posed to  Hang  On. 

Superior  people  are  having  any 
amount  of  excitement  these  days.  Mayor 
Starkweather  had  a  padlock  put  on  his 
ofllce  door  and  Mayi«r  Howe,  who  was 

elected  by  the  council  also  had  one  put 
on.  Thus  bt>th  were  shut  out.  Yester- 
day Mayor  Starkweather  went  around 
to  his  office  and  found  the  other  i>ad- 
lock  there.  He  said  nothing  but  left. 
Later  on  he  returned  with  an  ax  and 
demolished  the  lock  and  went  In.  Chief 
Lutton  and  he  had  a  conference  shortly 
afterward. 

Last  evening  Mayoi<  Starkweather 
was  present  at  the  council  meeting  and 
took  the  chair.  Howe  demanded  that 
he  vacate  but  he  refused  to  and  Howe 
called  for  a  court  officer  to  remove  him. 
The  latter  declined  to  do  this  without 
a  warrant.  Attom-y  Dickinson,  who 
represents  the  mayor,  attempted  to 
speak  but  the  crowd  drowned  his  voice. 

Order  was  finally  restored  when  it 
was  explained  that  Mayor  Starkweather 
was  simply  taking  the  stand  he  did  to 
ascertain  whether  H"we  really  claimed 
to  be  mayor.  The  latter  declared  he 
did  and  then  Mayor  Starkweather  with- 
drew. He  win  undoubtedly  now  pro- 
cure an  injunction  preventing  Howe 
from  acting  as  may  'r. 

At  the  council  m -etlng  a  resolution 
removing  Detective  Mart  Gallagher 
from  office  was  unanimously  passed. 


WAS  NOT  FAVORED. 

Missabe  Bond  Resolution  Was 
Not  Adopted. 

Commissioner  Dinham's  resolution  to 
refer  the  Missabe  bond  matter  to  the 
county  attorney  did  not  meet  with  the  fa- 
vorable reception  from  the  other  commis- 
sioners that  was  expected.  The  matter 
was  discussed  in  executive  session,  and 
the  resolution  was  laid  over  without 
action  until  the  ne.\t  meeting. 

The  matter  of  the  county  surveyor's 
fees  also  came  up.  An»  act  passed  by 
the  last  legislature  irovldes  that  the  sur- 
veyor may  sulxlivi'l'  lands  In  the  county 
upon  the  applicaticm  of  the  owner  and 
charge  the  fees  to  tlie  county  to  be  assess 
sed  against  the  latid  surveyed  without 
referring  the  matt>  r  to  the  board.  The 
i^ounty  surveyor  has  been  piling  fees  up 
at  a  prodigious  rate  under  this  act.  and 
the  commissioners  thought  it  well  to 
consider    the    matter. 

The  surveyor  sent  In  a  communication 
saying  that  he  was  willing  to  accept  a 
salary  of  J30<»  In  lieu  of  all  fees.  The  com- 
munication was  laid  over  to  the  next 
meeting.

Reached  Local  office. 


He  Will  Have  to  Defend  His 

Rights  in  the  Federal 

Courts. 


This  morning  Houghton  E.  James 
walked  into  the  United  States  land 
office  and  filed  on  the  nw^i  of  se^  of 
section  30-63-11.  This  land  was  in- 
volved in  the  famous  section  30  case 
which  was  recently  closed  so  far  as 
Ihe  general  land  office  is  concerned, 
the  secretary  of  the  interior  having 
given  his  final  decision.  Mr.  James'  fil- 
ing is  the  first  one  which  has  been 
made  since  the  final  ruling  was  re- 
ceived. The  Uind  which  he  filed  on  is 
a  forty  adjoining,'  what  is  knawn  as 
the  famous  Hyde  forty  and  is  perhaps 
the  most  valuable  next  to  that.  H.  E. 
James  is  a  brother  of  J.  H.  James,  the 
well  known  Duluth  mining  man.  He 
will  now  have  to  g()  on  the  land  and 
live  there  for  some  time  to  come. 

It  was  something  of  a  surprise  when 
the  department  decided  that  James' 
application  had  precedence  over  all 
others.  When  the  decision  cancelling 
the  entry  of  McDonald,  who  formerly 
had  the  land,  was  made  public  at  Wash- 
ington. James  immediately  went  to 
the  local  land  office  and  entered  his  ap- 
plication. The  decision  had  not  yet 
reached  here  and  those  contesting 
James'  entrv  claimed  the  land  was  not 
opened  to  settlement  until  the  decision 
was  received  here.  The  matter  was 
contested  and  James  w<m. 

The  instructions  given  by  Commis- 
sioner Lamoreaux  in  his  letter  for- 
warding Secretary  Smith's  decision 
were  as  follows:

BEGINS  IT  AGAIN. 

Edmund  Sherwood  Renews  His 
Suit  Against  R.  S.  Powell. 

Edmund  Sherwood  has  again  sued 
Roger  S.  Powell,  ex-judge  of  municipal 
court,  for  damages  to  his  character, 
alleged  to  have  resulted  from  certain 
libellous  statements  in  an  answer  to  a 
complaint  filed  by  him,  charging  him 
with  u-sing  the  law  offices  of  the  parties, 
who  then  formed  a  partnership,  for 
immoral  purposes.  The  demand  is  $10,- 
000. 

The  suit  was  commenced  last  term, 
but  was  dismissed  without  prejudice. 

Mary  J.  and  L.  A.  Mathews  have 
brought  another  usury  suit  against  the 
Missouri,  Kansas  and  Texas  Trust  com- 
pany similar  to  four  or  five  which  have 
already  been  filed.  The  complaint, 
which  was  filed  by  J.  B.  Richards  yes- 
terday, alleges  that  the  company  Is  the 
holder  of  ten  notes  for  $216  each  secured 
by  a  mortgage  on  Lester  Park  prop- 
erty. 

For  the  whole  amiount  of  $2160  it  is 
alleged  that  $1182  was  the  sale  con- 
sideration. There  was  in  the  contract  a 
life  insurance  clause  which  it  Is  alleged 
was  merely  a  device  to  conceal  the 
usury,  as  the  company  had  no  authority 
to  do  a  life  insurance  business.  Plaintiff 
wants  the  notes  and  mortgage  annulled 
on  the  ground  of  usury. 

Fred  Pell  has  sued  M.  C.  Burke  for 
11570  alleged  to  be  due  for  a  quantity  of 
tamarac  ties.  N.  A.  and  H.  A.  Gearhart 
are  his  attorneys.  George  Lauten- 
schlager  has  sued  Frank  Datka  et  al. 
for  $13.50  on  a  lien  for  materials.  Bert 
Fesler  is  his  attorney. 

C.  E.  Burnham,  of  Cleveland,  has  sued 
the  Duluth-Superlor  Steamship  com- 
pany for  $1200  commission  for  the  sale 
of  the  steamers  Duluth  and  Superior  to 
the  Euclid  Beach  Park  company,  of 
Cleveland,  for  $24,000.  He  has  secured 
a  writ  of  attachment  on  the  steamer 
Estelle.    H.  R.  Spencer  is  his  attorney.

BISMARCK  OX   POLITICAL   WOMEN. 

The  German  reichs=tag  closed  its  session 
after  having  achieved  an  almost  unex- 
ampled record,  says  the  Review  of  Re- 
views. Of  all  the  measures  announced 
from  the  throne  not  a  single  one  has  be- 
come law.  Tho  chief  disappointment  of  the 
sfs-sion  from  the  ministerial  point  of 
View  was  t'.-i^,  livjeclioii  of  ;Mie  anti- 
socialist  bills.  On  this  point  Prince  Bis- 
mai-ck  expressed  himself  in  a  fashion 
which  f?onnewhat  surprised  those  who  are 
accustomed  to  regard  him  solely  as  a  niai^ 
of  blood  and  iron.  He  stjid  he  was  not 
sorrv  that  the  anti-socialist  bill  had  been 
rejected,  "for  if  it  had  not.  those  to 
whom  we  look  for  remedies  against  the 
evils  of  the  land  would  have  arrived  at 
the  conviction  that  they  had  achieved 
something,  and  could  now  rest  on  their 
laurels,  this  conviction  would  have  been 
erroneous,  and  I  am  therefore  glad  that 
the  pillow  of  rest  which  those  gentle- 
men intended  to  prepare  for  themselves 
has  been  taken  away."  For  his  part,  he 
relied  much  more  upon  the  influence  of 
women  than  upon  the  defeated  bill.  Here 
is  what  Prince  Bismarck  said  to  a  depu- 
tation of  Silesian  ladies  on  May  13: 

"I  always  regret  that  so  little  influence 
in  politics  is  allowed  to  the  better  half  of 
the  human  race.  I  do  not  expect  ladies 
to  deliver  speeches  in  i)arliament.  but  I 
believe  that  the  results  of  our  elections 
would  be  more  national  and  more  satis- 
factory if  thev  were  more  under  female 
influence  than  now.  Honest  German 
women,  wives  and  mothers,  do  not  appear 
in  public  as  socialists,  and  I  therefore  Im-- 
lieve  that  female  sympathy  with  our 
political  institutions  is  a  much  stronger 
nulwark  against  social  democracy  than 
our  revolution  bill  would  have  been  if  it 
had  been  passed." 

Really,  after  this  Prince  Bismarck  ought 
to  be  elected  honorary  president  of  the 
woman's  franchise  association.

Washington,  AoiR.  S.— The  state  d«>- 
{>iirtnit'nt  ha»  not  called  on  the  secretary 
of  the  navy  for  war  vessels  to  assist  In 
pri>t»H'tlnK  the  mlt».><lon!».  hut  It  Is  known 
at  both  tU'partmcnls  that  the  IVtrel  on 
her  recent  voyage  up  the  Yani?  Tse 
river  a«<statt>d  materially  In  niaintainini; 
<iuiet.  There  has*  been  retHMVed  at  the 
state  department  a  letter  from  Consul 
General  Jernlgen.  whii'h  he  (luotes  fri>m 

the  French  fathers  at  Wuhu,  saying 
that  the  arrival  of  the  IVirel  at  that 
l>lac-e  saveil  rr.ajiy  lives  and  prevented 
anticipated  trouble.  British  Consul 
Ford  confirms  the  report,  and  says  that 
had  it  not  been  for  the  American  gun- 
boat the  foreigners  there  would  have 
.suffere<l  In  the  riots. 

The  F'etrel  is  the  only  vessel  of  the 
.\slatic  squadron  which  i^^n  go  up  the 
river  any  considerable  distance,  the 
others  being  of  t<K>  great  draught.  The 
Petrel  on  her  last  voyage,  went  to  Han- 
kow. 6fH)  miles  al>ove  Shariglial.  Acting 
Secretary  McAdee  tcnlay  sent  for  a  list 
)f  vessels  on  the  Asiatic  station,  anil 
will  consider  moving  them  so  as  to  pr<>- 
tect  American  interests.  It  would  be 
useless  for  them  to  attempt  to  ascend 
the  Yang  Tso  river.  The  Petrel,  the 
lightest  of  the  fleet,  is  at  Yokohama,  a 
long  distant*'  awny. 

There  is  no  disposition  to  Interfere 
with  Admiral  Carpenters  management 
of  his  iw|uadron,  unless  the  state  dejmrt- 
ment  should  ask  for  a  veswel.  but  It  is 
thought  at  the,  navy  department  that  it 
would  be  well  to  have  the  Petrel  on  the 
Chinese  coast  in  case  of  her  Immediate 
iieeil.  Admiral  CaiiK-nter  may  be  .so 
advised.  At  the  Chinese  legation  the 
statement  is  relterattil  that  the  central 
governn>^nt  will  do  everything  In  Its 
lH)wer  to  sun>rv(wi  the  Chinese  out- 
breaks an<l  pu»lifc  the  offenders. 

The  latest  Stiaiilrhal  dispatches,  glv- 
:ng  alaiming  r«f»oft8  <->f  ►Uibrf-.iks,  wen- 
shiKwn  tf>  the  legation  offlcials.  but  no 
additional  inrormuticxn  could  be  given 
hy  them  b»'yt>nd  I'Katlng  the  scenes  of 
th'"  trouble  and  explaining  the  ctaeses 
involved.  The  places  mentioned  are 
lasily  accessible  ami  ;i.re  near  the  very 
large  cities  of  Amoy  and  Shanghai.  It 
will  be  much  easier  to  reach  them  than 
th'-  inacc'^sslble  plai-es  where  tho  first 
uprisings  occurred. 

There  is  telegraphic  commanlcatlon 
between  the  authoriti«-s  at  Pekin  ««inil 
those  provinces,  so  that  there  need  be  no 
delay  in  putting  Into  effect  .•*uch  strong 
military  policy  as  China  may  adopt. 
The  Vt^etarian  fanatics,  who  ere  caus- 
ing the  outbreaks,  are  a  secret  political 
<»rder.  They  claim  to  be  a  religious 
.sect,  but  in  reality  they  stand  to  China 
as  the  Nihilists  to  Ilussia.  They  have 
long  lie<  n  set'klng  to  -iverthrow  the 
I'ekln  goveriMnent.  and  it  Is  the  belief 
that  their  main  purpose  at  present  is 
not  dire<-te<I  against  Christians,  but  Is 
Intenfl'^d  to  embpcdl  th''  government 
with  foreign  coimtries  and  thus  lead  to 
the  embarrassment  and  possible  over- 
throw of  the  present  Pekin  authorities. 

For  this  reason  it  is  believed  that  the 
central  government  will  use  all  Its  re- 
sources to  suppress  the  Vt'getarians, 
not  only  in  response  to  foreign  demands, 
but  as  a  mtrasure  of  self-pre<"autlon. 
The  Vegetarians  got  their  name  from 
the  fact  that  they  live  wholly  im  vege- 
tables, denying  themselves  all  flesh 
foo«l.  They  are  mainly  Huildhists.  for 
the  centr^W  government  allows  Hudd- 
hlsm.  Confucianism  an<l  any  other  re- 
ligion to  flourish.  an<l  there  Is  no  clear 
line  of  demarcation  between  them.

Some  of  Them  Planned  by  the 
Chinese  Officials. 

I»ndon,  Aug.  8. — A  dispatch  to  the 
Pall  .Mall  C.azette  from  Shanghai  says 
reliable  news  of  an  alarming  nature 
has  been  received  there.  It  is  state<l 
that  fanatical  outbreaks  against  the 
<'hristlans  have  (K«curre<l  at  Ching 
<'how.  a  seaport  of  the  province  of  Fn 
Kien,  and  at  Hupuh  Tai  Ping  and  .\n 
Hui.  The.se  outbreaks,  it  is  add«d.  nr" 
not  merely  the  work  of  Vegetiirians. 
but  they  are  said  to  be  organized  and 
carried  out  by  the  Chlnes*«  offldals.  The 
extent  of  the  damage  done  is  not  yet 
known,  but  the  foreigners  are  reported 
to  have  escape<l. 

Owing  to  the  unsettled  state  of  the 
province  20«)  Sikhs,  reliable  Uritish-In- 
dlan  tnxips  from  Hong  Kong,  will  escort 
the  British  consul  frr>m  Foo  Chow  to 
Ku  f"heng.  where  the  consul  will  con- 
duct an  inquiry  into  the  recent  outrages. 

The  Shanghai  eorr(«pondent  of  thi- 
Pall  .Mall  'lazette  expresses  the  oiiinion 
that  further  outrages  are  Inevitable 
unless  (Jreat  Itritaln  takes  swift  ami 
deadly    Vengeanee. 

In  regard  to  the  disi>at'-h  from  Hong 
Kong  announ'lng  that  tiw  Hrltish  and 
.\m»rlcan  missions  at  Fat  Shan,  ntar 
i'anton,  were  attm-ked  yi-.s-terday  aft«r- 
n<K>n  by  a  large  an^l  Infuriated  mob. 
which  demolished  the  hospitals  and 
eaused  some  of  the  misslonailes  to  flee 
to  Shamen.  It  is  stated  that  the  VV'es- 
leyan  missions  have  one  of  the  most  Im- 
portant medical  missions  in  China  at 
the  place.  The  hospital  and  station  are 
under  the  charge  of  Dr.  Waynon.  who 
has  Just  arrived  here  after  a  perilous 
ov.-rland  Journey,  during  which  he  was 
arrested  In  Armenia  as  a  spy.  Th^> 
r.'St  of  the  mission  staff  of  the  Wes- 
leyan  mission  at  Fat  Shan  are  (,'hlnes*'. 
They  were  attacke<i  a  ft-w  years  ago, 
upon  which  'KTcaslon  a  mislonary  was 
killed. 

.Mr.  Rockhlll,  the  third  assistant  se*-- 
retary  of  state  of  the  Fnited  States, 
who  was  one  f»f  the  delegates  to  the  re- 
cent Intern.atlonal  geografthical  con- 
IgresB,  and  who  returns  to  New  York  on 


Satunlay  next,  referring  t.i  the  mas- 
84ier.<  in  China,  saJd  he  thmu'ht  It  was  a 
great  mistake  for  the  mihsimmrles  to 
have  returned  so  soon  to  tlie  outlying 
stations  after  the  conclusion  of  the  war, 
especially  as  they  had  been  warned  of 
the  danger  of  so  doing. 

Mr.  itot'khlll  cindd  not  *iy  anything 
about  what  the  I'nited  Stntes  and  the 
British  government  might  l'.-  expected 
to  do  under  the  clrt- umstan.  es,  but  he 
expressed  himself  as  beInK  certain  tha^t 
the  dliilomatlc  representatives  of  the 
different  countries  would  riiake  a  com- 
mon cause  of  such  a  case,  as  they  did 
when  the  Swedlsli  missionaries  were 
munlere<l  at  Sang  I'u.

Upward   of  a  Dozen  Work- 
men Are  Missing  and 
May  be  Dead. 


PRICES  ARE  STIFF. 


New  York,  Aug:.  8.— An  eight-story 
building  in  course  of  construction  at 
the  northeast  comer  of  Wi^t  Third 
street  and  South  Fifth  avenue  fell  with 
a  crash  this  morning  and  a  number  of 
the  workmen  were  carried  down  in  the 
ruins.  It  is  said  that  fifty-two  men 
were  employed  in  the  building. 

A  policeman  was  near  thi-  wene  when 
the  acclilent  ocruired.  He  said  h*>  heard 
the  n)ar  of  the  falling  building  and  im- 
mediately after  It  saw  a  horse  running 
away.  Hurrying  toward  the  animal 
he  saw  the  cloud  of  du.sl  near  Third 
street  and  turn«^l  toward  it.  There  he 
sa.w  two  men  struggling  in  a  pile  of 
debris.  He  pulled  them  out  amd  be- 
gan to  releH.se  a  third  when  the  fl<Kir 
I),  neat h  him  gave  way  He  was  ter- 
ribly cut  iuid  it  was  feared  his  back 
w;is  broken.  The  structure  was  to  be 
an  otllce  and  warehouse  building,  the 
property  of  John  Ireland,  real  estate 
dealer.  It  Is  supposi.-d  that  one  of  the 
supports  in  the  center  of  the  third  tlixu' 
gave  and  let  the  upper  stories  fall, 
crushing  the  lower  fli>ors.  .\t  1:45  the 
revised  list  of  the  dead  and  injured  wns 
as    follows:

What  adds  to  the  confusion  Is  that  a 
number  of  the  men  engaged  on  th'- 
building,  soon  after  tht  accident  oc- 
curred, left  the  scene.  This  makes  it 
Impossible  to  say  just  b'«w  many  are 
missing  and  the  number  will  not  be 
known  until  they  have  reported  to  theli« 
foreman.  The  ruins  fill  the  center  of 
the  building  with  broken  timber,  twls'ted 
Iron  girders,  brick,  lath  and  pla.'-ter.  It 
makes  a  nimintaln  a.s  high  as  the  sec- 
ond floor  .mil  Is  a  mass  ;is  den.se  and 
hard  to  handle  as  a  b.mk  of  clay.  It 
Is  said  that  seven  men  w  re  .tt  work  in 
the  cellar,  directly  under  the  center  of 
the  wrec  k.  The  building  was  flll.-<l  with 
plasterers,  plumbers,  elwtrlclans,  guvs 
Utters  and  labon-rs.  Contractor  Par- 
ker and  Foreman  Sellpman  have  been 
arrested. 

It  was  said  at  the  sceni*  of  the  dis- 
aster that  the  cause  was  undoubtedly 
the  overliHiding  of  the  floor  with  pla.xtiT 
and  building  material.  Harry  Alex- 
ander, of  the  Alexander-Chamberlain 
p:b'ctrlc  company,  was  doing  the  elec- 
trical work  in  the  ImiUling,  .>^aid  that 
his  men  had  reported  to  him  on  Mon- 
day that  the  wins  that  had  l>i*en  placed 
onthe  sixth  floor  were  out  of  line,  show- 
ing that  the  walls  had  alrea<iy  got  out 
of  pliinili.  Mr.  I'arker.  the  contractor, 
said  that  the  phusterers  have  overloaded 
the  center  of  the  lujildlng.  The  ii-on 
work  was  sound  and  well  made.  The 
bolts  were  sliced  clean  off  where  the 
lrf)n  work  (larted,  s!ic»wing  that  a  heavy 
pull  had  been  exerted  downward.

Washington,  Aug.  S.— The  hearing  in 
the  sugar  bounty  cast<  now  pending  be- 
fore Comptroller  Bowler  was  resumed 
In  the  office  of  the  latter  this  morn- 
ing. Another  large  and  interes^ted  crowd 
wa»  present.  Senator  Blanchard,  of 
Louisiana.  bi>gan  the  day's  proceed- 
ings reading  from  a  carefully  prepared 
manuscript,  in  substance  he  said  that 
he  and  the  gentlemen  associated  with 
him  would  present  the  argument  un- 
der three  general  heads.  They  would 
contend  first  that  the  comptroller  of 
the  treasury  is  without  authority  to 
question  the  validity  of  an  act  of  con- 
gress; second  that  the  appropriation 
called  in  Question  is  of  constitutional 
warrant;  thirtl  that  if  It  be  not  con- 
stitutional, strong  eqiiittes  existed  Jus- 
tifying congress  in  making  the  appro- 
priation, and  that  congress  has  equit- 
able jurisdiction. 

The  senator  said  he  would  address 
himself  more  particularly  to  the  first 
contention.  The  claim  in  question,  that 
of  the  Oxnard  company  of  Nebraska, 
•was  passed  upoB  by  the  auditor  for  the) 
treasurv  and  allowed.  He  certified  the 
amount  due  to  the  comptroller  of  the 
treasury  and  that  oflUclal,  who  is  re- 
quired by  law  to  also  pass  upon  it. 
appearing  to  have  doubts  as  to  his  duty 
in  the  premises,  suspended  the  claim. 

"The  doubts  of  the  comptroller  arise, 
as  I  understand  it,"  said  the  sena-tor, 
"on  the  constitutionality  of  the  law. 
The  act  of  congress  is  precise,  plain, 
clear  and  mandatory.  '  The  attitude 
of  the  comptroller  is  one  of  apparent 
resistance  to  the  execution  of  an  act 
of  congress,  tiuestions  of  grave  and 
serious  import  arise.  An  extra*)rdinary 
spectacle  is  here  presented.  Three  gen- 
tlemen, who  are  senators  of  the  United 
States,  actively  particii>ated  in  the  pass- 
age of  the  bounty  appropriation  through 
the  senate  and  two  members  of  the 
house  of  representatives,  who  did  the 
same  in  that  body,  are  present  at  this 
hearing  and  for  what  purpose?  To  pre- 
sent before  a  subordinate  official  of  the 
treasury  department  reasons  why  he 
should  execute  the  law  of  congress. 
Upon  what  degenerate  times  have  we 
fallen  that  high  legislative  officials  of 
the  government  feel  compelled,  in  the 
discharge  of  their  public  duties,  to  ap- 
pear personally  and  urge  that  effect 
be  given  to  a  law  o«f  the  land.  It  would 
seem  that  their  duties  do  not  end  with 
the  enactment  of  a  statute.  They  must 
need  follow  it  up  into  the  executive 
branch  and  see  to  its  execution. 

"What,"  he  asked,  "  is  the  nature 
of  this  office  of  comptroller,  what  its 
duties,  powers,  jurisdiction?  Can  the 
comptroller  question  the  validity  of  an 
act  of  congress?  Is  he  anything  mf»re 
than  an  administrative  or  a  ministerial 
official?  Must  he  execute  the  law  as 
he  finds  'it.  If  the  comptroller  of  the 
treasury  may  refuse  his  sanction  to 
the  proper  proceedings  required  to  take 
this  money  from  the  treasury  after  its 
appropriation  by  congress,  no  appro- 
priation whatever  is  safe. 

"The  president,  it  seems, 

must  approve  an  appro- 

priation act.  as  a  whole,  or  veto  it  as  a, 
whole.  He  cannot  by  the  constitution, 
approve  certain  items  of  appropriation 
in  the  bill  and  leave  ine  others  which 
do  not  meet  his  approval,  but  not  eo 
the  comptroller.  He  Is  circumscribed 
by  no  such  narrow  limit.  An  act  of 
congress,  approved  by  the  president  is 
not  a  guidance  for  the  treasury  offi- 
cials; is  not  a  warrant  for  drawing 
money  from  the  treasury  until  his  own 
peculiar  test  of  the  constitutionality  is 
applied  to  it  by  the  comptroller."  These 
pretensions  of  the  comptroller,  as  Mr. 
Blanchard  called  them,  he  denied  ut- 
terly. 

The  acts  of  congress,  Mr.  Blanchkvrd 

asserted,    constituted  -  tn©    comptroller 

an  administrative  or  ministerial  officer 

invested    with    no    judScial authority 


whatever.  The  most  that  could  be 
claimed  for  him  was  that  he  was  a 
ministerial  officer  with  quasi  judleial 
functions.  The  law  heretofore  referred 
to  directs  the  payment  of  money  t.» 
the  sugar  producers  upi»n  the  ascertain- 
ment of  their  claims  in  the  mamier  pn>- 
vlded  by  law.  It  is  a  ministerUvl  act 
to  l>e  performed.  Quasi  judicial  func- 
tions may  be  exercised  in  deciding  the 
amount  due  upon  the  state  of  facts 
pri-sented;  but  until  this  is  decided 
every  step  leading  up  to  the  payments 
of  the   money    is   a  purely    ministerial 

"^Mr.  Blanchard  then  proceeded  to  ex- 
amine into  the  character  of  the  office 
of  comptroller  to  see  what  purpose  it 
subserved  in  the  administration  of  the 
treasury  department  and  he  contended 
that  the  person  holding  it  was  but  an 
accounting  otlicer.  Having,  as  he  said, 
.shown  that  the  comptroller  was  to  be 
considered  a  ministerial  officer  only, 
even  though  he  performed  certain  quasi 
judicial  functions,  the  senator  pro- 
ceetled  to  inquire  whether  it  was  with- 
in the  comptroller's  province  to  ques- 
tion the  validity  of  the  statute  under 
con-sideration.  After  quoting  numer- 
ous authorities  and  citing  decisions  he 
asserted  that  the  very  utmost- that  the 
executive  bi-anch  could  do  in  the  way 
of  inquiry  into  the  constitutionality  of 
a  law  was  to  ask  the  opinion  t>f  the  at- 
torney general.  But  the  act  of  congress 
con<'tltuted  a  rule  operative)  om  the 
comptroller  until  it  was  declared  by 
judicial  power  void. 

The  question  under  consideration  in 
this  hearing.  Mr.  Blanchard  pointed 
out  was  a  matter  of  very  grave  in- 
quiry, to  know  how  far  an  executive, 
ministerial  or  subordinate  officer  can 
be  permitted  to  go  behind  the  law.  or 
question  the  motives  or  action  of  con- 
gress to  find  reasons  for  the  non-ex- 
ecution of  the  law.  If  this  be  permitted 
without  rebuke,  it  would  be  subversive 
<rf  all  law."

Washington,  Aug.  8.— Statistics  re- 
ceived here  at  the  Indian  bureau  show 
that  30,000  Indians  axe  now  engaged  in 
farming.stock  raising  and  other  civilized 
pursuits.  During  the  year  they  raised 
over  1,373,000  bu-shels  of  corn  and  other 
grain  and  vegetables  in  proportion. 
They  own  206,000  head  of  cattle  and 
1,284,000  sheep.

FIGHT  THE  CONSOLIDATION. 

The  latest  attempt  made  by  the  stock- 
holders  of   the   Northern    Pacific    road, 
led  by  President  Brayton  Ives,   to  re- 
move the  receivers  and  restore  the  road 
to  the  direct  control  of  the  stockholders 
will  have  the  effect  of  placing  a  serious 
obstacle  in  the  way  of  the  plan  to  con- 
solidate   it   with    the    Great   Northern. 
The  road  is  now  doing  a  much  better 
business   on   account    of     the     revival 
thrtjughout  the  country,  which  has  had 
the  effect  of  Increasing  traffic  and  add- 
ing largely  to  the  revenue  of  the  com- 
pany.     During    the    fiscal    year    ended 
June  30  last  the  Northern  Pacific  earned 
about  $6,000,000,  and  it  Is  predicted  that 
during  the  coming  year  the  net  earnings 
of   the  road   will   be  over  $7,000,000.   on 
account    of     the   renewal    of     business 
activity  In  the  Northwest  and  the  very 
large  wheat  crop.     There  Is  no  doubt 
that  with   the  general  revival   In   busi- 
ness the  road  will  continue  to  prosper. 
and  that  with  efficient  management,  in- 
dependent of  any  other  road,  it  can  be 
made   to   show   net   earnings   sufficient 
to  pay   interest   on  all    its   bonded   in- 
debtedness and  a  fair  dividend   to  the 
stockholdei^. 

That  it  would  be  to  the  advantage  of 
the  Northwest  to  have  the  road  run  as 
a  competing  line  with  the  Great  North- 
em   is  the  belief  of  the  people  of   the 
country  through  which  it  runs.    Public 
opinion  is  opposed  to  the  consolidation 
scheme.     Public  interests  demand  that 
the  proposed  combine  shall  not  be  car- 
ried into  execution,  and  the  Northwest- 
ern states  will  make  a  determined  fight 
against   it,   if   the  stockholders   of  the 
Northern  Pacific  are  unable  otherwise 
to  prevent  it.     In  an  interview  in  New 
York  E.  V.  Smalley,  editor  of  the  North- 
west  Magazine,   expressed   the  popular 
sentiments  when  he  said:    "The  people 
of  the  Northwestern  states,  and  esi>ec- 
lally   the  large  business  Interests,   are 
strongly    opposed    to  any   arrangement 
whltfh  will  deprive  them  of  railway  com- 
petition.   They  believe  that  a  union  of 
the  Northern  Pacific  and  Great  North- 
ern   systems    would    result    in    an    im- 
mediate advance  of  freight  rates,   and 
that  they  would  also  lose  many  advant- 
ages in   the  way  of  good  train  service 
and  considerate  treatment  of  shippers. 
They   have  the  example  of  California, 
which  is  in  the  control  of  one  railroad 
company,  and  of  tht^  greater  part  of  the 
Dominion   of  Canada,   where  the  Can- 
adian Pacific  has  undisputed  sway."  In 
a  later  interview,  published  in  the  New 
York  Tribune,  Mr.  Smalley  stated:  "We 
believe  that  our  future   prosperity   de- 
pends upon  con>petition   In  transporta- 
tion ser^'ice.     By  long-continued  efforts 
in   congress   we  have  obtained   a   deep 
watei^vay    from    Duluth    to    Buffalo    to 
cheapen   the   carrying   of   our  grain    to 
the  Atlantic  seaboard,  and  we  Intend  to 
push    this    waterway   on   to   New   York 
harbor.     We  have  secured  competition 
in  railwayservice  by  liberal  gifts  of  pub- 
lls  lands,  of  rights-of-way,  of  terminal 
facilities,   of   town  and  city  bonds  and 
of   valuable   franchises   and    privileges. 
If  the  bankers  of  New  York.  Berlin  and 
London  imagine  that  they  can  rob  us  of 
these    advantages,    they    will    find    to 
their  cost  that  they  have  made  a  very 
serious  mistake.     They  will  be  at  once 
wise  If  they  abandon  their  scheme  and 
return  to  t^heir  yachts  and  their  country 
hou-ses;   their  millions   will   not   prevail 
against  a  vigilant  and  Indignant  public 
opinion." 

Every  state)  from  (Minnesota  and  Wis- 
consin to  Oregon  has  laws  against  the 
consolidation  of  competing  lines,  and 
the  proposed  consolidation  of  the  Great 
Northern  and  .the  Northern  Pacific, 
under  any  one  <rf  the  plans  made  public 
or  any  plan  that  can  be  conceived,  is 
in  direct  violation  of  these  laws.  Pyblic 
sentiment  will  demand  their  enforce- 
ment, and  if  the  courts  fail  to  enforce 
them  there  will  be  a  strong  demand  that 


THE  HINES  ROAD. 

Capt.  Thomas  Sharp,  who  Is  now 
stationed  at  Coltunbus  Barracks,  Ohio, 
writes  to  The  Herald  urging  the  im- 
portance of  Duluth  extending  a  helping 
hand  to  Mr.  Hlnes  with  his  North  Da- 
kota railroad  scheme.  "It  is  true  that 
vMr.  Hlnes'  methods  do  not  appear  to  be 
those  of  the  modern  railroad  builder," 
says  Capt.  Sharp,  "but  if  I  understand 
aright,  he  is  securing  miles  of  right-of- 
way,  obtaining  quantities  of  ties  and 
getting  miles  of  grading  done  at  an  ex- 
ceedingly low  rate.  The  hard-working 
farmers  of  the  Red  River  valley  are 
throwing  in  their  money  and  work, 
therefore  I  suggest  that  the  Duluth  peo- 
ple contribute.  Let  everyone  give  some- 
thing, no  matter  how  little,  for  the  road 
will  certainly  be  completed  by  someone. 
The  three  lower  Red  River  counties  of 
Minnesota  and  the  same  number  in 
North  Dakota  are  a  small  state  In  agri- 
cultural wealth,  and  with  a  direct  line 
to  Duluth  every  quarter  section  In  them 
will  be  put  under  cultivation  and  make 
a  profitable  farm,  creating  an  agricul- 
tural region  about  equal  to  that  which 
has  built  up  St.  Paul,  a  region  so  far 
from  any  older  city  that  the  growing 
traffic,  both  wholesale  and  retail,  must 
come  to  Duluth.  Our  merchants,  one 
and  all,  could  probably  contribute;  so 
could  the  real  estate  men  having  addi- 
tions, a  lot  or  two  each.  I  will  do  so 
to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

"If  Mr.  Hlnes'  road  were  assured  of 
completion,  "  continues  Capt.  Sharp,  "It 
would  coampel  the  Great  Northern  to 
build  from  Fosston  to  Duluth  and  make 
lower  charges.  I  often  think  what  an 
Egypt  of  productiveness  the  Red  River 
valley!  would ''be  if  brought  close  enough 
to  the  lake  to  receive  cheap  transporta- 
tion. I  believe  those  six  counties  would 
(Including  necessary  towns)  support 
1,000,000  people.  But  In  order  to  do  this 
they  would  require  close  connections 
with  Duluth,  so  that  every  product  of 
their  soil  (wheat,  potatoes,  barley,  oats, 
onions,  chickens,  eggs,  fat  cattle,  dairy 
products)  would  find  a  market— an  out- 
let to  the  world." 

The  Herald  commends  these  remarks 
to  the  careful  consideration  of  the  peo- 
ple of  Duluth,  and  especially  to  the 
business  men.  There  has  not  been  suffi- 
cient interest  taken  by  the  people  here 
in  Mr.  Hlnes'  project,  and  the  appeal 
which  he  made  for  necessary  funds  to 
keep  the  work  moving— an  Infinltessl- 
mal  amount  In  comparison  with  the 
benefits  which  Duluth  would  receive 
from  the  road— did  not  meetwlth  as  gen- 
erous response  as  tt  should  have  re- 
ceived. Every  encouragement  should 
be  extended  to  Mr.  Hlnes  and  the  farm- 
ers of  the  W' estern  country  who  are  aid- 
ing him  in  the  work.

So 
far  the  silver  agitation  has  been  some- 
what feverish,  and  it  is  the  province  of 
an  f>rganization  of  this  kind  to  step  in 
and  gather  up  the  threads  of  the  fever- 
ish agitation  and  bind  them  together, 
forming  a  solid  basis  for  future  work." 

A  PUBLIC  mef:ting. 

D.  G.  Ca.«!h  thought  the  best  plan  was 
to  have  addresses  fnjm  men  who  are 
able  from  their  study  of  the  subject  to 
jiut  the  question  in  its  best  and  clearest 
light  before  the  people.  Therefore  he 
offered  a  resolution  that  when  the  club 
adjourned,  it  adjourn  to  meet  next  Wed- 
*ne.sday  evening  in  the  Temple,  when  C.

"The  natural  condition  of  barbarism 
is  barter,  the  exchange  of  articles  one 
with  an'>ther.  Then  comes  a  medium  of 
exchange,  which  Is  any  .'-•ubg'cance  by 
custom  or  usage  made  to  represent  the 
articles  exchanged.  Everyone  then  de- 
sires to  accumulate  this  medium,  there- 
f  >re  it  should  possess  the  qualities  of 
permanence  and  durability.  From  this 
desire  of  accumulating  the  medium  of 
exchange  comes  the  other  functions  of 
money,  not  least  important  of  which  is 
the  standard  of  deferred  payments. 

"It  comes  alMut  from  th^  accumula- 
ti")n  that  some  have  more  than  they 
need,  and  they  lend  to  others  upon  in- 
terest. The  gold  standard  champions, 
like  to  argw  the  question  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  medium  of  exchange, 
totally  disregarding  the  other  functions 
of  money.  Thus  they  argue  that  the 
fluctuations  of  money  are  of  no  conse- 
quence, as  they  affect  all  commodities 
alike,  ."^o  that  the  value  of  money  as  a 
medium   is  unchanKe<l. 

C.NIT  INCREASING  IN  VALUE. 
•The  trouble  with  this  is  that  all 
exchanges  an*  not  made  at  once.  The 
f»ther  functions  ci/me  in.  and  if  a  man 
contracts  a  debt  when  money  is  cheap 
j  and  then  has  to  piiy  it  wheji  money  is 
dear,  they  find  th.^t  the  fluctuation  dot-s 
make  a  dirferenc*-.  It  is  denied  that  the 
monetary  unit  ha.s  l»een  increasing  in 
value.  That  the  single  gol<l  standard 
has  a  tc  iidency  to  augment  in  value  at 
all  times  Is  undisputed  except  in  this 
country." 

He  devoted  wime  little  time  to  this 
point,  and  ende«l  by  quoting  (liffin's 
"Case  Against  Bimetallism  "  to  show 
'hat  the  best  authorities  .>n  the  single 
standard  agree  t  »  this  propf«ition.  He 
invited  all  .who  do  not  believe  that  the 
principles  of  the  <^ub  are  sfiund  to  ap- 
I>ear  an<l  argue  the  matter,  assuring 
them  courteous  treatment  and  a  willing- 
ness to  1  -arn  at  thfir  feet.

At  the  meeting  of  the  chamber  of 
commerce  yesterday  afternoon  the  ex- 
ecutive committee  to  which  had  been 
referred  the  matter  of  securing  a  sec- 
retary reported  that  It  had  been  de- 
cided to  select  E.  R.  Brace  to  fill  the 
unexpired  term.  Mr.  Brace  was  unani- 
mously elected. 

The  committee  on  property  and  tin- 
ance  is  formulating  a  plan  to  place  the 
chamber  on  a  sounder  financial  basis 
and  will  be  ready  to  report  at  the  next 
meeting.

E.  C.  Gridley  said  that  it  was  his  opin- 
ion that  if  the  chamber  made  the  re- 
quest It  could  secure  the  appointment 
by  the  council  of  a  railroad  commis- 
sioner with  a  salary  of  $600  a  year. 
He  had  talked  with  two  or  three  alder- 
men and  found  them  favorable  to  the 
Idea  and  was  confident  that  it  would 
be  put  through.  The  chamber  slnice 
Its  reorganization  has  never  laid  itself 
(»pon  to  the  charge  of  being  used  for 
private  schemes,  he  said,  and  there  is 
a  friendly  feeling  toward  it. 

Henry  C.  Spalding  said  that  since 
the  reorganfization  the  chamber  /has 
never  been  used  to  further  any  private 
or  Individual  Interests.  No  one  can 
say  that  and  he  felt  proud  of  it.  Its 
work  has  laways  been  of  and  for  public 
interests. 

Mr.  Oridley  suggested  that  It  might 
be  well  to  make  the  mayor  and  alder- 
men honorary  and  ex-offlcio  members 
ami  also  include  in  the  honorarj-  list 
one  representative  of  each  railroad  in 
I>uluth.  This  idea  wai?  not  received  with 
any  great  enthusiasm  and  was  finallv 
referred  to  the  executive  committee. 

Prr'sident  Hugo  said  the  amount  of 
w<)rk  the  chamlx-r  has  been  doing  is 
not  known  or  appreciated  and  he  felt 
that  one  way  to  arou.se  interest  would 
be  to  take  up  and  discuss  more  live 
topics,  such  as  the  waterworks  matter, 
the  silver  question  and  other  subjects 
which  are  most  interesting  to  the  peo- 
ple. 

THE    CHAMBER    APPROVES. 

The  committee  to 'which  was  referred 
a  letter  from  General  Agent  Eva,  of  thfl 
Northern  Pacific,  la  refen^nce  to  the 
criticisms  of  the  News  Tribune  on  Its 
pa.s.senger  train  schedule  reix>rted  the 
following  resolution  which  was  adopted: 

Whereas,  the  chamber  of  commerce 
in  conjunction  with  the  Jobbers'  union 
tind  board  of  trade  of  this  city,  about 
eighteen  months  ago  was  instructed 
to  bring  about  a  change  in  the  schedule 
of  trains  on  the  Northern  Pacific  rail- 
way by  inducing  the  company  to  brejik 
its  Duluth  connection  with  the  Pacific 
coast  trains  eastward  hfiund,  to  facili- 
tate thi-  exchange  of  business  betwwn 
Duluth.  and  Minnesota,  the  Dakotas 
east  of  Jamestown  and  in  the  Rod 
River  valley  country,  and 

Whereas,  it  was  at  that  time  urged 
by  this  chamber  that  the  impf>rtance 
of  reaching  Duluth  with  pa.ssengerp. 
mail  and  express  suflflciently  early  in 
the  morning  to  place  Duluth  busines.' 
men  on  the  same  basis  as  the  Twin 
Cities;  also  that  the  Northeni  Pacific 
mall  then  reaching  Duluth  about  noon 
arrived  at  too  late  an  hour  to  take 
action  on  that  day's  mall  and  was  re- 
tarding business,  against  the  protest 
of  the  general  pas.senger  department 
of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  com- 
pany who  claimed  it  was  unfair  to 
through  passenger  business,  the  change 
ir>  service  was  at  that  time  made,  there- 
fore. 

Be  it  resolved  by  this  chamber  that 
we  do  hereby  declaim  our  appreciation 
of  the  mail  service  eastward  bound 
that  has  been  maintained  the  past 
eighteen  months  by  the  Northc-rn  Pa- 
'  ific  between  Duluth  and  the  points 
named. 

Resolved,  that  Inasmuch  as  the  pre- 
sent fichedule  was  established  at  the 
earnest  solicitation  of  this  chamber,  the 
Jobbers'  union  and  Ixiard  of  trade  and 
against  the  protests  of  the  passenger 
department  of  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railway  company,  we  feel  that  tlie 
railway  company  is  entitled  to  our»up- 
port  and  the  «»ame  Is  by  this  action 
pledged  to  them  for  maintaining  the 
present  schedule. 

DOCK  LINE  MATTER. 

E.  C.  Gridley  brought  up  another 
matter  which  he  thought  it  might  be 
well  for  the  chamber  to  look  into.  The 
recent  change  in  dock  lines  above  Gra.s- 
sy  point  made  ui>on  Maj  Sears'  re- 
(omm-nilation  is  in  Mr.  <^;rldley's  opin- 
ion not  to  the  interests  of  Duluth  jieo- 
ple.  The  df>ck  line  for  some  dist.jnce 
in  front  rif  Ironton  anri  above  (brassy 
Point  now  only  extends  from  r/»f»  to 
W)(\  f«et  from  shore.  It  ought  to  be 
not  k'ss  than  IWK)  fw-t.  Companies 
building  ore  docks,  for  Instance,  want 
at  least  that  length.  If  the  line  remains 
unchanged  Mr.  Gridley  thought  it 
would  work  greatly  to  the  disadvantage 
of  that  portion  of  the  city.  He  bad 
seen  Maj  Sears  who  said  that  If  the 
line  as  established  is  un.satisfactorj- 
those  interested  should  present  their 
arguments  to  him  and  he  would  for- 
warl  them  to  Washington  with  his 
recommendations. 

After  some  discussion  the  matter  wa.'; 
referred  to  a  special  commltte*»  con- 
sisting of  Messrs.  Spalding.  Willcutt.'-- 
and   Haker.

in  Which  Prominent  Men 

Take  Part. 


Assemblyman     Marshal    of 

Mississippi  and  Friends 

Kill  R.  T.  Dinkens. 


Trouble  Started  on  Account 

of  an  Alief^ed  Slander 

by  Deceased. 


Jackson,  Mis."?.,  Auk-  9. — A  special 
from  Hrundon,  Mls.s..  fifteen  miles  east 
of  here,  gives  particulars  of  a  horrible 
.shouting  affray  which  t(H>k  idace  tliere 
at  9  o'clfxk  this  morningr  in  \vhi<;h  T. 
Dabney  Marshal,  a  prominent  lawyer 
and  membt^r  of  the  .state  legislature 
fmni  Vieksburg,  and  two  of  his  friend.s 
shot  and  killed  K.  T.  Dinkens,  agent 
of  the  Austin  Iload  Machine  company. 

While    standing    on    llu-    ulalfonn    of 

the  depot  Dinken.s  wai«  apjiroached  by 
Marshal  and  his  two  companions.  11. 
11.  Coleman  and  O.  P.  Fox,  of  Vicks- 
burg.  Marshal  walked  up  to  Dinkens 
and  .said:  "This  is  Mr.  Dinkens,"  and 
pla/ing  a  pistol  at  Dinkens'  stomach 
discharged   the   weapon. 

Dinkens  grabbed  the  pistol  just  as  it 
wa.s  tired,  and  possibly  the  first  sihot 
did  not  take  effect.  As  Dink*  ns  backed 
away  from  Marshal  there  was  a  fus- 
llade  of  shots  frf>m  Marshal's  com- 
panions. It  Is  thought  Dinki-ns  fired 
Marshal's  pistol  at  the  latt--r  as  it  was 
found  in  his  hand  when  ihad.  Mar- 
shal. (.Coleman,  Fo.v  and  Marshals  law 
partner,  Mr.  Vallens.  met  in  the  wait- 
ing room  of  the  depot  as  soon  as  the 
bloody  work  had  been  completed  and 
announced  that  they  were  ready  to  sur-i 
rend'T  and  the  sheriff  was  called  for. 

The  cause  ot  the  killing  is  a  sensa- 
tional story  told  about  Marshal  by 
Dinkens.  Two  weeks  ago  Dinkens  and 
Mai-shal  occupied  the  same  room  but 
different  beds  at  a  hotel  in  Daymond, 
and  next  morning  Dinkens  told  what 
transjiirtd  during  the  night,  stating 
that  Marshal  was  guilty  of  a  crime 
similar  to  one  for  which  Oscar  Wilde 
is  now  serving  a  term  in  the  English 
prison. 

When  the  story  came  to  the  ears  of 
Marshal  he  denounced  it  as  a  lie  through 
the  press.

COKE   PRODUCTION. 


Pennsylvania     Furnishes     a 
Quarter  of  the  Total  Figure. 

Washington,  Aug.  9.— The  geological 
survey  furnishes  a  report  on  the  manu- 
facture of  coke  in  the  United  States 
during  the  year  of  1894,  which  is  con- 
fined to  what  is  called  oven  coke,  and 
does  not  refer  to  that  produced  as  a 
pnjduct  of  illuminating  gas.  All  the 
coke,  except  about  4',^  per  cent,  comes 
frrjm    the    Appallachian   coal    fields. 

The  following  table  shows  the  value 
of  coke  made  in  the  United  States  dur- 
ing 1894  by  states  and  teiTltoiies:  Ala-

4.  Capt.  Markschlaeger,  of  the  La- 
cami»lne  ref)orts  that  on  that  date  at 
1:30  f.  m.  the  officer  on  the  bridge' 
heard  crlf-s  for  help  close  behind.  The 
ship's  head  was  changetl  and  she  bore 
away  and  .soon  fell  In  with  a  fishing 
dory  containing  two  men.  They  were 
quickly  hauled  on  bfjard  the  steam'-r 
and  were  found  to  be  In  an  exhausted 
condition,  having  been  adrift  for  forty- 
eight   hours  without   f<Jod  and    water. 

They  gave  their  names  as  .\lois  Jean 
Murien  and  Cah-stine  Dragon.  They 
had  left  their  ves.sel.  the  schooner  Per- 
venche,  of  St.  Pierre,  Mlq.,  on  Aug.  2. 
to  attend  to  their  trawls.  A  dense  fog 
set  in  shortly  afterward  and  they  were 
unable  to  return  to  their  ve-!sel.  They 
drifted  about  hflplessly  for  over  forty- 
eight  hours  suffering  Intensely  from 
lack  of  food  and  water.

El  Paso.  Tex.,  Auk.  9.— Richard  Ware, 
United  States  marshal,  has  started  for

im  1893  and  was  convicted  In  the  United 
States  court  at  El  Paso  for  violation  of 
the  neutrality  laws  and  sentenced  to 
thrrty  months  in  the  penitentiary  at 
I{rfM>klyn.  Ochoa  has  a  large  personal 
following  among  the  Mexicans  of  the 
border,  and  his  friends  say  that  as  soon 
as  he  serves  his  term  the  Mexican  gov- 
ernment will  again  hear  from  him.

John  McKiniey  and  Attorney 

W.  W.  Billson  Preserve  a 

Smiling  Silence. 


The  case  of  William  McKiniey,  John 
McKiniey  and  James  Charnley  against 
the  Lake  Superior  Consolidated  Iron 
Mhif-s  will  never  come  tft  trial  again 
for  it  has  been  settled.  This  was  ru- 
mored about  the  streets  yesterday  even- 
ing and  today  a  Herald  reporter  went 
to  John  McKiniey  and  asked  whether 
or  not  it  was  true.  He  smilefi  and 
asked  where  the  reporter  hetard  it.  He 
was  told  that  it  was  rumored  about  tlw- 
street  and  said: 

"Well,  you  had  better  go  and  see  Mr. 
Billson,  our  attorney,  and  see  what  he 
has  to  say." 

"Won't  you  say  whether  it  Is  true  oi- 
not?"  he  was  asked. 

"Mr.  Bill.s<jn  is  the  only  one  who  can 
tell  you  anything  about  it,"  Mr.  Mc- 
Kiniey answered  with  la.  smile. 

The  reporter  thereupon  went  to  Mr. 
IMllson  and  told  him  of  the  rumor, 
asking  as  to  Its  correctness. 

"I  cannot  say  anything  about  It  at 
present,"  replied  Mr.  Blllsr^n  in  a  way 
which  indicated  that  nothing  could 
wring  an  expression  one  way  or  an- 
other from  him.  But  the  reporter  no- 
ticed that  neither  he  nor  Mr.  McKiniey 
denied  It. 

liut  the  rumor  may  be  set  down  as 
true  and  the  reason  the  public  Is  not 
informed  of  It  Is  not  because  the  Mc- 
Klnleys  want  It  kept  quiet.  The  con- 
sideration, too,  is  somewhat  hard  to 
learn.  Some  rumors  placed  it  at  $240,- 
000  and  some  even  higher.  All  of  tho.se 
are  probably  too  high  and  it  Is  more 
likely  that  when  the  announcement  of 
the  settlement  is  made  It  will  be  found 
that  the  amount  is  between  $180,000  and 
$190,000. 

The  suit  was  brought  to  recover  $620.- 
OWJ.  The  particulars  are  still  fresh  in 
the  public  mind.  The  case  oc<;ui>ied 
about  ten  days  in  trial  and  after  being 
out  forty-eight  hours  the  jury  was  dis- 
charged without  reaching  an  agreement. 
One  man,  M.  J.  O'Connor,  of  St.  Paul, 
held  out  for  the  Consolidated  while  the 
other  eleven  would  have  agreed  on  a 
verdict  for  about  $400,000. 

It  would  seem  that  the  settlement  is 
an  even  more  desirable-  one  for  the 
Rockefeller  Interests  than  for  the  Mc- 
Kinleys. 


MINNESOTA  DAIRIES. 


NOT  GOOD  FOR  VESSELS. 
Washington,  Aug.  9. — Naval  officer^ 
who  have  recently  examined  specimens 
of  aluminum  which  have  been  submit- 
ted, say  the  metal  will  not  be  available 
for  use  In  the  construction  of  naval 
i  vessels,  because  after  being  in  salt 
water  for  a  time.  It  crumbles  to  pieces. 


Forty  Per  Cent  Increase  Shown 
in  Products  This  Year. 

St.  Paul,  Aug.  9. — According  to  the 
estimate  of  Dairy  Commissioner 
Graham  dairy  prrtducts  f)f  Minnesota 
will   show   an    Increase   of   40    per   cent 

this  year  as  compared  with  a  year 
ago.  There  are  now  410  dairy  factor- 
ies In  the  state,  an  Increase  of  eighty. 
The  products  will  be  about  27.000,000 
pounds  of  butter,  valued  at  $5,500,000. 
In  addition  about  2,000,000  pounds  of 
cheese  are  produced.  This  is  in  ad- 
dition to  the  consumption  by  producers 
and  the  vast  amounts  sold  from  the 
creameries  as  well  as  the  other  products 
of  milch  cows. 

The  increas  in  dairy  factories  has 
extended  over  the  southern,  central  and 
western  parts  of  the  state.  A  numbei- 
of  new  factories  have  been  established 
In  Chl.sago  and  Washington  counties 
and  the  territory  near  the  Twin  Cities. 
Meeker  and  the  surrounding  countlf»s 
are  now  In  the  center  of  the  district 
showing  that  the  southern  part  of  the 
state  no  longer  has  a  monopoly  of  the 
Industry.  Freebf)rn  and  Steele  cf)un- 
tles.  In  the  extreme  southern  part  of 
the  state,  still  maintain  their  suprem- 
acy as  banner  counties.  They  will  pro- 
duce about  8.000,000  pounds  of  butter 
this  year.  FreelK>rn  turns  out  about 
5,000,000  pounds  of  this,  worth  nearly 
a   round    million    of    dfillars.    net. 

The  demand  for  Minnf-.sota  butter  in 
the  East  is  constantly  growing  and  is 
stimulating  the  factories  to  push  their 
output  to  greater  limits.  About  75  per 
cent  of  the  factories  in  the  state  are 
operated  on  the  co-operative  plan.  All 
of  the  fifty  factories  In  Freeborn  and 
Steele  counties  are  of  this  kind.  The 
contract  for  supplying  the  United 
States  navy  with  butter  for  one  year 
is  now  held  by  the  Crescent  cream- 
ery. The  amount  required  is  20,000 
pounds  dui;jng  the  year,  to  be  delivered 
at  stated  Intervals.  This  is  the  first 
year  the  contract  has  been  awarded  to 
any  one  In  this  state.

SHORT  AND  NEWSY. 


Conjectures  as  to  a  Succes- 
sor Made  Last  Sprinft- 
The  Funeral. 


Nashville.  Tenn..  Aus.  9.— Howell  Ed- 
munds Jackson,  associate  justice  of  the 
supreme  court  of  the  United  States, 
dieil  at  his  residence  at  "West  Meade,  six 
miK>9  west  of  this  city,  at  2  o'clock 
yesterday  afternoon,  in  the  64th  year  of 
his  age,  of  consumption. 

Judge  Jackson  had  b.^en  In  failing 
health  for  the  past  four  years,  but  it 
has  been  only  in  the  past  few  month.', 
that  the  progress  of  the  disease  began  to 
cause  his  family  and  friends  uneasiness. 
Last  year  he  went  on  a  lengthy  trip  to 
the  far  West  in  search  of  health.  Later 
he  went  to  Thomasville.  Ca..  where  It 
was  hoped  the  mild  and  yet  bracing 
climate  would  restore  his  one  time  v  gor- 
ous  constitution.  The  trip  did  him  little 
good,  and  after  a  long  time  he  was 
brought  h.mie.  At  his  old  home  Judge 
Jackson  seemed  to  improve  slightly, 
until  he  went  to  Washington  to  sit  in  the 
second  hearing  of  th.>  income  tax  case. 
He  st.-KKl  that  trying  trip  only  fairly 
well,  and  after  his  return  home.  ^  ap- 
peared to  lose  strength  rapidly.  Never- 
theless. Judge  Jackson  never  took  to  his 
bed  until  last  Wednesday  week.  Since 
that  time  his  family  and  friends  realize.l 
that  the  end  was  near,  and  his  death  to- 
day was  not  unexpected. 


HOWELL  EDMUNDS  JACKSON. 

Howell  Edmunds  Jackson  was  born  in 
Paris.  Tenn..  April  8.  1S32.  He  was  In 
his  •>4th  year  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
Justice  Jackson  was  a  classical  scholar, 
graduating  from  the  West  Tennessee 
college  in  1S48. 

He  studied  law  two  years  at  the  uni- 
versity of  Virginia,  and  in  Jackson, 
under  his  kinsmen.  Judges  A.  W.  <>. 
Toten  and  Milton  Hrown;  graduated 
from  the  Lebanon  law  school  in  1S56,  in 
which  year  he  located  in  Jackson  and 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profes- 
sion; removed  to  Memphis  in  1879.  where 
he  continued  his  practice.  H*^  wa.-«  once 
a  prominent  candidate  for  supreme 
judge. 

He  was  elected  to  the  United  States 
senate  in  18S1,  and  served  till  April  12. 
1886;  was  appointed  I'nited  States  cir- 
cuit Judge  by  President  Cleveland,  and 
nominated  for  associate  justice  by  Pres- 
ident Harris.in;  was  confirmed  by  the 
senate  Feb.  18.  1893,  and  entered  upon 
the  duties  of  the  ofTice  March  4,  1893. 

The  arrangements  for  the  funeral 
have  not  been  fully  completed,  but  It 
is  known  that  it  will  take  place  next 
Sunday  aftemof>n  at  3:30  o'clock. 


RARE  IMINERALS. 

Annual  Output  of  Antimony  and 
Platinum  in  America. 

Washington,  Aug.  9.— The  review  of 
the  mineral  resources  of  the  United 
States  now  being  Issued  by  the  geolog- 
ical survey  gives  a  short  account  of 
antimony  and  platinum.  It  says  that 
antimonial  ores  have  been  found  in  a 
number  of  the  Western  states,  chletly 
in  \rkajisa.<«.  California.  Idaho.  Mon- 
tana. Nevada  and  Utah.  It  Is  usually 
found  in  the  form  of  a  sulphur  but 
occurs  comblneil  with  copper  and  had 
and  iron. 

The  product  of  the  United  States  has 
ri.sen  from  sixty  tons  In  1882  to  250  tons 
in  lS9t.  valued  at  $45,000.  Nearly  the 
entire  supply  Is  from  California  and  is 
smelted  at  San  Franci.sco.  A  lessir 
but  considerable  quantity  came  from 
Nevada.  The  imtwrts  were  small  In 
1S94.  being  valued  at  only  $213,000.  about 
two-thirds  the  usual  amount. 

The  production  of  platinum  is  still 
insignillcant.  The  results  of  the  ex- 
amination of  the  blank  sands  of  the 
Oregon  beaches  have  proved  a  disap- 
pointment, the  amount  of  platinum  be- 
ing scarcely  noticeable,  although  the 
sand  contains  J1.55  In  gold  per  ton. 

RECEIVERS  WILL   CONTEST. 

Nortliern  Pacific  Litigation  Go- 
ing on  at  Seattle. 

Tacoma.  Wash..  Aug.  9.— The  at- 
torneys for  the  Northern  Pacific  receiv- 
ers gathered  here  are  preparing  to  stub- 
bornly contest  the  suit  to  ou.st  the  re- 
ceivers brought  by  Coun.sel  Pettit,  at 
Seattle.  Ex-Senator  John  C.  Spooner 
and  C.  W.  Punn.  general  counsel  at  St. 
Paul,  arrived  last  night,  and  were 
joined  a  little  later  by  Senator  Dolph,  of 
Oregon. 

A  long  conference  was  held  with  J.  M. 
Ashton.  at  which  the  plan  of  defense 
was  outlined.  The  attorneys  will  go  to 
Seattle  and  agree  on  a  day  for  the  argu- 
ment of  Mr.  Pettifs  motion.  Receiver 
Pavne  went  to  Portland  today.  Mr. 
Dunn,  counsel  at  St.  Paul,  denies  that 
the  position  of  the  Western  counsel  was 
ever  tendered  to  A.  F.  Burleigh,  at 
Seattle. 

WASHBURN'S  TRIP. 

It  Has  Done  Him  Good— Will 
Not  Talk  Politics. 

New  York.  Aug.  9.— Ex-Senator  Wash- 
burn, of  Mrnesota,  nwas  a  recent  pasen- 
g.-r  on  the  North  German  Lloyd  line 
steamer  Lahn.  Mr.  Washburn  was  ac- 
companied by  his  daughters.  He  went 
to  the  Fifth  avenue  hotel.  He  looked 
bronzed  and  healthy  after  his  trip,  and 
said  that  his  outing  had  done  him  a 
great  deal  of  good  physically. 

When  he  was  asked  about  politics,  he 
said  he  did  not  care  to  discuss  pul>lic 
affairs,  as  he  had  been  away  so  long 
that  he  had  lost  the  general  trend,  and 
iHsides  he  was  practically  out  of  poll- 
tics,  anyway.

IN  WASHINGTON. 

His  Last  Services  Rendered  on 
Income  Tax  Rehearing. 

Washington.  Aug.  9.— When  Justice 
Jackson  was  so  seriously  ill  this  spring 
the  name  of  his  successor  was  consider- 
ably speculated  on.  The  idea  was  sug- 
gested by  some  that  the  president  would 
again  najne  Messrs.  Peckham  or  Horn- 
blower,  of  New  York,  while  the  selec- 
tion of  a  man  from  the  West  fell  to  Don 
M.  Dickinson.  Postmaster  Wilson  was 
strongly  spoken  of  as  a  possibility, 
while  the  majority  of  otpinion  was  that 
Secretary  Carlisle  could  have  the  place 
if  he  wanted  it.  Mr.  Carlisle  would  be 
especially  eligible,  as  he  would  be  ap- 
pointetl  from  the  same  department  that 
the  death  of  Justice  Jackson  had  made 
vacant. 

Justice  Jackson  was  very  sensitive 
about  the  reiK>rts  concerning  his  health 
In  the  public  press,  and  he  referred  to 
the  subject  very  sparingly  In  his  own 
conversation.  The  other  members  of 
the  court  were  therefore  ixjorly  ad- 
vise<l  as  t/»  his  condition.  This  state  of 
affairs  is  said  to  have  been  the  reason 
for  the  equivocal  character  of  the  an- 
nouncement of  the  decision  to  grant  a 
rehearing  In  the  income  tax  cases, 
which  necessarily  depended  upon  Judge 
Jackson's  presence.  He  was  In  Wash- 
ingtrm  and  .sat  through  the  argument, 
which  continued  for  three  days,  took 
part  In  the  consultations  of  the  court, 
and  when  the  day  arrived  for  the  an- 
nouncement of  the  decision,  not  only 
listened  patiently  to  the  opinion  of  the 
other  members  of  the  court,  but  de- 
livered a  vigorous  opinion  of  his  own 
in  support  of  the  validity  of  the  law. 
This  occurred  on  May  20  and  was  his 
last  public  appearance.  He  returned  to 
his  home  in  Tennessee  late  in  May. 

When  Judge  Jack.'Wjn  was  here  on  this 
occasion  i<  was  evident  to  all  who  came 
In  contact  with  him  that  life  was  slowly 
but  surely  ebbing  away,  and  that  the  j 
effort  he  made  in  performing  his  duties 
in  that  emergency  was  made  at  the  ex- 
pense of  his  vitality.  As  senator  and 
justice  of  the  supreme  court,  Mr.  Jack- 
son has  resided  In*  Washington  about 
eight  ytars.  Ills  associates  here  were 
confined  largely  to  his  collt  agues  on  the 
bench  and  in  the  senate  chamber.  By 
them  he  was  universally  esteemed  as  a 
man  of  high  moral  worth  and  rich  in- 
tellectual attainments,  iis  was  evinced 
in  nothing  ^>j  much  as  in  his  appoint- 
ment to  the  .supreme  Ijcnch  by  Presi- 
dent Harris. in,  and  hLs  conttrmation  by 
a  Kepubiif  in  .senate,  notwithstanding 
he  was  a  Democrat.

MORE  MISSIONARY  TROUBLES. 

Constantinople,  Aug.  9.— Advices  re- 
ceived here  fmm  Tarsuis.  Asia  Minor, 
say  that  a  nvfib  has  attacked  the 
American  school  at  that  place,  maltreat- 
ed several  of  the  students  and  threat- 
ened the  missionaries.  No  details  of 
the  affair  have  yet  reached  here. 


New  York.  Aug.  9.— The  work  of 
clearing  away  the  wreckage  of  the  col- 
lap.«!ed  eight-story  building  lat  West 
Broadway  and  West  Third  street  was 
continued  all  night  and  one  more  body 
h.as  been  fuund.  Tons  afttr  tons  of 
debris  was  removed.  The  men  started 
in  their  work  in  a  systematic  way.  be- 
ginning at  the  huge  pile  on  the  front 
of  the  building,  facing  West  Third 
street.  Many  times  they  came  upon 
clots  of  blood  and  then  renewed  their 
efforts  to  reach  the  body  from  which 
it  flowed.  Blood  was  found  to  be  scat- 
tereil  evei->where.  showing  the  men 
supposed  to  be  bulled  beneath  the  pile 
of  ruins  must  have  been  dead  before 
they  reached   the  cellar  In  their  fall. 

The  work  was  slow,  for  every  pound 
of  the  great  pile  had  to  be  turned  ovtr. 
Contractor  Galligan  said  that  judging 
from  the  way  things  looked  this  morn- 
ing it  will  be  at  least  .several  days  be- 
fore all  the  debris  can  be  turned  over. 
All  night  long  and  up  to  the  present 
time  the  friends  and  relatives  of  the 
men  supposed  to  be  beneath  the  pile  of 
ruins  were  nt  the  scene,  anxious  ta  have 
their  fate  determined. 

At  TfM  two  of  the  men  turned  over 
a  piece  of  twisted  lr()n,  which  had  been 
bent  out  of  all  shape  and  discovered 
a  clot  of  blood.  Not  much  attention 
was  paid  to  this,  for  there  had  been  so 
many  just  such  clots  exposed.  Near 
tl.ls  clot,  however,  was  a  shoe  incased 
in  a  black  stocking  In  which  was  a 
human  foot.  It  was  taken  to  the  street 
and  laid  upon  the  sidewalk,  near  by 
where  the  foot  was  found  was  also  dis- 
covered a  shoe,  the  mate  to  the  one  en- 
casing the  foot. 

When  the  body  of  Charles  Peterson 
was  taken  from  the  ruins  last  night, 
one  foot,  the  right  one.  was  discovered 
to  have  been  torn  from  the  body  and 
the  other  foot  was  bare.  The  foot  found 
this  morning  was  the  one  torn  from 
the  leg  of  Peterson,  the  electrician,  and 
the  shoe  was  torn  from  the  other  foot. 
The  foot  looked  as  If  It  had  been  torn 
from  the  leg.  It  is  supposed  that  when 
the  man  fell  he  was  struck  on; 
the  leg  by  the  piece  of  twisted  iron 
which  tore  his  foot  off  In  the  descent. 

The  workmen  kept  stt*adlly  at  work 
hut  nothing  else  was  found  of  Interest 
until  7  o'clock.  Then  a  gang  of  work- 
men came  unon  the  legs  of  a  man 
which  were  sticking  out  from  under  a 
pile  of  bricks.  The  work  was  concen- 
trated on  this  spot  and  after  a  half 
hour's  hard  work  the  body  was  lifted 
to  the  surface  and  taken  to  the  street. 
It  was  hoiTlbly  mangled  and  every  bone 
was  broken.  The  face  was  so  cut  and 
sw->llen  that  It  was  almost  beyond  re- 
cognition. Although  several  who  claimed 
to  have  missing  relatives  under  the 
wreck  looked  at  it  none  of  them  recog- 
nizee! the  man  as  any  body  belonging 
to  them. 

The  man  was  probably  a  plasten^r. 
The  body  was  covered  over  to  await 
the  arrival  of  the  dead  wagon  to  take 
It  to  the  morgue,  unless  It  is  identi- 
fied beforehand.  The  workmen  have 
not  yet  reache<l  the  spot  where  most 
of  the  bodies  are  believed  to  be  lying. 
Most  of  the  workmen  who  lost  their 
iives  are  believed  to  have  been  in  or 
near  the  center  of  the  building  when 
the  crash  came,  and  most  of  the  bodies 
are  expected  to  be  found  in  the  cen- 
ter. There  are  many  bodies  beneath 
the  ruins.  None  who  have  been  reported 
lost  have  been  found  yet. 

The  bodies  of  two  more  victims  were 
discovered  in  the  ruins  shortly  before 
noon  One  was  identified  as  that  of 
Michael  Flynn.  His  body  was  drawn 
from  beneath  a  mass  of  wreckage  on

Of  course,  thes  have  always  betii 
the  especial  property  of  Mrs.  Stanford, 
but  her  husband  was  fully  as  interested 
in  thtm  as  she.  He  liciuj^ht  four  sets  oi' 
diamonds  for  her  when  the  valuables  of 
Queen  Isabella  of  Spain  were  sold  in 
Paris,  and  paid  upwards  of  $600,000  for 
the  four.  One  set  is  of  the  stones  known 
as  the  "blue  diamonds."  as  they  emit  vio- 
let rays  by  day;  another  has  i)ink  rays  in 
its  stones;  the  third  set  Is  of  yellow  dia- 
monds, as  yellow  as  topaz,  and  the  fourth 
Is  of  flawless  white  stones.  Each  set  has 
a  tiara  or  necklace,  pemiant,  broooch, ear- 
rings, from  four  to  six  br.acelets,  and  some 
linger  rings,  all  of  the  .same  style  of  make 
and  of  corresponding  stones.  In  addi- 
tion to  these,  Mrs.  Stanford  has  some  gen- 
uine black  diamonds,  rut  peiir-shaped, 
and  numerous  other  diamond  ornaments 
in  a  variety  of  styles. 

One  necklace,  not  belonging  to  any  of 
the  sets  above  named,  is  valued  at  $100,- 
0(Kt  and  its  pendants  it  J.'JO.dOO.  This  was 
manufactured  to  order  !;,  the  firm  of  Tif- 
fany &  Co.,  and  consists  of  large  colored 
diamonds  intermixed  with  small  white 
diamonds,  rubies,  sappliires,  and  emeralds 
all  of  the  purest  water.  A  band  of  large 
yellow  diamonds  encircles  the  throat,  each 
set  in  smaller  white  stones.  Below  this 
band  is  placed  a  floriated  design  In  small 
white  diamonds  and  colored  stonta,  ex- 
tending in  deep  points.  Hefween  each  of 
these  points  is  suspended  an  immense  yel- 
low diamond  set  In  white  diamonds  and 
attached  to  the  upper  jiart  of  the  necklace 
by  a  ruby,  emerald  or  sapphire.  There  are 
five  of  these  pendants,  the  central  one  be- 
ing the  largest  and  h.'ving  once  llgured 
in  the  collection  of  the  ■lukf'  of  Hrunswick. 
This  magnificent  orn.iment  Is  accom- 
panied by  a  comb,  a  lirooch,  and  a  pair 
of  ear-rings  to  match,  and  the  necklace 
itself  takes  to  pieces,  and  ran  be  converted 
into  pins,  hair  ornaments,  etc.,  while  the 
upper  row  of  diamonds  ean  be  worn  as  a 
neeklare  without  the  )>•.  ndants  and  the 
pointed  floriated  band. 

Mrs.  Stanford  has  also  over  sixty  linger 
rings,  which  she  keei.s  on  a  string  of 
l)laek  tape;  to  accomodate  all  these 
jewels  she  has  a  case  which  was  made  to 
order  of  steel,  with  cast-iron  handles  and 
burglar-proof  locks.  Tlie  case  has  a  sep- 
arate drawer  for  each  set  of  diamonds, 
ami  is,  of  course,  nearly  all  of  the  time 
deposited  in  bank.  Mrs.  Stanford  has 
cared  very  little  for  tlu'se  treasures  since 
the  death  of  her  only  son.  whom  she  idol- 
ized. On  one  occasion  before  his  death, 
she  wore  nearly  all  In  r  jewels  at  once. 
It  was  when  a  dinner  was  given  herself 
and  husband  by  William  E.  I)od;Te.  of 
New  York.  She  wore  a  black  tulle  dress 
embroidered  in  silver,  and  its  draperies 
were  clasped  with  ornaments  made  of 
smaller  diamonds  whii-h  she  had  reset 
especially  for  that  o  easion.  She  also 
wore  tiara,  necklaces,  pendant,  ear-rings, 
brooch  and  other  ornaments  of  diamonds.

A  RUN  OF  LUCK. 

Some  years  ago,  when  gambling  flour- 
ished in  Washington,  two  of  the  most 
enthusiastic  votaries  of  faro  were  "<Jld 
Bill"  Lunsford  and  Adam  Koch,  says  the 
Washington  Post.  Tiiey  usually  bucked 
the  animal  together,  ;'nd  when  they  had 
a  winning  streak  the  bank  proprietor  was 
apt  to  walk  the  floor  nervously,  and  there 
would  be  a  shifting  of  dealers  every 
quarter  of  an  hour  or  so.  When  the 
fickle  goddess  frowned  upon  them,  how- 
ever, there  was  joy  in  the  heart  of  the 
man  who  carried  the  roll,  and  pheasants 
and  venison  were  lia1)le  to  mark  the  next 
night's  supper.  They  always  played  the 
limit,  which  was  $2.'^i  to  "cases"  in  most 
of  the  rooms  In  their  day,  whether  th<;lr 
luck  was  good  or  bad,  and  consequently 
they  won  big  money  or  lost  their  stakes 
in  short   order. 

One  night  Koch  went  up  to  Jones' 
place,  over  Charley  Godfrey's  saloon,  on 
E  street,  without  a  sou  marquis  in  his 
pocket.  Lupsford  was  spread  out  before 
the  faro  'Table  with  red  chips  at  $1.25 
apiece,  stackeil  up  in  front  of  him  and 
stacks  of  them  covering  the  case  cards 
on  the  board.  He  was  tipsy  and  unsoci- 
able, and  when  Koch  suggested  the  loan 
of  a  couple  of  stacks  he  was  met  with 
a  .stormy  refusal.  He  sat  down  and 
watched  the  play,  however,  and  at  last 
Lunsford,  who  was  calling  for  a  .small 
bottle  pretty  nearly  every  other  turn,  got 
drunker  and  put  the  pile  of  chips  on  tlie 
king,  of  whicfi  only  one  had  shown.  In  a 
moment  two  kings  followed  each  other  in 
the  deal,  and  Jim  Davis,  who  was  deal- 
ing, took  down  half  of  Lunsford's  bet. 
In  doing  so  he  found  the  latter  had  put 
idnetecn  chips  instead  of  twenty  on  the 
card,  and  consequently  he  left  nine  chips 
and  split  or  half  a  check  on  it.  Lunsford 
was  wild.  He  hat<  d  a  sidit  worse  ihan 
any  gambler  who  ever  played  a  system, 
and  he  turned  on  Koch. 

''You- wanted  a  stake,  darn  vou.  and 
now  you  can  have  it,"  he  exclaimed,  and 
he  threw  the  split  at  Koch.  The  latter 
coolly  picked  up  the  sixty-two  and  one- 
half  cents  and  put  it  on  a  card.  It  Vfon. 
He  shifted  the  chip  to  another  place  and 
it  won  again.  Here  and  there  he  moved 
the  chips  over  the  table,  now  coppering 
them  and  now  playing  them  open,  and 
every  time  he  won.  At  the  end  of  thf' 
deal  he  had  $30.  At  the  end  of  the  next 
he  had  $245.  The  news  got  out  on  the 
street  that  Adam  Koch  had  struck  a  win- 
ning streak.  This  w.is  enough  to  crowd 
Jones'  place  with  curious  and  excited 
.spectators.  At  midnight  Koch  was  $1400 
ahead  of  the  game.  At  5  o'clock  In  the 
morning  he  arose  -and  called  for  a  bottle 
of  wine  and  paid  th<>  boy  with  a  $10  bill 
out  of  a  roll  containing  jtist  $2090.  That 
was  the  luckiest  gamble  ever  known  in 
Washington.  And  Lunsford  went  broke 
trying  to  copper  Koch's  steady  luck. 

NOT   HIS   SPECIALTY. 

He  was  the  teacher  of  a  department  In 
the  public  schools.  His  charges  were  out 
for  their  annual  picnic,  and  he  w.as  doing 
double  time  trying  to  sat!.=ify  all  their  de- 
sires. Finally  they  got  him  out  in  the 
broiling  sun  to  umpire  a  l)all  game  be- 
tween opposing  teams  composed  of  his 
14-year-o!d  and  16-year-old  boys,  says  the 
Chicago  Times-Herald. 

He  had  oidy  the  most  dim  recollection 
of  the  game,  as  he  had  played  it  a  dozen 
years  i>efore  in  Depew's  black  lot.  At 
that  time  you  threw  the  ball  at  the  base- 
runner,  and  If  you  hit  him  off  the  base 
he  was  supposed  to  be  "out."  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  he  not  infrequentl.v  was  so  far  ou6 
that  he  had  to  be  removed  from  the  field  in 
his  comrades'  arn:s,  and  pumped  on  till 
he  camif  to.  That  was  the  time  Thompson 
made  what  was  regarded  as  an  interna- 
tional fame  by  pitching  one  dozen  balls 
into  the  open  end  of  a  peck  measure 
nailed  to  a  post  sixty  feet  away. 

"How  many  strikes  do  you  take  a  base 
on?"  the  teacher  asked  one  of  the  cap- 
tains. 

This  and  other  points  were  explalnen  to 
him  and  the  game  proceeded.  He  did 
fairly  weil  on  balls  and  strikes  during  the 
first  half-lnnlng,  but  his  work  was  le.os 
accurate  when  the  ojiposlng  tfam  came  to 
bat. 

"One  ball!"  he  sunit  out  nervouslv. 

The  little  pitcher  looked  disgusted. 

"Two  l)alls!" 

The  pitcher  threw  his  cap  on  the  ground, 
planted  himself  firmly  and  hurled  the  ball 
directly  over  the  plate. 

"Throe  halls!"  cried  the  unhappy  um- 
pire, who  had  forgotten  whether  it  was 
atr'kes  or  halls  that  were  expected  to 
pass  over  the  plate. 

"Why  don't  you  come  out  behind  the 
pitcher  where  you  can  see  the  ball?" 
phrkked  the  enraged  captain  of  the  team 
In  the.  field. 

"See?  Him  see?  .Our  teacher  see?" 
said  the  little  pitcher  slowly.  "Yes,  he 
can  rce  a  boy  pineh  his  nelj^chbor  out  of 
the  back  of  his  iie-a*!,  bUt  he  couldn't 
Bfc  a  watei'melon  if  you'd  throw  it  over 
that  nlate.' 

And  a  12-.vear-old  infant  from  a  lowor 
form  umpired  Uie  rest  of  that  ball  game, 
without  hearing  a  single  complaint,  while 
the  teacher  went  back  to  the  task  of  cut- 
ting off  hunks  of  gengerbread  for  the 
small  boys  and  angel  cake  for  the  girls.

JUSTICE  JACKSON'S  DEATH. 
The  death  of  Justice  Howell  E.  Jack- 
son, of  the  United  States  supreme 
court,  announced  in  The  Herald  last 
evening,  was  not  a  surprise  as  he  has 
been  in  pcM>r  health  for  a  long  time  and 
several  months  ago  it  was  not  believed 
that  he  could  live  long.  It  was  on  ac- 
count of  illness  that  he  was  unable  to 
take  part  in  the  first  hearing  on  the  ^ 
income  tax  law,  which  resulted  in  the 
court  being  «ied  oa  the  constitutionality  i 
of  the  law.  Justice  Jackson  was  pres-  j 
ent  at  the  second  hearing.  It  was  ex-  j 
pected  that  he  would  give  an  opinion 
against  the  law's  constitutionality,  but 
to  the  surprise  of  those  who  Imagined 
they  knew  in  what  direction  he  would 
lean  he  decided  in  favor  of  the  law's 
constitutionality.  However.Justice  Shi- 
ras.who  had  previously  voted  that  way 
mainly  because  of  his  unwillingness  to 
depart  from  the  old  rule  of  stare  de- 
cises,  changed  to  the  other  side  which 
gave  a  majority  of  the  court  against 
the  constitutionality  of  the  law. 

The  appointment  of  Justice  Jackson's 
succesor  will  therefore  have  no  effect 
as  to  the  validity  of  a  new  income  tax 
law.  should  one  ever  be  passed  during 
the  life  of  the  court  as  at  present  con- 
stituted. Certainly  the  new  Republi- 
can congress  will  not  pass  such  a  law. 
and  it  may  be  safely  concluded  that  the 
attempt  will  not  be  made  again  for 
many  years  at  least.  The  name  of 
Secretary  Carlisle  is  coupled  with  the 
vacancy  now  created,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  secretary  of  the  treasury 
would  be  a  valuable  member  of  the 
court,  although  it  is  doubtful  whether 
he  has  any  desire  for  the  position  at 
the  present  time. 


A  CORN  STATE. 

The  Pionter  Press  of  yesterday  drew 
attention  to  the  interesting  fact  that 
Minnesota  is  rapidly  becoming  a  corn 
state.  There  was  for  many  years  a 
popular  superstition  that  corn  could 
not  be  raised  in  Minnesota,  and  con- 
sequently wheat  has  had  the  preference 
and  the  corn  development  of  the  state 
has  been  exceedingly  slow.  The  super- 
stition continued  until  the  fanners  of 
Southern  Minnesota  found  it  necessary 
to  adopt  mixed  farming.  Then  they 
discovered  that  corn  was  one  of  the 
bfst  and  surest  crops.  Later  it  was 
found  practicable  to  raise  good  crops 
of  ct.rn  in  the  Central  and  Northern  dl.s- 
trlcts  of  the  state.  The  result  has  been 
such  a  rapid  expansion  of  the  acreage 
of  corn  all  through  the  state  as  to 
apparently  justify  the  prediction  made 
in  the  Pioneer  I»ress  of  last  Tuesday 
by  Professor  Shaw,  of  the  state  agri- 
cultural collegti  and  confirmed  by 
Freight  Agent  Moore,  of  the  Northern 
Pacific,  that  "corn  is  destined  to  be- 
come the  most  important  crop  of  the 
state." 

"The  experiment  of  com  growing  in 
the  northern  and  central  sections  of 
the  state  is  not  a  new  one,"  says  the 
Pioneer  Press.  "Small  tracts  of  corn 
have  been  raised  throughout  the  whole 
region  for  many  years;  enough  to  dem- 
onstrate that  there  are  comparatively 
few  seasons  in  which  the  measures  of 
heat  and  the  length  of  the  wanna  pe- 
riod are  not  sufficient  to  insun?  its 
ripening;  but  its  cultivation  has  been 
crowded  out  like  that  of  all  other  crops 
by  a  too  exclusive  devotion  to  wheat. 
And  even  if  it  should  be  cut  down  in 
some  seasons  by  early  frosts,  it  is  not 
as  precarious  a  crop,  all  things  con- 
sidered, as  wheat,  while  the  unxna- 
tured  plant  can  be  profitably  used  as 
fodder  for  cattle.  So  that  taking  it 
subject  to  all  climatic  limitations.  Pro- 
fessor Shaw  is  undoubtedly  right 
predicting  that  corn  is  destined 
come  the-  most  important  crop 
state." 


The  Hartford,  Conn..  Times  issued  a 
sixteen-page  paper  on  Aug.  1,  giving  a 
description  of  the  handsome  new  oflfices 
Into  which  it  moved  on  that  date.  The 
Times  has  a  tasteful  and  convenient 
newspaper  establishment,  which  is 
worthy  of  itself  and  of  the  city  of  Hart-, 
ford,  where  It  has  been  published  for 
seventy-eight  years.  The  history  of  the 
Times  during  that  lengthy  period  makes 
interesting  reading. 

The  Minneapolis  Tribune  is  still 
ridiculing  Mr.  Towne  and  his  views  on 
the  monetary  question.  This  may  be 
considered  smart  by  the  half-baked 
genius  who  presides  over  the  editorial 
columns  of  the  Tribune,  but  the  cir- 
culation department  of  that  paper  may 
not  find  it  profitable  in  Duluth  or  any 
other  part  of  the  Sixth  district.

Each  accuses  the  other  of  pad- 
ding outrageously,  and  we  believe  they 
are  both  right.  If  the  secretary  of 
state  would  strike  about  15.000  off  the 
count  of  each  city,  he  would  have  an 
enumeration   appromixately    correct.

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CANNOT  REFUSE  SILVER. 
A  noteworthy  decision  has  just  been 
given  by  the  supreme  court  of  Ohio. 
the  opinion  being  written  by  Chief 
Justice  ?.Iinshall.  It  is  a  decision  which 
cannot  fail  to  be  pleasing  to  every  bi- 
metallist.  The  Ohio  court  has  affirmed 
it  to  be  unlawful  for  a  municipal  cor- 
poration, and,  by  inference,  any  other 
body  charged  with  disbursement  of  pub- 
lic money,  to  contract  that  its  debts 
shall  be  payable  exclusively  in  gold. 

The  history  of  the  case  which  has  re- 
sulted in  this  decision  is  stated  thus  by 
the  Chicago  Inter-Ocean:    The  tnistees 
of  the  sinking  fund  of  the  city  of  Cin- 
cinnati are  anxious  to  refund  a  4   per 
cent  interest-bearing  debt  of  $.'5,000,000. 
A  syndicate  of  capitalists   is  ready   to 
furnish  money  for  the  refunding  on  a 
basis  of  3.6o  per  cent,  provided  that  the 
new  bonds  shall  be  nvade  payable,  prin- 
cipal and  interest,  in  gold.    The  trustees 
are   about    to   accept    the    offer    of    the 
syndicate  when  certain  citizens  pray  for 
an  injunction  in  restraint  of  obligation 
to  pay  in  gold  only.    The  common  pleas 
court  rules   that   the  trustees  are  em- 
powered to  enter  Into  such  obligation, 
the  plaintiffs  appeal  to  the  circuit  court, 
and  the  decree  in  common  pleas  is  over- 
ruled.   The  trustees  now  appeal  to  the 
supreme  court,  arul  by  It  the  ruling  of 
the  circuit  court   Is  sustained.       Thus, 
in  so  far  as  the  highest  court  of  Ohio 
can  determine,  it  is  made  unlawful  for 
a  public  body  to  discriminate  between 
silver  and  gold. 

The  decree  of  the  supreme  court  being 
issued  in  vaeation  time,  the  text  of  this 
henceforth  famoiis  ruling  will  not  be 
published  until  September.  "It  will  be 
nrad  wit'n  vntere.st."  says  the  Inter- 
Ocean,  "and  the  arguments  upon  which 
it  is  based  will  form  part  of  the  material 
of  that  campaign  of  education  upon 
monetary  matters  that  now  is  in  pro- 
gress.

IS  A  GOOD  INDIAN  NOW. 

A    Son   of  Chief    Kee-ko-mec 
Killed  Near  Ely. 

On  Tuesday  morning  at  about  •"> 
o'clock,  while  the  ore  train  between 
F:iy  and  Tower  Junction.  In  charge  of 
Conductor  McDermott,  was  running  at 
a  rapid  rate  about  four  miles  from  the 
junction,  a  black  spot  was  dimly  dis- 
cernible on  the  track,  says  the  Ely 
Miner.  Owing  to  a  heavy  fog  which 
had  settled  just  above  the  ground.  En- 
gineer HlUman  could  not  Imagine  th" 
identity  of  the  object  and  although 
he  applied  the  air,  the  train  of  thirty- 
five  loaded  ore  cars  had  gained  such  a 
momentum  on  the  slight  down  gradi 
it  could  not  be  brought  to  a  standstill.

ANOTHElt  BIG  SCHOONER.

The  new 
boat  will  be  a  duplicate  of  two  steel 
schooners  which  will  be  built  at  the 
Calumet  ship  yards  for  the  lake  branch 
of  the  Minnesota  Iron  compamy.  The 
schooner  will  be  365  feet  over  all,  46 
feet  beam  and  26  feet  depth  of  hold. 
Her  cost  will  be  a.bout  $175,000.  The 
new  boat  will  be  ready  for  business  at 
the  opening  of  navigation  next  spring.

A  BARBER'S  CHAIR. 

HdW  Some  Prominent  Men  Im- 
press the  Tonsorial  Artist. 

"I  would  Just  as  lief  shave  the  West- 
ern senator  as  not,"  said  a  barber  in  a 
prominent  hotel  in  the  national  capital 
to  the  Philadelphia  Times  correspon- 
dent, "if  he  would  only  pay  me  for  the 
trouble  I  am  obliged  to  take  with  him. 
Of  course  the  price  of  a  shave  is  only 
15  cenits,  buit  nearly  all  of  the  guests  of 
prominent  hotels  are  men  of  wealth, 
and  they  usually  pay  the  barber  a 
quarter  or  give  him  a  bigger  tip  occa- 
sionally than  that.  The  Western  sena- 
tor, however,  never  pays  more  than  15 
cents  for  a  shave.  His  skin  is  very 
thin  and  his  beard  is  very  tough,  and 
unless  I  am  very  careful  I  am  liable  to 
draw  blood  on  him.  If  a  single  drop  of 
blood  appears  and  he  discovers  It,  then 
there  is  a  terrible  row,  for  he  is  a  very 
eccentric  sort  of  a  person.  He  sent  for 
me  to  come  to  h'is  room  last  Sunday 
morning  and  give  him  a  shave  (there, 
and  I  did  eo*^  He  sat  in  a  rocking  chair 
and  leaned  very  far  back  while  I  was 
shaving.  I  guess  he  must  have  fallen 
asle<-p,  because  he  had  a  sort  of  con- 
vulsive twitch  and  pushed  his  feet  out 
against  the  mantel  piece  so  that  he  fell 
over  backward  and  struck  his  head 
upon  the  floor  of  the  rhom.  I  dropped 
my  naxor  instantly  and  grabbed  him  as 
hei  was  falling,  so  that  I  saved  him  from 
the  full  force  of  the  fall,  and  I  think 
that  maybe  'I  saved  his  life  or  saved 
him  from  serious  injury.  At  any  rate, 
after  I  had  finished  shaving  him,  I  ex- 
pected some  sort  of  a  reward,  but  got 
my  regular  15  cents  and  nothing  el.se. 
If  he  were  like  other  men  who  are 
shaved  as  regular  customers,  I  would 
not!  mind  this  matter  of  receiving  no  tip 
at  all,  but  he  requires  unusual  atten- 
tion and  exti'aordinary  care.  He  Insists 
upon  having  five  hot  towels  applied  to 
his  face  and  five  cold  towels  afterward. 
The  towel  washing  alone  costs  at  least 
half  of  the  price  of  the  shave,  and  I 
give  him  at  least'  twice  as  much  time  as 
I  give  to  other  customers  who  come 
here.  Of  course  his  position  is  such  as 
to  command  consideration  on  the  part 
of  a  barber,  and  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to 
say  that  he  is  one  of  my  customers; 
nevertheless  I  feel  ithart  I  am  losing 
money  whenever  I  give  him  my  time 
and  skill  and  attention. 

"One  of  the  most  delightful  men  I 
ever  had  in  a  barber's  chair  is  Con- 
gressman Joe  Cannon,  of  Illinois.  He 
only  shaves  his  upper  lip,  and  it  would 
be  a  comparatively  easy  Job  but  for  thel 
fact  that  he  is  one  of  those  red-haired, 
red-skinned  and  thin-skinned  people 
who  have  a  very  stift  bristling  beard; 
and  iit  is  very  difficult  to  take  good  oare 
of  bim  without  making  any  bad  breaks. 
Moreover,  he  shaves  his  upper  lip  clear 
up  toi'the  nose,  and  it  is  difficult  to  give 
exactly  the  kind  of  shave  that  he  wants 
without  cutting  his  nose.  He  Is  a  very 
liberal  man  and  always  pays  more  than 
the  work  is  worth,  so  ithat  I  have  a  great 
deal  of  pleasure  in  taking  pains  with 
him.  Moreover,  he  is  always  in  a  good 
humor  and  tells  funny  stories  to  the 
l»arber  just  as  freely  as  though  he  were 
talking  to  other  congressmen,  senators 
or,  I  suppose,  as  he  would  talk  to  the 
president  himself. 

"I  always  like  to  shave  Senator  Quay, 
of  Pennsylvania.  He  is  another  man 
who  pays  for  a  great  deal  more  than  the 
service  Is  actually  worth.  His  beard  is 
not  Very  hard  to  shave,  but  he  likes  to 
have  me  take  my  titme  about  it,  and  al- 
most goes  to  sleep  while  he  is  being 
shaved.  He  has  been  a  sufferer  from 
neuralgia  for  a  great  many  years  and 
likes  to  have  his  head  rubbed.  I  sup- 
pose there  must  be  something  in  mag- 
netism of  which  I  have  heard,  but  of 
which  I  knotw  very  little,  because  Sena- 
tor Quajpiifccs  to  have  me  rub  his  head 
for  a  l&ng  while.  After  I  have  done 
shaving  him  I  sometimes  rub  his  head 
for  ten  or  fifteen  minutes,  and  on  some 
occaeion*  I  have  rubbed  his  head  a  great 
deal  longer  than  that.  He  seems  to  be 
entirely  at  rest  and  free  from  care  at 
such  times,  and  I  keep  on  rubbing  his 
head  until  he  tells  me  that  he  has  had 
enough  of  that  treatment  and  then  I 
quit.  I  like  him  very  well  because  he 
is  so  gentle  and  kind  and  considerate 
with  me  thaC  I  would  serve  him  all  day 
long  If  he  were  only  to  say  so,  and  it 
would  be  a)  pleasure!  for  me  to  do  so.  He 
Is  one  of  the  nicest  gentlemen  that  I 
ever  had  in  my  chair,  and  when  I  am 
through  with  my  work  he  always  pays 
me  very  liberally  indeed.  I  have  shaved 
a  great  many  men  of  prominence  and 
a  great  many  men  of  obscurity  and  a 
grc<it  many  men  in  the  middle  walks  of 
life,  but  I  do  not  thiink  I  ever  received 
better  and  kinder  treatment  from  any 
one  than  I  have  always  received  from 
Senator  Quay.  He  is  certainly  a  perfect 
gentleman. 

"I  like  to  shave  Senator  Allison's  pri- 
vate secrertary,  Mr.  Morgan.  He  is  one 
of  the  most  quiet  and  refined  young 
men  I  ever  mot  with  in  my  life,  and  he 
is  also  very  liberal.  He  Is  not  nervous 
or  fretful  nor  fault-finding,  as  so  many 
men  are  when  they  are  in  the  barber's 
chair;  but  he  is  always  polite  and  quiet 
and  says  'thank  you'  for  every  atten- 
tion, so  that  I  feel  as  though  I  were 
serving  one  of  the  chosen  jieople.  T 
have  been  told  by  other  people  who  have 
been  in  my  chair  that  that  same  quiet, 
little  private  secretary  of  Senator  Alli- 
•son  is  one  of  the  most  influential  men  in 
the  capiitol  building.  He  does  not  make 
any  pretensions,  and  always  talks  In  a 
very  low  tone  of  voice  without  any  de- 
gree of  excitement,  and  apparently 
without  any  degree  of  particular  Inter- 
est in  anything,  but  gentlemen  of  high 
standing  who  have  been  In  my  chair 
have  told  me  he  is  a  very  shrewd  omd 
sagacious  politician,  who  knows  more 
of  public  men  than  any  other  man  In 
private  life  in  the  country.  I  do  not 
know  anything  about  those  things  my- 
self, but  I  am  .sure  from  what  people 
have  said!  to-me  that  he  must  be  a  verj-^ 
superior  man  Indeed  in  the  higher  walks 
of  life. 

"The  Washington  correspondent  of  a 
prominent  Pennsylvania  newspaper  has 
boarded  at  this  hotel  and  I  have  shaved 
him  a  number  of  times  too.  He  is  a  very 
impetuous  sort  of  a  fellow,  who  wants 
everything  done  according  to  his  own 
way  of  thinking,  and  he  has  very  little 
respect  for  the  ofilnlon  j)f  the  barber. 
There  are  several  i>artlcular  places  upon 
his  face,  where  the  beard  is  very  rough, 
and  he  Insists  upon  having  those  places 
shaved  very  smooth.  If  everything  Is 
not  done  exactly  as  he  wants  It,  he 
declares  that  he  has  not  been  half 
shaved.  Nearly  all  newspaper  men  are 
cranks  when  they  are  in  a  barber's 
chair."

Suggestion  That  One  oF  the 

New  Gunboats  be  Named 

Duluth. 


Naming  of  These  Boats  Left 

to  the  Secretary  of 

the  Navy. 


The  Lake   Cities  Are   Con- 
sidered Justly  Entitled  to 
Such  Honors. 


Washington,  Aug.  9.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— One  of  the  perplexing  ques- 
tions now  confronting  the  secretary  of 
'the  navy  is  the  naming  of  the  three  new 
gunboats  under  construction  at  New- 
port News.  Under  the  law  vessels  of 
certain  classes  must  be  called  either 
after  states,  cities  or  battles,  so  that 
there  is  little  discretion  left  the  secre- 
tary in  this  matter.  There  is  one  class 
of  warships,  however,  \«ihich  may  be 
named  entirely  in  the  discretion  of  the 
secretary,  and  the  Newport. News  ships 
come  under  this  class.  The  question  is 
whether  the  secretary  will  select  s<jme 
fancy  names  for  these  boats  or  desig- 
nate them  after  some  of  the  smaller 
cities  of  the  country.  The  chances  are, 
however,  that  one  of  these  vessels  will 
be  named  after  an  Eastern  town  and 
two  of  them  after  cities  in  the  West. 

There  is  no  reason  why  one  of  these 
natty  little  ships  should  not  be  named 
after  Duluth.  The  orjly  objection  that 
could  be  urged  to  this  is  that  the  Min- 
nesota town  at  the  head  of  the  lakes  is 
growing  so  rapidly  that  in  a  few  years 
toi  coma  it  would  scarcely  be  fitly  repre- 
sented by  a  gunboat,  but  rather  by  a 
cruiser  of  the  first  class.  , Still,  the  gun- 
boat would  be  better  than  no  boat  at 
all. 

(Nearly  every  seaboard  state  has  some 
naval  ship  named  after  its  leading  city, 
and  the  lake  citiee  are  Justly  entitled  to 
similar  honor.  This  naming  of  vessels 
after  cities  has  been  found  a  very  pro- 
fitable scheme.  The  people  of  a  city 
naturally  take  an  interest  in  its  float- 
ing namesake,  and  this  interest  fre- 
quently takes  a  most  substantial  form. 
The  Minneapolis,  New  York  and  other 
vessels  have  handsome  silver  services 
presented  by  admiring  citizens  of  these 
cities,  while  the  cruiser  Baltimore  has 
the  finest  library  of  any  ship  in  com- 
mission, the  gift  of  the  Baltimore  Sun. 
Perhaps  the  question  of  naming  one  of 
the  new  gunboats  in  honor  of  the  Zenith 
City  has  never  been  presented  to  Sec- 
retary Herbert,  and  if  the  matter  was 
brought  to  his  attention  he  would  doubt- 
less give  it  serious  consideration. 

BARBARA  FRIETCHIE. 

A  Real  Flesh  and  Blood  Hero- 
ine Without  Doubt. 

Accompanying  a  {plentifully  illus- 
trated article  the  New  York  Mercury 
says: 

To  those  who  may  be  inclined  to  re- 
gard the  heroine  of  W'hittier's  beauti- 
ful verses  as  a  myth,  we  offer  In  evi- 
dence a  picture  of  Barbara  Frietchie 
as  she  appeared  In  the  material  form; 
also  aifac-simile  of  the  cottage  in  which 
she  lived  and  from  which  floated  the 
flag  that  gave  rise  to  Whittier's  lines 
ar>d  left  the  name  of  Barbara  Frietchie 
as  an  illustration  of  female  heroism  for 
all  time.  Any  of  the  older  residents 
of  I'rederick  today  can  vouch  for  the 
authenticity  of  both  pictures.  The  sub- 
ject of  this  sketch  was  bom  ten  years 
prior  to  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence in  Lancaster,  Pa,,  and  in  early 
childhood  removed  to  Frederick,  Md., 
where  the  w^ole  of  her  long  life  was 
spent.    Her  paternal  name  was  Hauer. 

Bom  in.  the  lime  when  the  people 
were  smarting  under  the  yoke  of  op- 
pression put  upon  them  by  the  tyran- 
nical English  king,  what  wonder  that 
the  germ  of  patriotism  planted  then 
should  long  years  after  bear  fruit.  Bar- 
bara Frietchie  had  lived  to  see  her 
country  triumphant  in  two  wars,  and 
her  experiences  were  such  as  to  ren- 
der her  Just  the  person  to  be  fired  with 
patriotic  zeal  at  the  sight  of  the  Con- 
federate army  passing  her  door,  and 
that  she  did  crown  her  exceptionally 
long  life  by  the  act  of  heroism  ascribed 
to  her  is  beyond  doubt. 

It  brought  Frederick  into  very  cred- 
itable notoriety,  and  the  honor  should 
have  been  better  appreciated.  Her 
people  should  not  have  deprecated 
stolen  laurels  when  they  were  not  pre- 
pared to  prove  them  stolen. 

Through  the  center  of  the  town  runs 
the  old  national  turnpike,  another  his- 
torical landmark,  the  Intersection  of 
which  is  Patrick  street,  and  at  the 
bridge  which  crossed  Carroll  creek  at 
Patrick  street,  stands,  or  rather  stood, 
the  cottage. 

The  Confederate  army  in  passing 
through  the  town,  as  a  matter  of  con- 
venience, must  be  supposed  to  have 
taken  a  direct  route,  which  would  have 
led  them  by  Barbara  Frietohle's  cot- 
tage, and  as  we  view  the  fiag  from 
the  old-time  dome-window,  can  in  fancy 
hear  the  stentorian  command  of  the 
renowned  leader. 

Halt!    The  dust  brown  ranks  stood  fast; 
Fire!     Outblazed  the  rifle  blast. 
It  shivered  the  window,  pane  and  sash. 
It  rent  the  banner  iwith  seam  and  gash. 

And  that  the  loyal  relict  of  re\*^olu- 
tionary  times,  who  had  been  nurtured 
upon  patriotism  of  the  most  pronounced 
type,  should  have 

Leaned  far  out  on  the  window  sill. 
And  shook  it  forth  with  a  royal  will 


minded,  sterling  spouse  on*-  whom  it 
would  have  been  dangerrius  to  have 
tieatcKl  with  the  levity  incident  to  more 
degenerate  times. 

From  all  accounts  of  her,  Barbara 
c<immandf'd  the  df^epest  respfot  <,t  the 
community  in  which  .she  livf-d.  She 
Is  recorded  as  an  honored  wife  and 
neighbor,  and  the  crowning  act  of  h^-r 
life  was  but  the  reflex  of  that  time, 
when,  as  a  daughter  of  the  revoluti',n,  • 
the  early  seeds  of  patriotism  were 
sown. 

Her  rf-imains  He  In  the  church  yard 
of  the  p:vang<llcal  Reformed  denomi- 
nation, of  which  she  was  a  consistt-nt 
member.  The  spot  is  marked  by  an 
unpretentious  stone.  Future  genera- 
tions of  patriots  may  in  time  erect  a 
more  imposing  testimonial,  but  while 
Whittier  is  read  and  appreciated  as 
his  merits  deserve,  no  more  fitting 
monument  will  be  needed  to  keep  alive 
thp  memory  of  that  heroic  woman. 

The  cottage  In  which  she  lived  and 
died  has  long  since  disappeared,  and 
in  Its  stead  a  tin  shop  or  some  other 
•  qually  insignificant  mart  of  merchan- 
dise stands,  showing  the  aptness  of 
the  mercenary  to  triumph  over  the  hal- 
lowed. Everything  portablf  of  the 
'iriginal  structure  was  carried  off  as 
mementoes  by  the  admirers  of  Jt>hn 
Greenleaf  Whittier  and  the  subject  of 
his  charming  poem. 

They  both  sleep,  the  patriot  woman 
and  the  equally  patriotic  poet.  "Hon- 
or to  her,"  an<i  may  no  skeptic  evt-r 
again  arise  to  oa.st  doubt  upon  the  stor>- 
so  sweetly  told,  and  which  redounds 
to  the  credit  of  both  patriot  sltuI  poet 
and  al.so  to  the.  little  city  that  is  "green- 
walled  by  the  hills  of  Maryland." 

Barbam  Frietchie  lived,  and  the 
crowning  ax;t  of  her  life  was  the  na- 
tural sequence  of  a  life  cradled  in  those 
stirring  times  that  trit-d  men's  souls 
artd  brought  the  best  specimens  of 
loyalty  to  the  front.  What  wonder 
that  the  end  should  be  crowned  by  an 
act  of  self-abnegatiun  thj^t  courted  the 
rebel  bullet.

Washington.  Aug-.  9. — Acting  Secre- 
tary Adee  has  advices  from  United 
States  Consul  (Teneral 
Shanghai,  dated  July  12, 
letters  received  by  him 
aries.  giving  in  great  detail  accounts  of 
the  events  in  China  leading  up  to  tiie 
riots  against  the  missionaries  at  Cheng 
Tu.  in  the  province  of  See  Chuen.  Ont- 
of   the«te  tt\>m     Spencer     Lenier,     very 

comprehensive  In  scope,  was  dated  at 
Chung  King.  China,  ami  says  that  the 
West  China  mission  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  church  is  the  only  mission  re- 
presented at  Cheng  Tu.  The  Americans 
there  were  the  Rev.  Otis  Cady  and 
wife.  H.  L.  Cainwright  and  wife  and 
two  child^^•n.  an«l  Rev.  J.  F.  Peat  and 
wife  .ind  two  children.  This  mission, 
own-"-.!  but  one  piece  of  property  in 
Cheng  Tu.  «<n  which  was  a  Chinese 
building,  fitted  for  the  residence  of  the 
two  families. 

The  American  Bapti.-^t  Missionary 
union  had  stations  at  Sui  Fu.  Kiating 
ami  Yacheo.  The  missitms  and  personal 
property  in  Kiating  and  Yacheo  are 
probably  lost,  though  particulars  had 
not  be-n  received  by  Mr.  Lanier  when 
his  lotter  was  written.  At  Sui  Fu  the 
Americans  owne<l  a  great  deal  of  prop- 
erty, but  not  much  damage, was  done  to 
it.  Mr.  Lanier  described  the  various 
attacks  made  on  th»^  missions  at  Cheng 
Tu.  the  particulars  of  which  have  been 
printe<l  in  the  American  n*'wspapei-s. 
At  the  attack  on  the  premises  of  the 
American  Methodist  missions,  the  two 
physicians  in  charge  of  the  hospital  and 
chapel,  which  were  afterward  looted 
and  burned,  kept  the  mob  at  bay,  but 
the  wffioials  would  give  no  assistance, 
although  several  of  them  were  quite 
near. 

Late  that  evening.  May  28.  the  mem- 
bers of  the  American  Methodist  mission 
sought  refuge  in  the  district  magis- 
trate's yam^n.  but  were  refused  and  told 
they  would  be  protected  if  they  returned 
home.  Relying  on  this  promise  they 
Were  entirely  unprepared  tor  the  mob 
which  soon  visited  them  and  barely  had 
time  to  escape.  Operations  were  re- 
newed by  the  mob  at  daybfeak  next  day. 
and  before  noon  the  attack  v.-as  gen- 
eral on  all  Catholic  and  Protestant  mis- 
sion places. 

The  American  Methodists  at  their  hid- 
ing plares  in  an  attic,  only  six  feet  away, 
watched  the  mob  for  twelve  hours 
plundering  their  house.  Some  of  the 
10,0<X>  scildiers  of  the  province  assisted  in 
the  lo'tting  and  dug  up  a  number  of 
bones,  which  they  took  to  the  distr'ct 
magistrate's  yamen,  representing  them 
tf>  be  the  bones  of  babies  which  the  for- 
eigners had  eaten. 

The  viceroy,  says  Mr.  Lanier,  and 
consequently  all  lower  officials,  simul- 
taneously suffered  from  a  .^severe  attack 
of  indisi)osition.  He  makes  serious 
charges  against  the  viceroy.  Cheo 
Ta-itai,  claiming  that  as  he  had  been  dt^ 
graded  and  was  soon  to  be  removed,  he 
was  bent  on  giving  a  parting  hit  both  at 
the  foreigners,  whom  he  hated,  and  the 
government. 

When  the  flames  burst  forth  from  the 
Roman  Catholic  bishop's  residence, 
scarcely  a  stcjne's  throw  from  the  vice- 
roy's residence,  the  viceroy  remarked, 
according  to  Mr.  Lanier,  that  this  was  a> 
matter  for  his  successor  to  attend  to. 
and  he  states  that  only  after  everything 
was  quite  de.-^troyed  did  he  make  effort 
to  restore  orler.  in  the  meantime  hav- 
ing sent  out  telegrams  that  a  mutilated 
child  had  been  found  in  a  foreign  mis- 
sion plac?,  with  the  result  that  nearly 
all  the  natives  believed  the  story. 

Mr.  Lanier  scores  the  viceroy  severely 
and  demands  the  punishment  of  hostile 
officials.  He  encloses  copies  of  the  in- 
flammatory placards  that  were  posted 
everywhere,  charging  that  the  foreign- 
ers were  kidnapping  children  and  using 
oil  from  their  bodies.  A  letter  from 
Harry  L.  Canwright  confirms  Mr. 
Lanier's  statements. 

George  W.  Hill,  of  the  American  Bap- 
tist mission  at  Ya  Chen,  tells  of  the 
flight  of  him.self  and  party  from  that 
place,  and  of  an  attempt  made  to  mob 
them  while  proceeding  down  a  river  in 
a  boat.  He  was  unable  to  tell  at  the 
time  the  letter  was  written, whether  the 
Bap>tist  mission  property  at  Ya  Chen  had 
been  destroyed,  but  learned  before  leav- 
ing there  that  ?11  the  stations  on  the 
Ya  Chen  nads.  Catholic  and  Protc'stant 
had  been  looted,  and  there  had  also 
been  rif>ts  at  Kl  Hiang  Yang  and  other 
places  where  the  missions  were  attacked. 
Mr.  Hill  praises  the  action  of  the 
Chinese  officials  in  giving  them  every 
protection.

"That's  the  darky  behind  th«- 
fence  in  my  report,"  said  he. 

Rev.  Father  Ward  moved  that  the 
majority  report  be  received  and  Father 
Zuercker's  references  to  St.  Vincents 
beer  be  incorporated  therein.  Father 
Zuercker  .s»<d  the  people  of  America 
Would  respect  Catholics  more  If  they 
took  a  itold  stand  on  this  question. 
Father  Walter  Ross,  of  Ohio,  said  they 
were  a  national  body  and  should  pass 
i'es.dutlons  dealing  with  the  national 
question  and  not  designate  any  par- 
ticular place.  He  moved  the  following 
rt»solutKm : 

"Recognizing  the  Inconsistency  of  de- 
claiming against  Catholic  laymen  in 
the  litjuor  business,  while  passing  over 
In  silence  the  unseemly  speciacle  of  re- 
ligous  men, the  clergy. managing  and  en- 
couraging the  unbecoming  traflic,  the 
union  deplores  the  continuance  of  this 
example,  and  hoipes  for  its  speedy  sup- 
pression." 

Father  Kelly  said  there  was  no  sin- 
cerity about  this,  for  Father  Ro.ss  at  the 
meeting  vt)ted  against  his  own  resolu- 
tion. The  chairman  said  that  this  could 
not  be  allowed.  Delegate  Magee,  of 
Minnesota,  a  colored  man,  was  the  next 
speaker.  He  was  vociferously  cheered. 
"The  darky,"  said  he,  "has  been  smoked 
out  of  the  woodpile  and  crossed  the 
fence.  "  It  seemed  to  him  that  this  dis- 
grace had  been  tolerated  too  long.  In 
his  state 'they  were  told  "they  can  drink 
the  St.  Vincent  beer,  it's  holy,  and  won't 
do  us  any  harm."  He  urged  the  i>asslng 
of  tile  minority  report. 

Father  Doyle,  in  reading  the  resolu- 
tions, asked  the  delegates  were  they 
willing  to  say  that  the  religious  men 
and  clergy  wei^  managing  and  encour- 
aging the  llfjuor  business.  There  was  a 
prompt  "No,"  and  then  Father  Doyle 
said:  "You  can  not  pa.ss  that  resolu- 
tion." Mrs.  Lake  said  such  a  resolu- 
tion could  not  be  accepted,  as  it  would 
cause  a  misconception  In  the  minds  of 
many  people. 

After  further  discussion  the  majority 
report  was  adopted. 

St.  Louis  w;!S  selected  for  next  year's 
meeting.  It  will  be  held  commencing 
the  first  Wednesday  in  August.  Father 
McCleary.  of  MinneaiKjlls,  was  unani- 
mously re-elected  president  and  J. 
Washington  Logue  was  re-elected  first 
vice  president.

CHINAMAN8   LUCK. 

Drank  Stone  Tea  and  Discov- 
ered a  Rich  Mine. 

A  correspondent  writing  Xo  the  New 
York  Sun  from  Lordsburg,  N.  M.,  un- 
der date  of  July  20,  tells  the  following 
Interesting  and,  at  the  same  time,  pe- 
culiar story: 

Dong  Fook,  (from  Carlisle,  pa.ssed 
thi-ough  town  last  we<  k  on  his  way  to 
San  Francisco  to  get  hi.s  money.  Dong 
Fook  is  an  anomaly  among  China- 
men in  this  part  of  the  world.  He  is 
a  cripple,  and  he  is  tlie  discoverer  of 
one  of  the  best  mines  in  Southern  New 
Mexico. 

Six  or  seven  years  ;igo,  when  a  big 
English  corporation  was  carrying  on 
extensive  operations  a.t  Carlisle,  min- 
ing and  milling  hundreds  of  tons  of 
ore  daily,  Dong  Fook  was  a  \yalter  in 
a  Chinese  chop  hous..  with*  two  as 
good  legs  as  ever  wore  Chinese  bloom- 
ers. A  newi  superintendent,  who  was 
.sent  out  from  F^nglaiid  to  look  after 
the  affairs  of  the  company,  reported 
that  ore  was  scarce  In  the  mine,  and 
that  It  would  not  pa\  to  work  what 
was  In  sight,  and  advised  closing  doiwn 
the  works.  For  some  unknown  reason 
the  stockholders  followed  his  advice, 
instead  of  sending  a  teetotaller  to  take 
his  place,  and  the  superintendent  left 
New  Mexico  with  a  recommendation  to 
buy  a  ticket  for  Dwight,  111. 

With  the  closing  down  of  the  mine 
and  mill  there  was  practically  nothing 
left  In  the  way  of  business  at  Carlisle. 
Many  of  the  mind's  went  to  prospect- 
ing. Dong  Fook,  with  a  couple  of  com- 
patriots named  Dong  Yue  and  Lee  Shu, 
having  a  stock  of  food  on  hand  fol- 
lowed the  fashion.  Iti  a  few  weeks 
Dong  Fook  came  Into  t  iwn  one  evening 
and  hunted  up  P.  H.  McDermott.  He 
explained  to  McDermott  that  he  had 
found  a  "heap  good"  mine,  but  he  was 
acquainted  with  the  alien  law,  w,hlch 
prevents  a  man  not  a  citizen  from  own- 
ing an  inch  of  real  estate  in  the  terri- 
tory. He  wanted  McDermott  to  locate 
the  mine,  help  work  it,  and  for  his  pay 
take  an  interest  in  it.  McDermott  had 
little  faith  in  the  valu  ■  of  the  China- 
man's find,  but  consent,  a  to  act  as  cus- 
todian. He  went  out  to  look  at  the 
prospect,  and  was  plea.<^ed  with  the  ap- 
pearance of  it.  He  located  It  and  set 
the  Chinamen  at  work  sinking  a  shaft. 

When  the  shaft  was  about  twelve  feet 
deep,  Dong  Fook,  after  carefully  drill- 
ing a  hole,  put  in  a  lil)eral  charge  of 
dynamite,  lighted  the  fu.se,  and  started 
to  climb  up  the  ladd- r.  When  near 
the  top  one  rung  brok"  and  he  fell  to 
the  bottom  alongside  the  sputtering 
fuse,  landing  on  one  foot  and  breaking 
his  ankle.  He  w-as  In  a  tight  place. 
The  charge  was  liabl.  to  explode  at 
any  instant,  he  could  not  get  at  the 
fuse  to  extinguish  it,  and  his  ladder 
was  broken.  He  started  to  climb  up 
the  corner  of  the  shaft,  but  just  vvhat 
he  did  do  he  never  could  explain.  All 
he  knows  is  that  just  as  he  got  clear 
of  the  mouth  of  the  shaft  the  dynamite 
exploded.  Poor  Dong  Fook  was  In  a 
bad  <vay.  Neither  he  nor  his  Chinese 
partners  had  any  mon-y  for  doctoi-s" 
bills,  and  he  would  probably  die  with- 
out the  kindly  services  of  a  surgeon. 
Again  McDermott  cam>-  to  the  rescue 
of  the  heathen.  The  nearest  doctor 
was  at  Lordsburg,  and  the  Chinaman 
could  be  sent  to  Lord.'^l>urg  as  quickly 
as  the  doctor  could  arrive  at  Carlisle, 
and  at  Lordsburg  he  could  be  nursed 
bv  compatriots. 

When  he  got  to  Lordsburg  and  was 
turned  over  to  Dr.  Wo  .ds  he  was  a  fine 
subject  for  a  surgeon.  The  broken 
bones  at  the  ankle  protruded  from  the 
flesh  some  three  Inch'^s,  the  foot  stood 
at  right  angles  to  the  leg  and  the  ti.ssue 
was  badly  lacerated.  The  doctor  was 
preparing  to  amputate  the  foot  when 
all  the  Chinamen  In  tiwn  set  up  a  howl,, 
protesting  against  sueh  a  course,  say- 
ing it  was  "heap  bad  luck"  to  have  a 
leg  cut  off.  The  Chinese  are  strongly 
opposed  to  an  amputation  of  any  mem- 
ber, even  of  the  queue.  The  doctor  ad- 
mitted that  they  had  stated  a  great 
surgical  truth  and  promised  to  do  what 
he  could  to  save  the  foot.  He  saw  he 
could  amputate  It  at  any  time  if  it  was 
necessary  to  do  so  tn  .save  the  patient's 
life,  and  so  to  ward  off  the  "bad  luck" 
he  set  the  Ijones  and  dressed  the  lacera- 
tion.s.  He  left  the  man  in  as  comfort- 
able a  condition  as  iwssible,  and  in- 
structed his  countrymen  not  to  move 
him  in  the  least. 

When  he  went  to  call  on  his  .patient 
the  next  day  the  doctor  could  not  find 
him.  The  room  wa.'^  empty.  The  doc- 
tor began  hunting  around  the  China 
joints  and  found  him  in  a  cellar  under  a 
wash  house.  The  cellar  was  about 
twelve  feet  square,  and  the  only  means 
of  getting  into  it  was  by  a  step  ladder. 
How  the  Chinamen  got  Dong  Fook  down 
there  without  breaking  his  leg  again  is 
a  mystery.  The  doctor  lectured  the 
Chinamen  for  moving  Dong,  but  one  of 
them  explained  that  in  another  room  in 
the  house  where  he  had  left  Dong  lived 
a  woman  of  the  town,  and  she,  like  an 
amputation,  .was  "heap  bad  luck." 

For  several  days  there  seemed  to  be 
no  improvement  in  Dong's  condition. 
He  did  not  rally,  and  the  doctor  thought 
there  was  little  chance  of  his  living. 
One  evening  he  went  to  call  on  him  and 
found  by  the  side  of  the  bed  a  large 
bowl  filled  with  water,  in  the  bottom  of 
which  were  several  stones.  LTpon  the 
doctor  inquiring  about  it,  Dong  Fook 
explained  that  he  had  sent  up  to  the 
shaft  where  he  got  hurt  and  procured 
some  of  the  stones  he  fell  on,  and  from 
these  had  made  a  tea.  which  was  doing 
him  a  great  deal  of  good.  Now  Dr. 
Woods  is  a  physician  of  the  allopathic 
school,  and  he  was  not  prepared  to  have 
a  patient  who  was  suffering 
from  a  broken  leg  take  stone 
tea  as  a  remedy,  but  as  his 
paitient  had  rallied  and  was  In  a  better 
condition  than  at  any  time  since  the  leg 
was  set,  and  as  he  could  not  talk  enough 
Chinese  to  explain  the  uselessness  of  the 
stone  tea,  he  allowed  him  to  continue 
using  it.  Dong  now  mended  rapidly, 
and  In  a  short  time  was  able  to  go  to 
work  again.  The  leg  was  shorter  than 
the  other,  and  he  has  always  walked 
with  a  decided  limp,  the  only  crippled 
Chinaman  seen  In  this  section. 

He  went  back  to  Carlisle  and  worked 
with  his  partners,  McDermott  acting  as 
superintendent.  Their  task  was  a  long 
and  weary  one.  They  were  putting 
their  prospect  Into  shape  to  be  sold  as  a 
mine.  Only  enough  of  the  ore  was  sold 
to  furnish  them  with  a  living.  Their 
fondest  anticipations  were  realized  and 
their  work  showed  to  the  mining  ex- 
pert that  they  had  a  really  valuable 
mine.  Once  or  twice  It  was  bonded  to 
would-be  purchasers,  but  the  sale  of  a 
mine  is  not  certain  until  the  money  Is 
paid  down,  and  the  negotiations  fell 
through. 

This  spring  a  couple  of  mining  engi- 
neers from  Montana  came  into  the  camp 
and  were  surprlse<l  at  the  richness  of 
the  mine.  One  of  them  had  business  in 
San  Francisco,  and  while  there  told 
some  of  his  friends  about  the  property. 
When  he  came  back.  Max  Wassermann, 
a  San  Francisco  capitalist,  accompanied 
him,  and  soon  closed  a  bargain  with  Mc- 
I>ermott.  A  portion  of  the  money  was 
paid  down  and  the  balance  was  paid  on 
July  1. 

Now  Dong  Fook  is  not  only  a  cripple 
and  a  mining  expert,  but  wtth  Dong  Yue 
and  Lee  Shu  he  Is  a  capitalist,  for  Mc- 
Dermott proved  true  to  them  and  paid 
over  to  them  their  full  share  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale.  A  trip  across  the  Pa- 
cific to  see  what  is  left  of  China  since 
the  Japanese  episode  is  contemplated  by 
the  trio. 


Taught  by  the  Recent  Great 

Gathering  oF  Warships 

at  Kiel. 


Faulty  Construction  of  Some 
OF  the  Battleships  As- 
sembled There. 


Some  Comparisons   oF    the 

Naval  Exhibits  oF  the 

Various  Powers. 


Year  beforo  last,  when  New  York  har- 
bor was  the  scene  of  a  great  naval  pa- 
geant, It.sj  International  bearings  and  the 
suggestions  started  by  a  comparison  of 
so  many  mo<lern  war  ves.sels  fonned 
the  subject  of  discussion  for  months. 
It  is  not  surprising,  therefore,  to  find  the 
recent  gathering  of  ships  in  Kiel  har- 
bor, which  was  still  greater,  and  repre- 
sented   still    more   nathms       provoking 

much    comment    in    Europe    says    the 
New  York  Sun. 

It  is  clear  from  the  testimony  that 
the  affair  was  well  organized,  and  that 
the  way  in  which  the  arrangements 
were  carried  out  was  very  creditable 
to  German  naval  administration.  But 
it  appears  that  the  spectacular  effect 
would  have  been  finer  had  not  so  manv 
of  the  ships  been  in  whiat  may  be  called 
their  warpaint,  and  a  sombre  paint  at 
that.  Our  American  cnalsers  were  bright 
with  clean  white  coats  "and  a  reddish 
yellow  line  at  the  level  of  the  upper 
deck"  by  way  of  trimming,  as  one  ob- 
server notes.  But  the  German  ships, 
naturally  the  most  numerous,  were 
rather  dull  looking  in  a  French  gray, 
without  relief  of  any  kind.  The  theory 
was  that  a  warship  in  commission 
should  be  preipared  for  hostilities  at  any 
moment,  and  that  one  preparation  is  to 
make  her  as  nearly  as  possible  in^islble 
to  her  enemies.  The  French  took  the 
same  view,  and  their  hulls  were  a  dead 
black,  with  muddy  gray  superstruc- 
tures, although,  rather  oddly,  the  boats 
ot  the  H(x-he  wpre  left  white.  One  crit- 
ic holds  that,  sudden  as  are  the  oncom- 
ing.s  of  war  In  these  days,  they  will 
probably,  at  least,  allow  the  repainting 
of  a  ship  in  .sea.son  for  doing  her  duty 
efficiently,  and  that  in  time  of  peace 
there  is  a  charm  In  a  color  that  sets  t^ 
a  vessel  to  advantage  and  makes  her 
men  proud  of  her  appearance.  At  all 
events,  for  festive  occasions,  like  the 
New  York  and  Kiel  celebrations,  the 
ships  look  best  In  garments  suited  to 
the  gay  surroundings. 

A  much  more  important  consideration 
IS  the  comparison  of  the  ve.s.sels  with 
each  other.  There  were  two  main 
classes,  the  battle  ships  and  the  cruisers. 
In  the  latter,  our  own  New  York  and 
Columbia,  the  former  armored  and  the 
Jatter  protected,  took  their  full  share 
of  the  laurels,  although  with  them  were 
such  fine  vessels  as  Russia's  Rurik 
England's  Blenheim,  the  Dupuy  de 
Lome  of  France,  the  Maria  Theresa  of 
Austria  and  the  Infanta  Maria  Teresa 
of  Spain.  As  to  the  battle  ships,  among 
which  we  had  no  representative,  Lord 
Brassey,  an  authority  on  such  matters, 
In  a  letter  to  the  Times  of  London,  con- 
cludes that  unprejudiced  experts  will 
agree  that  the  British  ships,  designed 
by  Sir  W.  White  and  his  .^taff,  "held 
their  own  in  the  great  display,"  Eng- 
land's latest  battle  ships  especially 
showing  to  advantage  "in  speed,  protec- 
tion for  vital.s,  freeboj^rd,  habitabilltv, 
seagoing  and  seakeeping  qualities,  and 
cost  per  ton." 

Another  writer  in  the  same  Journal 
gives  specific  criticisms  of  several  of  the 
most  notable  battle  ships.  Germany 
was  represented  very  symetrically  by 
three  groups,  one  comprising  four  of 
10,03.3  tons  displacement  each,  a  second 
four  of  7400  each,  and  a  third  four  of 
3495  each.  In  this  last,  or  Hitgen  class 
of  coast  defenders,  the  critic  finds  a 
lack  of  protection  for  the  armored  bar- 
bettes, and  also  notes  the  small  calibre 
of  the  rapid-fire  gims  and  the  risk  that 
the  forward  barbette  guns  will  Impede 
the  fire  of  the  small  guns  mounted  above 
them,  and  of  the  latter's  endangering 
the  crews  of  the  former.  The  Baden 
class,  of  7400  tons  each,  he  finds  more 
or  less  antiquated.  The  largest,  or 
Kurfurst  Friedrich  Wilhelm  class,  are. 
however,  very  serviceable  and  formid- 
able. They  have  a  water-line  belt  from 
eleven  and  three-quarters  to  fifteen  and 
three-quarters  inches  thick,  an  indicat- 
ed horse  power  of  9000,  and  a  speed  of 
seventeen  knots,  u.sing  for  these  last 
points  the  German  figures,  rather  than 
those  of  the  English  critic.  They  have 
the  heavy  battery  of  six  11-lnch.  six  4- 
Inch  and  eight  3.43-lnch  guns,  the  two 
latter  calll>res  rapid  firing,  and  some 
machine  and  other  pieces.  The  points 
criticised  are  that  the  freeboard  aft  is 
low,  subjecting  them  to  the  wash  of 
heavy  seas;  that  the  5-inch  hoods  of 
Harveyized  steel  are  open  to  the  rear, 
leaving  the  crews  of  the  central  bar- 
bette guns  exposed  to  machine  gun  fire 
when  engaged  with  more  than  one 
enemy;  that  the  smaller  guns  are  crowd- 
ed and  exposed  to  destructive  fire,  therd 
being,  as  in  the  Hagen  class,  no  protec- 
tion for  the  barbettes.  The  critic  thinks 
that  the  Brltl-sh  Centurion  and  Bar- 
fleur,  having  about  1000  tons  more  dis- 
placement, are  more  efficient,  although 
they  have  not  continuous  belts,  and 
have  lighter  main  batteries.  Ind«^d, 
he  would  consider  the  proper  place  of 
the  Kurfurst  Friedrich  Wilhelm  to  be 
"rather  in  the  Baltic  than  the  Atlan- 
tic." 

The  French  Hoche  has  "an  excessive 
tumble  home"  and  an  enormous  super- 
structure, making  her  look  more  like  a 
floating  fortress  than  a  ship.  She  Is  of 
10.581  tons  displacement— again  substi- 
tuting German  figures  for  the  P^ngllsh 
critic's— 11,300  horse  power,  and  1« 
knots  speed.  She  has  a  continuous  S- 
Inch  water  line  belt  of  compound  armor, 
with  16  inches  on  her  two  turrets  an<l 
her  two  barbettes,  of  which  the  former 
protect  four  13.39-lnch  and  the  latter 
two  10.8-inch  guns.  Her  stability,  which 
had  been  suspected,  has  been  lncreas»-<l 
by  reducing  the  superstructure,  and  she 
Is  now  .said  to  be  aj  .good  sea  boat.  Tho 
English  critic  makes  the  objection  thait 
her  secondary  battery,  which  Includes 
eight  5%-lnch  guns  and  some  others, 
is  wholly  unprotected,  and  could  be 
quickly  silenced.  Her  superstructure 
makes  her  vulnerable,  and  while  she 
would  be  formidable  to  other  ships  of 
her  size  in  smooth  water,  what  she 
could  do  in  a  heavy  seaway  Is  more  a 
matter  of  doubt.  The  Hoche  was  the 
only  French  battle  ship  at  Kiel. 

Russia  was  represented  there  by  the 
Alexander  II,  of  8440  tons  displacement 
and  8000  horse  power,  giving  a  speed  of 
15  or,  according  to  one  statement,  16Vi 
knots.  There  are  two  12-lnch  guns  on 
!  the  barbette,  protected  with  10-lnch 
•armor,  and  four  9-lnch  guns  in  a  cen-

tral  battery,  mounted  behind  4-inch  as- 

mor  at  the  four  corners.     There  Is  a 

14-lnch  water  line  belt.  Good  points 
in  the  ship  are.  In  English  estimation, 
her  high  freeboard  and  her  copper 
sheathing,  which  will  allow  her  to  keep 
the  sea  for  long  periods;  "buit  her  ar- 
mamenit  se^-ms  to  be  partially  an- 
tlquatt^,  very  Inadequately  protected, 
and  not  very  efFe<-tlvely  disposed,  her 
stern  fire  In  particular  being  unusu- 
ally weak." 

Spain's  battle  ship  at  Kiel  was  the 
Pelayo,  of  9900  tons,  9000  horse  power, 
and  16  knots.  She  Is  an  interesting 
vessel.  She  has  a  rather  narrow  but 
continuous  ITV^-inch  water  line  belt,  a 
4-lnch  protective  deck,. and  no  l'*ss  than 
19'^  Inches  on  her  four  barbi'tt<-s.  Two 
of  the  latter  carry  each  one  12.60-lnch 
gun  and  the  other  two  an  11-inch  gun. 
They  are  all  well  protected  with  hoods, 
and  thoee  In  the  side  barbettes  have  a 
great  range,  being  well  spon.soned  out, 
while  the  hull  has  a  considerable  "tum- 
ble home."  There  are  no  fewer  than 
twelve  4%-lnch  guns  and  as  many  ma- 
chine guns,  besid<>s  one  6.34-inch  and 
six  small  rapid-fire  guns.  Thus  the  un- 
ion of  armor  and  armament  Is  striking, 
although  the  .secondary  battery  Is  said 
to  be  Inadequately  protected.  A  doubt 
Is  suggested  as  to  her  fighting  abilities 
In  a  seaway,  through  the  projection  of 
the  lateral  barbettes  and  the  placing 
of  the  forward  barbette  too  far  In  the 
bow,  which  latter  fact  might  even  in- 
terfere with  her  .safety  In  some  condi- 
tions of  weather. 

In  general  a  comparison  of  the  ships 
ait  Kiel  seems  to  make  the  P^nglish  ob- 
servers very  well  satlsfitnl  with  their 
own  later  battle  ships,  although  l^ord 
Hrassey  praised  the  German  irather 
mope  than  the  Times  writer  just  spok«n 
of  does.  The  English  battle  ships  at  the 
show  were  the  Royal  Sovereign,  14,- 
260  tons,  and  the  Empress  of  India, 
Repulse  and  Resolution,  of  14,150  each. 
These  wer~»  the  largest  there,  but  they 
have  been  so  often  described  of  late  as 
to  need  no  detailed  mention  here.  Ah 
to  the  criticisms' made 'on  the  other  ves- 
sels Just  noted,  while  perhaps  different 
views  might  be  taken  by  some  experts, 
yet  they  may  be  useful  to  note  as  in- 
dicating what  faults  should  be  avoided 
In  our  own  n«w  battle  ships.

THE  DULUTH  LUMBERMEN. 

Sales  This  Week  Were  Up  to 
the  Average. 

There  has  been  no  special  movement 
In  lumber  and  few  changes  in  the  situa- 
tion here  dui  ing  the  past  week,  says  the 
Northern  Lumberman.  Sales  have  been 
fair,  the  total  amounting  to  8,000,000  to 
10,000,000  feet.  Several  buyers  have  been 
In  the  market  from  Chicago  and  the 
East,  some  of  whom  have  made  pur- 
chases, others  returning  home  without 
picking  up  anything  here.  So'  far  as  the 
amount  of  the  sales  and  the  number  of 
ourtsiders  here,  tiie  week  has  presented 
quite  a  contiitst  with  the  previous  one. 
when  the  cr.wd  from  Buffalo.  Tona- 
wanda  and  Chicago,  here  one  or  two 
days,  all  looking  for  lumber,  made 
things  around  the  offices  andi  mill  docks 
extremely  lively.  Still,  the  amount  of 
the  sales  is  up' to  the  weekly  average  of 
the  summer  i)eriod.  The  sales  were  to 
Chicago  and  the  East,  going  to  several 
ditTere<nt  buyers,  with  the  largest  lot  one 
of  2,000,000  ftet. 

The  Inquiry  for  good  lumber  continues. 
There  Is  nut  enough  of  the  best  grades 
In  any  of  the  lake  markets,  and  the 
manufacturiT  who  has  good  stocks  need 
not  long  looli  for  a  purchaser  at  good 
prices.  Thf  ordinary  mill-run  stock  Is 
somewhat  slow,  while  coarse,  low 
grades  arc  dull  and  rather  weak. 
Lately  theie  has  been  a  good  inquiry 
from  the  East  for  box  lum4)er,  and 
prices  are  holding  fairly  firm.  The  de- 
mand for  piece  stuff  continues  excellent. 
Those  milLs  which  have  manufactured 
the  desired  sizes  and  lengths  or  have 
the  logs  to  do  so  will  easily  dispose  of 
their  stock  of  them  at  good  figures. 
Another  thing  in  good  demand  Is  6-lnch 
sitrlps,  for  which  the  price  Is  very  firm. 
Coarse  Inch  stuff  and  much  of  the  other 
lower  grade  stuff  Is  not  an  easy  sale. 
There  seems  to  be  an  accumulation  of 
this  stuff  at  most  mill  points  around  the 
lakes,  especially  on  Lake  Superior  and 
at  Wisconsin  mills.  If  the  Northwest- 
ern Interior  trade  this  fall  and  winter  Is 
not  a  big  dlsai>polntment  a  market  for 
much  of  this  siock  will  be  found  In  Min- 
nesota,   Iowa,   Nebraska   and   the    Da-

METHODIST  CHURCHES. 

Pastors  Want  the  Time  Limit 
of  Appointment  Removed. 

Chicago,  Aug.  10.— The  Methodist  min- 
isters of  Illinois  and  other  states  are 
gravely  considering  the  question  of  re- 
moving the  time  limit  of  appointment. 
According  to  the  present  laws  of  the 
church,  a  minister  can  remain  In  one 
charge  only  five  years  without  change. 
At  the  general  conference  to  be  held 
in  Cleveland  in  1896,  a  movement  will 
be  made  to  abolish  thh^  limit.

Minnesota 
could'  not  keep  her  place,  however,  and 
led  for  not  more  than  500  yards,  then 
Duluth,  with  its  42  stroke,  pulled  in 
ahead  and  Minnesota  kept  dropping, 
perceptibly  dropping,  to  the  rear.  At 
the  Narrows  Duluth  had  established 
a  good  lead  with  a  stroke  down  to  40; 
Winnipeg  had  pulled  to  second  place, 
with  Rat  Portage  third.  With  the  ex- 
ception of  Winnipeg  the  crews  rowed 
over  nearly  the  same  line.  Past  the 
Narrows  the  Rat  Portage  four  made  a 
handsome  spurt  and  passed  Winnipeg.

"liondon.  Aug.  10. — (Copyrighttnl  by  the 
'Assux'iated  Press.) — The  gathering  of 
the  yachts  ami  yachtsmen  at  Cowes  this 
week,  the  famous  "Cowes"  week,  has 
not  been  as  large  or  brilliant  as  custom- 
ary. There  are  tw>>  reasons  put  for- 
ward in  explanation  of  this.  In  the  first 
place,  there  ie  no  doubt  that  the  incle- 
ment weather  has  a  great  deal  to  do 
with  marring  the  yachting  meet  and 
dampening  the  brilliancy  of  the  various 
fetes  at  and  about  Cowes.  But  it  is 
probable  that  the  real  reason  for  the 
lack  of  bright  color  at  Cowes  this  week 
was  the  fact  thait  the  assemblage  of 
aquatic  enthusiasts  there  last  year  was 
so  great  on  account  of  the  presence  of 
Mr.  Goulds  slo^jp  Vigilant  as  a  competi- 
tor against  the  prince  of  Wales'  cutter 
Britannia,  that  the  gathering  Just  ended 
lost  in  effect  by  comparison. 

Then,  again,  there  were  not  many 
Americans  present  at  the  races  off 
Cowes  this  week,  and  there  is  no  deny- 
ing that  the  vistting  Americans  are  fast 
becoming  one  of  the  features  of  every 
important  public  function  in  England. 
This  is  having  a  good  effect  in  many 
ways.  It  is  teaching  Englishmen  to  ap- 
preciate Americans  and  showing  these 
islanders  that  warpaint  and  feathers 
are  not  necessarily  a  part  of  the  costume 
of  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  it 
is  giving  Americans  an  insight  into  Eng- 
lish customs  and  character  which  they 
coirld  not  otherwise  obtain. 

Summing  it  up  briefly  it  may  be  said 
that  those  who  complain  of  the  "admira- 
tion" which  some  Americans  are  said  to 
manifest  toward  a  lord,  can  console 
themselves  wtth  the  thought  that  the 
fairly  distinguished  American  visiting 
England  is  loiked  up  to  with  far  more 
respect,  and  is  received  with  much  more 
real  sympathy  than  the  average  lord  re- 
ceives here,  and  thus  it  is  the  absence  of 
the  Americans  from  Cowes  has  thrown 
a  wet  blanket  over  the  proceedings  and 
everybody  is  hoping  to  see  a  crack 
single  sticker  over  here  next  year  hunt- 
ing for  the  America's  cup  which  Valkyrie 
HI  is  still  expected  to  capture,  in  spite 
of  the  repeated  victories  of  the  Defender 
over  the  Vigilant,  the  conqueror  of  Val- 
kyrie II. 

Incidentally  it  may  b#  added  there  is 
a  rumor  in  circulation  here  that  if  the 
l>efender  is  not  successful  in  retaining 
the  America's  cup.  a  Yankee  schooner 
will  be  sent  over  here  to  recapture  it. 
This  has  caused  quite  a  commotion  in 
yachting  circles,  for  the  performance  of 
R.  S.  Palmer's  Yampa  in  these  waters 
this  year  and  the  accomplishments  of 
J.  E.  Brook's  Lasoa  over  her  last  year 
have  clearly  demonstrated  that  English- 
men have  a  very  great  deal  to  learn 
from  Americans  in  building,  rigging  and 
sailing  schooners.  Therefore,  the  yacht 
designers  here  have  already  put  on  their 
thinking  caps  and  are  figuring  on 
American  schooners  and  their  ways. 

It  is  more  than  probable  that  his  im- 
perial majesty  of  Germany,  Kaiser 
"VVilhelm  has  enjoyed  himself  more  than 
any  dozen  persons  have  at  Cowes  this 
week.  His  floating  palace  the  imperial 
yacht  Hohenzollern,  was  as  usual  the 
attraction  of  all  eyes,  it  is  difficult  to 
feel  anything  but  admiration  for  the 
handsome  young  ruler  of  the  German 
empire,  who  seems  to  slip  into  different 
personalities  with  the  ease  that  he 
changes  clothes.  One  day  he  is  a  Ger- 
man general  stern,  finely  trained,  posted 
on  all  the  tricks  of  war;  the  next  day 
he  is  a  Gennan  admiral,  a  British  dra- 
goon or  a  British  admiral,  a  yacht.s- 
man  or  an  engineer,  a  boat  builder  or  a 
warship  constructor,  a  canal  builder  or 
a  song  writer,  an  author  or  a  musician — 
everything,  but  always  perfect  in  his 
part,   well   posted  on  everything. 

Indeed,  it  would  seem  that  the  kaiser 
enjoyed  this  visit  to  Cowes  more  than 
his  previous  visits.  His  coming  and 
goings  during  the  past  week  have  been 


of  a  far  less  formal  character  than 
those  of  other  years.  Consequently  his 
majesty  has  been  able  to  de\x>te  a  great 
deal  more  time  to  yachting  and  to  pri- 
vate visits  to  the  various  assemblages 
Ht  Cowes.  and  he  has  become  more  pop- 
ular. The  first  impressions  formed 
here  of  Emperor  William  were  that  he 
was  a  very  much  stuck  up  young  man 
of  little  or  no  real  ability.  Now  people 
aiv  beginning  to  see  that  the  German 
emperor  Is.  when  the  occasion  requires 
it.  favorable  in  the  extreme,  keenly  In- 
terewted  in  evei^thlng  hav>pening,  a 
^ludt  nt  of  almost  evei-ything  untler  the 
sun,  and  a  hail  fellow  well  met,  when 
neeessar>-. 

Hut.  although  Emperor  William  has 
been  enjoying  himself  Imn^ensely  at 
Cowe;».  he  has  at  proper  Intervals,  been 
as  hard  at  work  as  ever  on  affairs  of 
state,  nothing  apparently  escaping  that 
untiring  mind.  Immeillately  after  his 
arrival  off  Cowes,  he  had  a  private  cal)le 
laid  l>etween  the  Hohenzollern  and  the 
postofflce  at  Cowes.  the  latter  In  turn, 
being  connected  with  London  and  the 
cable  to  Germany.  So,  his  majesty  was 
able  to  keep  himself  constantly  well  in- 
formed upon  state  affairs,  and  the  mes- 
sages exchange*!  between  himself  and 
his  representatives  In  Germany  were 
forwanled  and  recelvtxi  as  prompt  I  j 
and  as  safely  as  if  the  emperor  had  been 
at  Potsdam  instead  of  at  Cowes. 

Tht»  tea  party  which  the  emperor  gave 
on  Thurstlay  on  board  the  Hohenzollern 
arranged  by  himself  was  to  have  bi»en 
a  most  charming  function,  but,  like 
ntany  others,  it  was  marrtnJ  by  the  rain. 
His  majesty  invited  the  elite  of  yachting 
society  to  his  "afterntxm  tea"  on  the 
promenade  deck  of  the  imperial  yacht, 
and  this  deck  was  luxuriously  cari>*'ted 
for  the  occasion  and  dotted  with  pretty 
little  tea  tables,  while  the  whole  vessel 
was  fragrant  with  the  perfume  of  a  pro- 
fusion of  choice  flowers  sent  by  Queen 
Victoria  frcfm  the  conservatories  of 
Osborne.  The  fine  Viand  of  the  imperial 
yacht  played  as  only  that  marine  band 
can  play,  and  everything  possible  was 
done  to  make  the  reception  brilliant 
and  enjoyable. 

His  majesty  personally  received  his 
guests  at  the  Hohenzollern's  gangway, 
and  they  includetl  the  prince  and  prin- 
cess of  Wales,  the  duke  of  York,  the 
Princess  Louise  and  her  husband,  the 
marquis  of  Lome  and  all  the  members 
of  the  aristocracy  now  at  Cowes,  par- 
ticularly those  who  were  introduced  to 
the  emperor  during  the  recent  series  of 
festivities  at  Hamburg  and  upon  the 
occasion  of  the  opening  of  the  Kaiser 
Wilhelm  canal. 

Mr.  Gladstone's  speech  at  Chester  on 
Tuesday  last  on  the  Armenian  question, 
not  only  in  England,  but  throughout 
Europe,  is  in  many  quarters  looked  upon 
as  being  a  sharp  slap  at  Ix)rd  Rosebery.

Wholesalers  at  Chicago  and  St.  Louis 
report  receipts  of  good  orders  for  their 
gix)ds,  hats,  caps,  clothing  and  shoes, 
to  a  large  degree  the  result  of  personal 
selection  by  Interior  merchants. 

General  trade  on  the  Pacific  coast 
has  improved  within  a  month.  One  of 
the  features  is  the  recent  Importance 
of  foreign  trade  of  Seattle  and  Tacoma. 
The  development  of  our  interchange 
of  commodities  with  Oriental,  Mexican, 
Central  and  South  America  countries 
is  having  a  marked  etfect  on  the  cities 
named.

BOGUS  WINE. 

France  Manufactures  a  Lot  of 
Spurius  Stuff. 

Washington,  Aug.  10.— Consul  Chan- 
cellor, at  Havre,  has  sent  an  extended 
report  upon  wi:ie  making  in  France,  cov- 
ering the  past  twenty  years.  He  de- 
clares that  most  of  the  wine  has  no  grape 
juice  In  it  whatever.  The  French  gov- 
ernment recently  destroyed  13,000  casks 
of  wine  founii  to  contain  no  grape  Juice 
but  made  of  water,  alcohol,  sulphate  of 
gypslum,  glyetrine,  salts  of  potasli  and 
berries   for  eolorlng. 

It  has  been  ascertained  that  whenever 
the  vintage  is  poor,  immense  quantities 
of  sugar,  amounting  in  1887  to  36.000  tons, 
have  been  usid  for  mixing  with  wine 
while  the  deficit  in  the  production  of  the 
vineyards  has  i>een  made  good  by  pro- 
ducing many  millions  of  gallons  of  wine 
so  called,  from  raisins,  currants  and  the 
lees  of  the  wine  press.  The  consul  says 
that  sweetnes.^  in  wine  covers  many  de- 
fects without  improving  its  quality,  yet 
many  people  prefer  sweet  wines  which 
result  in  injury   to  their  health.

SCIENTIFIC   NOTES. 


A  new  imitation  of  gold  is  made  of 
ahont  ninety-four  parts  of  copi>er  and 
six  of  antimony,  with  a  littU;  niagnesiuni 
and  carbonate  of  lime  added  while  it  is 
melted.  It  is  said  that  it  prfscrvos  its 
color,  and  is  an  almost  exact  imitation 
of  gold. 

David  Flanncry  reminds  the  readers  ot 
the  Electrical  Age  that  we  would  not  t»e 
able  to  sen  at  all  but  for  the  dust  always 
present  in  the  utmo.spherc  to  scatter  thr- 
rays  of  light.  I'erhaps  no  dis<rovery  of 
the  century  is  more  beautlfid  than  this, 
unless  it  be  that  of  the  reproduction  of 
flowers  by  means  of  butterflies  and  other 
insects. 

A  Moscow  correspondent  telegraphs 
that  the  enormous  damage  done  in  tlic 
government  of  Kherson  l)y  tield  mice, 
which  multiplied  during  the  past  summer 
to  an  unprecedented  extent,  has  led  to  at- 
tempts to  extirpate  the  pest  by  ino<ulat- 
ing  some  of  them  with  bacilli,  which  are 
considered   fatal   to   the   little   marauders. 

When  steel  is  exposed  to  the  action  of 
sea  water  and  the  weather  it  is  said  to 
corrode  at  the  rate  of  an  inch  in  eighty- 
two  years;  an  inch  of  iron  under  the  same 
conditions  corrodes  in  190  years.

New  York.  Aug.  10.— R.  G.  Dun  & 
Co.,  this  week  says:  Business  continues 
unusually  active  for  midsummer  and 
though  there  is  perceptible  relaxation 
there  are  no  signs  of  reaction.  The  one 
change  of  great  importance  which  tlie 
past  week  has  brought  is  eminently 
helpful — amicable  settlement  between 
coal  miners  and  employers  in  Western 
Pennsylvania,  Ohio  and  Indiana.  It 
is  settled  that  100.000  men  will  have 
their  wa.ges  increased  after  Oct.  1. 
There  is  no  important  change  in  crop 
prospects  and  at  this  time  no  news  is 
eminently  good  news.  Wheat  declined 
a  fraction  with  very  scanty  trans- 
actions, the  extremely  small  Western 
receipts  influencing  the  market  for  the 
present  moi^  than  the  restricted  ex- 
ports. 

The  concerted  withholding  of  wheat 
by  Western  farmers,  if  continued, 
would  doubtless  affect  the  price  in  the 
end,  but  it  ha.s  already  stopped  At- 
lantic exports  almost  entirely,  the 
amount,  flour  includtd,  having  been 
only  7.''>:J,."?30  bushels  for  the  past  week 
against  2,986,4.36  bushels  for  the  same 
week  last  year  and  when  foreign  mar- 
kets hf^ve  supplied  their  needs  from 
other  fiuarters,  the  Western  farmers 
may  find  reason  to  regret  that  Iht-y  did 
not  ship  their  wheat  at  the  ordinary 
time.  Corn  tends  to  lower  prices  with 
much  encouraging  prospects,  and  ,the 
expeotatloni  of  a*  heavy  corn  crop  affects 
prices  of  provision.s  ris  might  be  ex- 
pected. 

The  industries  continue  to  make  pm- 
gre.^s  and  higher  prices  for  iron  and 
steel  products  prove  that  the  supply 
has  not  yet  outrun  the  demand.  Bes- 
semer Iron  is  a  shade  weaker,  grey 
forge  has  advanced  sixty  cemts  and 
finished  protlucts  are  remarkably  firm.

The  anthracite  coal  market 
Is  completely  demoralized  and  prices 
have  again  yielded  a  little  to  about  the 
lowest  ever  known.

What    Ship    Did   the    Prince 
Oscar  Sink  in  Collison? 

San  Francisco,  Aug.  10.— Local  ship- 
pers believe  that  the  unknown  four- 
masted  vessel  struck  and  sunk  by  the 
Prince  Oscar  in  mid  ocean  a  month 
a.go,  but  of  whose  loss  news  was  not 
received  until  yesterday  is  the  British 
bark  HoUhlll,  Capt.  E.  Jenkins.  The 
Holthlll  left  this  port  on  the  19th  of 
last  July,  bound  for  Queenstown,  at 
which  port  her  captain  was  directed  to 
wait  for  orders.  The  various  shipping 
journals  contain  no  record  of  her  hav- 
ing been  spoken,  since  she  sailed  from 
here. 

She  has  not  arrived  at  QueenstowTi,yet, 
but  that  fact  is  no  cau.se  for  uneasi- 
ness, because  sailing  vessels  which  have 
made  the  voyage  from  this  c()ast  to 
England  in  UK>  days  very  frequently 
take  150  days  and  even  longer  for  the 
trip.  The  HollhiH  is  now  out  112  days. 
She  is  due  at  QJiK cnstown  at  any  time, 
but  no  anxiety  would  have  been  felt 
on  her  account  for  a  month  or  more 
yet.  To  have  reached  her  destination 
by  now  would  have  required  a  succes- 
sion of  favorable  winds  and  unceasing- 
ly pleasant  weather.

Washington,  Aug.  10. — No  official  news 
has  been  received  from  China,  nor  have 
any  additional  instructions  been  sent 
to  United  States  Minister  Denby.  The 
cablegram  this  morning  which  was  sent 
by  some  Americans  in  Shanghai  to 
President  Cleveland  direct  will  probably 
in  the  usual  course  be  refeired  by  the 
president  to  Secretary  Olney,  and  by 
him  will  be  forwarded  to  Acting  Sec- 
retary Adee,  who  has  been  giving 
the  whole  subject  of  the  missionary 
troubles  in  China  his  most  earnest  at- 
tention. The  recent  cablegram  is  so 
vague  as  to  leave  it  open  to  doubt.  If 
the  reference  Is  to  the  Chung  Tu  com- 
mission which  was  created  more  than 
a  month  ago,  it  is  easy  to  see  why  Min- 
ister Denby  was  content  to  allow  the 
British  oflic-ials  to  makie  the  investiga- 
tion. 

At  the  statei  department  it  is  contend- 
ed, in  the  first  place,  that  no  Americans 
were  injured  and  the  British  are  the 
ones  directly  concerned;  and  in  the 
second  place  there  could  be  no  valid  rea- 
son why  Mr,  Denby  should  doubt  the 
Impartiality  of  the  British  officials  and 
acceipt  their  findings  of  fact  as  the 
biasis  for  his  own  action,  particularly 
as  the  place  Is  so  remote.  It  may  be. 
however,  that  the  cablegram  refers  to 
a  commission  about  to  be  appointed  to 
investigate  the  riot  at  Ku  Cheng,  and  in 
thisi  case  the  department  does  not  know 
what  Minister  Denby  has  done  in  the 
exeroise  of  his  discretion,  but  there  is 
no  reason  to  question  his  judgment  or 
his  disposition  to  do  everything  pos- 
sible that  will  tend  to  protect  the  mis- 
sionaries. 

Relative  to  the  request  contained  irl 
the  cablegram,  that  a  marine  guard  be 
sent  the  island  with  the  commission,  it 
is  said  Mr.  Denby  will  undoubtedly  call 
upon  Admiral  Carpenter  for  a  sufficient 
escort  for  the  selected  American  repre- 
sentative, if  the  latter  so  desires  and 
Admiral  Carpenter,  under  his  discretion- 
ary orders  from  the  navy  department, 
has  ample  authority  to  respond  to  the 
call.  Meanwhile  it  is  assumed  that  Mr. 
Denby,  so  far  from  being  Inactive  is 
bringing  the  strongest  pressure  to  bear 
upon  the  Chinese  government  at  Pekin 
which  it  is  claimed  is  the  only  power 
that  can  effectually  aiad  permanently 
stamp  out  the  vegetarians. 

A  telegram  was  received  at  the  navy 
department  today  announcing  that 
Commander  Newell  has  sailed  with  the 
Detit)it  from  Shanghai  to  Che  Foo.  This 
latter  port  is  further  from  the  scene 
i>f  the  riots  than  Shanghai  and  the 
navy  officials  take  this  as  indicating 
that  the  United  States  authorities  in 
China  do  not  fear  further  outbreaks, 
I  and  especially  in  the  region  near  Shang- 
hai. Upon  receipt  of  the  telegram,  As- 
sistant Secretary  McAdoo  telegraphed 
.\dmiral  Carpenter  advising  him  there 
was  apprehension  here  that  Americans 
in  China  might  lose  their  lives  and 
property  and  telling  him  to  make  every 
effort  to  preserve  property  and  life. 

Admiral  Carpenter  with  the  flagship 
Baltimore  is  at  Nagasaki,  Japan,  which 
is  about  400  miles  from  Shanghai  across 
the  Japan  sea,  but  there  is  no  doubt 
that  he  is  well  informed  as  to  the  situa- 
tion.      '

She  Writes    About   Outrages 
Near  Han  Kow.  China. 

Minneapolis,  Aug.  10.— A  letter  has 
Ijcen  received  here  from  Miss  Segrid 
Helgeson.  a  Norwegian  girl,  who  went 
as  a  medical  missipnary  to  China  a 
year  ago.  The  letter  is  dated  June  14 
at  Han.  Kow,  a  place  in  Central  China 
on  the  Yang  Tse  Kiang  river.  She 
writes: 

"Riots  and  unlawful  acts  occur  daily. 
Six  provinces  not  far  from  here  have 
of  late  been  devai^tatcd,  that  is,  prop- 
erty belonging  to  foreigners  ha.s  been 
dt^-stroycd  by  fire  and  other  means. 
Many  lives  have  been  bwt  and  innumor- 
•iblc  arrests  have  followed.  We  are  a 
little  apprehensive  just  now  over  here, 
'relegraph  iwires  are  down  iind  we  have 
not  had  any  communication  with  other 
.settlements  for  .some  time. 

"Possibly  this  is  my  last,  as  well  as 
my  first,  letter  home.  But  you  must 
not  think  that  I  am  weakening  or  fear 
"death.  God  is  with  me  if  1  live  or  die. 
Our  post  service  is  very  unsafe  and  ir- 
regular just  now  and  we  fear  that  no 
mail  can  safely  be  taken  from  the  in- 
terior for  some  time  in  case  our  pro- 
vince .becomes  involved   in  the   trouble. 

"Yesterday  1  visited  one  of  my  pa- 
tients and  wh'cn  on  my  way  home,  was 
attacked  by  a  mob  throwing  stones 
and  mud.  I  was  struck  on  the  head; 
it  made  mc  feel  pretty  bad  for  the  time, 
but  today  1  am  all  right.  One  of  my 
former  patients  happened  to  come  along 
and  by  telling  them*that  I  was  a  harm- 
less doctor  saved  my  Ufa.  which  i 
must   surely   otherwise  have   lost.

Wheat  Was  Quiet  and  Weak- 
er Today   With    Little 
Business  Doing. 


Favorable      Weather      and 

Little  Prospect  of  Frost 

Aided  the  Bears. 


Good  Demand  at  Chicago  by 

Millers  in  Michigan  and 

Indiana. 


^^'heQt  was  quiet  and  easier  today  but 
the  market  ruled  pretty  steady  through- 
out the  session.  The  easy  opening  was 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  weather  fore- 
east  was  favorable,  that  tlie  frost  pros- 
pe<t3  seemed  to  he  passed  and  that  buy- 
ing  orders   were   limited. 

The  contrast  between  the  receipts  of 
winter  wheati  this  year  and  last  were  as 
favorable  to  the  bull  side  as  before.  The 
Chicago  receipts  were  86  car^  of  which 
(>■)  were  red  winter  and  the  balance  new 
spring.

IS  VERY  WUCH  ALIVE. 

Miss  Nina  Gordon  Denies  That 
She  Was  Drowned. 

Miss  Nina  Gordon,  of  the  Wilbur 
Opera  company,  was  very  much  sur- 
prised to  leiarn  today  on  the  authority 
of  the  New  York  Sun  that  she  was 
drowned  Wednt'sday  afternoon  while 
Iwating  on  Rowery  b:iy.  She  laughed  a 
silvery  little  laugh  when  a  Herald  re- 
porter asked  her  about  the  story,  and 
declared  she  had  no  Intention  of  drown- 
ing. 

"Leopold  Plncus,  my  husbjind,  and  I 
have  been  with  Col.  Wilbur's  compa.ny 
for  nearly  seven  years.  It  is  true  thai 
Mr.  Plncus'  former  wile  was  granted  a 
divorce  some  yeaiis  au^o  in  New  York. 
1  cannot  imagine  who  this  woman  is. 
She  was  certainly  not  Mr.  Plncu.s'  for- 
mer wife,  as  she  is  a  good  deal  older 
than  23.    It  is  certainly  a  very  sad  and 

I  interesting  ca.«te.[' 

I  According  to  tlie  Sun  story  the  woman 
was  drowned  while  boating  on  Bowery 
bay.  Her  companion.  Mlchjiel  J.  Sulli- 
van, Is  locked  up  onf  suspicion  of  havin.g 
attempted  to  throw  the  girl  overlx>ard. 
The  pair  were  seen  struggling  in  the 
boat  and  both  were  suddenly  precipi- 
tated Into  the  water.  The  woman  never 
recovered  consciousness.  She  was  ap- 
parently about  23  years  old.  and  al- 
though well  dressed,  had  a  dissipated 
api>earance.  Sullivan  testified  at  the  in- 
quest that  she  attempted  to  commit 
suicide  and  he  jumped  in  to  her  res- 
cue. 

A  clipping  was  found  on  the  dead 
woman's  person  containing  an  account 
of  a  divorc*  suit  pro^ei^'uted  by  Mrs. 
Emma  Pincus  against  her  liusband. 
Leoj>old  Pincus,  naming  Nina  Gordon 
as  co-respondent.  The  clipping  s.a.id 
Plncus  was  a  leading  member  of  the 
Wilbur  Opera  company,  with  which 
Miss  Gordon  was  alsd  connected. 

It  wasi  fixwn  thisi  that  the  dead  woman 
was  thought  to  be  Nina  Gordon.  She 
was  known  to  the  New  York  police  as 
Lena  Sohmer,  and  had  served  several 
sentences  for  disorderly  conduct  under 
that  name.

J.  R.  Myers,  accompanied  by  his  wife 
and  daughter,  arrived  in  Duluth  today 
from  Texas  City,  Tex.,  "the  fvrture  sea- 
port of  tho  South,"  as  he  puts  it.  Mr. 
Myers  is  in  excelli  nt  health  and  can 
talk  Texas  City  by  the  hour.  The  work 
of  dredging  the  channel  there  is  pro- 
gressing rapidly  and  it  will  be  ready  for 
use  soon.  The  company  which  has  the 
contract  is  pushing  it  at  a  lively  pace. 

"Our  system  of  docks  is  the  finest  in 
the  Ignited  States."  says  Mr.  Myers, 
"and  none  could  be  built  more  substan- 
tial. The  planking  is  all  treated  with 
crefxsote,  which  protects 'it  agaln.st  the 
teredos,  which  tore  into  the  piling  and 
planking  on  the  coast  of  the  gulf.  This 
makes  the  work  expensive,  but  it  pays 
to  do  it.  Our  docks  are  800  feet  long, 
thus  allowing  two  boats  to  lie  along- 
.^ide.  Two  are  nearly  completed  and 
will  soon  be  opened. 

"The  work  of  building  has  begun  in 
earnest  and  it  will  not  be  long  before 
Texas  City  will  have  to  take  a  yearly 
census  to  keep  track  of  Its  population.

It  required  but  a  short  time,  however, 
for  the  greet  majority  to  see  that  they 
had  really  bet?n  advocating  the  mainten- 
ance of  the  ifold  8tandartl  while  they 
thought  they  were  supporting  bimetal- 
lism. They  fountl  out  that  bimetallism 
did  not  mean  a  monetui^'  system  under 
which  the  silver  money  is  redeemable 
in  gold,  bec«uise  that  Is  a  single  gold 
standard  systern  such  as  we  have  in  the 
rnlted  States  today:  but  that  It  meant 
the  free  and  unlimited  coinage  of  both 
gold  and  silver  at  a  fixed  ratio,  both 
the  gold  and  silver  b^tng  potential  re- 
demption money.  Being  convinced  of 
the  evils  of  a  single  gold  standard, 
they  a*  once  became  genuine  blmetal- 
lifits.  The  Herald  was  among  this  num- 
ber, and  being  satisfied  of  the  sound- 
ness of  the  cause  of  bimetallism  It  be- 
came its  earnest  advocate. 

Thus  It  is  that  we  find  In  Duluth  to- 
day so  many  men  In  favor  of  genuine 
bimetallism  who  but  a  few  short  years 
ago  were  really  opposing  It,  as  well 
as  a  large  number  who,  while  gold 
standard  men  in  fact  a  few  years  ago, 
are  now.  as  the  result  of  careful  study 
of  the  question,  prx)nounced  bimetal- 
lists.

THEIR  CHANGED  VIEWS. 

Probably  the  most  remarkable  change 
that  has  ever  occurred  in  public  senti- 
ment in  Duluth  has  taken  place  during 
the  past  two  or  three  years  in  relation 
to  the  money  question.  Two  or  three 
years  ago  the  number  of  bimetallists 
among  the  Republicans  and  Democrats 
in  this  city  was  decidedly  limited,  and 
those  who  were  bimetallists  said  very 
little  about  their  financial  views.  They 
were  content  to  quietly  bow  to  the  wmU 
of  the  majority,  recognizing  the  fact 
that  they  were  hi  a  hopeless  minority. 
Of  course  all  the  Republicans  and  the 
Democrats  as  well,  for  that  matter. 
said  they  believed  in  bimetallism  and 
would  vote  for  it,  because  the  party 
platforms  said  that  the  Republican 
party  by  tradition  and  interest  favored 
bimetallism,  and  that  the  Democratic 
party  believed  that  gold  and  silver 
should  be  freely  coined  without  discrim- 
ination against  either  metal. 

But  they  were  not  bimetallists  in  fact, 
because  hardly  any  one  of  them  knew 
what     bimetallism     actually     was     or 
stopped  to  think  what  it  meant.     Prob- 
ably the  old  files  of  The  Herald  would 
show  that  it   was  in  the  same  state  of 
dense  ignorance.     Then  came  along  the 
movement  to  repeal  the  silver  purchase 
clauses   of    the    Sherman    law    of   1890. 
This  movement  started  in  Wall  street. 
The  cry  was  raised  that   the  country 
would!  be  ruined  if  this  law  were  not  re- 
j»ealed;  that  it  was  the.  real  cause  of  all 
our  financial  woes  and   ills;  that  if  it 
were   only    taken   out    of  the    way    the 
countr>-  would  go  bounding  onward  to 
renewed    prosperity.     Then    everybody 
shouted  for  its  repeal.    It  did  not  make 
any    difference   whether   they    were    bi- 
metallists— they  wanted  that  law  out  of 
the  way  and   the  gold  standaixl  estab.- 
lished   more  firmly   than   ever.       There 
was  a  great  hue  and  cry   when  some 
members  of  congress  whi>se  votes  were 
necessary  for  the  law's  repeal  hesitated 
and  demurred.  There  were  a  number  of 
senators  who  did  not  want  to  repeal  It. 
They  were  denounced  from  one  end  of 
the   country    to   the  other,    and    finally 
overawed   by   the  popular  clamor  they 
yielded,    and    sinking   their   own    views 
voted  for  repeal.     It  was  really  an  ex- 
citing time.    E\ery  person  thought  that 
the  law  could  not  be  repealed  too  soon, 
and    that    when    it    was    repealed    the 
whole  land  woukl  "fiow  with  milk  and 
honey"  and  the  sun  of  pro«perity  would 
shine    with    dazzling    brilliancy.        The 
newspapers  were  foremost  in  this  move- 
ment, or.  more  properly  speaking,  this 
craze.        The    Herald    was    one    of    the 
loudest   shouters   for  repeal.     It    might 
just  as  well  confess  it,  because  Its  files 
show  it. 

And  then  the  law  was  repealed.  But 
where  was  the  relief  that  was  promised 
for  the  financial  gtringency?  Where 
was  the  prosperity  that  was  predicted? 
The  fact  was,  as  we  soon  discovered, 
ti»at  the  silver  purchase  law  was  not 
the  cause  of  the  financial  depression 
and  that  there  was  no  necessity  for  its 
repeal.  It  was  alaout  this  time  that  the 
people,  having  cooled  down  and  per- 
ceived how  nonsensical  the  whole  coun- 
try had  been,  began  to  quietly  and  care- 
fully study  the  financial  question.  This 
was  the  case  in  Duluth,  at  any  rate. 
There  was  a  great  educational  move- 
ment. The  people  began  to  read  all  the 
works  on  the  money  question  that  thej' 
could  obtain,  and  the  newspapers  began 
to  discuss  it  and  to  give  evidence  that 
they  were  also  engaged  in  a.  careful 
Ktudy  of  it.  Soon  there  was  a  great 
awakening  on  the  subject.  Many  of  the 
people  who  had  ronsiflered  themselves 
bimetallists  and  that  tbeir  party  leaders 


DULUTH  OARSMEN  WIN. 
The  victorj-  of  the  Duluth  crew  in  the 
four-oared  race  on  Lake  Mlnnetonka 
last  evening  was  a  welcome  surprise. 
It  was  a  splendidly  contested  race,  in 
which  the  superior  skill,  first-class 
oarsmanship  and  careful  training  of  the 
Duluth  crew  proved  victorious.  The 
detailed  stoi^  of  the  race,  which  was 
one  of  the  prettiest  ever  rowed  in  the 
Northwest,  is  given  in  our  news  col- 
umns today  and  will  be  read  with 
pride  by  every  Duluthian.  The  victory 
should  prove  a  strong  incentive  to  the 
Duluth  club  to  have  entries  In  all  the 
races  at  the  next  regatta,  should  one 
be  held,  as  no  doubt  will  be  the  case 
next  summer.  There  is  no  reason  why 
Duluth  oarsmen  should  not  be  at  the 
front  in  the  single  and  double-scull 
races  next  year. 

The  report  that  there  is  dissension 
in  the  Minnesota-Winnipeg  Rowing  as- 
sociation is  to  be  regretted.  The  Min- 
nesota club  at  St.  Paul  appears  to  be  at 
the  bottom  of  the  trouble  and  is  credited 
with  a  desire  to  wreck  the  present  as- 
sociation and  form  a  new  one,  w^ith  RalJ 
Portage  left  out.  The  reason  they  as- 
sign for  this  action  is  that  two  of  the 
Rat  Portage  men  are  not  amateurs. 
From  all  the  information  which  The  Her- 
ald has  been  able  to  obtain  the  claim 
is  absurd.  The  two  men  rowed  at  Sara- 
toga, where  this  charge  was  investi- 
gated by  the  executive  committee  of  the 
National  Rowing  association  and  de- 
cided to  be  unfounded.  Both  Hackett 
and  DeBrlsay  are  amateurs  beyond 
any  doubt,  and  are  as  eligible  as  any 
members  of  the  Minnesota  club  to  row- 
in  amateur  races. 

The  real  trouble  with  the  Minnesotas 
is  that  they  no  longer  have  the  "crack 
crews"  wltli  which  they  fonnerly  cap- 
tured most  of  the  prizes.  The  younger 
clubs,  Dnhrth  and  Rat  Portage,  and 
also  the  Winnipeg  club  are  sending 
crews  to  these  regattas  that  outclass 
the  crews  of  the  Minnesotas  in  every- 
way. The  Herald  regrets  that  the  of- 
ficials of  the  Duluth  club  have  given 
some  encouragement  to  the  protests  of 
the  Minnesotas  against  the  Rat  Port- 
age men,  and  it  Is  to  be  hoped  that  they 
will  abandon  this  attitude  and  sustain 
the  reputation  of  the  Northwest  for 
fair  play  and  sportsmanlike  conduct  by 
voting  with  Winnipeg  and  Rat  Portage 
to  continue  the  present  association  in- 
tact. Then  if  the  Minnesotas  desire  to 
quit  and  sulk  in  their  tents,  let  them  do 
so.  They  will  soon  be  sorry  that  they 
acted  in  this  way  and  will  clamor  for 
readmlssion  to  the  association. 


SOME  BIG  COUNTIES. 

St.  Louis  county  ranks  among  the 
largest  counties  in  the  United  States, 
according  to  an  article  recently  pub- 
lished in  an  Eastern  exchange.  The 
area  of  this  county  is  5860  square  miles. 
Itasca  county  has  54W  square  miles  and 
Beltrami  county  5040.  There  are  only 
nine  other  counties  east  of  the  Rocky 
•Mountains  containing  more  than  5000 
.square  mile.  Not  one  of  these  Is  in  Now 
York  state,  the  largest  county  of  which, 
St.  Lawrence,  covers  only  2900  square 
miles.  One  Is  Aroostook,  the  forest 
county  of  Northern  Maine,  between 
New  Brunswick  and  the  St.  Lawrence. 
Another  is  Dade  county.  Fla.,  which  in- 
cludes the  Everglades  of  Florida,  along 
the  Atlantic  coast,  and  has  an  area  of 
560f)  .square  miles  and  a  total  population 
of  less  than  900.  Cherry  cfiunty.  Neb., 
in  the  extreme  northeast  of  the  state, 
with  the  Snake  river  dividing  it  In  half, 
has  an  area  of  5668  square  miles. 

Two  counties  of  Idaho,  Bingham,  con- 
taining the  lava  fields,  and  Idaho,  south 
of  the  Nes  Perces  reservation,  contain 
more  than  10,000  square  miles  each.  Two 
countfes  In  Texas,  Pecos  and  El  Paso, 
have  more  than  5000  square  miles.  Pecos, 
which  Is  in  the  extreme  west  of  the 
state,  on  the  Rio  Grande,  has  6700.  El 
Paso,  which  adjoins  it  on  the  Rio 
rjrande.  has  9750.  f)ne  county  of  Col- 
orado, Arapahoe,  has  an  area  of  5220 
square  miles,  but  it  is  still  more  notable 
from  the  fact  that  it  has  a  population  of 
130,000,  including  the  city  of  Denver. 
Rouett  county,  in  tho  same  state,  has  an 
area  of  6000  square  miles.  On  the  Pa- 
cific slope,  counties,  like  trees  and  fruits, 
are  of  gigantic  size.  Six  counties  of 
Oregon,  three  counties  of  Washington, 
seven  counties  of  Nevada,  and  seven 
counties  of  California  have  more  than 
aOOO  square  miles.  The  largest  of  all  in 
the  United  States  is  the  county  of  San 
Bernardino,  to  the  east  of  Los  Angeles. 
Its  area  is  21.000  square  miles,  nearly 
half  the  size  of  New  York  state,  and 
.'.<)00  miles  larger  than  New  Jersey,  Del- 
aware, Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island 
combined.

This  every  American  citizen  ought  to  be 
able  to  do,  as  a  duty  to  himself  in  the 
great  struggle  between  the  many  and 
the  few,  now  on  in  this  republic,  a 
struggle  which  we  believe  is  to  deter- 
mine whether  government  of  the  people, 
by  the  people  and  for  the  people  shall 
survive  or  perish  from  the  earth."

A  correspondent  of  the  New  Tork

According  to  a  recent  statement  in  a 
trade  paper  the  product  of  the  bicycle 
factory  this  year  will  amount  to  some- 
thing like  400,000  wheels,  and  the  out- 
look for  the  next  season's  production 
is  that  700,000  wheels  will  be  turned  out 
before  Jan.  1,  1897.  Allowing  an  average 
cost  of  $40  for  each  wheel,  this  would 
amount  to  an  expenditure  of  something 
like  $16,000,000  this  year  and  about  $28,- 
OiW.OOO  next  year  for  bicycles.  In  view 
of  these  facts  it  Is  not  strange  that  the 
savings  banks  In  some  localities  state 
that  deposits  do  not  come  In  as  fast  as 
they  did  before  the  bicycle  era  set  in. 


The  chief  of  the  public  comfort  de- 
parment  of  the  Atlanta  exposition  re- 
quests publication  that  he  has  con- 
tracted for  the  use  of  300  Pullman 
cars  to  be  stationed  on  the  grounds,  and 
rented  out  at  night  at  $1  per  berth.  The 
Atlanta  hotels  also  announce  that  they 
will  not  make  any  extra  charge  for  ac- 
commodations during  the  continuance 
of  the  exposition  but  that  the  regular 
rates  will  prevail.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  the  exposition  is  going  to  be  a 
great  success  as  an  exhibition,  and  the 
assurance  of  reasonable  rates  for  vis- 
itors will  make  it  a  success  financially. 


The  increases  of  pay  to  workmen  are 
not  confined  to  any  special  industries, 
but  they  are  perhaps  most  conspicuous 
in  woolen,  worsted,  cotton  and  iron  and 
steel  mills.  Conser\'ative  estimates 
place  the  number  of  employes  benefited 
by  the  increased  wages  or  by  the  start- 
ing up  of  idle  mills  and  the  opening  of 
new  mills  at  1,000,000.  As  a  large  pro- 
portion of  these  operatives  are  heads 
of  families,  the  widespread  effect  of  ad- 
vancing wages  has  already  reached 
2,000,000  or  3,000,000  of  the  laboring 
classes. 


The  barber  Sunday  closing  law  is 
dead  in  Kansna  City.  A  decision  has 
been  secured  In  a  lower  court  thiat  the 
measure  Is  unconstitutional,  and  the 
outlook  is  that  nearly  all  the  shops 
will  be  open  tomorrow.  The  barbers  are 
much  dissatlsiied  but  say  they  will 
fight  no  longer. 

The  Kansaa  City  Star  notes  that  dur- 
ing the  last  fl.scal  year  36,972  patents 
were  applied  for  and  20,745  were  granted. 
The  Inventive  genius  of  America  goes 
right  along  in  Kood  times  and  bad,  and 
so  long  as  this  shall  continue  the  coun- 
try will  never  be  really  in  extremities.

A  Daily  Hint  from  L'art  de  la  Mode. 


The  Bank  of  England  by  the  act  of 
parliament  of  1844  is  compelled  to  buy 
all  gold  bullion  at  the  rate  of  77  shillings 
and  9  pence  per  ounce.  This  fixes  the 
price  of  gold  bullion  in  England,  and 
so  long  as  this  law  remains  in  force  the 
price  of  gold  is  thereby  fixed  for  the  en- 
tire world,  and  this  price  has  never 
varied  since  1844.  Repeal  this  law,  and 
to  what  point  would  the  commercial 
price  of  gold  bullion  descend? 


The  New  York  Herald,  with  other 
well-posted  yachting  authorities,  is 
growing  afraid  that  we  may  not  be  able 
to  keep  the  America's  cup.  There  are 
many  who  believe  that  the  real  qualities 
of  the  new  Valkyrie  have  not  been 
made  public.

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HENRY  HASKINS*  REPORT. 

Work  of  the  Humane  Society's 
Agent  Last  Year. 

The  report  of  Humane  Officer  Henry 
Haskins  to  the  officers  and  members  of 
the  Duluth  Humane  society  submitted 
at  the  annual  meeting  this  week  was  as 
follows: 

"I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the 
annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
with  this  date,  giving  the  number  of 
cases  of  cruelty  to  children  and  animals 
reixnted,  and  also  the  disposition  of 
them.  This  year  has  been  an  eventful 
year,  and  we  are  saddened  to  make  men- 
tion (»f  it  in  our  report.  We  only  wish 
memory  would  fall  to  recall  many  of  the 
scenes  we  have  been  called  upon  to  wit- 
ness during  the  year. 

"We  have  enforced  the  tobacco  law 
during  tiie  year,  arrested  eight  dealers 
in  this  article,  prosecuted  seven, each  one 
was  fined.  It  is  remarkable  that  so  few 
•boys  smoke  on  our  streets  as  compared 
to  other  citle.s.  The  state  legislators 
enacted  a.  law  through  our  society: 
'That  no  person  shall  sell  or  give  to- 
b.acco  to  any  minor  that  attends  any  of 
our  public  schools." 

"One  man  so  brutally  beat  his  10-year- 
old  girl  about  the  head  with  his  fist 
that  the  jury  promptly  found  him  guilty 
and  the  Judge  gave  him  ninety  days  to 
repent.  A  little  girl  was  sent  to  the 
reform  school  by  this  society,  and  .she 
told  us  it  was  on  account  of  the  condi- 
tions of  her  home  that  made  her  wha* 
she  was.  Two  men  were  arrested  for 
leaving  their  horses  standing  for  a  half 
a  day  uncovered  in  our  streets  without 
any  care  when  it  was  20  below  zero;  they 
were  convicted  and  fined. 

"A  mother  left  a  2-month8  old  baby  In 
the  care  of  a  drunken  fatl^er,  while  she 
went  to  St.  Paul  for  several  days.  We 
found  the  child  uncared  for  and  the 
father  drunk.  We  took  the  child  till 
the  mother  returned.  One  man  was  ar- 
rested for  beating  a  sick  horse  and  found 
guilty.  Three  boys  fined  for  shooting 
birds,  and  hundreds  warned.  Twice  we 
have  vi.slted  the  range  during  the  year 
in  the  work. 

"We  suggested  the  enlarging  of  the 
water  fountains  to  the  board  of  public 
works.  They  acted  at  once,  and  have 
given  the  city  of  Duluth  six  of  the  best 
water  fountains  in  <he  state,  which  will 
be  living  monuments  to  their  memory, 
and  all  lovers  of  the  horse  are  thanking 
the  board  and  the  city  of  Duluth  for 
their  good  judgment  In  this  matter. 

"I  would  not  be  unmindful  of  the 
action  this  society  took  In  the  greatest 
of  events  of  the  year,  the  calamity  of 
the  Hinckley  fire.  As  soon  as  arrange- 
ments could  be  made  the  president  sent 
me  with  a  car  load  of  hay  and  feed  to 
distribute  among  the  surviving  cattle. 
Two  men  and  myself  went  at  work  feed- 
ing the  animals.  We  then  went  bury- 
ing the  dead  bodies  and  caring  for  the 
living. 

"I  want  to  say  that  among  the  warm- 
est supporters  of  this  society  none  are 
doing  more  than  the  entire  police  de- 
partment, from  the  trtayor  to  the 
poundmasters.  All  of  them  are  the 
friends  of  this  society  and  ■^v'lU  ndt  allow 
any  violation  of  the  humane  law. 

"The  newsjiapers  I  cannot  speak  too 
highly  of.  They  are  never  falling 
friends.  They  have  never  disregarded 
our  society  in  any  particular,  and  we 
owe  a  great  deal  to  them  as  they  are 
great  educators  or  molders  of  thought. 

"We  have  Investigated  400  cases  dur- 
ing the  year.  Thirty  of  the.se  cases  were 
children,  and  370  cases  of  animals,  di- 
vided  as  follows: 

Children— Abandoned  or  neglected,  2; 
beaten  or  abused,  6;  destitute,  T>;  having 
improper  homes,  8;  incorrigible,  7;  Im- 
becile,  1. 

Animals — Whipping,  11;  overloading, 
44;  overdriving  or  overworking,  30; 
driven  when  galled  or  lame,  54;  deprived 
of  necessary  food  or  shelter,  41;  aban- 
doning animals  to  die,  9;  cases  reported 
at  office,  81;  warned,  6J>;  prosecuted,  15; 
convicted,  14;  acquitted,  1;  animals  taken 
from  work,  21 ;  animals  killed,  being  un- 
fit for  further  use.  14;  dog  fighting,  2; 
cock  fighting,  2.

THK    PIUST   TKLEGRAPH. 

The  Telegraphic  Historical  Society  of 
North  America,  which  was  organized  at 
Washington,  D.  C,  on  Dec.  5,  has  de- 
termined to  mark  with  a  suitable  tablet 
the  Bite  of  the  old  depot  of  the  Baltimore 
&  Ohio  railroad,  on  Pratt  street,  opposite 
the  Maltby  house,  this  city,  from  where 
the  first  telegraphic  message  was  sent 
over  a  wire.  The  site  is  now  occupied  by 
a  factory.  The  tablet  Is  to  be  of  bronse 
and  of  artistic  design.  The  first  message 
was  sent  from  that  location  to  Washing- 
ton on  May  24,  1844,  and  astonished  the 
world. 

The  tablet  will  be  historic  li^  character, 
probably  representing  the  construction 
of  the  first  telegraph  line  between  the 
two  cities,  a  profile  of  Morse,  the  Inventor 
of  the  telegraph,  an<l  tlie  Instrument^  of 
an  early  period  pla<red  alongside  of  those 
of  the  modern  age,  as  showing  the  vast 
Improvement  In  the  mechanism.

He  Is  the  last 
link  that  connects  Its  birth  with  the  pres- 
ent time.

ALL  QUIET  TODAY. 

No  Trouble  Reported  From  the 
Coal  Docks. 

Everything  is  quiet  today  on  the  Pio- 
neer Fuel  company  and  Northwestern 
Fuel  Company's  docks.  No  trouble  is

Gust  Anderson,  the  giant,  and  John 
Erlckson,  the  two  Superior  strikers  who 
pleaded  not  guilty  to  trespass  yesterday 
morning  changed  their  pleas  to  guilty 
in  the  afternoon  under  the  advice  of 
Attorney  George  Cooper,  of  Superior. 
Judge  Boyle  fined  the  men  S5  and  costs 
each.  The  costs  in  each  case  amounted 
to  J6.S6.  The  fines  were  paid  by 
friends  of  the  prisoners.

The  case  of  the  Wolf  Bros,  bank,  of 
Centerville,  Mich.,  against  WMlliam  Mc- 
Ivinley.  which  will  come  up  for  argu- 
ment before  Judge  Ensign  Monday.  Ls 
unique  in  the  legal  histoir  of  the  state, 
being  the  first  one  of  the  kind  to  come 
up.  On  that  account  it  has  received 
a  good  deal  of  attention  from  attorneys 
not  only  In  Duluth  but  throughout  the 
state. 

The  history  of  this  case  is  as  follows: 
The  Wolf  Bros,  bank .  obtained  a  de- 
fault judgment  against  McKinley,  an 
execution  was  Issued  and  returned  un- 
satisfied, and  Feb.  11,  1895.  an  order  In 
supplementary  proceedings  was  ob- 
tained. There  was  about  j?40.000  in 
judgments  ahead  of  this.  This  wa.-^ 
.served  upon  McKinley  Feb.  12.  and  on 
Feb.  .14  the  examination,  under  the 
order  began.  It  was  continued  to  Feb. 
15,  and  on  that  day  McKinley  made  a 
general  assignment  for  the  benefit  of 
his  creditors  under  the  insolvency 
law  of  1881. 

McKinley  then  applied  to  the  court 
to  have  the  supplementary  proceedings 
dismissed  because  of  the  assignment. 
The  court  held  that  they  could  not  bo 
dismissed,  and  they  were  continued  at 
considerable  length,  resulting  In  about 
1000  pages  of  typewritten  .testimony. 
About  the  close  another  application  was 
made  to  dismiss  on  the  same  ground, 
and  it  also  was  denied.  The  bank  now 
asks  for  a  receiver  in  supplementary 
pr<*eedlngs.  and  this  comes  up  for 
argument    Monday. 

THE  POINT  INVOLVED.  . 
The  defense  to  the  application  for  a 
receiver  Is  that  McKinley  has  made  a 
general  assignment,  an^  by  doing  so 
has  vacated  the  Hen  or  levy  which  the 
bank  obtained  by  the  service  of  th- 
order  In  supplementary  proceedings. 
This  Is  under  a  provision  in  the  Inr 
solvency  law  that  an  assignment  made 
within  ten  days  after  levy  vacates  it. 
unless  the  levy  was  made  under  aji  ex- 
ecution issued  on  a  judgment  entered 
in  an  action  where  the  complaint  was 
on  file  twenty  days  before  the  entry  of 
judgment. 

It  Is  under  the  proviso  that  the  bank 
expects  to  get  Its  jud/r'ment  paid,  as  Its 
complaint  was  on  fifP  thirty-five  days 
before  the  entry  of  judgment,  and  the 
bank's  contention  is  that  its  lien  or 
levy  was  not  vacated  even  under  the 
terms  of  the  Insolvency  act.  So  the 
plaintiff  expects  to  get  Its  Judgment 
paid,  even  with  $40,000  In  judgme>nts 
ahead  of  It  and  a  general  assignment 
directly  after  It. 

The  point  has  never  been  decided  by 
the  courts  of  this  state.  The  records 
in  the  case  so  far  have  cost  $500,  and 
the  plaintiff  asks  pay  for  that  as  well 
as  the  judgment,  amounting  In  all  to 
about  $5700.  Wilson  &  Wray  are  at- 
torneys for  the  bank,  and  they  will  be 
assisted  by  J.  L.  Washburn.  Blllson, 
Congdon  &  Dickinson  are  for  McKin- 
ley. 

RECEIVER  ASKED. 
Cyrus  T.  Crandall  a  judgment  credi- 
to.r  for  $173.10.  and  the  Clyde  Iron 
company,  a  creditor  for  $66.15,  have  ap- 
plied to  the  district  court  for  a  receiver 
for  the  Standard  Ore  company,  which 
they  allege  to  be  Insolvent  They  claim 
that  the  company  has  debts  of  about 
$100,000  and  assets  of  a  much  smaller 
amount.  One  of  the  principal  creditors 
is  the  Minnesota  Iron  company,  its 
claim  being  about  $55,000. 

The  petitioners  allege  that  in  June 
the  Standard  Ore  compaaiy  assigned  its 
lease  of  the  Cincinnati  and  Hale  prop- 
erties to  the  Minnesota  Iron  company 
for  a  consideration  of  $55,000.  It  is 
claimed  that  the  leases  are  worth  $100,- 
000,  that  the  consideration  was  fictit- 
ious, and  that  the  leases  were  assigned 
to  secure  the  Minnesota  Iron  company's 
claim,  making  it  a  preferred  creditor. 
The  i>etitloners  ask  the  appointment  of 
a  receiver  to  take  charge  of  all  the 
Standard  Ore  company's  property,  in- 
cluding that  transferred  with  the  in- 
tent of  giving  preference.  H.  F.  Greena 
is  their  attorney. 

Judge  Moer  has  filed  hs  flndimg  In  th-e 
case  of  G.  F.  McKenzie  against  the 
Phoenix  Manufacturing  company, 
which  came  up  in  October,  1894.  The 
Phoenix  company  purchased  the  Iron 
Bay  plant  for  $60,000  and  afterwards 
sold  it  to  the  Great  Western  Manufac- 
turing company,  receiving  stock  In  the 
latter  concern  as  payment.  McKenzie 
objected  to  this  sale  and  refused  to 
accept  his  share  of  the  stock.  Judge 
Moer  finds  that  that  Is  all  there  Is  In  It 
for  him.  as  the  sale  was  made  in  good 
faith. 

Judge  Moer  has  filed  findings  in  the 
case  of  Charles  Holtoquist  against  Si- 
mon Clark  and  others,  finding  against 
the  plaintiff.  Before  Simon  Clark  & 
Co.  made  an  assignment  Clark  went  to 
Europe,  leaving  a  deed  of  assignment 
with  his  attorney.  Holtoquist  disre- 
garded the  deed,  which  was  filed  in  the 
clerk's  office,  and  levied  upon  some  of 
Clark's  pi-operty.  Judge  Moer  finds  that 
the  levy  and  sale  are  void. 

C.  C.  Tear  has  sued  A.  H.  Davis  for 
$150  for  rent  and  damages  for  failing  to 
sign  a  lease  after  some  promised  re- 
pairs were  made  in  the  house  to  be 
leased.     H.   F.  Greene  Is  his  attorney. 

The  case  of  A.  E.  Humphreys  against 
the  American  Development  company 
has  been  dismissed.

THE  BRITANNIC  SUNK. 

Collided  With  the  Russia  and 
Went  Down. 

Amherstburg,  Ont.,  Aug.  10.— (Spe- 
cial to  The  Herald.)— The  steamer  Brit- 
annic collided  with  and  was  sunk  by 
the  steamer  Russia  about  4  o'clock  this 
afternoon  abreast  of  Upper  Crosse  Isle, 
six  miles  from  here.  There  is  nothing 
but  the  .smokestaxik  and  pilot  house  of 
the  Britannic  to  be  seen.  The  Britannic 
was  bound  down  loaded  with  iron  ore, 
while  the  Russia  was  bound  up  light. 
A  fireman  called  Charlejf  whose  full 
name  Is  unknown,  was  drowned.  He 
was  about  50  years  old.  was  shipped  In 
Cleveland  and  was  in  his  berth  at  the 
time  of  the  collision. 

Capt.  Benham,  of  the  Britannic,  stated 
that  he  had  sighted  the  Russia  in  good 
season,  and  that  the  proper  passing 
signals  had  been  given  and  answered, 
for  each  boat  to  go  to  port.  Just  as 
the  two  boats  were  about  to  pass,  the 
wheel  chains  of  the  Britannic  became 
fouled,  and  taking  a  sudden  sheer,  she 
ran  directly  acix)ss  the  bows  of  the  Rus- 
sia. A  collision  was  unavoidable.  The 
Britannic  was  struck  amidships  on  the 
starboard  side.  She  sank  In  a  few 
minutes,  and  now  lies  in  thirty  feet  of 
water.  The  crew  escaped  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  fireman. 

The  Russia  had  a  bad  hole  punched 
In  her  bow,  and  is  leaking  some.  She 
will  be  docked  at  Detroit  for  repairs. 
Vessels  should  take  the  American  side 
of  the  channel  when  passing  this  spot 
to  get  the  best  water.  Tbe  Britannic 
is  insured  but  the  amount  is  not  knowrt 
by  Capt.  Benham.  She  had  a  load  of 
iron  ore  from  Two  Harbors  for  Erie. 
Pa.  The  crew  of  the  steamer  will  leav«| 
for  Cleveland  today.

You  see  that  on 
each  side  of  the  cab  ar*-  "Injectors"  or 
pumps  for  pumping  water  Into  the  boiler 
from  the  tender;  you  see  the  cylinder  and 
brake  lubricators  that  keep  those  parts 
covered  with  oil  constantly:  you  see  the 
starting  throttle  and  the  reversing  lever:

We  do  not 
think  that  your  report  of  last  Monday 
afternoon's  me»>iinK  fkirly  rty)rese<nted 
tlie  position  taken  \>y  tho.«e  opposing  the 
purchaa.sf  of  th<-  water  plum  at  the 
price  now  a-skiH),  and  Wf  therefore  avail 
ourselves  of  the  offer  of  vour  columns 
to  state  more  fully  the  situation  us  it 
appears    to    us. 

We  were  churgeil  In  that  meeting,  and 
have  been  eLsewhere.  with  being  obstruc- 
tionists, and  ot  staiidlnK  in  the  way  of 
the  city's  st-curing  an  adequate  supply  of 
pun-  water,  it  is  highly  importatit  that 
in  this  matter  of  supreme  Importance  to 
the  city  the  real  Issue  before  the  people 
be  clearly  defined,  and  the  position  of  the 
various  parties  actually  understood.  For 
ourselves,  and  those  signing  the  petition 
now   before   the  council,   we   say: 

1.  Everyone  of  us  is  In  favor  of  the 
city  owning  Its  own   waterworks. 

2.  Ever>one  of  us  is  in  favor  of  this 
city  Immediately  proceeding  to  secure 
such    waterworks. 

3.  Everyone  of  us  is  in  favor  of  buying 
the  water  plant  of  the  water  company  as 
a  part  of  that  system. 

In  what  then  do  we  differ  from  our 
opponents?  In  this:  We  object  to  the 
paying  of  $1,85«>,000  for  the  water  plant. 

1.  Uecause  that  price  Is  arbitrarily 
fixed  by  the  company,  and  is  in  fact  more 
than  double  the  value  of  the  property. 

2.  The  financial  condition  of  the  "city 
will  not  i»ermlt  such  squandering  of  the 
funiis  that  can  with  difficulty  only  be 
rnadt'  available  for  securing  a  water  .sup- 
ply. 

3.  To  purchase  at  such  a  price  would 
require  the  maintaining  for  a  long  period 
of  the  present  extortionat--  water  r.atcH. 
and  tlius  defeat  the  main  object  to  be 
gained  by  eitv  ownt-rshin.  viz:  a  wat»-r 
supply  at  such  reasonable  rate.i  as  will 
place  water  StiA'ice  within  reach  of  all. 
e.specially  ih»-  poor  who  need  it  most  of 
all. 

A    word   now   about   the  proposed   elec- 
tion.    It    Is   proposed    In    addition    to    the 
main    propc^itlon    of    bonding    for   $1,S.V>.- 
||<»»  for  purchase,   to  sul)mit.    as   before,   a 
proposition    to   Issue   $650,*HtO   in    bonds    for 
a    new    pumping    station    and    mains    to 
the    city    proper,    but    it    Is    proposed    to 
submit    this   proposition,    as    before,    only 
upon   the  contingency  of   the  carrying  of 
the    proi>osition     for    purchase.      To    this 
making    of    the    second     proposition     de- 
pendent upon  the  first  we  object,  and  de- 
ma.nd    that     the    second     proposition     ;»e 
unconditionally   submitted   so  that    if  the 
purchase   fails,   as   we    think    it    will,    the 
election  will  not   be  fruitless,   but   In   any 
event    actual    work    may    iiegln    towards 
getting  a   better  water  supply.     This  de- 
mand of  ours  Is  violently  opposed.     Why? 
[>»t  there  be  no  mistake  as  to  the  rea.son, 
for    this    presents    the    real    is.sue    liefore 
this    people.      The    water    company,    and

One  of  the  beet  hunting  trips  in  South 
Africa  waa  with  a  party  I  had  con- 
sented to  manage  on  condition  that  all 
hands  should  be  absolutely  under  my 
supervision.  We  had  encamped  far  out 
on  the  veldt,  and  our  scouts  having 
brought  In  news  that  there  were  plenty 
of  deer  feeding  at  no  greait  distance  we 
decided  to  be  "up  and  at  em."  as  the 
saying  is.  by  daylight  in  the  morning, 
says  a  correspondent  in  the  Phila- 
delphia Times. 

Thinking  it  would  be  advisable  to 
divide  the  party.  I  arranged  to  take 
two.  sending  the  others  with  one  of 
my  beat  men  as  guide. 

Davlight  next  morning  found  us  as 
fresh  as  paint  and  all  anxious  and 
ready  in  every  detail,  so  each  party 
moved  off,  wishing  the  other  success. 

I  determined  to  take  out  with  us  two 
small  traineii  Scotch  cross-bred  collie 
dogs,  to  try  the  experiment  of  their  be- 
ing able,  in  lion  fashion,  to  encircle  and 
drive  the  deer  to  where  we  lay  con- 
cealed. As  these  dogs  were  wonder- 
fully weU  trained,  showing  superior  in- 
telligence and  being  thoroughly  reliable 
and  most  obedient,  we  thought  the  plan 
might  prove  successful. 

After  quietly  jogging  along  for  a  little 
•while  we  reined  up  to  take  a  binocular 
view  which  revealed  deer  in  sight,  feed- 
ing quietly  and  unconcernedly  in  the 
open.  The  next  important  question  was 
to  «et  near  enoughito  them  without  be- 
ing seen  or  winded  by  them. 

Advancing  cautiously,  as  near  as  we 
dared,  we  dismovmted  ajid  proceeded  to 
stalk  In  the  usual  manner.  Greatly  to 
the  relief  of  our  minds  we  found  the 
ground  admirably  adapted  for  this,  be- 
ing undulating,  which  admitted  of  our 
walking  leisurely,  under  complete 
cover,  to  within  comparatively  easy 
range  to  some  of  those  in  view,  our  only 
anxiety  being  as  to  the  wind,  which 
oftentimes  worries  the  poor  hunter,  giv- 
ing the  advantage  to  the  animals,  who 
are  off  like  a  flash,  just  at  the  moment 
when  you  feel  sure  of  success,  after 
a  patient  and  careful  stalk  of  some 
hours  over  a  difficult  line  of  country. 

On  we  trudged,  every  now  and  again 
stopping  to  let  one  of  the  party  creep 
cautiously  up  and  look  over  the  top  of 
the  mound  to  see  how  the  land  lay  be- 
fore proceeding  further  on. 

At  last  we  felt  we  had  approached  as 
near  as  we  dared  to.  considering  the 
eccentricity  of  the  wind,  which  had  a 
tendency  to  be  variable,  and  which 
might  at  a  moment's  notice  frustrate 
all  our  plans.  After  a  few  moments' 
rest  we  all  crept  cautiously  up  to  the 
top  of  the  mound,  taking  the  precaution 
to  place  veils  the  color  of  the  ground 
over  our  heads  to  conceal  our  faces 
from  view. 

I  judged  that  five  of  the  deer  were 
within  150  yards,  and  told  them  to 
sight  at  that.  The  positions  the  ani- 
mals were  standing  in  rendered  it  an 
easy  matter  for  each  without  trouble 
to  select  his  deer  to  fire  at;  this  being 
clearly  understood  it  was  arranged  for 
all  to  aim  at  the  same  moment,  taking 
the  time  to  fire  from  the  first  shot,  and 
independently  of  one  another  on  the 
occasion  of  the  second. 

I»oking  up  again  I  saw  that  the  sen- 
tinel deer  evidently  smelt  a  rat,  as  the 
saying  Is,  and  was  apparently,  by  the 
snlfllng  and  tosajng  of  its  head  and 
stamping  of  its  foot,  becoming  suspi- 
cious of  the  approach  of  danger.  I 
soon  discovered  that  there  had  been 
a  slight  change  In  the  wind,  which 
necessitated  Immediate  action  on  our 
part  or  loss  of  all  chance.  So  on  my 
signal  we  all  took  steady  aim  and  fired 
just  In  the  very  nick  of  time,  for  as  I 
gave  the  signal  the  whole  herd  was  off 
full  gallop.  Nevertheless,  we  were  fair- 
ly successful,  the  result  being  three 
struggling  where  they  had  fallen,  and 
one  limping  off,  badly  wounded,  vainly 
endeavoring  to  catch  up  with  his  com- 
rades, who  were  off  like  so  much  greased 
lightning. 

The  dogs  all  the  while,  thanks  to  a 
perfect  training,  remained  crouched  as 
steady  as  old  time,  never  moving  from 
where  they  had  been  ordered  to  lie 
down. 

Feeling  sure  that  we  should  easily 
track  the  wounded  deer  we  paid  our  at- 
tention to  skinning  and  cutting  up  those 
we  had  secured,  not  caring  to  send 
either  of  the  dogs  on  the  trail  until  we 
were  ready;  indeed,  judging  as  we  did 
the  nature  of  the  wound,  we  felt  con- 
vinced that  if  let  alone  the  beast  would 
wander  off  to  some  near-by  secluded 
and  quiet  spot  to  lie  down  and  die  in 
peace. 

We  all  thought  the  result  of  the  shots 
satisfactory  enough  under  the  circum- 
stances, four  direct  hits  anyway  out  of 
six  shots,  and  the  question  remained  to 
be  proved  whether  or  not  the  wounded 
deer  had  not  received  the  other  two 
bullets  in  the  hurry  of  the  second  firing. 
The  skinning  and  ciitting  up  being 
completed  we  advanced  with  the  dogs 
to  track  the  wounded  animal.  The  dogs 
were  soon  on  the  ."^cent,  quietly  and 
noiselessly  tracking  him,  although  he 
had  evidently  wandered  off  a  greater 
distance  than  we  had  anticipated. 

At  last  on  rounding  a  comer  what 
should  we  behold  but  a  huge  male  lion 
with  tall  erect  just  alwut  fifty  yards 
from  us,  dash  out  from  the  cover,  evi- 
dently on  the  track  of  our  wounded 
deer. 

I  need  hardly  say  that  we  withdrew 
precipitately,  hoping  that  our  presence 
had  not  been  noticed.  For  the  time 
■being,  judging  by  the  lion's  actions,  he 
was  too  intent  on  following  the  deer  to 
bother  with  or  think  about  us;  so  that 
all  we  had  to  do  was  to  consider  plans 
to  get  the  lion  in  place  of  our  wounded 
deer. 

Creeping  cautiously  In  the  direction  he 
had  taken  we  discovered  him  about  two 
hundred  yards  from  the  cover  busily 
engaged  as  we  had   suspected. 

We  thought  the  surest  and  best  plan 
would  be  to  let  him  enjoy  his  meal  in 
peace,  the  chances  being  that  he  would 
retire  to  the  bru.sh  and  take  a  quiet 
siesta  after  his  repast,  there  being  no 
others  present  to  dispute  his  rights.  So 
we  decided  to  lie  concealed  and  watch 
with  our  glasses. 

The  noble  beast  seemed  in  no  special 
hurry  to  finish  his  meal.  Judging  by  the 


number  of  times  he  stopped  to  look 
around,  licking  his  lips  with  a  growl  of 
contentment,  but  with  all  this  we  could 
see  that  he  looked  somewhat  suspicious, 
as  he  kept  continually  sniffing,  although 
the  wind  was  in  our  favor.  However 
alert  heimay  have  been  he  did  not  let  it 
interfere  with  his  appetite,  for  by  the 
time  he  had  appeased  it  there  was  noth- 
ing left  but  a  few  bones. 

As  we  expected  he  soon  leisurely  re- 
tired to -the  brush  to  lie  dawn  and  dream 
of  his  successful  raid  and  splendid  din- 
ner. We,  thinking  discretion  the  better 
part  of  valor,  decided  to  give  him 
plenty  of  time  to  get  wrapped  up  in 
sleep  before  advancing  to  pay  him  out 
for  his  robbery. 

In  reaching  the  cover  we  put  a  dog 
on  the  scent,  following  or  rather  creep- 
ing, like  snakes,  putting  our  rifles  far  in 
advance  nad  then  quietly  and  noise- 
lessly wriggling  up  .to  them,  until  at  last 
we*  came  in  sight  of  our  prize  and  called 
the  dogs  back  to  lie  down,  while  we 
stealthily  advanced  on  our  sleeping 
friend,  who  had  his  back  toward  us, 
being  evidently  thoroughly  gorged  and 
in  the  enjoyment  of  his  nap. 

We  decided  to  try  and  advance  by 
this  creeping  process  to  within  thirty 
yards  without  disturbing  the  sleeping 
beauty,  and  to  then  give  him  a  volley, 
the  time  to  be  taken  from  me. 

This  we  successfully  accomplished, 
doing  it  in  splendid  style,  and  as  the 
noble  beast  rolled  over  stone  dead  we 
conarratulated  ourselves,  on  our  good 
fortune,  which  fully  compensated  us  for 
the  loss  and  trouble  we  had  in  tracking 
up  our  iwounded  deer. 

After  haviiHg  skinned  the  lion  and 
smoked  a  pipe  over  his  body,  we  re- 
traced our  steps  to  where  we  had  left 
our  steeds  and  made  for  home. 

When  we  reached  camp  the  other 
party  had  not  put  in  an  appearance,  but 
they  were  not  long  after  us.  They  had 
had  tolerably  good  sport  and  had  en- 
Joyed  their  day.  They  reported  having 
seen  several  lots  of  lions  and  a  good 
many  buffalos  at  some  distance  from 
them,  several  miles  from  the  encamp- 
ment. These  they  did  not  follow,  con- 
tenting themselves  with  sport  among 
the  deer. 

Each  day  gave  fresh  proof  of  the  de- 
sirability of  being  mounted  on  good, 
sound,  fleet,  sure-footed  animals,  well 
trained  to  stand  fire,  thus  enabling  one 
to  travel  greater  distances  from  camp 
with  the  minimum  amount  of  fatigue. 

The  party  first  tried  following  the 
deer  on  horseback,  reining  up  to  fire, 
but  consequent  on  the  inability  to  com- 
mand the  animal  to  restrain  his  breath- 
ing while  aim  was  being  taken,  it  was 
found  utterly  impracticable  to  take  a 
fine  aim  and  steady  shot  from  the  ani- 
mal's back. 

Secondly,  we  tried  galloping  after  the 
deer,  reining  up  and  dismounting  when 
within  range  and  taking  a  snap  shot, 
but  this  plan  was  also  discarded  as  being 
unsatisfactory. 

Finally  it  was  resolved  to  remain  In 
the  saddle  until  the  deer  were  sighted, 
then  getting  as  near  as  practicable  be- 
fore dismounting  and  then  stalking  In 
the  usual  manner.  This  time  the  party 
brought  in  three  deer,  and  all  were  very 
much  interested  in  our  little  venture. 

As  so  many  lions  had  been  seen  by 
the  party,  we  resolved  to  go  out  In  a 
body  after  them  next  morning. 

It  suddenly  occurred  to  me  to  take 
the  opportunity,  if  possible,  of  giving 
my  party  a  practical  proof  of  my  as- 
sertion that  a  lion  would  never  fall  to 
advance  on  and  attack  a  negro  when 
he  had  a  chance. 

Next  morning,  leaving  all  secure  in 
camp,  we  moved  out  as  cheerfully  as 
skylarks,  with  spirits  as  buoyant  as 
the  rarified  air.  On  reaching  the  spot 
where  the  lions  were  reported  to  have 
been  seen  the  day  before  we  reined  up 
to  take  a  binocular  view  of  the  surround 
ings.  We  saw  some  buffaloes,  a  few 
deer  and  some  zebras  feeding  in  the 
open,  but  no  lions;  finally  we  resolved 
to  move  bn  to  a  small  cover  some  miles 
further  on,  near  water,  as  being  the 
likeliest  spot  for  a  lion.  On  arrival  we 
made  a  close  examination,  which  re- 
vealed the  fact  that  lions  were  in  the 
neighborhood,  although  not  in  sight. 

Having  arranged  with  a  negro  to  al- 
low himself  for  a  consideration  to  be 
made  use  of  as  a  bait  to  attract  a  lion, 
on  the  most  positive  assurance  from 
me  that  I  would  be  personally  responsi- 
ble that  no  harm  should  happen  him. 
I  duly  fixed  him  In  a  likely  spot,  near 
enough  to  the  cover  but  sufficiently 
far  from  it  to  prevent  a  fatal  spring  on 
thejpart  of  the  lion. 

I  hd  trenches  dug  on  the  flanks  at 
such  an  angle  and  in  such  a  position 
that  two  of  the  party  placed  In  each 
could,  by  their  mutual  fire,  ensure  the 
negro's  safety  at  the  critical  moment, 
at  the  same  time  affording  them  the  op- 
portunity of  a  full  view  of  the  proceed- 
ings. 

I  secreted  myself  at  a  vantage  point 
to  superintend,  having  an  understand- 
ing with  the  negro,  who  was  to  keep 
hia  eye  on  me  and  be  guided  by  my  sig- 
nals. 

Having  arranged  with  my  men  to 
enter  the  cover  with  a  few  dogs,  making 
just  noise  enough  to  disturb  anything 
that  might  be  taking  shelter  in  It,  we 
crouched  down  in  our  respective  posi- 
tions waiting  the  result. 

The  beating  was  so  quietly  and  ad- 
mirably done  by  the  man  I  placed  In 
charge  that  It  was  not  long  before  I 
perceived  a  fine  large  lion  making  for 
the  exact  spot  I  wished  him  to.  On  he 
came,  steadily  and  stealthily,  evidently 
winding  us,  which  I  had  planned  he 
should  do.  At  last  It  was  evident  to 
me  that  he  caught  sight  of  the  negro 
standing  In  the  open,  close  by  the  cover, 
and  that  he  was  surely  making  for  him. 
I  accordingly  gave  the  signal  for  the 
parties  placed  In  the  trenches  for  the 
negro's  protection  to  be  on  the  lookout. 
The  Hon  seemed  at  a  glance  to  com- 
prehend that  it  would  be  impossible  tn 
make  a  .successful  spring,  so  he  lay  down 
to  meditate.  Finally  up  he  got,  keep- 
ing hfs  eye  steadily  fixed  on  the  negro, 
and  advanced  cautiously,  growling  ter- 
ribly, tall  erect,  and  wagging  with  de- 
light or  anger  as  the  case  may  have 
been,  his  evident  Intent  being  to  make 
a  deadly  spring  when  within  the  dis- 
tance to  enable  him  to  do  so.    He  was 


prevented  Just  at  the  critical  moment 
by  two  well-directed  bullets,  which 
rolled  him  over  as  dead  as  mutton, 
much  to  the  Joy  of  the  negro,  who  had 
through  all  the  trying  ordeal  remained 
as  steady  as  .a  rock,  showing  the  Im- 
plicit confidence  he  had  in  the  arrange- 
ments that 'had  been  made  for  his  safe- 
ty, and  who  well  earned  the  reward  and 
applause  for  his  gallantry. 

After  this  little  satisfactory  event  we 
turned  our  attention  to  hunting  some 
of  the  buffaUies  that  had  been  seen  on 
the  previous  day. 

Remounting  we  rode  along  to  the  lo- 
cality, which  was  soon  reached,  when 
some  bea.sta  wej-e  seen.  In  the  open.  On 
this  occasion  we  decided  to  remain  con- 
cealed, sending  beaters  and  dogs  to  en- 
circle and  endeavor  to  drive  in  the 
beasts  to  where  we  lay  hidden,  but  ow- 
ing to  the  difficulty  of  the  proceeding 
and  the  distance  the  beaters  and  dogs 
had  to  go,  it  took  some  little  time,  and 
the  waiting  In  consequence  was  rather 
tedious,  but  at  last  we  could  see  in  the 
distance  by  the  aid  of  our  glasses  that 
in  all  probability  the  animals,  or  at 
any  rate  some  of  them,  w^ould  pass  by 
where  we  lay  concealed. 

At  length,  after  a  couple  of  hours' 
suspense,  we  were  rewarded  by  some 
ten  beasts  rushing  furiously  past,  heads 
down,  tails  up,  snorting  and  puffing 
like  so  many  mad  things,  within  one 
hundred  and  fifty  yards,  which  gabled 
our  party  to  secure  three,  sending  an- 
other off  seriously,  If  not  mortally 
wounded. 

Leaving  a  party  to  skin  and  cut  up 
the  beasts  we  mounted  and  followed 
the  wounded  one,  which  we  soon  sight- 
ed, and  after  an  exciting  chase  over- 
look and  killed.  So  ended  another 
good  day's  sport. 

Leaving  the  men  to  bring  In  the

The  tenth  meeting  of  the  supreme 
court  was  duly  opened  with  prayer  by 
the  Rev.  W.  J.  McCaughan,  of  Belfast. 
Ireland,  supreme  chaplain.  The  su- 
preme chief  appointed  committees  on 
credentials,  distribution,  finance,  state 
of  the  order,  constitution  and  laws, 
appeals  and  petitions,  new  business  and 
mileage  and  per  diem. 
SUPREME  CHIEF  RANGER'S  RE- 
PORT. 
The  S.  C.  R.  read  hi^  report,  a  lengthy 
and  able  document.  From  it  we  give 
the  following  facts:  The  address  began 
by  a  grateful  acknowledgment  of  the 
kindness  to  the  order  and  its  members 
of  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  universe. 
It  said  that  since  the  last  meeting,  two 
years  ago,  the  membership  had  in- 
creased over  30,000.  being  now  80,765. 
The  surplus  had  increased  by  $636,000, 
and  noAV  stands  at  $1,381,890.72.  The  pro- 
portion per  member  has  been  steadily 
Increasing,  and  Is  now  $600  per  member 
more  than  it  was  five  years  ago.  Refer- 
ence was  made  to  the  decision  of  the  su- 
preme executive  to  invest  a  portion  of 
the  surplus  in  the  Foresters'  Temple, 
which  will  in  future  be  the  headquar- 
ters of  the  order.  The  cornerstone  of 
what  will  be  the  most  imposing  frater- 
nal building  in  the  world  was  laid  on 
May  30  by  the  governor  general  of  Can- 
ada, the  earl  of  Aberdeen. 

Reference  was  also  made  to  several 
proposed  amendments  to  the  constitu- 
tion, among  which  were  the  striking  out 
of  sections  referring  to  the  expectation 
of  life  benefit,  and  increasing  the  rates 
between  45  and  50,  and  the  holding  of 
triennial  sessions,  and  the  admission 
of  women  into  the  order.  The  supreme 
chief  ranger  closed  his  report  with  a 
grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  honor 
conferred  upon  him  and  the  kindness 
shown  him  ever  since  he  had  been  their 
first  executive  officer. 
SUPREME    SECRETARY'S   REPORT. 

The  report  of  the  supreme  secretary 
was  an  elaborate  document,  and  gave  a 
detailed  .statement  of  all  receipts  and 
disbursements  since  the  last  meeting. 
Among  the  interesting  information  ob- 
tained was  the  fact  that  since  the  Chi- 
cago meeting  two  years  ago  the  number 
of  high  courts  had  increased  from  21  to  !  j 
28  and  the  number  of  subordinate  counts 
from  50,847  to  80,765.  The  deaths  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years  have  been  681. 
The  amount  paid  in  death  and  perman- 
ent disability  claims  in  the  past  two 
years  is  $609,317.87. 

The  sick  and  funeral  benefit  depart- 
ment showed)  marked  prosperity,  and  in 
It  are  enrolled  about  one-third  of  the 
membership.  During  the  past  two 
years  $101,118  had  been  paid  In  sick 
and  funeral  benefits,  leaving  the  sur- 
plus to  the  credit  of  this  department, 
on  July  1,  $62,139.  When  It  Is  remem-

It  was  a  wet,  rainy  day,  a  day  when 
the  riksha  men  in  oil-cloth  jackets  go 
plodding  along  with  mud-splashed  legs, 
perfectly  indifferent  to  the  half  foot  or 
so  of  liquid  ooze  under  foot  and  the 
steady  downpour  from  overhead.  In- 
side a  riksha,  iwith  the  hood  raised,  and 
the  oilcloth  cover  in  front  drawn  up  to 
a  level  with  the  eyes,  you  can  keep  dry 
and  comfortable,  and  it  would  have  been 
better  for  us  if  we  had  betaken  our- 
selves to  rikshas  instead  of  taking  the 
low,  open  traps  of  Yokohama,  with  a  big 
hood  to  be  pulled  up  in  case  of  rain. 
Better,  at  least,  for  me,  as  I  being  the 
youngest  and  also  the  smallest  of  the 
party,  sat  on  the  little  seat  in  front,  and 
therefore  had  a  steady  stream  of  water 
trickling  down  my  neck  from  the  edge 
of  the  hood  above.  Before  setting  out 
arrangements  had  been  made  for  tickets 
giving  us  the  right  to  a  box;  as  there 
are  no  box  offices  or  ticket  windows  at 
the  theater  itself,  they  must  always  b^^ 
purchased  beforehand  from  one  of  the 
many  teahouses  clustering  around  a 
theater. 

We  started  gayly  off  in  the  rain  with 
tjie  betto  to  act  as  interpreter,  gtiide  and 
general  protector  to  us  three  forlorn 
women.  Our  way  lay  through  miles,  as 
it  seemed,  of  narrow,  muddy  streets. 
Slowly  we  ploughed  along,  the  continual 
"h'ai"  of  the  betto  Warning  the  dozens 
of  small  children  swarming  the  streets 
to  take  themselves  from  under  the 
horses'  feet,  and  finally  reached  the  en- 
trance of  an  extremely  muddy  and  nar- 
row lane,  iwhich  being  impassable  for  a 
carriage  necessitated  our  taking  to  our 
feet  and  walking  or  rather  wading 
its  length,  thinking  all  the  while  long- 
ingly of  rikshas.  This  brought  us  to 
one  of  the  many  teahouse  near  the 
theater,  where  we  were  recived  by  a 
smiling,  rosy-faced  young  nesan,  who 
took  our  umbrellas,  presented  us  with 
our  tickets  and  guided  us  through  the 
crowd  of  loungers  of  every  description 
to  the  entrance  of  the  theater.  Entering 
the  low  doorway,  we  found  ourselves  in 
what  would  correspond  to  the  lobby  of 
one  of  our  theaters,  and  answering,  not 
to  a  cloak  room,  but  shoe  depository, 
for  rows  and  rows  of  racks  of  wooden 
geta  (clogs)  of  every  size  and  descrip- 
tion met  our  eyes  when  once  accus- 
tomed to  the  surrounding  gloom.  Fol- 
lowing our  guide  we  turned  down  a  nar- 
row passage  lined  with  rows  of  the 
poorer  classes,  reached  our  box  and  en- 
tered by  the  slidiiig  screen  door.  And  a 
box  it  was  in  reality,  literally  a  square 
pen,  just  large  enough  to  hold  four 
stools,  on  which  we  planted  ourselves 
and  tried  to  take  in  our  surroundings  as 
our  eyes  gradually  grew  accustomed  to 
the  semi-darkness. 

This  play,  composed  as  it  was  of  war 
scenes,  had  causedf  great  excitement 
among  the  native  population,  and, 
though  we  found  ourselves  the  only  for- 
eigners, the  place  was  crowded  and 
packed  with  human  beings  as  only  Jap- 
anese and  sardines  know  how  to  pack 
themselves,  and  we  could  fairly  feel  the 
excitement  rife  among  the  audience. 

This  theater,  Minatoza  by  name,  is 
not  new  or  modernized  in  the  least,  and 
is,  I  suppose,  typically  Japanese.  It  is 
a  square  building,  low,  and  all  of  un- 
painted  but  polished  wood  with  smooth 
panelled  ceiling  and  walls,  and  dimly 
lit  by  windows  near  the  ceiling.  Just 
below  ran  a  sort  of  gallery,  divided  on 
the  sides  into  the  same  pen-like  boxes, 
which,  owing  ito  the  low  studding  of 
the  building,  could  easily  be  touched  by 
standing  up  in  our  box  below,  and  in- 
deed, if  very  tall,  one  might  have  dif- 
ficulty in  standing  up  at  all.  At  the 
end,  however,  opposite  the  stage  there 
were  no  boxes,  merely  an  open  space 
crowded  with  a  kneeling  audience,  a  sort 
of  gallery  of.  the  gods,  judging  from  the 
hisses,  shouts  and  yells  proceeding  from 
them  as  the  play  w^ent  on.  Below  the 
gallery  and  Immediately  under  it  ran 
the  line  of  boxes  in  one  of  which  we 
were  seated,  three  rows  of  these  ran 
parallel  with  one  another  the  length  of 
the  theater  on  either  side,  and  were  di- 
vided from  the  pit  by  the  "hana  mlchi," 
of  fiower  iwalks,  which  form  the  chief 
distinctive  difference  between  Japanese 
and  foreign  theaters.  These  are  two 
raised  platforms  running  from  the  back 
of  the  pit,  nearly  on  a  level  with  the 
heads  of  the  kneeling  audience,  right 
through  the  auditorium  to  the  stage. 
This  practically  has  the  effect  of  making 
the  stage  much  more  capacious  and  the 
drama  being  enacted  much  more  real- 
istic, for  not  only  can  exits  and  entran- 
ces be  made  at  the  back  and  wings  of 
the  stage,  but  along  the  hana  mlchi  as 
well.  Moreover,  they  are  wide  enough 
for  rikshas,  kagos  and  pack  horses  to  be 
introduced,  thus  adding  to  the  reality 
of  the  scene  till  you  seem  to  be  looking 
from  a  teahouse  balcony  on  some  every- 
day street  scene.  ,  , 

Beyond  the  hana  mlchi,  so  named  from 
the  custom  of  sti^wlng  flowers  along  them 
as  a  popular  actor  advances,  is  the  pit, 
with  sloping  floor  and  divided  into  Httlo 
pen-like  boxes  of  about  four  feet  each,  by 
railings,  within  which  the  audience  sit,  or 
rather  kneel,  on  mats  laid  on  the  floor. 
The  stage  sto-etches  the  full  length  of  the 
building,  and  while  there  is  always  a  cur- 
tain It  does  not  pull  up  or  down  but  Is 
drawn  from  right  to  left.  Generally  the 
property  of  the  star,  it  is  as  a  rule  covered 
with  flattlerlng  notices  of  him.  but  on  this 
occasion  It  belonged  to  the  theater  and 
was  decorated  with  many  and  picturasquc 
advertisements.  ,,     ^ 

Arriving  at  the  end  of  the  first  act,  a 
strange  and  novel  scene  met  our  eyes:  a 
drama  of  real  ife  was  going  on  iK-forc  us 
and  I  became  so  aV)sorbed  in  it  that  1 
scarcely  heeded  the  fact  that  the  real  play 
was  for  a  moment  at  a  standstill.  At  llrsf. 
it  was  diflicull  to  dlstinguisli  auythiiiK 
tlu-ouR-h  the  eloiid.'*  of  soft,  blue  smoke 
liloun  upwards  from  the  bundrcas  of  tiny 
I»il)es  (for  the  whole  audii'Mce.  men  aiul 
\\on'en  included,  was  smoking)  whieb 
bung  in  a  soft,  vapory  mass  nearly  on  a 
line  with  the  windows,  beyond  which  ^yere 
tb  be  seen  the  gabled  roofs  of  the  neigh- 
boring houses,  and  the  steady  downpour 
of  the  never  ceasing  rain.  Beneath  the 
shifting  clouds  of  smoke  we  could  distin- 
guish the  closely  packed  audience  kneel-

glowing  coals,  the  inevitable  teapot,  tiny 
teacups    and    trays    of    sweetmeats    and 

Theater-going  is  a  serious  business  and 
means  an  all-day  outing,  so  preparations 
are  mafle  tor  a  lengthy  stay,  and  as  the  au- 
dience, while  uncea-singly  talking,  laugh- 
ing, eating  and  drinking,  shows  its  in- 
tense interest  in  the  play,  an  interesting 
picture  of  Japanese  life  and  manners  is  put 
before  our  eye.s.  The  children  during  the 
waits  are  occupied  in  eating  and  playing 
on  the  hana  michi,  runing  up  and  down, 
shouting,  laughing  and  even  clambering 
on  the  stage  to  peep  under  the  curtain  and 
behind  the  scenes.  The  many  venders  of 
oranges,  and  sweetmeats,  with  trays  lifted 
high  on  uprais«'d  hands,  the  continual 
smoking,  drinking  of  sake  and  lea  and  thi 
clatter  of  tongues  mingling  with  the  half 
bai-baric  music  of  the  native  band,  formed 
a  strange  and  varied,  yet  strikingly  pic- 
turesque scene  fu'i  of  life  and  motion. 
Yet  the  minute  a  far-ofC  gong  or  bell 
struck  all  was  silent,  the  children  scam- 
pered to  their  places,  the  refreshment 
venders  disappeared,  all  eyes  were  bent  on' 
the  stage  and  an  absorbed  interest  was  at] 
once  displayed  while  the  curtain  slowly 
parted  amidst  the  most  profound  stillness. 
Parted  and  revealed  a  scene  that  trans- 
ported us  in  a  minute  to  a  bloody  battle- 
field of  Corea. 

In  the  dim.  uncertain  distance,  crouch- 
ing behind,  and  within  a  grove  of  stately 
pines,  glimmered  the  white  clothes  of  a 
band  of  Coreans;  presently  there  appeared 
a  column  of  pig-tailed  Chinamen  armed 
with  muskets  and  long  swords,  moving 
with  the  stealthy  cat-like  tread  peculiar  to 
that  race  when  suspicious  of  danger.  Sud- 
denlv  they  are  surprised  and  attacked  by 
a  rapid  onslaught  of  Japanese  soldiers 
who  charge  in  two  lines,  from  the  rear 
along  the  flower  walks,  thus  truly  giving 
the  effect  of  surj>rise.  Then  all  at  once  wj( 
were  in  the  midst  of  a  fierce  battle:  lines 
of  soldiers  in  the  brilliant  blue  and  yellow 
uniform  of  the  Japanese,  were  kiiooling 
along  the  flower  walks,  firing  muskets 
over  the  headsj  of  the  enthralled  audi- 
ence; blood,  or  what  looked  like  blood, 
was  flowing  freely,  a*!  evtr  and  anon 
came  the  flash  of  a  sword  through  the 
clouds  of  musket  smoke,  as  it  descended 
over  some  of  the  hapless  Chinamen,  who 
were  mostlv  conspicuous,  as  perhaps  they 
have  been  in  the  true  war,  by  the  rapid 
manner  in  which  they  fled  from  the  scene 
of  conflict.  Remarkable  were  the  valiant 
Japanese  from  the  ease  with  which  one  or 
two  of  their  number  could  put  to  flight 
dozens  of  the  heathen  Chinese,  whose 
shrieks  and  cries  rising  above  the  general 
din  and  tumult  were  heart  rending. 

Finallv  the  stage  grew  dark,  and  at  last 
onlv  the  fitful  glare  of  the  rude  foot- 
lights lit  up  the  desolate  battle-field, 
throwing  patches  of  light  and  shade  on 
the  bodies  of  the  dead  Chinamen,  and 
bringing  out,  with  startling  reality,  the 
quivering  forms  and  white  blood-stained 
faces  of  a  couple  of  wounded  Japanese 
for  whom  presently  a  search  party,  con- 
sisting of  a  surgeon,  and  a  couple  of  sol- 
diers bearing  a  stretcher,  came  stealing 
back  over  the  deserted  hana  michi.  tak- 
ing every  precaution  against  surprise. 
And  no  regular  trained  military  surgeon 
could  have  moi-e  quickly  or  more  skll- 
fullv  dressed  and  bound  up  the  .shattered 
leg  "and  broken  sword-cut  arm.  and  have 
more  tenderly  laid  the  unconscious  bodies 
on  the  stretcher  to  bear  them  swiftly  and 
cautiouslv  off  the  stage  amid  the  slirieki^ 
and  wild  acclamations  of  the  crowd.  It 
was  all  intenselv  real  and  natural,  and  a 
great  surprise  to  me,  after  having  read 
much  of  the  conventional  style  of  act- 
ing of  the  Japanese,  to  see  that  Western 
ideas  had  reached  the  stage  as  well  as 
elsewhere,  and  that  on  an  occasion  like 
this  thev  could  actually  dress  and  play  as 
thev  would  do  in  real  life.  It  was  surpris- 
ingto  see  what  good  Chinamen  the  Japan- 
ese made,  and  In  one  scene  in  which  two 
Japanese  prisoners  were  tried  before  the 
great  LI  Hung  Chang,  the  actor  imper- 
sonating LI  was  such  an  exact  counter- 
part of  that  august  personage  that  the  ex- 
citement of  the  audience  io.se  to  the  wild- 
est pitch,  either  through  scorn  of  a  Jap- 
anese who  would  willingly  become  so  like 
a  despised  Chinaman,  or  perhaps  in  the  be- 
lief that  it  must  be  a  real  Chinaman  be- 
fore them;  insults  and  hisses,  and  even 
such  real  things  as  clogs,  were  hurleil  at 
the  unfortunate  player,  whose  fault  was 
that  he  was  impersonating  his  part  only 
too  well.  It  was  capitally  done;  so,  also, 
was  a  scene  between  a  couple  of  Japanese 
reix)rters  and  a  Chinese  telegraph  oper- 
ator. ( 

After  seeing  that,  one  no  longer  won- 
dered at  the  truly  marvelous  and  contra- 
dictory reports  of  the  war,  but  only  won- 
dered that  we  got  any  at  all.  This  was 
followed  by  the  sinking  of  the  battle- 
ship Kowshlng,  amid  cannon-shots, 
flames,  tossing  of  waves  and  shrieking  of 
drowning  Chinamen,  who  w^.^^e  tossed 
headlong  over  the  bow  into  the  water  in 
most  ruthless  fashion.  This  brouglit  the 
general  excitement  to  the  hishest  pitch; 
so  that  when  at  the  end  of  the  scene  a 
bona  fide  newsboy  rushed  into  the  tlieater 
flinging  right  and  left  the  latest  expresses 
of  a  recent  victory,  just  printed,  and 
hardly  yet  diy  from  the  press,  the  audi- 
I'lici'  hiMst  t\\\  bonds  of  self  control,  and 
tho  burning  of  Pekin  was  aeconiplished 
amidst  B  general  stampede,  the  shouting 
of  "Ranzai.  Hanzui"  (a  cry  equivalent  to 
long  live  tho  emperor)  rising  aV>ovo  tho 
clanging  music  of  the  band,  which  was 
struggling  with  the  national  anthem. 

As  we  elbowed  our  way  through  the 
crowd,  looking  back  into  the  smoke-filled 
theater,  we  saw  Pekin  disappearing  amid 
a  blaze  of  flames,  flashing  of  swords,  firing 


of  cannon  and  general  exodus  of  China- 
men over  the  falling  walls,  their  pigtails 
waving  wildlv  behind  them:  and  we  felt 
that  if  the  same  patriotism,  enthusiasm 
and  determination  existed  off  the  stage  as 
on  there  would  be  little  doubt  that  the 
Japanese  would  reach  the  real  Pekin  of 
their  ambition. 

The  scenic  effects,  costumes,  and.  Indeed 
the  acting  in  this  play  can  hardly  be 
taken  as  a  type  of  the  Japanese  theater, 
as  this  was  a  special  occasion  and  a  spe- 
cial play:  for.  as  a  rule,  the  plays,  cos- 
tumes and  scenic  effects  are  the  same  as 
they  have  been  for  years,  handed  down 
from  generation  to  generation,  much  as 
the  profession  of  acting  is  hereditary  and 
comes  down  from  father  to  son. 

Though  cleverly  arranged,  the  scenic 
effects  are  hardly  better  than  at  the  time 
of  Shakespeare,  much  being  loft  to 
the  imagination,  yet  the  revolving  center 
of  the  stage  is  an  excellent  arrangement. 
The  scene  is  set  across  its  diameter,  and, 
as  soon  as  finished,  round  goes  the  turn- 
table, with  scenery,  actors  and  all,  and  a 
new  scene,  set  up  behind  the  one  just  fin- 
ished, is  presented  to  view.  Though  the 
scenic  accessories  are  hardly  Intendetl  to 
create  any  illusions,  the  actors  endeavor 
tn  lh*ir  performance  to  be  as  realistic  as 
possible,  as  we  discovered  to  our  horror 
in  the  plav  just  witnessed:  a  man  commit- 
ted suicide  bv 'cutting  his  throat,  and  the 
flow  of  bloo.i  at  once  spurting  forth  was 
positively  ghastly.  It  is  through  the  act- 
ors that  the  old  dresses  are  handed  down 
complete  in  detail,  for.  though  an  artist 
may  be  content  to  play  with  most  inade- 
quate scenery,  yet  he  must  be  dressed  in 
the  most  expensive  and  elaborate  of  old 
brocade  garments. 

Until  quite  recently  the  lighting  of  thea- 
ters had  been  very  faulty  and  Insuffi- 
cient, mostly  by  kerosene  or  small  naphtha 
lamps,  or  even  candles,  with  no  foot- 
lights: now.  not  only  footlights,  but  gas. 
and  electricity  are  employed  in  the  best 
theaters.  Formerly,  to  make  up  for  the 
lack  of  footlights,  a  supiKJsedly  invisible 
individual  followed  the  star  around  with 
nioseless  steps,  with  a  candle  on  the  end 
of  a  long  pole,  thereby  lighting  up  his 
features,  and  making  visible  the  mar- 
velous facial  play,  always  a  part  tor 
Japanese'  acting.  Also  so-called  "'in- 
visibles" (sombrely  clad  individuals)  who 
follow  actors  about  with  properties,  ar- 
range their  dress  and  attend  to  various 
details  are  a  legitimate  feature  of  the  Jap- 
anese stage.

The  Labor  dai>-  arrangements  was  the 
principal  topic  under  discussion  at  the 
Federated  Tratles  assembly  meeting 
last  night,  and  everj-one  present  mani- 
fested a  lively  interest.  President  Mo- 
Callum  is  away  at  Marquette  grinding 
out  home  runs  in  the  interests  of  the 
Duluth  ball  nine,  so  Vice  President 
Hubert  Haire  occupied  the  chair  and 
made  an  admirable  presiding  offlcer. 

Credentials  were  presented  and  dele- 
gates obligated  as  follows:  Carpenters, 
A.  J.  Jolinson:  bricklayers.  J.  J.  Mc- 
Mann.  William  Tabor  and  H.  M.  To^ld: 
boiler  workers.  Edward  Kritz.  The 
bricklayers  had  several  conferences 
with  the  assembly  committee  on  organi- 
zation and  decided  to  renew  their  alle- 
giance to  the  central  body.  The  boiler 
workers  are  a  new  union  and  have  only 
recently  fffectetl  an  organization. 

Quite  a  number  of  the  unions  had  a 
delegate  present.  The  organizations 
represented  reported  trade  conditions 
unchanged  as  a  rule.  With  the  butchers 
trade  is  fair  and  the  union  prospering. 
Two  new  membt-rs  were  added  at  the 
last  meeting  andi  two  more  are  expected 
at  the  next.  The  electrical  workers  re- 
ported business  as  decidedly  dull.  The 
'longshoremen's  union  is  in  good  con- 
dition and  twenty-five  new  members 
have  been  added  to  the  ranks. 

For  Musicians'  union  No.  6516  it  was 
reported  that  there  is  plenty  of  work 
on  hand  and  good  prospects  for  the 
summer.  Conditions  remain  unchanged 
with  the  Scandinavian  Typographical 
union.  The  K»>-cott  is  still  .on  the 
Svenska  Tribunen.  The  manager  is  de- 
sirous of  having  his  office  unionized, 
but  insists  on  retaining  his  present  em- 
ployes. The  steam  fitters  are  finding 
nothing  to  do.  About  three  of  the  stone- 
cutters have  a  weeks  work,  and  there 
doesn't  seem  to  be  any  more  in  sight. 
The  theatrical  stage  employes  are.  all 
happy  and  working. 

With  the  waiters  the  outlook  is  not 
quite  so  bright.  One  restaurant  failed 
recently  and  thre^-  four  or  five  men  out. 
The  woodworkers  are  taking  in  new 
men  at  every  meeting.  Work  is  slack 
for  the  plumbers,  while  the  horseshoers 
have  all  they  can  do  and  could  find  work 
for  more  men.  There  are  four  boiler- 
making  shops  in  the  city  and  only  two 
are  paying  off  regularly.  In  conse- 
quence the  new  union  is  started  under 
disadvantages. 

The  music  committee  presented  proofs 
of  the  "Federated  Trades  Assembly 
March'adapted  for  the  piano.  The  brass 
and  reed  band  music  will  soon  be  ready. 
It  is  expected  there  will  be  a  good  de- 
mand for  the  march  from  labor  organi- 
zations all  over  the  country. 

Dancing  is  a  good  thing  for  the  as- 
sembly and  the  recent  ball  cleared 
about  $'20.  The  committee  having  the 
affair  in  charge  was  not  quite  ready  to 
present  a  detailed  report  and  asked  fur- 
ther time. 

Then  the  report  of  the  Labor  Day  ar- 
rangements committee  was  read  and 
discussed.  Deals  have  been  closed  with 
the  railroad  for  special  trains  and  with 
Manager  Russell  for  Fond  du  Lac.  The 
committee  recommended  that  hats, 
sashes  and  gloves  be  purchased  for  the 
marshals  of  the  parade,  and  that  prizes 
be  offered  for  the  largest  body  on  any 
one  craft  in  line,  for  the  most  appro- 
priately dressed  body,  and  for  the  best 
working  float.  A  silver  star  is  to  be 
presented  to  the  reporter  writing  the  best 
account  of  the  day's  celebration.  The 
parade  will  form  in  the  following  order, 
divided  into  four  divisions:

The  committee  appointed  to  assist  the 
butchers  reporte<l  that  all  difft-renf-es 
had  been  adjusted,  and  a.sked  to  be  dis- 
charged. This  announcement  was 
greeted  with  cheers.  The  Federal 
Labor  union  committee  had  prepared  a 
constitution  for  the  new  organization. 

Then  the  old  fight  between  the  Du- 
luth Musicians  Protective  assf)ciation. 
No.  43,  and  Musicians  union  No.  6516, 
came  to  life  again.  The  former  organi- 
zation withdrew  Its  delegates  and  ex- 
plained the  reasons  in  a  communication, 
which  was  forwarded  to  President  Mc- 
Brlde,  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor. 

Secretary  Lounsberry  read  a  com- 
munication from  the  secretary  of  the 
Fargo.  N.  D..  Trades  and  Labor  as- 
sembly warning  Duluth  men  that  there 
Is  a  surplus  of  labor  in  that  locality. 

On  motion  of  J.  W.  Nichols  it  was  de- 
cided to  reappoint  a  waterworks  com 


an  employer,  one  an  employe  and  the 
remaining  one  must  belong  in  neither 
nink.  presumably  a  tramp  as  was  sug- 
gested. The  ai»sembly,  while  not  favor- 
ing the  board  or  having  any  Idea  of  its 
utility,  dei-lded  ti>  ask  the  president  of 
the  A.  F.  of  L.  to  recommend  J.  W. 
Nichols  to  the  governor  for  appoint- 
ment. J.  W.  Nichols,  Jumes  McDowell, 
and  Cteorge  FIndley  were  nominated  for 
the  honor  and  the  vote  was  about 
evenly  divided.  McDowell,  however, 
withdrew   In   favor  of  Nichols  and    the 

latter's  election  resultttl.

Al  Schieble.  of  West  Superior,  who 
went  up  to  Iron  river  to  help  the  strik- 
ing lumbermen  on  behalf  of  the  Feder- 
ated Trades  assembly  reported  at  the 
meeting  last  night.  He  found  150  men 
out  of  work.  They  demanded  a  raise 
of  25  cents  a  day  and  payment  in  money. 
Most  of  the  men  had  been  earning  $1.25 
a  day.  but  it  had  been  paid  in  truck 
tirders  that  were  being  discounted  at 
70  cents  on  the  dollar.  Schieble  coun- 
selleil  with  the  men  and  matters  were 
brought  to  a  satlsfactor>-  terminatit>n. 
One  firm  succumbed  in  a  week  while  the 
other,  the  John  Gund  Lumber  company, 
held  on  until  last  Monday.  The  em- 
ployes had  formed  a  good-sized  union 
and  the  assembly  decided  to  send  Or- 
ganizer Nichols  down  to  present  the 
charter  to  the  new  organization.  The 
si  erlflf  sympathize<l  with  the  strikers 
all  during  the  trouble.

Every  printer,  pressman  and  stereo- 
typer  is  awaiting  with  intermit  the 
method  that  will  be  adopted  by  the 
civil  service  commissioners  to  examine 
applicants  of  their  trades  for  positions 
in  the  government  printing  office  at 
Washington.  Ever  since  the  office  has 
been  placed  under  civil  service  law  this 
question  has  been  continually  dis- 
cussed. Just  how  a  practical  man  in 
either  of  these  trades  is  going  to  demon- 
strate his  competency  on  paper  and  sat- 
isfy the  board  of  examiners  of  his  fit- 
ness is  a  mystery  to  most  of  the  craft". 

The  applicants  will  exhibit  their 
knowledge  of  orthography,  penmanship, 
letter  writing  and  arithmetic,  to  be  fol- 
lowed by  a  practical  test,  but  what  the 
latter  will  be  Is  not  stated.  Another 
feature  of  the  new  order  of  things  is 
what  efTect  the  apipointments  made 
through  these  examinations  will  have 
on  organized  labor.  For  years  .the 
TypographicaJ  union  has  controlled  ap- 
pointments in  that  office,  and  every 
employe  had  to  be  a  member.  In  the 
opinion  of  Chicago  printers  if  a  non- 
union printer  passes  the  examination 
the  civil  service  board  will  have  to 
certify  him. 

Three-fourth  of  the  members  of  the 
Washington  Printers'  union  are  em- 
ployed in  the  government  printing  of- 
fice. Nine-tenths  of  thes«l  members 
voted  for  the  resolutions  urging  the 
president  to  place  the  office  under  civil 
service  rules.  The  idle  men  voted 
against  the  move,  and  claimed  that  the 
others  voted  for  it  to  keep  themselves 
in  their  positions. 

K.  OF  L.  CONVENTION. 
Martin  C.  Seegers,  master  workman, 
and  Edward  B.  Sabine,  secretary,  have 
issued  the  call  for  the  annual  conven- 
tion of  National  Trades  assembly  231, 
Knights  of  Labor,  to  be  held  In  Chi- 
cago, commencing  Aug.  5.  The  call 
says: 

The  executive  board  of  the  National 
Trades  assembly  231.  K.  of  L.,  Garment 
Workers  of  North  America,  call  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  it  is  the  aim  of 
our  organization  to  meet  In  convention 
at  Chicago  on  Aug.  5,  to  hold  a  con- 
ference between  National  ;Trades  as- 
sembly 231  and  all  garment  workers' 
assemblies  not  connected  with  231,  for 
the  purpose  of  exchanging  views  and 
b€-coming  better  acquainted  with  one 
another  and  to  map  out  a  plan  whereby 
all  the  garment  workers  of  the  Knights 
of  Labor  can  work  in  harmony  and  com- 
bat the  evils  of  our  trade. 

"The  internal  dissensions  that  have 
l)een  the  cause  of  some  locals  leaving 
National  Trades  assembly  231  have 
Ijeen  removed  and  we  now  stand  ready 
and  call  on  all  locals  to  send  delegates 
to  this  convention.  Whether  they  at- 
tach themselves  to  us  or  not.  they  should 
be  represented  at  the  conference,  so 
that  the  nece.ssary  arrangements  can 
be  made  In  order  that  we.  as  Knights 
of  Labor,  can  resent  the  attacks  that 
have  been  made  on  the  Knights  of  La- 
bor garment  workers  by  the  U.  G.  W. 
of  the  A.  F.  of  L. 

"If  the  Knights  of  Labor  garment 
workers  will  present  a  solid  front  all 
over  the  country  to  the  manufacturers 
the  day  will  not  be  far  off  when  the 
K.  of  L.  will  control  the  entire  clothing 
trade,  whereas,  if  we  remain  isolated 
from  one  another  in  that,  past  exper- 
ience proves  that  we  will  greatly  les- 
sen the  likelihood  of  success." 


SCALE  OF  SLIDING  WAGES. 
A  recent  report  made  by  United  States 
Consul  Anthony  Howells.  located  at 
Cardiff,  furnishes  some  Interesting  in- 
formation concerning  the  operations  of 
the  sliding  wage  scale  of  the  South 
Wales  colliers.     This  report  says: 

The  wa«es  are  regulated  by  a  sliding 
scale  based  upon  the  average  net  sell- 
ing price  of  coal,  as  ascertained  and 
certified  by  two  auditors,  or  account- 
ants, one  of  whom  is  chosen  by»  the 
operators  and  the  other  by  the  opera- 
tives. The  wages  are  advanced  or  re- 
duced at  the  end  of  each  period  of  two 
months  by  additions  or  reductions  of 
1»4  per  cent,  upon  the  mean  monelar\' 
result  found  by  the  auditors  as  between 
the  old  .scale  dated  June.  1882.  and  the 
one  dated  January,  1890,  there  being 
neither  maximum  nor  minimum.  The 
accountants  give,  jointly,  a  certificate 
of  the  net  average  selling  i>rice  for 
each  period  of  two  months,  and  such 
price  for  the  two  months  ending  tho 
last  day  of  February  is  made  to  govern 
wages  from  the  first  day  of  April  to 
the  last  day  of  May,  and  so  on  for 
every  successive  two  months.  The 
agreement  continues  In  force  usually 
for  six  months,  and  thenceforth,  until 
either  party  gives  six  months'  notice  of 
termination,  such  notice  to  be  given  on 
July  1  or  on  the  first  day  of  any  suc- 
ceeding January   or  July. 

Mr.  Howells  says  the  miners  have 
tried  to  secure  three  amendments,  which 
they  consider  vital,  viz..  the  lncrea.se 
of  percentage,  the  establishment  of  an 
umpire  and  a  minimum  wage  rate. 

THE   MACHINISTS. 
The    headquarters    (►f    the    Interna- 
tional   Association    of    Machinists    have 
been   moved   to  Chicago. 
Seven   years   ago  the  National    Asso 


the  name  was  changed  to  that  of  the 
National  Association  of  Machinists. 
Still  members  considered  its  territory 
and  inrtuence  too  small  and  four  years 
ago  it  became  known  as  the  lntern:i- 
ti<mal  Association  of  Machinists  by  the 
annexation  of  the  Canada  lodges.  Since 
then  every  member  has  worked  hard 
to  place  the  a.ssociation  in  the  very 
front  rank  of  labor  organizations,  and 
to  say  thev  have  not  succeeded  would 
be  far  from  the  truth,  for  today  the  a.s- 
sociati(m  is  as  strong  and  perfect  and 
as  well  man.tged  as  the  best  of  them. 

James  O'Connell.  the  grand  master 
machinist  of  the  International  Asso- 
ciation of  Machinists,  has  been  identi- 
fied with  the  cau.se  of  labor  from  his 
early  vouth,  and  whether  «m  the  ros- 
trum or  with  the  pen  he  nobly  cham- 
pions the  cause  he  so  ably  represents. 
Vt  the  Pittsburg  convention,  in  1S91. 
he  was  electetl  first  member  of  the  gen- 
eral executive  board  and  was  re-elected 
at  the  Chicago  convention  in  1892.^  At 
the  Indianapolis  convention,  in  1893,  he 
was  elected  to  the  presidential  chair, 
carrving  everything  against  all  oppo- 
sition. At  the  Cincinnati  convention, 
held  last  May.  he  was  re-elected  by  a 
unanimous  vote  to  his  former  position 
for  a  term  of  two  more  years. 

VERY  BAD  IF  TRUE. 
According  to  the  Wealth  Makers, 
machinery  is  indeed  slavemaking.  It 
says  that  in  1890  a  working  force  of 
142,000  maniifaatured  188.000.000  pairs  of 
boots  and  shoes  in  this  countrj'.  Under 
the  old  system  of  hand  work  it  would 
have  required  2,250,000  workers  to  pro- 
duce this  quantity  of  footwear.  The 
New  York  Mercury  has  been  investi- 
gating the  condition  of  people  engaged 
in  the  manufacture  of  boots  and  shoes, 
and  says  men  in  the  United  States  are 
being  paid  only  about  half  as  much  as 
men  operating  the  same  machines  are 
paid  in  Great  Britain.  The  .average 
wages  here  are  $7  per  week,  and  the 
work  is  the  most  exhausting  sort,  keep- 
ing the  machines  going  to  their  fullest 
capacity.  The  same  paper  is  authority 
for  the  statement  that  In  some  of  the 
factories  It  is  stated  that  young  women 
can  retain  their  positions  only  by  "be- 
coming friendly"  with  the  buyers  who 
come  to  make  purchases,  and  the  girls 
are  expected  to  ma.ke  it  so  pleasant  for 
these  gentlemen  that  the  firm  will  make 
sure  of  their  orders. 

SOME   RADICAL  IDEAS. 

The  labor  organizations  of  Dunedin, 
New  Zealand,  made  a  combined  effort  at 
a  recent  election  and  succeeded  at  the 
polls.  The  labor  nominees  were  elected 
and  upon  a  very  radical  platform.  The 
platform  embraces  a  good  many  dif- 
ferent Items  under  the  heads  of  elec- 
toral reform,  labor  reform  and  social 
reform.  The  labor  reform  feature  of 
the  platform  Is  as  follows:  ^ 

First.  The  finding  of  work  by  the 
state  for  those  who  cannot  obtain  it  for 
themselves;  such  work  to  be  done  on  the 
co-operative    principle    where    practic- 

Second.  The  extension  and  strength- 
ening of  the  labor  bureau. 

Third.  A  statutory  eight-hour  day 
for  all  workers,  or  forty-four  hours  per 

Foiirth.  The  statutory  prohibition  of 
foreign  labor  under  contract. 

Fifth.  The  repeal  of  all  conspiracy 
laws  relating  to  industrial  disputes. 

Sixth.  The  securing  of  compulsorj' 
arbitration. 

The  labor  people  insist  that  these 
things!  be  enacted  Into  law. 

MR.  DEBS  AND  THE  FARMERS. 

Eugene  V.  Debs,  writing  from  the  jail 
at  Woodsitock  to  James  R.  Sovereign, 
general  master  workman  of  the  Knights 
of  Labor,  says,  in  reference  to  the  lat- 
ter's call  for  Labor  day  demonstra- 
tions against  the  Imprisonment  of  the 
A.  R.  U.  leaders:  "Your  trumpet- 
tongued  call  for  a  general  demonstra- 
tion on  Labor  day  will  doubtless  rever- 
berate from  coast  to  coast.  The  Ameri- 
can Railway  union  everywhere  will 
heartily  co-operate  with  you,  and  I 
feel  assured  that  hundreds  of  other 
unions  will  do  the  same.  The  farmer.^ 
should  be  reached  If  possible.  We  have 
letters  from  them  from  many  states, 
especially  South  Dakota  and  Texas, 
and  they  say  they  are  solidly  with  us, 
and  all  thev  ask  Is  to  get  In  closer 
touch  with  the  mechanics  and  workers 
in  the  cities  and  towns.  I  do  not  doubt 
that  such  a  demonstration  can  be  had 
on  Labor  day  as  will  arouse  the  country 
and  Jar  the  supreme  court.  All  my  as- 
sociates join  in  sincere  regards  and 
kindest  wishes  to  you  and  yours."

Many  foreign*-)  s  are  said  to  be  leaving 
the  .soft  coal  n  Kions  owing  to  the  low 
rate  t>f  wages  n.>w  paid  and  the  con- 
tlnuetl  o|>eratioii  of  company  stores  In 
certain  Pennsylvania  districts. 

A  new  national  labor  organization  has 
been  started  in  .Michigan.  It  is  intensely 
secret,  and  is  said  to  be  growing  won- 
derfully. Nothiji-j;  more  is  known  of  it 
than  that  theunu  mbers  wear  a  badge  of 
thre<'  stars. 

Striking  ingrain  carpet  weavers  of 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  have  made  great 
gains.  Many  firms  have  already  con- 
ceded an  increase  of  wages. 

United  States  consul  at  St.  Etienne. 
mining  and  manufacturing  center  of 
France,  shows  that  the  conciliation 
board  settled  thirty-two  strikes,  ten  of 
which  were  in  favor  of  the  workers,  one 
in  favor  of  the  i  mployers  and- twenty- 
one  were  compii.inised. 

The  flint  glass  workers  of  America  re- 
port improvement  in  nearly  every 
branch  of  trade. 

The  Illinois  Steel  company,  Joliet, 
111.,  resolved  to  have  no  more  strikes. 
An  arbitration  composed  of  stockhold- 
ers and  workers  will  settle  all  future 
controversies.

When  in  the  Mid  days  with  a  word  or 
a  touch  Jesus  br.ught  sight  to  the  blind, 
speech  to  the  dumb,  hearing  to  the  deaf, 
cleansing  to  the  leper,  there  could  be 
no  question  wh..  had  wrought  the  cure.

The  one 
that  had  no  substance  to  spend  on  the 
physicians  mi^ht  beg  or  be  dependent 
on  the  kindness  of  friends  to  make  life 
possible  or  endurable.  Every  one  In  this 
generation  who  goes  out  from  hospital 
or  asylum  made  whole  or  relieved,  every 
one  that  finds  rest  in  a  home  for  needy 
sufferers,  receives  his  help  from  the 
great  Physician  just  as  truly  as  if 
Christ's  own  finger  gave  the  healing 
touch.  The  teaching  and  spirit  of  Christ 
are  the  cause  of  all  the  merciful  chari- 
ties that  bless  our  age. 

The  means  of  relieving  suffering  have 
gi-own  better  juFt  as  the  light  of  the 
gospel  has  been  slud  abroad  more  wide- 
ly. Barbarous  ne.ulect  or  cruelty,  or  al- 
most more  barbarous  attempts  at  medi- 
cal treatment,  are  to  be  found  in  lands 
where  superstition  still  holds  sway.  The 
best  sanitary  conditions  are  to  be  found 
in  the  lands  where  the  religion  of 
Christ  is  supreme.  This  shows  how 
Christ's  great  work  as  the  physician 
of  the  soul  Is  the  foundation  even  of 
the  healing  of  the  body.  The  miracles 
of  healing  when  he  was  on  earth  were 
made  parables  of  .salvation;  the  means 
of  healing  in  common  use  now  enforce 
the  same  lesson. 

Pity  would  lead  us  to  give  health  to 
the  suffering  if  we  could,  to  bring  theirt 
where  they  might  have  the  needed 
treatment.  The  physical  ills  of  heathen- 
ism are  pitiable,  how  much  more  its 
moral  Ills,  out  of  which  the  others  growl 
One  remedty,  one  I'hyslclan,  for  both  we 
may  supply.  Let  us  not  judge  our- 
selves by  condemning  the  nine  ungrate- 
ful lepers  while  refusing  to  show  our 
gratitude  by  ministering  to  those  in 
darkness.  There  is  great  need  now  of 
the  four  men  to  Vuing  to  the  Savior  th^ 
one  too  helpless  to  seek  in  his  own 
strength  the  great  physician.

Dancing  is  as  old 
as  history.  In  olden  times  all  grief  as 
well  as  Joy  was  represented  by  dancing. 
There  is  no  authentic  account  of  the 
origin  of  <lancing.  The  most  .«avage  and 
untutored  of  the  human  race  have  their 
dances.  Each  nation  has  dances  that 
have  b»>come  identified  with  its  people. 
The  strain  of  a  lively,  reel  always  bring 
before  your  eyes  the  rolHcky  Irishman. 
The  waltz  is  the  favorite  dance  of  the 
Germans,  as  is  the  minuet  of  the  French 
folks. 

Rut  the  dances  of  the  negroes  of  the 
South  are  as  interesting  as  those  of  any 
pe«H)le  on  earth,  and  had  these  dances 
been  introduced  to  Americans  by  for- 
eigners, all  America  would  have  gone 
wild  over  them.  For  no  dancing  ever 
done  is  so  full  of  life  and  action  as  the 
dancing  of  the  negroes  of  Dixie  land. 
The  double  shuffle  and  the  essence  of 
Ole  Virginny  were  the  jMipular  dances  of 
the  stage.  Twenty  years  ago  Lotta.  the 
famous  actress,  made  her  reputation 
with  these  dances. 

Today  the  wing  and  buck  dancing  of 
the  negroes  in  the  entertainment  of 
'Darkest  America"  is  the  sensation  of 
the  times.  In  a  big  picnic  dlvertisement 
entitled  "The  Barbers'  Picnic,"  ar- 
ranged expressly  for  "Darkest  Ameri- 
ca," all  the  dancers  appear  in  a  dancing 
cimtest.  Some  forty  nimble-footed, 
active  bodied  dancers  take  part  in  this 
scene.  Ever>-  style  of  dancing  peculiar 
to  the  South  is  introduced.  The  con- 
test at  the  conclusion  is  one  of  endur- 
ance and  skill,  and  excites  an  audience 
to  unbounded  enthusiasm,  as  all  the 
people  in  the  contest  strive  earnestly 
to  win,  and  the  dancing  contest  is  de- 
cided upon  its  merit.  This  is  only  one 
of  the  many  features  of  the  new  enter- 
tainment.

He  entered 
the  Cincinnati  college  of  music  in  1881, 
and  is  the  first  ccdon-d  graduate  from 
it.  his  studies  being  violin,  voice  culture 
and  con>p<.>sitlon  of  music.  He  is  also 
the  first  colored  man  appt»inted  to  the 
position  as  professor  of  music  in  the 
public  schools  of  Cincinnati,  and  has  the 
honor  of  being  the  first  and  only  colored 
man  ever  offered  the  position  as  chief 
musician  in  the  United  States  army, 
the  Ninth  cavalry,  under  Gen.  Hatch. 
McKanlass  has  given  concerts  all  over 
the  civilized  world,  and  alsf>  spent  two 
years  of  study  in  Germany,  at  the  Leip- 
sic  conservatory  of  music. 

Of  Jennie  Robinson,  the  soprano,  the 
Philadelphia  Tribune  said:  "She  cap- 
tivated the  house  from  the  moment  she 
made  her  initial  txjw.  She  has  the  stage 
p^esenc^  of  a  Patti  and  the  gestures  of 
a  true  artist;  her  enunciation  was  per- 
fect, and  her  voice  is  possesed  of  that 
peculiar  power  that  thrills  its  hearers.

The    "Little    Alabama    Coon" 
Originated  in  England. 

The  pretty  crooning  song,  "Little  Ala- 
bama Coon,"  which  was  sung  very  gen- 
erally last  -season,  betrayed,  by  Its  word- 
ing and  style,  that  It  was  only  a  make- 
believe  negro  song,  and  that  it  was  not 
written  in  America  or  by  an  American. 
Its  winning  melody  saved  It.  but  H  had 
hardly  a  touch  of  genuine  negro  charac- 
ter in  it.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  "Little 
Alabama  Coon"  originated  in  F^ngland, 
where  they  have  what  they  call  "nigger  " 
Fingers,  who  are  not  a  bit  like  the  real 
thing,  and  where  the  theatrical  idea  of 
the  American  negro  is  very  vague  In- 
deed, and  very  romantic.  It  is  still  cus- 
tomary over  there  to  speak  of  the  black 
man  by  the  generic  name  of  "Sambo." 
Their  ideas  of  plantation  costuming  are 
equally  fallacious.  A  young  woman. 
London-born,  sang  "Little  Alabama 
Coon"  in  a  music  hall,  making  a 
success  of  it  long  before  it 
was  heard  in  America  and  per- 
haps she  was  its  original  singer.  Her 
name  Is  Bessie  Wentworth,  and  it  must 
be  confessed  that  she  looks  very  grace- 
ful and  pleasing  even  though  her 
*make-up'  would  hardly  suggest  an 
Alabamic  origin.

The  discovery,  a  few  days  since,  of 
the  strange  tomb  of  Simon  Girty,  the 
notorious  outlaw,  and  his  band  of  In- 
dian allies,  has  created  a  vast  amount 
of  interest  throughout  Ohio  in  the 
stoi">'  of  that  arch  scoundrel  arvd  rene- 
gade, says  the  St.  Louis  Globe-Demo- 
crat. 

In  the  enrly  part  of  the  present  cen- 
tury, when  the  Indians  of  the  great 
Northwest  territory  \Mei^  giving  the 
government  so  much  trouble,  and  the 
sturdy  pioneers,  who  had  boldly  pushed 
their  way  into  the  forests  of  Northern 
Ohio  and  planted  th^ir  little  log  cabins 
along  the  numei^>us  rivers,  were  com- 
pelled to  carry  their  muskets  into  the 
tields  to  protect  themselves  from  the  at- 
tacks of  roving-  savages,  a  band  of 
bloodthirsty  Indians  from  the  Dela- 
ware, Ottawa  and  Seneca  tribes,  who 
were  led  by  Simon  Girty,  infested  the 
Maumee  valley,  and  for  yeai-s  terror- 
Izetl  the  settlei's  by  their  bold  robberies 
and  murderous  assaults  without  re- 
vealing their  rendezvous. 

Many  times  Girty's  band  of  red  devils 
was  followed  to  the  banks  of  the  Mau- 
mee river,  some  twelve  miles  below 
this  city,  but  here  all  trace  of  them 
was  lost.  They  disappeared  as  sud- 
denly and  mysteriously  as  though 
swallowed  up  by  the  dark  waters  of 
the  river.  It  finally  became  a  general 
belief  among  the  settlers  that  this  band 
of  land  pirates  had  a  hiding  place  on 
an  island  in  the  river  neer  the  spot 
where  they  had  so  frequently  and  ef- 
fectually baffled  their  pursuers.  This 
island  was  call«l)  "Girty's  island." 
which  name  it  has  retained  to  this  day. 
The  island  is  about  300  yards  long  by 
100  wide,  and  Is  covered  by  a  den.se 
growth  of  forest.  On  the  western  end 
the  ground  is  high,  and  slopes  gradu- 
ally to  the  water's  edge  at  the  east. 

There  is  an  Indian  legend  which  says 
that  at  one  time  Girty  captured  a  very 
beautiful  white  girl  from  one  of  the 
numerous  seittlements  along  the  river, 
and  carried  her  off  to  this  island,  which 
he  had  fortified  with  a  cannon,  pro- 
cured while  he  was  in  the  employ  of 
the  government  as  an  Indian  agent. 
The  legend  also  relates  that  the  set- 
tlers soon  after  discovered  the  hiding 
place  of  the  outlaws,  and,  after  in- 
creasing their  numbers  sufficiently, 
gave  Girty  battle  on  the  Island,  forcing 
him  to  run  the  cannon  off  the  point 
Into  thtt  river  to  prevent  its  capture. 
Many  of  the  band  were  killed  in  this 
engagement,  but  nothing  was  ever 
found  of  Girty.  the  girl  prisoner  or  any 
of  the  survivors  of  the  band,  who  dis- 
appeared just  as  it  became  evident  the 
battle  was  going  against  them,  and 
they  had  no  means  of  escape  from  the 
island  retreat. 

It  is  altogether  probable  that  if  Girty's 
island  had  always  remained  the  prop- 
erly of  the  state  nothing  would  ever 
have  been  known  about  this  strange 
cavern  which  afforded  Girty  and  his 
men  such  a  secure  hiding  place  during 
their  life  of  crime,  and  was  also  used 
as  a  tomb  for  at  least  a  portion  of  the 
marauding  band  of  savag-es,  both  red 
and  white.  But  about  two  years  ago 
State  Canal  Commissioner  Hiartnell 
came  to  this  city  and  sold  Girty's  Island, 
together  with  two  smaller  Islands,  to 
W.  H.  Kernan.  These  Islands  are  at 
one  of  the  most  picturesque  bends  of 
the  Maumee  river,  and  recently  Mr. 
Kernan  decided  to  build  a  summer  resi- 
dence on  the  largest  one. 

Last  week  he  sent  a  number  of  men 
to  work  to  make  an  excavation  for  a 
cellar.  The  men  had  almost  completed 
their  work  when  the  ground  on  which 
they  were  standing  gave  way  and  they 
were  precipitated  inito  a  large  cavern 
some  twenty  feet  in  depth  and  about 
fifty  feet  at  its  greatest  length.  James 
Ferguson,  one  of  the  laborers,  received 
a  fractured  arm  from  his  fall,  but  the 
others  escaped  uninjured. 

As  soon  as  the  men  had  recovered  from 
their  astonishment  they  set  about  to 
explore  their  strange  abode.  They 
found  the  walls  of  the  room  were  lined 
with  cedar  logs,  which  were  still  in  a 
fair  srtate  of  preservation.  In  one  cor- 
ner of  the  room  they  found  the  skele- 
tons of  nineteen  human  beings,  which 
from  the  contour  of  the  cranium,  are 
said  to  be  Indians,  ,with  several  Span- 
ish and  two  English  or  Americans.  Be- 
sides these  bones,  which  were  badly 
decayed,  they  found  countless  arrow- 
heads, spearhea/ls,  tomahawks  and  the 
remains  of  a  dozen  or  more  muskets. 

There  were  also  various  pieces  of 
furniture,  a  broken  spinning-wheel  and 
many  pieces  of  broken  earthenware. 
Beneath  a  pile  of  broken  crockery  they 
found  a  small  chest  or  coffer  which 
had  been  rudely  hewn  out  of  a  block 
of  solid  oak.  A  slab  of  the  same  ma- 
terial w^as  fastened  on  this  box  with 
flint  arrowheads.  In  this  box  they 
found  four  Spanish  doubloons,  some  fifty 
pieces  of  English  money  of  various  de- 
nominations, six  silver  spurs,  three  sil- 
ver-mounted pistols  Etnd  countless 
trinkets  of  little  or  no  value.  Girty 
had  a  great  fear  of  falling  into  the 
hands  of  the  Americans,  and  dreading 
torture  equal  to  that  which  he  had  in- 
flicted on  many  a  defenceless  white 
.  man,  he  had  undoubtedly  provided  this 
cavern  to  afford  a  refuge  from  what 
he  knew  would  be  a  quick  and  awful 
death  were  he  ever  captured. 

From  the  following  history  of  the  life 
of  Gtrty  it  will  be  seen  that  his  career 
was  a  checkered  one.  He  was  without 
doubt  the  most  relentless  foe  the  white 
Americans  ever  possessed,  and  in  the 
years  that  marked  the  close  of  the  rev- 
lutlonary  war.  and  for  twenty  years  fol- 
Icjwing,  when  this  was  but  the  border- 
land between  civilization  and  the  home 
of  the  .savage,  Girty's  name  was  one  to 
strike  terror  in  all  the  broad  domain 
that  is  now  called  Ohio. 

From  Fort  Pitt  to  Fort  Washington, 
as  Cincinnati  was  then  called,  and  from 
the  Rapids  of  the  Maumee  to  Fort 
Henry,  on  the  site  of  Wheeling,  W.  Va., 
Girty  was  feared  as  the  evil  one,  and  he 
lived  up  to  his  evil  reputation.  Three 
places,  many  miles  apart,  have  borne 
his  name.  Girty's  Run  Is  a  pretty  little 
stream  in  Western  Pennsylvania, 
Girty's  Town  marks  the  site  of  the  hust- 
ling little  city  of  St.  Mary's,  Ohio,  and 
Girty's  Island,  as  above  mentioned, 
lying  In  the  Maumee  river,  is  about 
twelve  miles  below  Fort  Defiance. 
This  Island     comprises     about     forty 


acres.  Up  to  twenty  vi-ars  ago  there 
sttMjd  upon  Its  left  bank  the  ruins  of  a 
log  house  that  is  supposed  to  have  be«»n 
the  home  of  Girty  and  the  rendezvous 
of  his  band  of  foUoweis,  white  and  red. 
From  this  ix)int  they  would  start  on 
their  forays,  and  when  pursued  too 
hotly,  they  would  invariably  flee  to  this 
island,  where  they  Would  completely 
disappear  and  baffie  imrsuit  in  the 
dense  growth  of  undei  brush  and  scrub- 
by trees. 

Simon  Girty  was  ont-  of  four  brothers. 
He  was  the  son  of  a  di  unken,  licentious 
father,  a  native  of  Inland,  Girty  was 
born  in  Northwestern  Pennsylvania;  his 
father  diwl  in  a  drunken  fit,  and  the 
boys  were  left  to  shllt  for  themselves. 
At  one  time  Simon  conducted  a  govern- 
ment trading  post  in  Northern  Ohio. 
(Teorge  was  adopted  by  th^  Delaware 
Indians,  and  became  a  ferocious  savage. 
James  was  taken  into  the  tepees  of  the 
Shawnees  and  earned  undying  detesta- 
tion as  a  torturer  of  difenseless  women, 
although  he  -was  caressed  by  such  Brit- 
ish officers  as  Gen.  Proctor  and  his  in- 
famous Cap.  Eliott. 

Simon  Girty  allied  himself  with  the 
Senecas,  and  under  their  cruel  teaching 
became  the  relentless  scourge  of  the 
whites  throughout  Ohio  and  Kentucky, 
inventing  and  practicinj?  refinements  of 
torture  that  were  evvii  more  horrible 
than  any  formerly  used  by  the  savages. 
Of  the  fourth  .son,  Thomas,  history 
makes  no  mention,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  he  at  least  remained  true  to  his 
race  or  died  young.  Simon  Girty  was 
known  to  the  Indians  as  Katepacomen, 
and  in  addition  to  the  Seneca  tongue, 
spoke  the  dialects  of  the  Delawares  and 
Ottawas  and  the  Siuinish  language 
fluently. 

When  Col.  Henry  Bouquet  led  the  ex- 
pedition that  went  to  punish  the  Indians 
of  Ohio  at  the  close  of  I'ontiac's  war.  In 
1764,  Girty  was  one  of  the  hostages  that 
were  delivered  to  him.  Girty  escaped, 
but  Bouquet  announr  -d  thaft  all  cap- 
tives, both  willing  and  unwilling,  should 
be  given  up,  and  Girty  accompanied  him 
and  made  his  home  for  a  time  in  the 
settlement  at  Fort  Du  Quesne.  He  was 
with  Virginia  in  Lord  Dunsmore's  war, 
and  together  with  Simon  Kenton  acted 
as  a  spy.  Afterwards,  when  Kenton 
was  about  to  be  buriu>d  to  death  at 
Wapatomika,  near  wh:it  is  now  the  city 
of  Zanesville,  he  delayed  the  execution 
and  assisted  Kenton  lo  freedom.  This 
so  far  as  is  known  is  the  only  clean  spot 
on  his  bloody  escutcheon. 

In  the  early  time  just  referred  to 
Girty  was  frequently  a  guest  at  the 
home  of  Col.  Crawfuiii,  whom  he  sub- 
sequently permitted  to  be  tortured  and 
killed  in  the  most  horrible  jjianner.  It 
is  said  that  he  was  refused  the  hand  of 
Crawford's  daughter,  but  this  is  merely 
a  surmise.  He  was  made  an  officer  of 
militia,  and  aspired  to  enter  the  regular 
army  with  a  commission.  This  was 
denied  him.  and  in  a  lage  he  deserted, 
in  1778,  with  Elliott.  MeKtje  and  fifteen 
enlisted  men,  all  of  wh  im  subsequently 
showed  the  most  brutal  ferocity  In  their 
dealings  with  Americans  who  fell  into 
their  hands.  The  party  endeavored  to 
persuade  the  Delawares  to  dig  up  the 
hatchet,  claiming  that  the  British  were 
victorious  in  the  revolutionary  war,  and 
that  the  Americans,  in  their  rage 
againts  the  red  allies  of  the  British, 
were  coming  to  destroy  the  Indians  of 
every  nation.  The  Delawares  would 
not  be  seduced  and  Giity  and  his  band 
had  no  better  success  with  the  Shaw- 
nees  or  Sciotos.  to  whom  they  next  pre- 
sented themselves.  Ho  then  started  for 
Detroit,  and  was  him.self  captured  by 
the  Wyandots.  He  persuaded  old 
Leatherlips,  who  was  in  command,  that 
he  was  making    common

Massive  British  Fortifications 
Built  on  Puget  Sound. 

Within  a  year,  the  Straits  of  Fuca 
will  echo  the  music  of  the  shore  guns  at 
Esquimau,  Great  Britain's  new  and 
most  modern  line  of  defenses  at  the 
southern  extremity  of  Vancouver  is- 
land, says  a  coast  newspaper.  Never 
has  a  military  undertaking,  in  time  of 
profound  peace,  been  prosecuted  with 
stricter  secrecy  than  the  construction  of 
these  fortifications,  and  all  that  Vic- 
torians know  about  the  marvelous  sys- 
tem of  protection  at  their  doors  might 
be  told  in  a  few  brief  paragraphs — that 
the  new  forts  are  designated  for  stern 
work,  not  for  display;  that  their  arma- 
ment will  be  the  most  modern  and  best 
in  the  world;  that  submarine  mines  and 
torpedoes  are  a  prominent  feature;  that 
the  "forts"  are  located  somewhere  in 
the  bowels  of  the  earth,  between  Port 
Macaulay  and  Esquimau  naval  yard; 
that  the  magazines  are  stocked  for  siege 
if  necessarj',  and  that  the  work  of  con- 
struction is  now  nearly  accomplished, 
and  that  of  equipment  has  begun. 

At  present,  the  subaqueous  mines  are 
being  placed  In  position  at  the  entrance

country  from  Detroit  to  Kentucky,  mur- 
dering and  torturing  to  his  heart's  con- 
tent. He  made,  for  a  'time,  bis  head- 
quarters at  Sanduskv.  where  the  Wyan- 
dot chief,  Zhaus-sho-tok  (Half  King), 
\v%s  soon  completely  under  his  control. 
He  range<l  in  every  direction,  and  it 
.will  never  be  known  how  many  fell 
under  his  tomahawk  or  gave  up  their 
lives  ait  the  stake  under  his  direction. 
He  was  disguised  usually  as  an  Indian, 
and  many  a  hardy  frontiersman  was 
killed  who  little  knew  that  a  man  of 
his  own  color  had  plotted  his  death. 
The  most  noted  cases  recorded  in  the 
pages  of  the  early  history  of  Ohio  were 
his  attack  on  Bryant's  station,  now 
Lexington,  Ky.,  ithe  massacre  of  the 
Moravian  mis.sionarii'S  near  Coshocton, 
Ohio,  theaittack  andikilling  of  a  part  of 
the  forces  of  Capt.  Clark,  and  the  cruel 
death  visited  upon  Col.  Crawford  and 
nine  of  his  men  who  were  captured  in 
the  ill-fated  expedition  against  San- 
dusky. 

The  story  is  told  by  Dr.  Knight,  who 
succeeded  in  escaping  after  seeing  his 
friends  put  to  death  in  the  most  horrible 
and  fiendish  manner  conceivable. 

Col.  Crawford  was  stripped  of  all  his 
clothes  and  beaten  with  sticks  and  the 
fists  of  the  Indians.  He  was  then  tied 
to  a  stake  by  a  roi>e  attached  to  his 
wrists,  so  that  he  could  walk  a  few 
paces  around  the  post.  Crawford  im- 
plored Girty,  by  the  remembrances  of 
former  kindnesses,  not  to  kill  him,  but 
the  renegade  only  Laughed  in  the  old 
warrior's  face.  The  Indians  approached 
and  dischaTged  their  guns  point  blank 
ait  his  body.  The  guns  were  not  loaded 
with  ball,  but  the  shooting  was  done  to 
blow  the  powder  into  the  skin,  at  the 
.same  time  tearing  and  burning  it  in  a 
frightful  manner.  Dr.  Knight  says  that 
ait  least  seventy  guns  were  discharged 
thus.  A  fire  had  been  kindled  in  the 
meantime  and  long  sticks  laid  across  it. 
When  they  had  burned  through  at  the 
middle  they  were  caught  up  and  the 
burning  ends  applied  to  Crawofrd's 
body.  He  begged  Girty  to  shoot  him 
and  put  him  out  of  his  misery.  Girty 
approached  him  and  fired  squarely  into 
his  face,  but  the  death  that  was  longed 
for  was  not  in  the  gun,  for  it.  like  the 
others,  contained  no  ball.  This,  Girty 
thought,  was  a  capital  joke,  and,  turn- 
ing to  Dr.  Knighit,  asked  him  how  he 
would  like  the  same  treatment,  swear- 
ing that  it  should  come  the  following 
day. 

The  squaws  got  slabs  of  wood  and 
carried  them  to  where  the  colonel  had 
sunk  down  In  his  agony,  and  heaped  the 
coals  from  the  fire  ur>on  him.  He  arose 
and  began  pacing  the  narrow  limits 
allowed  him  by  the  rope,  but  the  squaws 
placed  the  coals  on  the  ground  and  he 
soon  fell  again.  He  was  again  heaped 
with  burning  brands  and  In  a  short  time 
expired  in  awful  agony.  This  fiendish 
act  occurred  in  June.  1782,  and  when  the 
news  was  spread  about  it,  it  Is  said 
Washington  wept  at  the  death  of  the 
brave  colonel.  Girty  withdrew  to  the 
re-treat  he  had  provided  on  the  MaiMnee 
and  for  a  (time  gave  himself  up  to  raid- 
ing the  settlements  in  the  valley.  He 
next  took  an  active  part  In  the  war  be- 
tween the  government  forces  that  op- 
posed the  Americans  at  Dunlap's  sta- 
tion, near  Cincinnati,  and  at  the  de- 
feat of  St.  Clair's  forces  in  Northern 
Ohio  also.  He  was  at  Girty's  Town 
when  Gen.  Anthony  WQ.yne  started  on 
his  expedition  Inrto  the  J^orthwest  in 
1794.  which  ended  so  gloriously  In  the 
battle  of  Fallen  timbers,  on  the  Mau- 
mee below  this  city,  where  he  almost  ex- 
terminated the  3000  Indians  under  the 
command  of  Little  Turtle,  the  Mlsses- 
.sago  chief.  Girty,  Elliott  and  McKee  all 
hovered  around  'this  battle  field,  but  at 
a  safe  distance. 

Girty  afterwards  married  at  Maiden 
and  returned  again  to  his  Island  r(*treat 
on  the  Maumee.  where  It  is  believed  he 
died  shortly  after  the  attack  on  his  ren- 
dezvoire  by  the  settlers  in  1816.  It  is  to 
be  questioned  whether  any  country 
ever  produced  so  brutal,  depraved  and

and  exposed  only  in  the  brief  moment 
required  to  sight  and  fire  them.  This 
general  plan  has  been  faithfully  car- 
ried out,  and  the  topography  of  the 
point,  as  viewed  from  the  water,  has 
in  consequence  changed  considerably. 
The  hill  has  disappeared,  and  hundreds 
of  tons  of  earth  and  rock  from  the  ex- 
cavations have  filled  in  the  miniature 
valley.  How  the  forts  loo^  from  the 
shore,  none  can  say  save  the  uncom- 
municative officers  in  charge,  fpr,  in  the 
past  two  years,  the  scene  of  operations 
has  night  and  day  been  surrounded  by 
a  line  of  sentinels,  to  pass  whom  noth- 
ing less  than  an  order  from  the  im- 
perial war  office  was  required.  The 
workmen,  too,  have  been  changed  about 
so  that  it  would  be  Impossible  for  any 
of  them,  even  should  he  feel  so  inclined, 
to  disclose  the  secrets  of  the  stronghold. 
And  not  even  the  highest  officers  of  the 
resident  militia  have  as  yet  been  ad- 
mitted w-ithln  the  sacred  precincts 
bounded  by  that  faithful  sentry  line. 

Now  that  the  greater  part  of  the  work 
of  construction  is  over,  it  is  probable 
that  less  secrecy  will  be  exercised,  but 
at  no  time  can  tbe  general  public  hope 
to  gain  admittance  to  the  forts.  They 
are  not  established  for  the  gratifica- 
tion of  sight.seers. 

One.  and  almost  the  only  public  indi- 
cation that  the  fortifications  are  rapid- 
ly approaching  completion  is  that  the 
first  Installment  of  armament  leaves 
England  this  month,  to  be  followed  at 
intervals  during  a  year  or  more  by  other 
important  shipments.  Another  is  that 
the  wives  and  children  of  the  perma- 
nent resident  garrison  have  commenced 
to  arrive  from  the  old  country  and  taktl 
possession  of  the  married  men's  quar- 
^ers.  And  still  a  third  sign  is  found  in 
the  recent  visit  of  Gen.  Herbert,  com- 
mander-in-chief of  the  British  forces  in 
Canada,  and  his  departure  for  Eng- 
land Immediately  thereafter  to  report. 

It  is  not  thought  likely  that  any 
large  additions  will  be  made  to  the  per- 
manent forces  of  Royal  Marine  artillery 
and  Royal  engineers.  The  force  of  200 
or  300.  at  present  In  possession  of  the 
barracks,  will  be  sufficient  to  keep  the 
place  in  order  In  peaceful  days,  and, 
should  war  at  any  time  cast  Its  shadow 
over  the  land,  the  British  Columbia  bat- 
talion of  garrison  artillery  will  be  found 
quite  competent.  In  view  of  such  an 
emergency,  the  headquarter  military 
companies  have,  during  the  past  year 
or  so,  been  put  through  a  course  of 
training  by  instructors  from  the  Royal 
marine  artillery, practical  artillery,  work 
being  given  them,  and  their  patriotic 
enthusiasm  being  strengthened  by  a 
cash  bonus  to  each  man  attending  the 
gunnery  classes.  Besides  this,  a  hand- 
some new  drill  has  been  provided  for 
them;  they  have  been  supplied  with 
every  military  luxury  and  necessity, 
and  have  generally  been  dealt  with  on  a 
scale  of  liberality  that  would  simply 
astound  any  volunteer  corps  in  Eastern 
Canada  or  In  the  United  States. 

All  of  which  poin.ts  to  but  one  conclu- 
sion. 

Just  now  the  special  training  of  the 
battalion  is  suspended.  The  men  who 
have  taken  the  prescribed  course  have 
been  examined  and  inspected  and  cer- 
tificated. P:ach  and  all  are,  however, 
required  to  take  a  further  course  within 
the  fortifications,  so  soon  as  the  heavy 
ordnance  shall  have  arrived  and  been 
placed  In  position. 

And,  as  the  artillery  must  be  "proved" 
at  least  once  In  every  three  months,  ac- 
cording to  regulations,  citizens  of  Puget 
Sound  nee<l  not  be  alarmed  if  they  heai' 
heavy  cannonading  echoing  up  and 
down  the  shores  of  St.  Juan  de  Fuca 
during  the  present  .summer.  It  will  not 
be  the  thunder  of  a  hostile  fleet;  sim- 
ply the  barking  of  the  watchdogs  on 
guard  at  her  Britannic  majesty's  Pa- 
cific headquarters.

Experiences  of  a  Waiter  in  the 
Senate  Restaurant. 

"I  suppose  the  senators  think  they  have 
a  hard  timo,"  said  one  of  the  oldest  wait- 
ers in  the  Senate  restaurant  to  a  Phila- 
delphia Times  correspondent,  "but  they 
do  not  have  any  such  a  hard  time  as  the 
waitf^rs  in  this  restaurant  do.  1  remem- 
ber very  woU  the  long  continued  sessions 
In  the  senate  six  years  ago,  and  when 
they  were  over  I  came  near  dying.  1 
came  on  dnty  Friday  morning 
and  remained  on  duty  almost  entirely 
without  sleep  until  the  following  Monday 
night.  Of  course.  It  was  necessary  to 
keep  the  Senate  restaurant  open  on  ac- 
count of  the  senators,  but  It  was  inaugu- 
raion  time  and  the  city  was  crowded 
with  thousands  of  people  who  had  come 
here  to  witness  the  ceremony.  Of  course, 
all  of  them  came  prepared  for  unusual 
expenses,  and  there  seemed  to  be  hun- 
dreds of  them  who  thought  that  a  part  of 
their  duty  in  sight  seeing  was  to  remain 
all  night  in  the  senate  and  take  a  couple 
of  lunches  in  the  Senate  restaurant.  At 
any  rate,  this  place  was  crowded  from 
F-rlday  morning  until  Monday  night,  and 
all  of  the  waiters  had  to  remain  on  duty 
without  sleep.  Quite  a  number  of  them 
fell  by  the  wayside,  l)ecause  they  were 
not  strong  enough   to  l>ear  the  strain. 

"When  the  senate  took  a  recess  from  .^ 
o'clock  until  9  o'clock  in  the  morning,  the 
people  who  were  in  the  building  remain- 
ing all  night,  did  not  retire  from  the  capi- 
tol,  but  continued  to  stream  in  and  out  of 
the  Senate  restaurant  and  their  wants 
had  to  be  supplied.  Therefore,  while  the 
senators  were  taking  from  three  to  five 
hours'  sleep  upon  the  .sofas  upstairs,  or 
going  occasionally  to  their  rooms  in  the 
various  hotels  to  catch  a  few  cat  naps, 
the  proprietor  of  the  Senate  restaurant 
and  all  of  the  waiters  were  obliged  to  be 
on  duty.  1  suppose  you  will  wonder  why 
we  did  not  have  a  lot  of  extra  waiters  on 
hand  for  the  occasion.  As  a  matter  of 
fact  it  would  bo  impossible  to  take  new 
men  and  put  them  in  this  place  to  attend 
to  the  work  of  the  experienced  waiters. 
The  waiters  are  trained  to  wait  on  sena- 
tors and  men  of  distinction,  who  expect 
and  must  receive  extraordinary  attention. 
The  average  waiters,  in  fact  the  average 
head  waiters  of  other  restaurants,  would 
undoubtedly  lose  patience  at  .some  of  the 
demands  which  are  made  here  from  time 
to  time,  and  also  lose  their  temper  and 
say  or  do  things  which  would  be  simply 
outrageous  in  the  Senate  restaurant,  al- 
though they  might  l»e  condoned  and  ex- 
plained away  elsewhere.  After  the  long 
•strain  was  over,  our  head  waiter,  Dick 
Shaw,  was  so  exhausted  that  In  spite 
of  his  naturally  robust  condition,  he  was 
taken  down  with  pneumonia,  and  came 
very  near  dying,  lie  was  in  l^d  for  over 
a   month."

PLATINt'M  IN  ALASKA. 

Alaska  has  developed  an  unexpected 
store  of  precious  minerals  in  the  last  few 
years,  and  just  at  present  minors  are 
speculating  as  to  the  quantity  of  plati- 
num that  might  be  found  in  that  territorj» 
and  worked  with  profit.  For  years  it  has 
been  known  that  platinum  exist  in  Alas- 
ka, and  traces  of  it  have  been  found  on 
the  banks  of  the  Yukon  river,  but  it  is 
only  of  recent  date  that  the  miners  have 
given  the  matter  any  serious  thought. 
This  neglect  seems  strange  when  one 
considers  that  platinum  is  worth  from 
$7.50  to  $X.50  an  ounce. 

Platinum  is  nearly  always  found  in  bars 
associated  with  free  gold  in  placer  de- 
l)Osits.  I'latinum  ore,  as  it  is  .sometimes 
erroneously  calleil,  contains  iridium,  rho- 
dium, gold,  copper  and  iron.  It  is  usually 
found  in  rounded  or  flattened  grains  hav- 
ing a  metallic  lustre,  though  It  comes  oc- 
casionally in  cubes  and  octahedrons.  Had 
the  miners  who  have  been  working  on 
the  different  creeks  in  the  Yukon  basin 
for  the  last  two  ye4irs  known  the  value  of 
the  little  globular  masses  of  platinum, 
they  would  not  have  been  so  quick  to  re- 
sent their  persistent  presence  in  the  rif- 
fles. At  present  the  most  Important 
sources  of  platinum  are  the  hydraulic 
mines  in  the  Ural  mountains  of  Russia. 
About  SO  per  cent  of  the  world's  produc- 
tion comes  from  this  source.  Next  in 
importance  perhaps  are  the  gold  washings 
of  the  Pinto  river  in  the  I'nited  States  of 
Colombia,  which  produces  15  per  cent 
of  the  entire  product.  India.  Australia, 
Peru,  Hayti  and  Brazil  produce  small 
amounts  of  platinum.  Platinum  has  been 
found  in  small  quantities  in  various  parts 
of  this  country,  but  it  is  only  in  the  plac- 
ers of  the  Pacific  slope  that  It  has  been 
discovered  in  marketable  quantities.  It 
is  estimated  that  the  United  States  im- 
port about  3000  pounds  of  platinum  a 
year  from  Russia.  The  metal  is  used 
chiefly  in  the  manufacture  of  jewelry, 
chemical  apparatus  and  Incandescent  elec- 
tric lights.  There  has  been  of  late  years 
an  increased  demand  for  the  metal  and  a 
corresponding  increase  In  the  price.  If 
the  platinum  depoflits  In  the  Yukon  valley 
in  Alaska  aoproacb  anywhere  near  the  ex- 
pectations of  the  prospectors.  It  Is  irassi- 
ble  that  they  may  prove  as  valuable  as 
the  gold  mines  in  Alaska. 

Asbestos  is  also  found  in  the  southeast- 
ern   portion    of    Alaska,    but    whether   in 
sufficient  quantities  to  make  the  deposits 
profltable  remains  for  future  developments 
I  to  show.

tention   to    the    beautiful    trees,    that 
neither  toll  nor  spin,  imd  hi>ld  forth  at 
great  length  on  their  one  garmen*  ar.d 
the    beauty    there»^)f.    their    unconsciuus 
loveliness.'  and   all   that   sort   of   thing. 
They    absolutely    stem    to    forget    that 
four  times  a  y-:ir  this  same  garb  is  de- 
cidedly    changtHl— from      the     delicate 
»prir^  green  to  a  deeper  and  richer  hu.| 
for  summt-r  wear — in  the  autumn  taking 
■m    the    most    variegated   coat,   of    bril- 
liant  hues  and   dyes.   i>erfect   in   all   its 
many  r   lors  and  tints,  and  at  Ia3t  set- 
tling down   contentedly    to    the   sombre 
shade  of  rii.-=set  brown  for  a  winter  cos- 
tume,   says    the    New    York    Sun.      So. 
re^Iy.    nature    teaches    that    vve    posi- 
tively must  limk  to  our  hats  and  gowns, 
and  demonstrates  that  there  is  no  rea- 
son at  all  why  woman  should  not  effect 
a   change,   and   in   so  doing  make   her- 
self in  harmony  with  her  surroundings. 
It  is  true  that  the  desire  for  change  in 
order  to  be  different  from  others  leads 
some   to   wear   hats   and    fnx'ks    which 
one    must    admit    are    not    lovely,    but 
there  is  a  great  simplicity  in  our  styles, 
after  all. 

It  is  just  now  the  minor  accessories 
of  dress,  so  well  developed  and  per- 
fected, that  make  maidens  so  dainty 
and  fair:  the  laces  and  ribKms  that 
make  the  simple  lawns  and  mulls  such 
dreams  of  airy  loveliness.  Now  is  the 
triumph  of  lace  and  the  reign  of  muslin, 
with  its  illusive  subtleties.  There  are 
marvelous  possibilities  in  this  dainty, 
old-time  fabric.  Nothing  so  lends  it- 
self to  tone  down  the  hard  lines  and 
worries  of  matrons,  or  set  off  the  biightj 
budding  exuberance  of  youth.  It  is 
charming  in  all  the  dainty  finishings 
of  toilets,  in  the  collar  and  fichu  as 
well  as  the  gown  itself.  A  short  cape 
cut  in  points  and  edged  with  Valen- 
ciennes lace  is  just  as  appropriate  for 
the  mother  as  for  the  child  when  worn 
with  a  gown  of  white  Swiss  trimmed 
with  simple  tuckings;  and.  by  the  way, 
these  same  simple  Swiss  gowns  must 
have  no  lining,  but  be  w^orn  over  a  silk 
slip,  either  high  necked  and  long  sleeved 
or  with  a  low  neck  and  no  sleeves  at 
all.  Such  slips  do  not  take  away  from 
the  diaphanous  effect  of  the  muslin  in 
the  least.  They  should  have  a  ruffle 
at  the  bottom  of  the  skirt,  either  of 
silk  or  lace,  and  the  skirt  should  be 
gored  exceedingly.  The  Swiss  dress 
should  be  finished  with  a  deep  hem. 

Gray  linen  is  a  most  serviceable 
fabric  and  is  very  much  liked.  A  blonde 
beauty  made  a  very  cool  and  pretty 
picture  on  one  of  the  recent  warm 
mornings  in  a  gray  linen  gown.  There 
was  a  perfectly  plain  but  very  full 
skirt.  The  waist  fitted  in  the  back 
and  a  white  moire  belt  fastened  it 
closely  about  the  waist.  A  collar  and 
cuffs  of  thin  white  lawn,  a  white  sail- 
or hat.  and  a  white  parasol  completed 
as  accessories  what  was  truly  a  dainty 
and  cool  costume.  Another  linen  gown 
that  was  very  attractive,  in  fact  very 
striking,  was  of  black  linen  with  a 
white  muslin  collar  dotted  and  edged 
with  black  embroiderj-.  The  collar  had 
a  round  cape  effect  at  the  back,  a 
square  effect  in  front,  and  pointed  re- 
vers  at  the  shoulder.  The  collar  alone 
made  the  plain  black  linen  gown  ex- 
tremely stylish   for  light   mourning. 

The  array  of  collarettes,  vests,  and 
ribbons,  the  frilled  laces  with  rosette« 
at  either  side,  the  fichus  with  scarf  ends 
crossing  in  front,  all  help  to  enable  one 
gown  to  masquerade  as  a  multitude. 
Full  skirts  will  remain  in  evidence 
through  the  summer,  stiff  behind  and 
flaring  at  the  bottom.  Most  of  them 
are  untrimmed.  but  a  few  have  a  Span.- 
ish  flounce.  Silk  ruffs  are  always  a 
pretty   finish. 

The  bodices  are  really  collections  of 
trimming,  and  one  rarely  has  a  bodice 
that  matches  the  skirt  in  color  or  tex- 
ture. The  much  used  and  much  abused 
shirt  waist  holds  its  place  as  prom- 
inently as  ever,  and  is  of  the  greatest 
service  to  all  sorts  and  conditions  of 
wom.en.  One  of  the  latest  fashions 
among  the  many  fabrics  used  is  pique 
in  all  shades,  with  either  soft  or  stiff 
fronts.  The  most  striking  have  pin 
dots  of  black,  pink,  or  i>ale  green.  These 
are  piped  with  black,  and  made  with 
stiff  fronts.  The  enthusiasts  of  golf 
should  pay  heed  to  the  soft,  bright 
pique  shirts  of  deep  red.  plain  colored, 
or  spotted,  for  they  are  the  most  at- 
tractive. 

Alpaca  and  mohair,  now  that  the 
traveling  season  is  at  its  height,  are  be- 
coming very  popular.  The  stiffness  of 
these  materials  so  lends  itself  to  carry 
out  the  flaring  effect  of  the  skirt,  and 
they  retain  their  freshness  so  well  after 
the  hard  usage  they  receive  during  a 
journey,  that  they  are  held  in  high 
favor  by  well-dressed  women.  Mohair 
skirts  are  just  now  made  up  without 
lining,  which  is  another  thing  in  their 
favor.  They  are  finished  with  a  bia-^^ 
facing,  half  a  yard  deep,  with  an  outer 
lining  for  the  facing  of  grass  cloth. 
The  top  of  the  facing  is  finished  off 
with  three  rows  of  stitching. 
AUTUMN  AND  WINTER  MODES. 
Autumn  and  winter  modes  are  as  yet 
blessings  of  the  fu(ure.  but  some  very 
stunning  mid-season  things  are  to  be 
seen  for  mountain  and  seashore  wear, 
says  Nina  Fitch.  Thes.  as  far  as  tex- 
tures and  general  shapings  are  con- 
cerned, show  no  appreciable  divergence 
from  the  styles  of  the  spring;  but  skirts 
are  much  less  stiffened,  it  is  remarked, 
and  though  fitting  more  closely  about 
the  hips,  in  some  cases,  indeed,  as  snugly 
as  a  yoke,  they  are  as  plain  as  ever. 
The  1830  sleeve,  which  is  an  accom- 
paniment of  a  very  long  shoulder  seam 
and  a  drooping  puff  that  hangs  low  on 
the  arm.  Is  more  and  more  used  for  eve- 
ning gowns.  With  street  costumes,  too, 
there  seems  a  growing  tendency  toward 
the  lengthening  of  shoulder  seams,  but 
the  same  familiar  mutton  legs  of  the 
winter  are  with  us,  and  the  only  change- 
is  that  they  fit  more  closely  about  the 
forearm  and  are  rarely,  if  ever,  stif- 
fened. 

Crinoline,   it  is  hinted,   is  t«  go,   but 
who  can  tell? 
"Call  no  man  happy  until  he  ia  dead," 


the  saying  runs.  And  so.  though  any- 
thing and  everything  is  pt>s»lble — even 
the  suppression  of  orinollnt' — nothing  can 
1k>  siiid  truthfully  of  a  sea.>»on's  fashion 
until  it  is  over. 

However,  some  very  charming  sugges- 
tions for  autumn  ;»re  cropping  up  in 
late  summer  clothes,  and  anion.g  otiu'rs 
is  noticed  a  growing  fondness  for 
color. 

IMain  silks  in  brilliant  hues,  red  and 
l>Unk.  and  orange  and  brown,  form 
bodices  and  vests  of  sonil>er  mohairs, 
.ind  sailor  hats,  which,  with  other 
brimmed  chapeaux,  are  now  being  much 
turned  up  at  the  back,  literally  burn 
with  color.  Flowers  of  nriny  hues  will 
be  massed  in  banks  in  front.  , 

The  hat  Is  put  on  straight,  and  then 
tilted  sharply  forward  until  the  flowery 
brim  slants  like  the  thatch  of  one  of 
those  wonderfully  roof-planted  cottages 
sometimes  seen  on  Knglish  farms. 

The  effect  Is  very  pretty.  As  a  rule, 
too.  it  is  vastly  becoming,  for  under  the 
blossoming  edge  dove  eyes  grow  more 
dove-like  and  flashing  ones  shine  out 
with  added  brilliancy  and  coquetry. 
Sometimes  the  color  will  be  made  by 
scarlet  wings  or  whole  retl  birds,  which, 
with  wings  outupread.  will  be  poised  on 
the  hat  like  a  slim-tailed  swallow  in 
flight. 

Again,   certain    low-crowned     narrow- 
brimmeil  sailors.  espe<'ially  those  shown 
bv    Knglish    men    milliners,     will     have 
trimmings  of  fruit   that   are  startlingly 
natural.  One  sailor  in  this  shai>e  recemtly 
seen  owned,  altogether  with  mixed  nuts. 
a  bunch  of  raisins,  a  brilliant  love  apple, 
a  tinv  mandarin  and  a  great  opal-tinteil 
Keine    Claude    plum.     The    sole      other 
trimming  to  the  hat,  which  was  of  rough 
red  and  brown  straw,   was  a  wide  bias 
of  coarse    white    bunting    that    swathed 
the   crown    loosely,      the     fruits      being 
heaped  at  the  left.     Taken   collectively, 
these    fruit    hat    trimmings   are   dubbed 
by      milliners       "mendicants"— beggars. 
And  though  an  American  woman  is  said 
to  have  had  the  distinction  of  having  the 
fii-s»t    trimming   of   this  sort   at    the   last 
C.rand    Prix,    they    get    the    name    from 
little  dishes  of  mixed   nuts   and   raisins 
that  are  served  in  cheap  French  restau- 
rants under  this  ingenious  title. 
CAPES  AND  GOWNS. 
And  now  to  change  the  subject     from 
hats   to  gowns.     Among   the   mid-season 
things  mentioned,   four  costumes  and  a 
cape  for  chilly  days  were  noticeable  for 
their  extreme  good  looks  and  usefulness. 
The  stunningest   gown  of   the  lot   has 
a     brown     mixed    cheviot    woven     with 
black  and  an  occasional  "pois"  of  scar- 
let;      the       bodice     has     long     shoulder 
seams  and   three  straps,   which   are  of 
plain  scarlet  hunter's  cloth  over  cream 
batiste.    The  straps  end  in  little  peplum 
tails  below  the  belt  and  at  the  back  and 
bust   they  are  loosened  to  allow  a   bias 
scarf  of  black  satin  to  pass  under     all 
around  the  shoulder  forming  a  complete 
yoke  effect  and  holding  the  sleeves  down 
at  the  top  in  approved  1830  fashion.  The 
sleeves   alone   of   the    bodice   match    the 
skirt   in   texture,  and   the   hat   is  black 
rough    straw    with    scarlet    birds.     This 
toilet,    it   may   be   interesting   to   know, 
was  worn  a  chilly  afternoon  last  week 
at  Newport     by     one     of     New     York's 
smartest  women. 

At  Long  Branch,  two  mornings  later, 
a  pretty  russet-haired  girl  was  made 
adorable  and  comfortable  in  a  gown  of 
blue  and  black  honeycomb  wool  fash- 
ioned exaetly  like  the  frocks  one  sees  on 
little  girls.  The  side  gores  of  the  skirt, 
which  was  only  moderately  wide  and 
slightly  stiffened  at  the  bottom,  lapped 
so  far  over  the  front  one  that  this  be- 
came scarcely  more  than  a  na'rrow 
panel;  several  rows  of  stitching  over 
them  gave  almost  the  effect  of  braid, 
but  the  major  part  of  the  little-girl  look 
came  in  with  the  jacket,  which,  with 
the  fronts  in  one  piece  and  buttoning 
back  in  revers,  was  exactly  like  a  child's 
coat.  The  buttons  were  very  large  and 
of  black  bone,  and  black  silk  covered  the 
revers  to  within  an  inch  of  the  edge, 
where  the  honeycomb  cloth  was  left  to 
form  a  border. 

The  blouse  worn  under  the  coat  was 
of  silk  pongee,  inky  black  likewise, 
curious  to  say,  but  deadly  fetching  to 
the  russet-haired  girl's  milk-white  skin. 
It  was  simply  gathered  in  the  waist  and 
worn  with  loose  sash  belt  of  the  same 
material. 

Another  natty  and  useful  frock  for 
seashore  wear  that  seemed  almost  to 
have  taken  a  hint  from  childish  toggery 
was  of  dark-blue  English  serge  with  a 
great  sailor  collar  and  big  turn-back 
cuffs  covered  entirely  with  narrow  braid 
in  alternate  rows  of  red,  black  and 
beige. 

But.  alas!  the  girl  who  wore  this  gown 
would  not  stand  still  long  enough  to  be 
sketched. 

Brown  noveltywool, roughly  tufted  and 
showing  an  under  thread  of  orange, 
composes  the  toilet  with  the  cape  which 
has  lately  been  designed  for  dressy 
mountain  wear.  The  bodice  is  laid  in 
three  plaits  over  stripes  of  orange  satin 
covered  with  cream  batiste,  and  the 
cape  lining  is  plain  silk  in  beautiful 
yellows  and  browns.  The  high  soldier- 
looking  collar,  cuffs  and  belt  are  made 
of  the  gown  stuff  lined  with  linen  can- 
vas and  heavily  stitched,  and  at  the  cuff 
tttie  sleeve  buttons,  over  which,  by  the 
way,  is  a  very  comfortable  arrangement 
for  sleeves  that  are  intended  to  fit  snug- 
ly at  this  point. 

The  remaining  toilet  is  brown  whip- 
cord with  only  close  stitching  as  decora- 
tion, and  the  cape  is  of  cheeky  cheviot. 
ii  blue  and  white,  with  a  silk  lining  in 
a  deep  huckleberry  blue. 

The  hat  of  the  brown  toilet  Is  a  brown 
rough  straw  sailor  in  what  is  known 
among  English  hatters  as  a  three-by- 
three  shape. 

The  Alpines  are  of  the  same  texture 
as  the  garments  with  which  they  are 
worn,  'and  though  many  of  these 
very  useful  hats  are  being  seen  with 
only  a  band  trimming,  others  have 
sometimes  a  great  bow  at  one  side. 

If  the  hat  is  of  straw  the  ribbon  is 
usually  of  only  plain  black  gros-grain: 
if  it  is  of  fancy  wool  to  match  a  cos- 
tume, both  band  and  bow  may  be  of 
satin  ribbon  in  some  gay  tint.  And  if 
the  gown  is  to  be  worn  where  winds 
whistle  summer  as  well  as  winter— by 
ohilly  lakes  or  in  the  mists  of  mountain 
peaks — the  gayer  the  tints  the  better, 
say  fashion  authorities. 

ABOUT  BLOUSES. 
Fashions  of  the  day.  how  they  come 
and  go.  says  the  Boston  Beacon,  and 
how  wildly  are  they  followed,  whether 
they  suit  or  not!  Never  perhaps  was 
there  a  greater  run  on  any  garb  than 
there  is  on  the  blouse.  It  is  to  be  had 
in  any  material — notably  shot  silk  and 
flowered  muslin,  and  at  any  price.  It 
is  worn  with  every  kind  and  color  of 
skirt,  and  has  completely,  for  the  time, 
sent  the  bodice  proper  to  the  wall.  The 
blouse  at  its  best — boned  and  fitted, 
and  trimmed  with  its  pretty  lace,  chif- 
fon and  ribbon — is  a  thing  of  beauty, 
and  will  be,  in  its  later  summer  and 
autumn  career,  a  thing  of  ea.se  and 
comfort.  The  blouse  and  the  skirt  do 
not  claim  close  kindred;  they  are  dis- 
tinct, the  former  suiting  every  style 
of  dress;  the  latter  more  especially  the 
tailor-built  suits. 

The  pretty  chine  silks  are  sometimes 
veiled  with  black  chiffon  or  delicate 
creamy  lace,  leaving  the  large  sleeves 
uncovered  or  forming  the  sleeves,  while 
pale  pink,  white  or  any  plain  colored 
silk  or  crepon  compose  the  rest.  Large 
sailor  collars  of  muslin  or  lace  and 
muslin  are  worn  over  many  of  the  plain 
silk  blouses;  while  a  length  of  real  lacp, 
often  brought  from  some  old  hoard,  is 
gathered  up  in  front,  then  tossed  over 
each  shoulder  and  fixed  there  by  a 
bow,  a  couple  of  large  fancy  buttons, 
or  two  long  jewelled  guarded  pins. 
The  ends  do  not  hang  low^-r  than  half 
way  down  the  back,  unless  en  a  tea 
gown  or  an  evening  gown,  when  fancy 
dictates  the  length.  Crepons  and  buff 
grass  cloth  vie  In  popularity  with  alpaca 


for  smart  gowns.  The  uncrusliable 
crepons  are  «lellghtful«lo  wear,  and  in 
loVt  ly  colors,  a  shade  of  pale  pink  heli- 
otrope being  partleuliirly  popular.as  well 
us  a  deep  cornflower  blue.  Black, 
cream  and  grey  alpaca  are  quite  a  la 
mode  for  well  worn  costumes,  even  at 
large  entertainments,  the  fall  of  the 
skirl  and  the  general  style  telling  to 
pr;»etis«tl  eyes  the  head  and  luinds  that 
tiirn.d  It  nut.  The  full  .-^kirts  are  not 
mm  h  worn. as  they  are  diflleiilt  ti>  ciurry 
i^r.ieerully,  but  all  of  th,m  mea.suie 
p..  yanl.-^  rouiul,  and  man.v  of  them  <> 
ya'nis.  They  are  stiffly  lined,  sotne- 
iinies  wired  round  the  e<lge.  and  put  in-i 
to  large  folils  at  the  back.  A  few  have 
fulness  on  the  hips,  but  are  closely  kept 
tti  the  figure  by  three  or  four  rows  of 
gauging  set  alxtut  an  inch  apart.  This 
"loiiks  well  on  a  slight  figure.  Many  of 
the  short  round  sleeves  In  the  ball 
gowns  measure  over  V^s  yards  in  cir- 
cumference. Other  sleeves  are  not 
much  less  in  size,  and  with  the  wire  or 
stiff  lining  stand  out  so  determinedly 
that  a  blow  from  them  is  not  always 
to  be  laughed  at.  The  early  Victorian 
sleeve  has  been  equalled,  if  not  eclipsed, 
by  that  of  its  fin  de  siecle  sister.  The 
bishop  sleeve  Is  now  superseding  the 
gigot. 

A   NEW   MATT^RIAL. 

The  coming  stuff  which  has  only  been 
occasionally  seen  as  yet,  is  polle  de 
chevre;  firm,  resisting  dust,  incapable 
of  being  creased,  and  showing  colors 
in  purer  shades  than  almost  any  other 
fabric,  it  deserves  our  good  opinion.

If  things  go  on  in  the  way  they  at 
present  bid  fair  to  do,  in  the  way  of 
bicycling,  we  must  not  be  at  all  sur- 
prised to  see.

Black  feathers  rise  up 
from  a  heliotrope  straw  hat  of  large  di- 
mensions, with  a  cluster  of  deep  yellow 
roses  tossed  on  to  the  brim.  They  range 
themselves  in  two  parties  on  a  large 
black  hat,  looking  askance  at  a  wide 
Wjhite  or  black  and  white  bow,  placed  in 
front.  They  lift  up  crimped  black  chif- 
fon on  tan  straw  brim,  allowing,  per- 
haps, a  motloy  crew  of  flowers  to  stray 
over  the  crown  or  other  side;  but  they 
never  allow  (themselves  to  be  overlooked.

Patent  leather  shoes  with  black  stock- 
ings, and  tan  shoes  with  stockings  to 
match  are  the  reigning  styles  of  the 
season. 

Hats  of  combination  straw-  and  satin 
braid  are  trimmed  with  bands  of  ros- 
ettes or  standing  bows  of  the  same  pli- 
able fancy  braid. 

Cheek  pads  for  improving  the  contour 
of  the  face  cost  $30  a  pair  in  London. 
They  are  made  of  coralite  and  have  to 
be  molded  with  great  care. 

Handsome  English  mohairs  have  been 
greatlj''  used  in  the  formation  of  stylish, 
durable  and  ladylike  .traveling  tos- 
tumes  tor  journeys  by  land  and  sea. 

Collars  and  cuffs  of  batiste,  or  India 
lawn,  edged  with  narrow  ruffles  of  yel- 
lowed Valenciennes  lace,  are  much  in 
favor  and  freshen  a  costume  wonder- 
fully. 

The  new  purses,  which  come  in  water 
snake  .skin,  have  the  most  realistic-look- 
ing gold  serpents  with  ruby  eyes  ap- 
parently wriggling  off  one  side  of  the 
portemonnaie. 

Melton  cloth  of  the  finest  quality  Is 
used  by  the  fashionable  tailors,  instead 
of  covert  suitings,  for  costumes  and 
jackets  for  cool  da.ys  at  the  seaside  or 
in  the  mountains. 

The  princess  of  Wales,  who  was  once 
the  acknowledged  leader  of  fashion,  biit 
whose  right  to  rule  is  now  questioned, 
has  lately  started  wearing  small  sleeves 
on  her  gowns. 

Skirts  made  of  soft  sateen.  In  various 
Paisley  patterns,  bid  fair  to  outrival 
most  of  the  other  designs  this  season, 
and  are  prettily  finished  at  the  throat 
with  a  turn-down  collar  and  two  studs. 

Shirt  waists  maintain  their  popularity 


unabated.  They  are  made  not  only  in 
serviceable  cambric,  jtercale  and  ging- 
ham, but  also  in  the  finest  dimity,  with 
a  discreet  adornment  of  lace  and  rib- 
bon. 

Carved  Ivory  from  China  and  Japan 
is  much  used  for  umbrella  handles  for 
gentlemen.  Wome  of  the  grotesque  little 
figures  sit  upon  their  wooden  posts 
grinning  more  satirically  than  the  fam- 
ous Cheshire  cat. 

Solid  ecru,  pink  or  blue  linen  shirt 
waists  have  wide  Imjx  pleats  front  and 
back,  piped  with  white  linen,  with  im- 
nieiiHo  while  linen  sailor  collar  and  cuffs 
bordered  with  liny  washable  gimp  the 
color  of  the  shirt  waist. 

Many  shirt  waists  have  a  narnw 
border  around  the  collars  and  cuffs  and 
bordering  the  opening  down  the  front. 
There  are  also  some  having  white  col- 
lars, but  these  are  not  favored  by  the 
mo.st  fastidious  women. 
(A  liberal  u.se  will  bn  made  by  the  mil- 
liners next  season  of  velvets  and  velvet 
ribbons.  Tiny  toques  and  dress  bonm-ts 
of  dark  green,  violet,  claret  and  black 
velvet  will  be  trimmed  with  shaded 
velvet  flowers  of  a  seasonable  kind,  lik.- 
nasturtiums,  wall  flowers,  geraniums, 
etc. 

Opals  are  favoi  it(  s  In  jewels  this  sea- 
son, if  jewelers  are  to  be  believed. 
Pearls  are  also  much  -worn.  But  pearls, 
opals  or  other  gems  are  rarely  found 
without  an  encircling  rim  of  diamonds. 
The  latter  add  the  sparkling  necessary 
to  complete  the  charm  of  a  ring  or 
brooch. 

Parisians  are  now  wearing  redlngote 
gowns  opening  over  tablier  fronts,  in 
imitation  of  those  worn  in  the  Maria  An- 
toinette period.  These  have  wjntinuous 
breadths  from  neck  to  bottom  of  skirt 
on  sides  and  back,  with  the  fronts  cut 
away  to  show  a  short,  pointed  vest  of 
some  handsome  fabric. 

Blouses  of  dainty  washable  s/)rt  are 
now  frequently  fitted  with  removable 
sailor  and  stock  collar — a  very  conveni- 
ent fashion,  for  these  portions  of  the 
V>louse  often  become  soiled  or  crumpled 
before  the  fwaist  itself.  White  linen  or 
white  embroidered  sailor  collar  and 
cuffs  are  supplied,  as  well  as  those 
which  match  the  blouse. 

A  noteworthy  license  prevails  in  hair- 
dressing,  often  the  coiffure  is  changed 
to  suit  the  hat,  the  Dutch  bonnet  abso- 
lutely requiring  a  quite  fluffy  style.  To 
arrange  the  hair  in  a  wavy  mass  low- 
over  the  ears  is  a  new  style,  but  it  is  so 
unbeciiming  and  so  easily  imparts  an 
appearance  of  age  that  it  is  not  likely  to 
be  general  or  lasting. 

Duchesse  satin  continues  to  be  a  great 
favorite  for  evening  toilets  and  for  dress 
accessories.  It  is  popular  for  three  very 
good  reasons.  It  is  extremely  pliable, 
yet  is  very  rich  and  heavy  in  effect, 
quite  unlike  many  of  the  soft  satins  now 
in  use.  It  has  a  lustrous  surface,  and 
again,  it  wears  better  than  most  of  the 
satins  now  manufactured. 

Judging  by  manufacturers'  samples, 
there  will  be  a  great  use  made  this  fall 
of  pretty  checked  goods  in  two  contrast- 
ing colors  and  two  different  weaves. 
The  checks  vary  in  pattern  from  the 
pin-head  or  shepherd's  weaves  to  those 
from  half  an  inch  to  an  inch  and  a  half, 
wide.  These  checks  will  appear  in 
satins,  silks,  all-wool  stuffs  and  silk-and- 
wool  mixtures. 

Capes  will  continue  to  rival  coats  in 
fashionable  favor  just  as  long  as  full 
sleeves  remain  in  vogue.  The  capes  for 
late  autumn  will  be  made  of  Persian- 
trimmed  jetted  plush,  satin-trimmed 
kersey,  fur-trimmed  plain  velvet  or 
plush,  braided  Persian  cloth,  widewale 
boucle  cloth  and  fine  ladies'  cloth  in 
black  and  colors.  Jackets  will  be 
strapped,  box-plaited,  and  braided. 

Among  the  latest  novelties  displayed 
for  feminine  convenience  are  skirt  grips 
—little  contrivances  made  of  solid  gold 
for  attaching  the  skirt  to  the  waist  and 
preventing  the  sagging  down  in  the 
back  so  hard  to  obviate.  These  grips 
resemble  substantial  pins  or  clasps,  and 
have  a  stout  gold  eye  fastened  to  the 
reverse  side,  on  which  a  corresponding 
hook,  sewed  to  the  band  of  the  skirt,  is 
meant  to  be  caught. 

Pockets  in  the  folds  of  the  skirt  have 
been  abandoned.  The  difficulty  of  find- 
ing them,  especially  in  a  dress  worn  for 
the  first  time,  has  led  to  their  being 
placed  at  the  side  under  a  flap  or  some 
kind  of  ornament.  The  pocket  ought  to 
be  deep  enough  not  to  bulge.  Moreover, 
its  use  is  chiefly  to  hold  the  handker- 
chief, whereas  it  is  now  very  usual  to 
slip  under  the  waistband  an  extremely 
fine  and  stylish  handerchief  to  be  used 
in  case  of  necessity.  Except  in  the  case 
of  a  nervous  affection  or  of  a  cold  it  is 
rarely  used. 

Decidedly  novel  and  pretty  gowns  of 
white  mohair,  made  in  the  revived  Louis 
XIV  styles,  have  been  worn  by  brides- 
maids at  recent  midsummer  weddings. 
Some  of  the  gowns  were  lined  and  trim- 
med with  cool  golden-green  silk,  with 
Dresden  ribbon  garnitures  to  match. 
Rose-pink  linings  and  ribbons  finished 
other  white  mohair  gowns,  the  maid  of 
honor  wearing  a  toilet  of  snow-white 
mohair,  lined  with  white  taffeta,  with 
immense  sleeves  of  white  satin,  and  a 
large  white  sailor  collar  trimmed  with 
pearl  and  opal  passementerie.  A  wide 
Tx)uis  Quinze  sash,  also  of  white  satin, 
completed  the  gown. 

A  dainty  little  toque  is  made  entirely 
of  mauve  and  pale  yellow  shaded  or- 
chids, with  a  bunch  of  real  lace  here  and 
there,  while  another  of  somewhat  sim- 
ilar design  is  carried  out  in  pink  roses, 
intermingled  with  pale  yellow  and  pur- 
ple pansies  and  surmounted  by  a  dainty 
little  aigrette  of  pink  roses. 

The  silk  petticoat  has  become  an 
article  of  artistic  elegance,  made  of  rich 
brocades  and  moire  silk  and  trimmed 
with  lace-covered  ruffles  and  flounces  of 
chiffon,  and  is  almost  as  important  an 
item  of  dress  as  the  gown  which  is  worn 
over  it.
